The Thcniionieti'r, iiiihe sluiilt; langes, on a inedmin, fiwni.VS to 7 !i. 

The measles in clnhlreii, are very prevalent during the whole of this month. 
Kliemiiiitism mill gout lieeoiiic less tnniblesoiiie after the souliierlj "winds have set in. 
M nriik I loilung heriiiiies liitlier iiiipli'ii.saiil to new comers, hut nut so to old Indians, 
whose bloiiil IS not so easily hruti'd. SiMiielimes this inniith is rather showery, whhli 
protracts the cold season till the niiddlt' ot the folloyriug month 
Meat coiilitiut'.i good auil abiiiiil.uit. 

The flsli ninrkel lias the ittlditioii of the small hilsali, (the Indian inncfcerel ) 

The additional vegetables are pumpkin ai.d young cucumbers; and tba fraitg 
aastard-applcs^mulhci'iics, and siniili wwler-melons

SIARCH. 

The (bermointter ranges in tbe abade from 68 in tbe morning to 83 in the afieniooR. 

Yarioua operations of huabandry, generally cmnnience this month, so soon as tho' 
ground is moistened by rain; this, howeyer, sometimes happens at the latter end of 
Febrimry, and then it is occasioned by an unusual quantity of ram. 
meat market continues good. 

Fish to be had in abundance, and the market has the addition of tbe gooteiA, a amal I 
but well flavored flab. 

Green peas and turnips disappear at the end of this month; sallad, cabbaaes, carrots 
and celery are on tbe decline, but asparagus and potatoes continue excelleut - green 
mangoes and unripe muak-mellons aie to be had; also omrah, greens, and water-creases. 

Fruit is also plentiful—large water-melons appear about the middle of tbe month, 
and continue in perfection till the middle of June. 

The Nortb-westers with thunder and lightning, and rain, generally appear towards 
the end of this month. 


APRTL.. 

• The beginning ofthls month is sometimes plPRsint, particularlyif I’m Northwesters 

ar^freqnent; but tbe middle and latter part are disagreeable in tbe extreme; it is one 
^•f the worst months in the year. 

The Thermometer ranges in the shade from 80 in the morning to 90 in the afternoon 
bat when exposed to the sun, it rises to 110. 

Tbe wind blows from the south, and is very strong throughout (he month; and 
when the wind is hot flroin the absence of rain, it becomes oppressive. This state of tbe 
weather is very unfavorable to vegetation. 

Vne Narth-westers are at times attended with dreadful storms of thunder and light¬ 
ning, during which rain and bail full in torrents: these storms sometimes occasion 
much damage. The Nortb-westers continue at intervals till the beginning, and some¬ 
times till tbe middle of May. 

This is an unfavorable season for meat, which begins to be flabby and poor, the fat 
spungy and yellow. 

The fish market has the addition of the mangoe flsb, so railed from its annual visit 
to all tbe Bengal rivers, at this (the mniisoe) season, to spawn . it appears as soon ns 
the mangoe is formed on the tree, and disappears at the close of the season, that is 
about the middle ol July. This Ksli has, perhaps, the most agreealile flavor of any in 
the world, and is so modi sought alter, (by natives as well ^ Kiiropeaiis) that, although 
not so large os a middle sized whiting, tliey are sold at tbe beginning of the month, at' 
ftom 3 to 4 rupees per score. Beftire the end of May. ns (hey become plentiful, they aro 
■old at one rupee per score; and in June, two to three score may be had for a rupee. 
The fish market has also tlie addition of (he carp and inhagoor. 

Potatoes. a.sparagus, onions, cucumbers and a few cabbage sprouts are the onljr 
Tegctables to be procured. 

Water-melons and innsk-mclons are in great perfection; hut there is not much fruit 
BOW to be bad in the market. Green mangoes tor pickling, and corinda for (arts are m 
great abundance. 


MAY. 

The weather, during this month is most oppressive, especially the latter hntt 
«r the month: tbe wind continues Southerly, and the heat is scarcely bearable Of alt 
in tbe year, the present is the most trying, particularly to those whose avoiatioiia 
compel them to be much out of doors. To lie exposed to the sun without a covering. Is 
extremely dangerous at any hour; from 10 to !> o’clock, it would be ruin tuanycansti- 
ttttion, except to that of a native, inured to the climate by birth and practice; and even 
natives sometimes fall a sacrifice to the powerful influence of the sun. The beat in the 
first half of the month ia sometimes relieved by Noi th-westers, ecrom)ianied by reA-eshiiifl 
showers; vivid lightning and loud thunder at times attend the North-westera. 

Tbe thermometer ranges in the shade, on a medium, from 85 in the morning to 4X 
in the afternoon lifexposed to the fun lufluence of tbe sunbeams, it wiM rise to 168- 
degreea, and sometimes higher. 
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Grapes of tlie largest size, peaches, pine-apples, limes, rose-apples,lichees, jambrnles, 
wampees, mangoes, jack, water-melons, mask-melons, pomegranates,.cu 8 tard-apples. 
« ml a great variety of inferior fruits, are in season. 

The meat market is very inferior to that of last month. 

Fish cantiiiues good and atiiindant, the beckty excepted, whicIT from the difficnlty of 
its reaching the market in a Arm state, becomes scarce. Maugoe fish is in great per¬ 
fection this month. 

Asparagus, potatoes, and cabbage sprouts, with indiflbrent turnips, sweet potatoes, 
ciirninbers and onions are nearly all the vegetables now in the market. Faropkins and 
several roots are however procurable. 

JUNE. M 

The periodical rains set in abont the middle of this month. Refi^Rng showers, 
fall occasionally, which cool the air and encourage vegetation. 

The thermometer during the first half of this month, frequently rises to fKf, in the 
shade, at noon: but in general the rams, •hicli commence about the 15th, keep the tem¬ 
perature much below this. 

The weather throughout the whole of this month, is oppressive, in proportion to the 
quantity of n<in which falls; if the weather be dry the heat is scarcely bearable; it is 
generally very close; not a breath of air from any quarter. 

Meat, os must be expected, is now very indifferent. 

The fisii market is much tlie same as during last month. 

Mangoes are in great abundance, and perfection. The Maldab mangoes arrive in 
Calcutta about tlie middle or latter end of this mouth, and they are considered to he 
the be.sl tliat can be procured in Ben. 4 al Grapes, peaches, lichees, &c. disappear 
towards the end of this month. Custard apples, pine-apples, and guavas arc in great 
perfection 

Asparagus, potatoes and onions, are the principal regetables that remain. 

JULY. 

This month is attended with much rain; the winds are light and variable: the wen 
tiier frequently glooiiiy, ami sometimes stormy, with heavy fallsof rain, whilst at inter- 
vaKs it 18 fair, and mild. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from SO in the morning to 89in the aftemonu. 

The showery weather of the present and preceding mouth, is productive of the most 
beneficial effects to the grain. 

Meat continues lean and poor. 

The fish market continues good. The moai\jee, the rooe,theeatlah, the qnoye, tfa« 
lowle, the magoor, the cliingree, the tangrah, and the rhoonah,are procurable in this 
month, and indeed all the year round Tliehilsa (or sable) fish now makes its appearance. 
This fish is delicious, either boiled, baked, or fried. but it is generally considered very 
aiiwbolesoine. The natives devour it m siirta quantities, as to occasion great mortality 
among them The fish, on being cured witli tamarinds, forms a good substitute for her- 
nogs It is then known by the appellation of the tamarind fish. 

Mangoes and mangoe fish disappear this month. 

Pine apples, custard-apples, and guavas roiitinne in seoaon. 

The vegetable market is very indifferent—asparagus is in perfection, but potatoes 
become poor and watery. Young lettuces, cucumbers and sweet potatoes are now pro* 
surable; also ttae.cumrunga and corinda. 

AUGUST. 

In the present month also there is abundance of rainthe weather conliBoes 
much the sammas last. This and the preceding month are remarkable for heavy fails 
of ruin. Iieing the o'ettest in the whole year. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 80 in the morning to 90 in the afteiuoea. 

Light and variable winds and cloudy weather, with smartund light rain, prevail at 
the beginning of the mouth; the middle is sometimes fair, and totem hly cool; the 
remainder variable, attended, at times, with strong winds and heavy ra n. 

FVom the combined heat and moisture, in this month and the preceding, vegetati¬ 
on springs up and spreads with astonishing rapidity. 
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The mcftt and fish markets are much the same as last month. 

Pnmpleiiose (shaildock) appear this luunth; pine-apples, custard-apples, nml 
nuavas continue in j)erfrLtion. 

The vegetables procurable are sallail, asparagus, e.ueumber, brinjalls, kidney-beans, 
radishes, turnips, cabbage sprouts, and indiflerent potatoes. Indian corn, cucumbers, 
and spinnage, are to he liad now and all tJie year roiiinl, but Diey are tasteless, 
except at this season, when they become Ann, good, and ver> palatable. The asigato 
pear is sometimes procurable at this period. 

SEPTEBIIIER. 

Tlie rains subside considerably during ibis month. ^ 

The wind contiunes light and ^iiriahle, attended with oceasinnal cloudy weather. 
The days are sometimes tiiir, mild, and hnglit,—and the leinperaliire agreeable. 

The Thermometer ranges from 7t( in the morning to 85 lu the alteruoon. 

The meat market is mucli tlie same as in lust month. 

The fish market experiences but slight improvement; foi although there is ahimdance 
nf fish, yet It is not alaa.is firm and good,except tlie lierktr, whn li lM:cnmes larger and 
better flavored The tollowing are also in tlic market.—the bliolah, dcssy tangrab, 

. konteb, bhengirs, gungtorah, kowcil, toontee, pyrali chondah, and crawfish. 

Vegetables and potatoes are verj' indifferent . >ams cuine in season about this time. 

In the fruit market, small oranges make their appearance, but they are very acid. 
Custard-apples, pme-apples, guavas, aud puinplenuse continue in season. 

OCTOBER. 

The first half of this month, generally yields a good supply nf rain, and iutrodaeea 
the powerful influence of a second spring season upon all vegetating bodies 

Tlie rainy season breaks up generally between the lotli and 20lh of this month; 
sometimes, howi ver. it continues a little longer, but this is seldom the case, the con¬ 
cluding shou ers are freqaentl) heavy, continuing fromfi.to ‘.'4 hours, inccssautly, aAer 
winch the ueatlier becomes lair, calm, and settled. 

The tbcr'iiorneter ranges in the shade from 75 in the morning to80 in (he afternoon 

The winds are in general light and varialde diiriug this month, veering from south 
to north-west thence to north and north-east 

The monsoon changes about the 21st of this month, after which, light breezes set m 
from ttie north and iiortli-east. 

As soon as (he weather sets in fair, the season becomes propitious for preparing 
the kitchen garden. 

The meat markets begin to revive, and the fish market to improve; the beefct] be 
comes firm, and the other fish proporl ionably good; snipes make their apimarance. 

Vegetables and fruit continue much the same us last month, (ill llie latter end of 
the present month,when, if the season la iavoiablc, both experience a considerable 
improve-n'Mit. Oranges become larger and better ilai uured, and custard-apples are ib 
great perfection. 

Young potatoes, sometimes, make their appearance this month.bat they have very 
little flavour;—they are small and watery. Pomegranates are procurable, also sour 
wood-apples. 

NOVEMBER. 

The weather is clear and settled and the thermometer temperate. Sometimes the 
days are warm,but the morniugs and evenings are cool and agreeable. 

[f the rains cease early in October and the cold weather follows shortly afler. No- 
Tember becomes a beautiful and delightful month. Nothing can be more favorable 
this season for the renovation of theliealth of the Toletadinarian, after having experi¬ 
enced the debilitating effects of the hot weather. 

X^iight northerly winds prevail this month. 

The thermometer rsmges from 70 in the moroiog to 75 in the aftcrnooii. 

The seeds committed to the Boil daring the last and present month gtart into life, 
with a vigour unknown to other climes. * 

The meat antkst look! wht^oaOi beef, anttoa. Teal, pork apd poultry, hccomo 
flm mad good. , 
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{inttir comes in also lliis month, iiiconsnlcraliipfiuanhtjes, is jid ducks, snipe, icnl.^c 
Abundance of h-sh is procurable, also nriii and good, such as berki), bankpatali, 
KiiiiRtorah, mirKii], < arp, and inanKoe-ii'ili without rocs. 

TheveBcloblo market beams iit'rcsli this iiioiitli by the iiilrodiiclion of areen peas, 
new potatoes, lettuces, greens of diflcreiit kiiulH, spinnuge, rsidisMs, and turnips. 

In the fruit market may be had oraiiaes, liin-s, lemons, piimplenose, pine .mpi»s, 
ritsiiiid-apples, papiah, phiuttiiiis, cocuuiiuts, country ulinuiids, ijoiiiegraantes, sour 
wood apples, &c. 


DUCEMnER. 

The wraMirr rnntiniirs fair, cool, and. on the whole,extremely fine, lliroiigboiit tlie 
BioniU, Mith a light northerly wind. 

The dm 1 .mil n alits ore cold and ciear, and the mornings and evenings foggy, par¬ 
ticularly nt the latter end of the mouth. 

The thermometer ranges from TiB in tee morning to0.^1 in the aflemoon. 

The meat and (ish markets iiie in great perfection, both as to quantity and quality; 
game of all kinds in abundance. 

The vegetable market is excellent,yielding green peas, young potatoes, lettuces, 
young onions, rudlsbes, small sallad, sweet potatoes, hVeiich beans, seem, brinjalls, 
yam, carrots, turnips, greens, young cabbages and cauliliowers. 

The fruit market continues miirb the same as last month—Brazil currants 
rahs) make tbcir appeaniuce this uionth, together with wood-apples and other fruits. 
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JANUAIjy. 

The season is too for odvonred to sow the s'enerolity of Togrtaliles wi(h mnrh pros- 
prfi of success; but turnips, cniTots, love-npplcs, s’egetniile morrow', all sorts of pump 
kins, lettuce, entlis'r, roilish, mustnrcl anil cress, spiiinge ami Nrpnni spinase mo) be 
sown during all this month; also surcessive crops of late cabbage and kiiol kliole eveiy 
f ortnight. Turnips ore said to snrceeil best when plneed in rows : llicy sluiuid be tliiniieil 
to a distance of six inches from each other. Carrots r.irciv surC''ed well when planted 
at tliis season; they should be thinned, but not tratts)>1nnti-d, oxeeid when required fur 
seed. Lost apples, when tw'o or ttirce inches hit'll, sliouid be planted out in beds at five 
inches opart ntterw'ards transplant in rows tw'o feet from each other, with a fVame 
work to run upon. Vegetable mar’'awr slioiiM be sown in rich light soil. eartli up the 
stems as tb~y inr.rPBse, and peg down the lending branches at a joint. Lettuce ami 
endiye should be planted in boxes or beds, anil trniisplantod at one foot apart from each 
other; they may also be sosvn in beds, and tiiinned to the proper ilistniiee—a few 
days before use they should be blanched by tying (he lops of the outer leaves oser 
the rest. Radish, mustard and cress may he sown every w'-ek or ten days, the 
tw'o Inst througiiniit the year. Spinage, to be sown in beiis and Ihinnud until Ibe 
plants are one foot apart. Nepniil spinage should be pliinled in rows, w'ith tivlhs 
• work to run os'er. This vegetable eoiitinues to flower and bring forth fresh leaves 
throughout the year, and requires no rare. Cublmge and kiiol khole should be 
planted in boxes or beds, and transiilnnted i'lln other b«‘ds ubont Itiree or four inihes 
apart in three wceks or a month- They may be transplanted u si'cnud or third time; 
especially the latter. When transplanted for the last lime tiiey should be put in well 
manured trenehes at two feel from eiieh other. Horse manure and groniid bones are 
strongly recommended for all the rabbnge tribe. With rare roiTimnn cabbage and knol 
khole may be procured duiing every moiitb in the year bid those produced from the end 
of October to the middle of Pebrnary, are far superior to any idhcrs. 

Potatoes may be planted during the first w eek of this iiunilli also; and if the season 
prove cool they may be expected to arrive at ennsi'ierablc periet lion. From tlir middle 
ot July to the early part of September, Ls tlie most favouinMe lime for planting potatoes 

In Uiis month the following vegetables and fruits are |iro<unilile in the miirfcet, in 
large quantities and at very cheap prices,—carrots, turnips, ciilib.yge, knoi-khole, beei 
root, Bombay and country onions, beans, eounlry benn.s, doiiMi* beans, Freni li beans 
white beans, and peas. Fiimplenose, Svlhct oranges, roiiiitc' o.'anges, pumegnmatCK' 
guavas, custard-apples, limes, plantain, loqnots, long pliiiiis. tippa'eah orBrawiI goose' 
berries, and several other kinds of eominon fruits niitl vegetables 

Peach trees should tie slightly pruned during this inontli, and the small fVait thiu 
ned, where too tliick. 

The finest flowers are now in bloom, nnd aMhe end of the month the collection of 
flower seeds should commence. Indeed rarlv niignionett and lark spur seeds may be col¬ 
lected in the beginning of the month. Sow early melon and water melon seeds also the 
last crop of red piimpkins. 

FEBRUARY. 

The remarks on lest month apply generally to this; hut there is less chance of 
success in rearing vegetables, as they seldom acquire ninch strength before the hot 
winds set in. Turnips and carrots rarely succeed, but radish, iniistard and <;re.ss, letthce 
endive, spinage, and some of the cabbage tribe may all be nlaiited in tliis month and 
throughout the year. Throughout this month the collection of flower seeds is carried 
on rapidly. 

All the fhiits, vegetables, and flowrers mentioned as procurable in the marhet la 
January, may lie had in as great perfection and os cheap or cliraper iliiring this month. 

In this month peas are plentiful, and Ihe following may be obtained of good 
quality,—Jerusalem artichokes, asparagus, duffin beans, French beans, scarlet run¬ 
ners, beet root, brocoli, cabbage, carrots, cauliflowers, celery, endive, lettuce, knot 
khole, onions, parsnips, spinage, turnips, and yams Also the following fruits,—costard 
apple, Brazil gooseberries, guavas, leinoiis, mulborne.s, piiiuplenose, raspberries' 
straw-berries, peaches, pine^ipples, and a few other kinds. Melons and cucumbers 
should be sown during this month. Gather winter flow or seeds. Lay bare, for a fort 
Bight or three weeks, the roots of peach trees, to harden, and preserve then^from being 
destroyed by white ants. Use hoosc-plnister rubbish, as manure, when closing tbo rests- 
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MARCH 

fint few TPCretal In rome to any perfection that are sown in this month; but it is 
^Mirablo to sow successive crops of CHtiboge ond lettuce which may be planted in 
fieds wiiich are partly protected tram the sun, and transplanted into rows as required. 

In the market Mnjal, carrots and turnips may be procured 18 considerable quan* 
tUies and pretty goA. Turnips are generally very stringy towards the end of March. 
Country radish and all kinds of country greens may be had in large quantities, and 
all the kinds of fruit procurable in February are obtaiiiable with the addition of 
Krren mangoes and jakes, a fi^w dates and black berries. Young plants should be weeded 
in this months, and encircled with a slight eiiibaiikment, to retain the water which they' 
must be afforded during the greater part of Ibis and the two suiceeding months. Melons 
and cucumbers, should be sown duriog this month also as well as grape and apple seeds, 
udian-corn and sogor-canh. Still gathc. winter flower seeds. 

APRIL. 

Tlie remarks on March apply cqnall to this month; hut ns the hot season advances’' 
(he chances of success in rearing most kinds of v''getnbles diminish. Late melons and 
cucumbers may be sown during this iiionlli likewise. Sow melons in rich light soil, giving 
(he ploiils plenty of room to run. When fhe> hine thrown out four leaves stop them by 
piiii-hiug off the leading bud: they will then pruducr two bitcral shoots, which stop in or 
similar inannner; and so continue to treat each new formed shoot, stopping it at the 
second or tliird Joint. When the idnnts begin to show fruit, stop the fruiting branches two 
joints before the fruit. Cover the grouMil withlcaics or sliiiw to keep the roots cool* 
and to piv.vent tlie fruit from becoming sjmlted. 

Ill this month plantains, piue apjiles, pumpIi’no.sp, black berries, ripe mangoes 
peaches, liciiees and all the other iriiii.s procuratile in Mardi are abundant in tho 
market. Carrots, tiimiiis, beans and eshhaces are n d^'ced iii quaiilitj, and their prices 
are considerably iiicressed, when good Ki iiijhI, ladish, wider piirnkins, and greens in 
plenty are to be had. Musk melons, and several oibrr tuuiilri im Inns, come into season 
about the middle of this inoiitb. 

Ill the latter part ol (his inoutb pbint nil the amartllis or lily tiibe, and in fart all 
bulbous roots and piniits, .should be sown or jdiiuted ,Sow eaily cuciiinbers, okra, 
Indian corn, sutrar-cane, grape, opjile, und nil country fruit seeds, so (hat the plants may, 
have the advontiigc of the mm to glow up tigoroiisi}.

Grufling and buddmg of nil kimls, .should be peiformed diirin; this month, which is 
though the halted, yet the most (iiMUidiie for such operations .\iid the gallieriiig of the 
seeds of winter flowers, should be liiiisbed at its end Muter young plants. Lichees 
and peaches get scarce at the end nf tins inoiitii, hut wnmpees, wild lichees and melons 
continue plenl iful. Sow long i lu niiihers imd white pumpkin seeds, grape seeds, peaih 
stones and fruit seeds generally. 

JUNE. 

Asparagus seed should be sown in boxes towards (he hitter end of the month, an I 
rflnsphiuled in November, in rows two feet npnrt, niid the plants one foot from each 
other. The soil should be ini\e.l with n Inrge jMirlion of rolicii burse manure, it is 
scarcely possible to make, the grnnnil too rich for nspnrngns Fresh asparagus seed 
should lie sown whenever pi orurable. and eBpcclaily between the end of June and tka 
baginning of Ucceinber. 

In this iiionth mangoes, oranges, pineapples, puniplenoses, plantains, pomegrn 
nates, cucumbers, melons, limes, wild-iichce<t, jnke, monkey.jnke, and a great vnrieiv 
of berries and other fruits arc iibimdaiitly supplied at low pnccs in the market. Cai- 
rots, turnips, cnblisge,and other Liirepem vegetables, are very siiin-e and dear ; but 
country greens ami brinjals, lire procuru. le in small quantities. About Ibe end of the 
month melons disappear. 

Yoilkig and fender plants should be carelblly wa'ered every evening during this 
month, lidUies, oakra, Indian corn, jiea-slicks, jute, red spinach, Chinn spinach and' 
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(he comroon native crreens in general, including piilbul, korrala, jhingah, hnrbuttee (knci 
chichingah. shonid be sown. The plonting of cut(iu:-^s of all kinds of fruits and flowers, 
should be commenced at the end of this month. Sow peach stones and fruit seeds 
gouerallr. Sow long cucumber seeds at the end of the mouth. 

JULY. 

At the end of til is month it is desirable to sow seeds for early ^mlev, heat, knot 
^bole, cabbage, cnulitlower, brocoli, asparagus, endive, lettuce, carrots, turnips and 
other winter vegetables. 

Celery in boxes in (his and the five following months. Remove to beds when 
about three in hes high, and into trenrlies, os inquired, after being a month in the beds. 
The trenches should lie 54 feet deep, filled up with a fool of light soil and stable manure, 
and afterwards gradunll), as the plant gi'oas, with tiiihl soil, till within oboiit six inches 
of the top. Water for the first two months with the hand, after which they may be 
occasionally flooded. 

Another teay—Having soaii and transplanted as above, remove into trenrlies 
four feet apart, and about 18 inrlies deep.iieaily fil'ed with horse manure and ricli 
earth. As the plant grows, bunk up into ridges uitli light soil. By (his method the 
root of the plant, and not the stem, is watered when flooded. 

, Knot thole,cahhage, cmtlifltnper, onA hrt>rnh.—Snv, \\\ boxes during tins and five 
following months. Remove in beds w lien two imln-s liigli, and transplant the cabbage 
nnd knot khole twite, and ennliflower and bincoli at least three times, allowing the 
f row'th ot a couple of new leui es between each pluiitiiig. 

depitmpus,—Sow in beds ill July, nnd reiiitne the plants in Novemlier, into raised 
beds of one or two vows. Win n the liet ries liecoinc red, cut the plants two inches above 
the ground and top dress, when tbe> will be reiidy to cot in ten days. By ilreSbint^ 
theliedsiii surression, aspariigiisninv be productd fur the table all the year.—stable 
manare is the best, nnd the plant should iiM uiiahly be watered by the hand, and never 
flooded except in very hot weallier. I'laiifs if taken cure of will produce for 8 or I# 
tears. They should, howe\er, be wiiileivd troots cleaiedof the earth and exposed for 
some days) and the ground dre.ssed eterj .seeoiiil year.

Pnie apples, lakes, monkej-jnkes 
bonch, and I'liuias are teiy ahiiiiilaiif Youii^ plants nnd grails should nil lie plaiiteil out 
during this inuntli, and the. trees piuiied ns soon ns they have ilone bearing, ns Mint is ibe 
<1 Illy time when it can be done with heiietit to them, t'liltiiigs of nil trees and shrubs 
shunld be put in this nioiiMi, ns well ns slips of artirbokes, whull, as soon as they bate 
established Iheiiiselves, .sliouhl be cut ilowii close to the grouiol. Standard Hower aiiil 
dahlia seeds sliuiild bo sown Balsoin seeds should be sown in the begiiiiiig of the 
montli and until the end id Octidicr. 

All grafting and budding sboiild be fiinshr I this inuntb, so that the rahi.s of llie iw o 
snrceediiig months may cause then (osiiout up with vigor when planted nut. M niupecs, 
blackberries and wild-lichees go out ot siasoii during tlie em ly part of tins moiitli Sow 
muiigoe, jake, blackberry, date, ami all kinds of siiiiiiner fruit seeds during this month - 
tliey will thrive well—likow ise sow gooseberries. Expose the mots of young plants from 
the middle of this month to the middle ot St'plember, to harden then, or they may full 
•> 01-1 ilices to ubilv ants. Sow (he irregular early crop of potatoes. 

AUGUST. 

Successive crops of all the vegetablcM sown in July should be planted at the end id 
this month, more especially celery and beet, winch should he tit to transplaiil a set end 
time before the monsoun. These two vegetables are less likely to siilTer by excessive 
ram than most others. Arlieliokes should be sown in beds during this month, three 
iuiiies between each seed, so as to allow the removal of the plants in November, without 
disturbing the roots. To propagate by suckers, take off the suckers, and prtek (hem 
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^ut >ix jnclies apart; and when they become well rooted, transplant into deep rich loil^ 
setting them two feet apart. Jf large, suckers may be planted at once where they are’ 
intended to remain. 

To prerent articliokes ranning to leaf, and producing small heads, when the 
plants are from ten to SAccn inches high, cut them off close to tb^ground, and covet 
them over with light dry old manure ; when they have advanced a few inches repear 
the operation. If the young plants arc tied up for a few days before being cut off. they 
will become blanched and may be eaten as salad, 

French beans and scarlet runners may be sown during this month, and until 
February. They should be planted in rows two feet apart North and South, and be we)) 
supported with sticks, or with an arched bamboo trellis, witich is very ornamental. 
Sow also early radish, turnip, cabbage, canliflower, parsley, celery, onions, tobacco, am) 
early flower and vegetable seeds, general’at the end of this month. Sow the first re« 
gular crop of potatoes. ' 

Mangoes, are very scarce, plantains pine-apples and guavahs continue in abun¬ 
dance, and cnstard-apples, kumrungabs, pcauialias and avtgoto-pears, corrondas, come 
into season. 

Insects are excessively numerous and destructive. Tlie orange tribe should be 
budded and inarched, and propagated by seeds. Continue grafting mangoes. Trans' 
plant cotton. Propagate carnations and pinks by layers. Finish cutting peach and 
lichee grafts. About the end of this month sow dahlia balsomand early mignionett, sun 
flower, coxcomb, poIiaiithuB, liyliiscuB, holyliock, lark spur, lupin, poppy, swcet-suItan 
anion, cabbage, salsofy, cauliflower, lettuce, and all the other seeds sown last month. 

SEPTEMBER. 

Continue to sow all the vegetables mentioned for August* Transplant early chbbage. 
cauliflower, hrocoli, beet, celery, endive, and lettuce. Two or three crops of peas may 
be sown d.riug this month, if the weather is favourable, but not with much prospec* 
of success unless sown at the latter end. 

Peas should be planted in trcni Ucs, in double rows, about two foot apart. They 
altould be watered by hand for the first fortnight and afterwards flooded u^il they an 
two or three feet high, by which time tlie winter dews will be suflicieiit to seperate then. 
Peas require no manure, but should b«-planted in good soil. Sun flower seeds for thn 
winter should be planted now, but this flower grows ait the year round. Coxcomb, 
larkspur aud migmouett seeds might be sown. ‘ 

Avigatu pears still continue, and early loquots, and sour oranges begin to make 
^bcir appcaruiice about the end of this month. A species of hard, tasteless musk 
melou is procurable in abuiidauce. Sow avigato pear stones. Young potatoes 
*a season. The Araerirnu cotton sown early in full fruit. Plant Cape bulbs, either 
in the ground, or in very deep pots well drained. The turnips and cabbages ere muc h 
iufesledb> a small dark ealcrpiUar wliirh may be destroyed by spiiiikling tbe plantg 
with powdered lime. The rice begins to flower. Put down cuttings of geraniums, rosea 
violets, hrarts-ease, tkc. Flowers iii great perfection. As most of the peach trees wil| 
have lost tlieir leaves, the roots should be opened and exposed for 14 days, and then 
^trougly manured. Potatoes should be sown during this’moutli. Tbe whole of the grafts 
should Ik* rut this mouth, if possible so that they might still benefit by the showers ef 
rain that fall at this time. 

OCTOBER. 

The remarks on last month apply equally to this. Continue to sow all kinds Of 
vegetable seeds in boxes ; transplant from the boxes into beds ; and immediately after 
^he first heavy fall of rain remove into beds, rows aud trenches, more particularly celery, 
beet, cabbage, knol ktaole, cauliflower, and brocoli. Care should be taken in finally 
transplanting all the cabbage tribe this month, to provide against heavy falls of train, 
by making trenches to carry off the water. Crops of peas should be sown every week 
• r ten days from the oegiiiuing of this month until the end of December—peas town 
after that time seldom pud. 

Onions and leeks should be sown during this month also, in light rich earth, care¬ 
fully covering the seed. Wliert leeks are a few laches high, plant them in drills, eightee si 
Indies apart, and iiiue iuchei plant from plaut. As they increase in size draw up th« 
earth totheij^stems, in order to blanch them, as leeks are much improved by blanching. 

Sow parsnips in rich deep soil. Trench tbe ground two feet deep, sow the seeds m 
^iUs one foot i^iart, and tiiln the plants so as to leave eight inches from each other, 



*ii GATIDENER’S CALENDAR. 

The main beds for atruwTierrip.s ■lioiild be planfrd. Oraiigea bepin to gal paintnbic 
this month, and the cuttin;; of tlie suxar-riiiie commences. Brinials nud native 
(reens heroine plentiful, and the last rrnp of indian-corn is gatheiVd. The last Of 
the grafts .shoald positively ba cut, and suckers transplanted. Plant larkspur, marigold' 
aweet-suttan,mignionRlt, pinks, carnation, asters, and ail annual plants during this 
month. Propagate geraniums by slips and sow all kinds of vegetable and flower seeds 
fvery six or eight days, throughout the month. 

NOVEMBER. 

This is the month for activity in the vegetable gardens, as bui few things arrive at 
much perfection which are not planted before the end of tliis month. The principal 
crops of peas should be sown during the first week; and continued every six days 
during the month; also French beans, scarlet runners,broad beans, and Windsor beans- 
Sow beet, knol-khole, cabbage, broroli, and cauliflowers, in beds, and remove from lieds 
into rows. Transplant celery aud remove into trenches. Plant out artichokes and 
asparagus. 

The middle crop of potatoes should be sown about the middle of this month. They 
should be planted in light soil, in whicli no horse dung is mixed. The potatoe should ho 
cut according to the number of eyes, taking tiare that each piece is of suflicirnt size ta 
nourjsli the eye-, until it roots. Twice the size of a man's (huinb nail of full, round the 
eye. will do well. Wlieu planted, not more than one inch, or one and a half inch, of soil 
should be placed over it; and it should not be watered oflener than once in four days* 
even during the hottest weather. As it grows up, the soil should be banked up to the 
stalk. Great rare should be taken not to give too much water, and not to put toa 
much soil upon the potatoe when first planted. 

This is the last month in which the generality of vegetables can be sown with 
advantage. Sow winter fruit seeds of all kinds, except oranges. Oranges, guavas and 
plantains and all Europe aud Cape vegetables are abunduni. 

DECEMBER. 

In the beginning of the month sow French beans, scarlet-runners, broad aad 
Windsor beans Peas sown in this month produce scantily : Plant out late celery 
from boxes to beds, and remove from beds to trenches. Sow late cabbages and 
knol-kliole; and transplant as above. Vegetoble-mlrrow may be sown in the early 
■art of this month in light nch soil Earth up the stems of the plants as they increase 
in growth, and peg the leading branches down at a joint, and they will .strike root. 

Potatoes may be planted until the end of this monib; but those sown duniig ths 
first fortnight are niosi likely to succeed. When potatoes are planted whole, tha 
produce is finer than when they are divided into two or three pieces; but the same 
number of potatoes yield a far larger crop by the latter thaa by the former method. 
Potatoes should be planted in beds fully exposed to the sun. In rather shady places tbo 
crop is small; and when altogether excluded from the direct rays of the sun, they 
produce nothing. 

Europe and native vegetables are plentiful daring this mouth; and also alt sorts of 
brinjals, sweet-potatoe, yams. Fruits are scarce, except plantains, plums, goose 
berries, guavas and oranges. Flowers of all kinds are abuadant. 

A good month for sowing early musk-nieloa and dwarf-cucumber seeds, as well as 
peas, radish, and spinage; but very few other vegetable seeds. Most of the exatii 
plants will also now be flowering.

The timoa cieen in this Alinannc are the civil or common reckoning of tinw, from 
Midnight to Midnight. The column of the Sun's Meridian pasaageia cnicuintcd to the 
liundreiltb part of a aecnnd of time for every day of the year, with the same accnracy 
aa it is in the Naiiticnl Alumnae. A watch ought to point exactor to the hour indi¬ 
cated fur that day, when the .><00 dial marks twelve. There ia no need now to 
refer to a tnhle of Equation of time; should however this Equation be required, it 
nay be had as readily; 11 is the time beyond I2A. or the time wanting to t2A. given in this 
column for each day of the year. The Moon will serve as well to set or compare a 
watch by the same Sun dial; when t'.<e shadow of the gitomen falls on 12A,, a watch ought 
to show at the same taomeiit the time indicated in the column "Moan on Iforidian* 
answering to the day the observation is made, this time is calculated to the nearest 
tenth of a minute ; should the shadow full on any Ollier 4f>ar, as 3, dor h, add to ttao 
time indicated in that same culumti, about $2 minutes for every hour after twelve, but 
ahould the dial show 6h., Hk., or 1 lA., as itian) minutes must be dednetedfur every hour 
before 12. 

The two columns of the Suit’s rising nnil setting include the redaction, which causes the 
Sun and all the heavenly bodies to rise on the eastern horieon about two ndnutea earlier, 
and to set on the western, abunt two minutes later than Ihev would rise or set were the 
Earth not surrounded by an atmosphere. Refraction is not exactly of the airnie dura¬ 
tion throughout the whole year, the duration is in proportion of the obliquity of th* 
Sun's rising or setting. 

At the head of each month, will be seen whether Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, or Venus, 
are visible in the Mnining or Evening, and on wbirh days of (he iiiontb thesn 
Planets will be in coiijunction {(;() with the Moon, or with each other. 

When the symbol denoting opposition occurs, such as on the 20(h Julv, we sre 
to uiideistaiid that the Moon does not pass tbe Meridian of Calcutta, on that (civil; day. 
This is the case once, sumeliines twice in a Lunar month and arises from tho cirruni- 
stance of Ihe Lunar day being lunger than the mean Solar day. In (he present instance 
(be excess is rm mhiHtts or the Lunar d.ty is equal 25A. The Moon passes (he 
Meridian on thelMth Ju'y in the Evcniiigat llA. 33 m., 5. via 3d at before Midnight,and 
does not return to the same Meridian until 33 wi. after Midnight on the 20lb. 

And because the Moon does nut pass (he Meridian in every civil day, but fails 
to do so, cure at tenst m every eivil month, and as one Mendiau passage of tbe Moon 
produces only two High Water tides, Diere aie in every Lunar mouth not less than two 
High Water tides sumetimes three w inling ; tliercfore on two days every mouth, failing 
siiinetiiiics after Midnight sometimes after Noon, there IS but one High Water given. 
The march of the tide-wave over the surface of the ocean is of immense rapidity, the 
crest Ilf the wave travelling rou'jd the globe in every Lunar day. 

Ill a place like Ca]eu(ta,su far reiiiowd froiii Ihe Sea, the (idesare strongly alTected by 
the iiinnsuous, occasional winds, tbe freslies, anil tanoiis local c-.'iuses, so that it will 
alw.iys remain an imperfectly solved prohiein to give the times of the Hig'a Water With 
acciiriicy , It will always, however, be fouml (hat for any period there will be only 
twice the number of High Water tides, as (he Moon passes the Meridian. 

It should be recollected that the time of High Water is not that when the ships in 
the river fuiii roHiid, hot that when the water is actually highest, which always hap¬ 
pens abiiuf hall an hour before the current is changing its direction.

THE CALENDAR, and its SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


The divisions of time, such as they are presented in the Calendar, are coni* 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years. The modes of determining thev divi¬ 
sions, have been various amongst the nali-ms of antiquity, and there are still vari¬ 
ations in these modes in the modern world. 

The manner of reckoning the days by the ancient Jews, and which aub^ta 
amongst that people at the present lime, is, to commence the day at a certain IW'r 
of ihe evening, and to finish it on the next evening at the same hoar. Thus their 
sabbath begins on the afternoon of Friday, and is completed on the afternoon 
of Saturday. The Roman Catholic church also commences its festivals in the 
evening; and this custom is reiained amongst ourselves in some of our popular 
observances, such as the eve of St. John, and Chiistmas eve. 

1'he civil day now commences at 12 o'clock at midnight, and lasts till Ihe 
same hour of the following night. The civil day is disiincuished from ihe astro¬ 
nomical day, which begins at noon, and is counied up to 24 hours, terminating at 
the succeeding noon. This mode of reckoning the day, is that used in the Nau¬ 
tical Almanac, and it sometimes leads to mistakes with prisons not familiar with 
this manner of computation: a liltle consideration will obviate the difficulty. 
Tims, January 10, fiOeen hours in astronomical time, is January 11, 3 in the 
morning, civil time in France, ami in most ot the states ol Ruropr, ss with us, 
the hours are coiintrH up to 12, Irnm midnight till noon, and tiom noon till mid¬ 
night. In parts of Italy, ami oi Germany, the day is held to commence about 
Bim-set, and the hours are counted on till the next «nn*set. This mode is very 
inconvenient to travellers, as the noon ol the "Italian hours” at the summer 
solstice IS 16 o’clock, and l9 o’clock at Ihe winter solstice. 


The English names of the days of the wefk are derived from the Saxons; 
and (hey partly adopted these names from the more, civilized nations of antiquity; 
The following ingenious origin of the ancient names has been suggested in con¬ 
nexion widi asironomiral science. The planetary arrangement ot Ptolemy was 
thus 1, Saturn; 2 Jupiter; <?, (Viars; 4, the Sun, S, Venus; 6. Mercury; 7 the 
Moon. Each ol iheae planets was supposed in preside, successively, over each 
hour of the 24 of each day, in the order above given. In this way i^aturn would 
preside over Ihe first hour ot the first day; Jupiter over the second hour; Mais 
over the third ; Ihe Sun over the tniirili, and so on. Thus the Sun presiding over 
the fourth, eleventh, and eiglileeinh hours of the first day. would preside over 
the first hour of the second day, and carrying on the series, liie Moon would preside 
over the first hour of the third ilay, Mare over the first hour of the loiirth day. 
Mercury over the first hour of the fifth day, Jupiter over the first hour oi the sixtb- 
day, amt Venus over the first hour ot (he seventh dsy Hence, the names of the 
days yet used in the learned professions throughout Europe, The present English 
names are derived from the Saxon:—

Almost all nationa have regulated their MONTiia, in a great degree, br (be 
evolution of the moon. Some have endeavored lo unite lliia division with the 
ennoal coarse of the sun, b; an auemeniaiion of dajs at the end of each jear, 
or by addina a iliirteenili month at the end of every third year. The Jews and 
the Atheoiana followed iliia latter method; the Maredonian*, and tome nationa 
ot Asia, aasignp*! their monlha 30 ami 31 days; the Turks and the Arabs have 29 
andSOlliays; the monibs of the Anglo-Saxons weie goveined by the revolutions 
of the muon. Their common year ronsisipd of twelve lunar mnnilis, threo 
months beine appropriated to each of the tour seasoni; but every third year con* 
taineH an additional lunar monih. which was given t» the summer season. The 
namesot their lunar months, either had refeience to their religious ceremoaiea, or 
to the natural appearances of the year. 

A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquity 
and BttU partially prevails, with reganf lo the commencement of the tkar. The 
Jewa dated the beginning ot the sacred year in the month of March ; the Athenians 
in ^e monih of June, the Macedonisns on the 24lh September; the Christians of 
KfflUjpt and Ethiopia on the 29tii or 30ih of August, and the Persians and Armeni* 
anson'ih# I Ith of August. The Jewish civil year begins on the first day of the 
Month Tiiri, which year, corresponds with our 9th of September ; the Mahnme* 
dan’s begins of the first of the month Mohnrem, which year, corresponds with our 
14lh of July. Nearly all the nations ot the Cbns'ian world now, commence the 
year on the 1st of January ; but as recently as 1752, even in England, the year 
did not legally and generally commence till the 25ih of March. In Scotland, at 
that period, the year b'^gan on the first of January. 'J'he diflWrence caused great 
practical inconveniences, and January and February, and oart of March.some- 
limea bore two dates, as we often find in old records, as 1711-12 This practice 
often leads to chronological mistakes ; ior insiaiice, we populaily say "The Re¬ 
volution of 1688," that great event happening in Fehiuarvol the yeai 168B, accord¬ 
ing to the then mode of computation; but it the year wcie held to begin, aa it 
does now, on the Is* of Janiiarv. it would be" I he Hevotution of '1089". In the 
anniversaries given in the liniish Almtnac, the alterations of -lyie, made in 
have not been followed, as any correction of dale would have embarrassed the 
leader in historical and biographical refeiencea. 

The year, properly so called, is the solar veer or the period of time in which 
the sun passes tlirnugh the twelve signs ol the Zodiac. The period comprises 365 
days, 6 hours, and 48 minutes. 51 seconds, 6 decimals, and is called the astronomi- 
cei year. 

The Calsnaar is a table of the days of tho year, arranged to assist the dis¬ 
tribution oi time, and to imticaie rnmarkalile days connecied with rievniion nr 
busineas. If every nation had adopted the same division of time, and a uniform 
calendar had been geneial Ihrougboiit civilized states, hi.slory would present inin h 
fewer difficulties and contradictions, 'I he progress of asiionumical science has 
necessantf produced gieat changes in the manner ut dividing time; and thus, 
whilst some nations hsve been ready to give I hen calendar every possible advan¬ 
tage of a scientific conatiuclion, the prejudices ol otbeis have rendered them unwill. 
ing lo depart Irom ibeir accustomed mode, Imwever inaccurate, it may he rurioiis 
and instructive to trace, veiy briefly, the changes of the calendar, ordinarily called, 
the chauges of style. 

The Romans called ibe first days ©f each month, Calendu, from m word 
which Signified called ; because the Ponlifis, on tbo-e days, called the people 
together, to apprise ibem oi the days ol festival in that month. Hence we derive 
the name of Calsnoar 

The Roman Calendar, which has, in great part, been adopted by almost all 
nations, is stated to have been introiluced by lloniuiIIS, the founder of this city. 
He Alivtded the year into ten mouths only; Alars, Aprilis, iViains, .tunnis, 
Qnintilis, (afterwards called Julius,) Nextilia, (afterwards called Auenstua.) 
September,October, November, IJccember. Mar. iVlaine. Quinttus. and October, 
contained 3 l days, and each of the six other months 30 days; kb that the ten 
moRths comprised 3ii4 days. The year ot Romulus wa«. there'ore, ol 51) days' 
less duration than the lunar year, and of 61 days len then the solar year; and its 
eommeneeniant of course did nnt correspond with any fixed season. Numa 
Pemptliits corrected this calendar, by adding two months, Januariua. and Febrnari- 
iiB,whioli ha placed before Mara. Jnliua C'«sar, betas deairoaa to reader the calendar 
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itilt more correct, coniuited the aslronomers of his time, who fixed the setar year 
as 365 days, 0 liours, comprirting,* as ihey thouabt, the period from one vernal 
equinox to another. The six hours were set aside, and at the end ot four years, 
forming a day, ihe fourili year was made to consist of S66 days. The day ihna 
added, was called intercalary, and was added to the month of February, by doubling 
the 2 lih of that month, or according t» their way of reckooinx, the tilth of the 
Calends of ftJaich. Hence the year was called Bissextile. This almost perfect 
ariangement, which was denominated the .iuiian style, prevailed generally 
throughout the Christian world, till ihe time i'ope Gregory Xlll. 'I'be Calender 
of Julius Cssar was deleciire in this particular; that the solar^ear, consistinc 
of 363 days, 3 hour*, and 49 minutes, and not of i;>63 days, 6 hours, as wassupposed 
ID the lime of Julius Cssai; there was a difference between the apparent year and 
the real year, ol eleven minutes. This diflPrrence at the lime of Gregory XII!., 
had amounted to ten entire days, the vemi eqmoox falling on ihe Ilth, instead 
of the!2l«t of March, at which period il fell correctly at the lime of ihe Council 
ol Nice, in the year 32^. To oliviale this inconvenience, Gregory ordained, ta 
138*2, that the l-aili October should he counted instead of the 5lli, for the future; 
and to pievent tliH recuirence oi this error, |l was further determined that the 
year beginning a century, should not be bissextile, with ihe exception of the 
beginning ol each lonilh cen'uiy. Tims, 7l)ii and I8(>(> have not been bissextile, 
nor will 1900 be so; but tbe yearSOOu will be bissexiile. In this manner, ihteedaya 
are retrenched in four liundted years; because the lapse of ih« eleven mioutes 
makes three days in about that peiiod. The year of the calendar is thus made, as 
nearly as possible, to coriespond with the true solar year; and future errors of 
chronology are avoided. 

Tbe adoption of this change, which is called the Gregorian, or New Style, 
(ihe Julian being called the Old Style,) was for some time resisted by slates not 
under the authority of the See of Rome. The change of the style in England, was 
e8tabli>.bed by an Act of Parliament passed in 1752. It was then enacted, that the 
year should commence on the i>>t of January, instead of March 23lh ; and that in 
the year l7.3*, ih - d.iys should be numbered as usual until Se -lember <4. when the 
day following * hould be accounted the 14ti of September, omitting 11 days. The 
Gregorian principle of dropping one day in every hundredth ycair, except the fourth 
hundredth, was also enacied. The alteration was, lor a long tune, nppoced by the 
prejudices of iiidividoala; and even now, with tome persons Ihe Old Sivleisse 
peilinaciously adhered to, that rents are made payalde on the olii quarter days, in* 
stead of the new. For ihis reason, an<l not in difference to the piejudice. ih« old 
festivals are menli' iieil in ihe Priri»fi Almunae, The Ru'-eians still retain ilie Old 
Style, thus creating an inconvenience in their public and cominercial intercouis« 
with other naiiuns, which, we trust, tiiat the growing intelligence of the people 
will eventually correct. 

During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire change in the calendar, which was in existence more than twelve years * 
and is important to be noticed, as all the pub'ic acts of the France nation were 
dated according to this altered style. 'I'he National Convention, by a degree of 
the dih October, 1793, established a new Era, whiih was railed, in the place or 
the Christian era, the era of the French, 'ihe commencement of each year, of 
' the first *' Veniliiniaire," was fixed at ihe midnight commencing the day, on which 
the autumnal equinox fell, as determined at the observatory at Pans. This era 
[ commenced on the 3'2ud ol September. 1792, of being the epoch of ihe foundaiioR 
, of the Republic; but its establishment was not decreed lill tlie 4ih " Fnmaire" 
of the year 11. (4ih Noveiiibei. 1793). '1 wo days afterwards the pi:li|ic acll 
were thus dated. This caltndnr existed till the 10th " Nivose,*'year XlV. (tbt 
. Slst December, 1605,) when the Gregorian mode of computatii^o was restored.

EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR THE YEAR* 

I. Dpminical Lfttprs.— The seven days, of the week, reckoned esbeeinDinf 
eo the 1st of January, are designated by the fiist saven letters of the alpbaket, A, 
B, C, D, B, F, G ; and the one ot these, which denotes ^iunday, is the duminirat 
letter. Thus, if the year begin on Sunday, A is the dominical letter: if it begin 
oq iVlondgy, that letter 18 G ; if on Tuesday, it is F; and so on generally To 
find the dominical letter, call New Year's Day A., the next day It. and so on 
(ill you come to the first Sunday, and the letter that answers to it, is the di minical 
Jotter. If there were ^94 days, or exactly Y weeks in the year, ihe dominical 
letter would be always the same; but ihe year contains S6n| dayi; an excess 
of l|day over 32 weeks The day is taken into theacrount eveiy year, and the one 
fouith makes a day in every four years; so that the dominical teller, falls bark« 
ward one fetter toi each of the three years, in which the date or number of the 
Year cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4, and, two leiieri every fouilli 
year, when the date can besodivided ; as in the year 1H28, ii is divisible by 4, and, 
therefore, Febtuaiy will contain 9 days. The year began on Tuesday; count 
forward'I'upsdays to Sunday, inclusive, is six days, and the sixth letter ^om A 
inclusive IS F. Theieiore at first, F is the dominical letter; but Ihe I9th ol Fe¬ 
bruary, which is added, or intercofoted, throws the 1st clay of March a day later 
in the week than it would otherwise have been ; and, ilierefoie, the Sunday letter 
for March and all the remaining niunllia will be E. The years which have the 29 
days in February, and the two dominical letters are called binextiles, for the reason 
already given or feap j/oiiri; because the day ol the mouth, atier Februaiy, lenps 
pveraday of the week, lii law, ihe 281 I 1 and 29lh of Februaiy aie accounted one day. 

9. Thb Golden Ni'musr. At the end of every nineteen years the new and 
full moons happen at very ne,iily the same times of Ihe year. The ancients dis¬ 
covered this, and reckoned the nineteen years, ur “cycle oi the moon” as it is 
calleij, so that it terminated the year before the Chnsiian era 'I'liis cycle was 
marked by the Greeks with Irtleis of golil. Therefoie, to find the golden number 
or number of the year in this cycle, add I 10 tlie date; divide by I9: the quoti¬ 
ent in the number of cycles of the moon since the birth ol Ctiiisi, and remiiuider 
ii the golden uHmher ; as the piesent yeai is 18.B, add 1, is lb'*9; divide by 19, 
is 96 cycles, and there remains 3 . the golden number, 

3. Thb Cycle of the Sun is Ihe number of years that elapse before tha 
Sundays throuuhout the year, happen on the same days of the moiitli. If there 
were S64 days in the year, that would happen eveiy year; if S63, it would happen 
overy sevenih year; but because the one lounli of a day makes an alieraiion ol a 
day every fourth year, the cycle must extend to a-s years. Nine years of this cycio 
bad elapsed before the birth of Chiist, 'Mierelnre, lo find the cycle of the sun, 
add 9 lo the date divide by 23; the quotient is the number of cycles since the hirlli 
of Christ, and the remainder it, the cycle of iho sun ; as, for llie year 1828, add 9, 
is 1837, divide by 28, the quotient is cycles, and the remainder is l7, the cycle 
of the sun. 

4 The Epact is the moon’s ace for the first day of Januaiy, or lheer;na(ioa 
between the beginning of the sofar and llie lunar year. The time lioin one new 
moon to another is about 294 days. Thus tliete’are, in a year, twelve revolutions 
of the moon, and 11 days over, therefore, the twelfth new moon will lake place 11 
days earlier each year than it dul (he year before. In the lunat cycle ol 19 years, 
there are 12 new moons in each of 12. and l3 in each of 7 ; because the ll days of 
yearly difference in three years, exceed a lunar month by 34 days, Jf it weie not fur 
the odd minutes and secon’s. the age ofibe moon on t'le 1st of Januaiy, could al¬ 
ways be found, by multiplying the golden number by II, and dividine by 30; ihen 
the remainder would be the epaet or age ol the moon on the lal of .Iinuaiy, 'J'he 
following method will answer for the day of the moon’s age on the let of Januaiy, 
till the end of the present century. 'J'ake 1 from the golden nnmbei, multiply 
what is left by 11,divide by SO; the lemainder is the epocl, or moon’s age on the 
Ist of January: as for 1828. the golden number is 5; takeaway 1, leaves 4; mul¬ 
tiply by It, is 44; divide by 30, lemains 14, the epaet, or moon's' age on'the ist 
January. c

It wu 
estabiiohed by the Emperor Consianiine, in the year 3>2, to regulate certain 
payments by the suUjecis of the empire; therefore, lo find it for any year, sub- 
xiract Sit iiom the date, divide by 15, and the remainder is the Indiciion; as from 
1828. Bubstraci Sl2, leaves 1516 ; divide by 15 leaves I, the Roman Indiction. 

8. Septitagesima Sunjiav is Ihe ninth Sunday before Easter. 

9. SunovB .''UNpAY IS the seventh before Easter. 

10. W-HiT Sunday is the seventh after Easter. 

11. Trinity Sunday is the eighth alter Easter. 

12. Advent Sunday is the Sunday nearest the SOtb of November, irkgfbOf 
before Or utter.

THB PAYS or THK CALBNDARi 


I. Cireumetiira.—This feitivtl wn itrginafly called th« dctave nt ChriM* 
mas; and the first mention found of it is in the year 487. It was instituted by the 
Cburch, to commemorate the ceremony under the Jewish law, to which Christ 
■ubmilted, on the eighth day of the uativity; and was introduced into the Liturgy 
•f the Church of England in 5)0. 

6. Epiphony.^TYkt ward Epiphany sianifies appearane$ or apparition. This 
feetival is k^ept in commemoration of the “ Manileaiaiion’* oi the Savuiur of man* 
kind to the Gentiles, and ai'peara to have been first observed, as a separaie feast 
in the year 813. The primitive Chriatians celebrated the Feast of the Naiiviry 
lortwelve days, observina the first and Inst with the greatest solemnity. From 
the circumatanco of this festival being twelve days alter Christmas, it is vulgarly 
called '* Twelfth days." 

8. PUtttgh Manway is ihe first Monday after the Epiphany, and received this 
appellation tiam iis having been fixted upon by our forefaihers. as the peiiud 
when they returned to the duties of agriculture, alter the festivities oi Cliiisimas. 

i9. Septuagefima Sunday.—Sepluagesima Sunday, is a Sunday dependen 
upon Lent as that season is upon Ea<>ier. li is to be considered as the prepara 
tion for Ihe last of Leot. lis observation was instituted by Pope Giegory the 
Great. The name of the fii^ Sunday in Lent having been distinguished by the 
appellation of Quadragesinm. and the tliiee weeks preceding, having been appro, 
piiated to ihe gradual introdnction ot the Lent Fast, ihe thiee Sundays of these 
weeks were calieii by names significant of It eir situation and reckoning by /Je. 
cades ftenths), the Sunday preceding Quatiragesima. recieved ils piesent title 
•f Quinquagesima, t^ second Sexagesima, and the third Sepiuagesima. 

30. king'('hams the First's Martyrdom.—'1 he death of Charles 1., is ceia* 
brated as a fast oi the Church. 

.FEBRUARY, 

t. Puf’ijSeaftiin.—This dsy is kept in the reformed Church, as a solemn fesli. 
val, in memory ot ihe Punficaiion of the Viigiii Mary, who submitted to the in* 
junction of the law, under which she lived, and presenled the infiinl Jemis in Ibe 
Temple, The festival was celehiated in the Christian Churches with an ahun- 
dance of light, and was uriginalty called *'( andteinas l><iy,*'as well ns the Day 
«r^f^ufificaiion. The practice ot iighiing the Cliurches has iweii disconliiiiied in 
thss country since the second year of Edward the VI. In the Roinieh Church, 
the orgtnai name and all its attendant cerimonies, aie still retained. 

5. Aih JVotinnday.—The primitive Christians did not romnienre Iheif 
Leaf, ttoiil the Snnday now calleci the first in-Lent. Pope Felix III, in the year 
487, first added the four days preceding the otrl Lent Sunday, to complete the 
numtier of fasting days to forty. Gregory the Great introduced the sprinkling o/ 
ashes on the first of the four arlditional days, which give it the name of Dies Cine. 
rum, or Ash Wednesday. At the Reformation, this practice was abolished, ** as 
being a mere shadow, or vain show.*’ 

9. ' Quadraseuima, or first Sunday in Lent.—Ercumbett, King of Kent, 
first appointed the last of Lent in this cuuniry, in ihe year 641 ; ^ui ceeding gene* 
rations marked the distinctions lieiween the various Cuods. We find flesh to have 
bepo early prohibited during Lent, though Henry VIII, published a pioclamslion 
it 1543, aUowing Hie use ol white meots, witli continued in force uniii, by piorla 
uiations of James l,iii >619 and )6if5, and by Charles 1, in tfit? and i^l, flesk 
was again wholly forbidden. 

14. St Valentine,-The practice of “ choosing a Valentine,” as it is caMed 
OU this day, is too well known ib need explanation. The origin of this custom has 
been much coniroveried : it is indisputably ol very ancient date. Valentine was 
a presbyter ol the Church, who suffered martyrdom under Claudius 11. at Rome. 
A. 0.5671. 

18. SAross Tueiduy,—After the people had made the confession required at 
this saaton. by the diciptiue of the ancient Cliuich, they were perniitied to^dulge 
in festive amusemenK although not alipwed in pailake of any ie(last beymd the 
iMual substitutes for flesh ; and hence arose the custom, yet pi-•served, of eating 
pancakes and fritters at Sihrovelide. Qn these days of auibunzed indulgence, the 
noit wanton recreations were tolerated, provHied e dne regard P>kI to lii. 
ibeiinoaee eommaoded’by the Church; and from ihta origin sprang the Popis/ 

' CtfAirnl. From the Ioqm pagtimee of thq age in which, the l^troival oriiwele^' 
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m »1«o Co be Iraoed 4b« aeariy exptaded diTemou ef eeek*i|bttBfi tad teak*

9S. JIfut lent ^vRiloy.—Tht* day reeeivnl ito appellitioBt liMBiiae it ta ibe 
middle Sunday iietw«i<n <dHadra«es8iaia aad Eaater Stiaday. Jt it by aomo ealM 
Ike Uotherina Sunday, a lerin eipreuive o( the ancient unyeol vtaitiuf the Ho> 
ibere, or Caibedrai Chnrchea oi the aeveral dtoceaea, wbea foluataiy efoiuie 
ivere inadoi which are now called Esater Offeiioga.

17 St Petriefc—St. Patrick, from the eminent aervtcea he rendered the 
Irieh, in converting them from idolatry la called the Apostle and father of the 
Hibernian Church, and la the Patron,or tutelar saint of that island. 

jil. Good Friday -From the earliest records of (^islianity, this dey^ee 
been held has a solemn fasi in remvoibraoco of the Crwifision Its appollamoa 
of Goad, appears to he peculiar lu the Church of England. Onr Saxon lorofathere 
denominated it Long Friday, Irom the leogth of the olBiea eed fastings oo that day.

'29. St. Peter the/l|Msrie.—'|'he Feast of St. Peter was instituted in the year 
VIS, peibaps to celebrate the martyrdom pi the Apputle, who suffered at Rome 
about 64. 

JULY.* 

RS. D«y>days heyin.^The ranicuiar. or Doe-days, commence on the 3rd of 
July, and end on the 11th of Aueust. Common opioiuD has been accustomed to 
ngard the rising and setting with the Sun, or Sinus, or the Dog'Star, as the cause 
of excemtve heat, and consequent calamities, instead of viewing it as the sign wheq 
auch effects might be expected. Of this notion. Or. Hutton rays, “the star not 
only varies in its rtsmg, in every one year as ihe latitude v8ries;^Ut ia always 
later and taler eveiy year,in all latitudes; 80 that ID time the star may, by tlio 
•ame rule, come to be charged with bringing froat and snow." 

26. St. Jaroet.—Thia Apoatle is called James the Great, tp distinguish him 
from the other Apostle, who is called the Leas. 

AUGUST. 

1. Lammas Ony.—Lammas is one of the four Cross Quarter-days of the 
year, as they are DOW denoriiinated. Whitsuntide was formeiiy the first of these 
ainartera, Lammas the second, iViartmmas tlie next, and ('amllemas the last; and 
such partition of the year was once equally common wiih the present divisions 
•f Lady-day Mid-summer, ftlichaelmgs, aud Chris-mas. Some rents are yet pay¬ 
able at these ancient quaiteriy days in England, and they coniioue general in 
-Stotland. 

^ *#.. St, Bartholomew the Apostle.—The proper name of this Apostle was. 

'Jfathanielf by which, and 001 by that of Bartholomew, he ia mentioned by St. 
,Jsbn. The festival of St- Bartholomew was instituted A. D. 1130, 

SEPTEMBER. 

21. St. Mattkeio.—This Evangelist’s festival is of great antiquity. 

29. St. lUickoef.—This festival was, in the year 487, established in honour 
of Michael, the reputed Guardian of the Church, undpr the title of “ St. Michael 
and All Angels." 

OCTOBER. 

18. St. Luke t' e Evangelist.—The fes.tival held in commemoration of thra 
' JEvangeltst, was first instiiuted by the Christian Church in the year ll30. 

’ 28. St. Simon and St. Jude Apostles.-The two Apostles, St Simon and 

' 8t. Jude, ate jointly commemorated by the Church on this day, as appears to have 
’ bMQ the usage from the year 1091, when their feast wss first instituted. 

NOVEMBER. 

1. All Saiitt<.-~All Saints, or AU Hallows, in the Protestant Choreli, is a 
day of general commemoration of all those saints and martyrs, in honour of whom, 
iadividually, no particular day has been expressly assigned. •' 

4. King William landed ,—On the Srd of Novembersays Burnet, whe 
'-'.arasin the fieet, “ w« passed, between Dover and Calais and before night, saw the 
i^-]Ue‘of Wikbt. The negtday, the4ihj ,being tfie day, on which the Prince waa 
>\dhetb born and married^ be' fancied, if he could land that day, H Would' look 
ARspicious to the army, aud animate the soldiets; but oiberst who considered 
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the day foHowitg was Gunpowder rreason dajr, though our lauding that daj night 
have a good effect on the minds of the Enalish nation. And pivine Providence so 
ordered it, that a>ter all hopes of our lamlioe at Torbay were given np, and Ruswil 
bid me gro to my prayers fur all was lost the wind suddeDlxa^hifted, and carried 
UH into the desired Aaven. Here the Prince, Marshal Schohiherg, and the foot 
aoldera, landed on November the 5th."

Until the 9tb of 
May, 1T14, the office ot chief magistrate of London was held foi hie. , 

It. St. Martin.—This anniversary is still one of the four Cross Quarter-Days.. 

30 Advent 5«n|/ai/,—Advent in the Calendai properly signiOes the approach 
af the Feast of the Natiuuy. It inclu'les lou'' Sundays; the first of which is aU 
ways the nearest Sunday to '^aint Andrew, whether lielore or after Adveot was 
iosuiuied by the Couqcil of Tours, in ihis sixth century. 

DECEMBER. 

T5. Chrtstraaj-Day.—Christmas Day is a festival of the Church, aniveraally 
ebseryed on the "otb December, in memory ot the Nativity of our Saviour; 
and It has been denominated Christ Mass irom the appellative, Christ, having^ been 
added to the hame ol Jesus, to express that he was the Messiah, or the Aooialed. 

26. St. Stephen.-He was the first martyr to the (-hiistian faith. Lardoer 
and Doclilridge think Ins death was rather the effect of popular fury than the 
result of alegai seiiteoc’e 

27. St. John the Evangefist.—This festival ts kept to commemorate tho 
slaughter of the Jewish children by Herod. This is also called Childemas-Dag 
(from Child and Mass,) on account of the Masse$ said in the Romish Church tor 
the souls of innoceuis. 


THE GELESTIA.L PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 

It IS impossible for any one, learned, or unlearned, to live throiieh the year; 
or even throuxb the months, or the day, without noticing the influence which the 
changing positions ol the heavenly hrdies, have upon liia own comfort, and npoa 
the state of all itiings aiound him. I his is the book of wonder, which, at the first 
dawning of reason, both individuals and nations, attempt to read. It is always 
open; no perception is so dull as not to he able to trace its greater lines; ami, 
from the magnitude of these, and the unerring certainty of their recurrence at 
their regular times, and the changes which they produce i/pon every thing that 
grows or lives. It IS difficult to imagine the existeoce of a mind, so incurious aa 
not to from to itself some theory of fheir nature and causes. 

In a country like England, where the changes are so frequent, and the’ e ■ 
tract so striking, the subject is constantly before every body; and be it in city •• 
on common, in hall or in hut, the season, the day, and the weather, are among 
the very first topics of conversation. If even, in the centre of a crowded city, 
where naiure is, ss it where, excluded, and man and art rule supreme,-••if there, 
amid all the displays of manufacture, all the bustle and occurrences of society, 
and all the news ot nations, the phenomena of the day and the year can claim 
the attention, how much more must they do, this, to the people who are scat¬ 
tered over the country, and spend most ol their time ib the open sirl To all these, 
that volume, of which the Almanac is the index, is a daily book to mao^ amt 
especially lc| those who have not had the advantages of edocattou, it m thw 
only hook. ^ 

A subject, the appearance of which force themselves upon the notice of all, 
but of which the philosophy lies in the depths ol scienee, .must be the aseaee 
either of great good or of great evil; for, upon soy subject that interests the 
’uiod poaferfutly, if koowledge be not planted .supentition is sure to spring ep ef

ll^qnd to be a maxim of but too ceaeral truth; and upon no subjert haa iia 
«rath been more (requrfflly verified Ihpo upon the one under coneideraiion. In 
the early agaa of the world, and before revelation had suhatituted a moral amt 
<intef lee^ual syeiem lor pn ideal and snper|iuiona oue t,he phenomena of the year 
andmore eapecially the Inminariea that are attemiant upon and produce tbeao 
phenomena were acknowledged and wor-hipped aa gods—substituted in the place 
^Himwhp>e ins trumenis they are and %>|io implanted in them those properiiea 
and asstianed them thme moiiona, in ronpequence of whirh tl ey produce there 
e^is. 1 n moulding I hem lor this purpose, there ip no doubt that the artful por. 
tioe of ■octely empJoyed all Jheir cunning, in order to eu,alnye the minds of the 
mnllitude, and enable themselves to piofii by the ilarhnesa whioh they occasioned. 
But it the sobject Itself Hsd not been the best adopted for superstiijon, the very 
cunning which made use of U would have a«res^arily chosen that whieli answered 
jts'purpose betters. So far, however, as research can be made into ihe early 
history of roankind the sun the moon, an*! such stars as have any thing remarka* 
bln in their appearance, have been Ihe firat objects of adoration; and that adora* 
tidn has always been the more marked, in proportion as the appearance of iha 
luminaries have been the more varied. We find it much more in the Laplander 
nnd the inhabitant of Greenland who have their months o/ aummer’s day and 
winter’s night, than we do in those tropical countries, where the day is always of 
pearly the same length and where flooding rain and burning drought are the chief 

phenomena that very the year. 

But the superstitious adoration of the celestial fppearance is not confined to 
thn early ami barbarous state of nations. Wfien tins superstition fras expelled 
ftnm religino and the luminaries were deprived of their gndship, they ilid not at 
once lose the whole of their consequence; but held their place as the agents and 
arbiters of human destiny. Upon this atose a By«tem of superstition, winch left 
net e thing in nature, a member of the human body or an event of human life 
upon which it did not lay hold. The individual bodies had each, their special 
virluep, their good or their bad influence; these were modified by the grouping of 
be stars into constellations and Irom the posiiiims of the sun, moon, and planets 
•moog these there arose other compound influences till the system becamg qa 
complicaied as it was ridiculous. So firmly was this believed at one time, that 
nothing could be done or undertaken without a previous consultation of stars, to 
flod out pbetber it was tjieir pleasure that the issue should be prosperous; and 
Ihe aspect of the stars'at a man’s birth was admitted to haye 4en times as mucii 
influence,upon his success in life, as his talenu, his education, and his conduct. 
Indeed it had much more; lor if it was not the pleasure of the stars-and the 
revealing of that was committed entirely to the astrologer -the man could not act, 
•rbe^ttcaied or even born. If one wished to know whether any subslanru 
would answer any purpose, he did not try it. he congulled the moon ; and if any 
thing was lost search was not made for it the moon was questioned through tbu 
nedium of the astrologer, who always contrived, by his confederates to be |a 
possession of as many lost things as kept up the credit pf the craft, 

By Jlhis most absurd system of superstition the reason and common aeoce of 
Ihe people were rendered completely uaeless; and which was far^worse the foun> 
rfalionof morality wag completely taken away,r->becau<e, if the 8ucce«s or the 
Mlnre the good or the bad of human actions, did not' depend upon men them- 
selves, bnt upon an unerring destiny, to be read in the aspect of the stars there wan 
an end of all virtue and attempting to do rightly; because, as the destinv wae 
fixed, no effort on the part of the man could alter it—indeed he could meke pe 
•flori, uoiesa that was also set down in the aspect of the heavens at his nativity. 

When superstition had thus destroyed both the intellect and the morals of 
mankind, the absurdities into which it led them were end less j and as any subject 
in order to be wondered at, requires only to be incomprehensible, the delusion he- 
name very general. Nor is it yet eradicated. Language contributFS a little to this: 

'«vcn the well ir^ormed talk about stars” and ''destihies.'’and tho^ who have 
little information believe that these words have a literal signiflcatiofl. The disposi- 
ItOD which all people have to pry into the future also tends to perpetuate this au- 
•entitioD. The proper key to the future is induction from the past; but the propec 
we of that aupposes hsbfte of observing and reasoning which cannot yet be regard- 
.,qgh'lkq!6t»t%\amQni,V^n Ve«V^« pinny conn^ty V M,th«y who 
jUMre. by conncctlog it with the present and the past, still follow |ft«r ibi d«i«- 
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■ion not on *7 of astrologers—moon*and-8tBr men,—but roriune-ielline impdstors 
of alt sorts; and the delusion is lielpeti to be pi'ipetuated b; those publications 
in wliicli the nonsence oi asiroluay is still retailed to the public. 

These circuiustancea render it necessary that the phenomena of the yearpliould 
be explained in the most simple and philosophic manner. ih<»t the real causes of 
those phenomena should be made palpable to the most oidiiiary capacity; and 
that it should be plaiu to every one, that there IB no mystery in the matter,—>iliac 
the revolutions of the heavenly bodies piodiice the appearances of the season*, 
and nothing nioie The motives oi these have, in fact, no more influence upon 
the conduct anil the de^linle8 of mankind than the motion of a river towards the 
sea, or the fall of a stone to the giound, when it is not borne up by some tbihg 
that cau support Its weight; and it would be just as raiional to calculate the 
nativity ot a man fiom the motion ol the Thames towanls the sea as from the 
motion of the moon or the planets. Nay, the levotution oi a roach-wheel upon 
the road had just as much to do with humin destiny as ihe motion of the heavenly 
bodies; and when, in its revolution upon the dial, the minute hand of a clock 
passes over the houihand, that has just as mui-h influence upon the late pf uplionja 
or individuals as an eclips oi the sun or the moon. 

With the exception of the light and heat produced by the sun, and the Kglif 
of the moon, and siill fainter illuininaiinn ol the stars, iheie is no reason to infer 
that the celestial bodies exert any influence, other than that of giavitation, upou 
the eailh itself; and as their influence is wliollv of a physical nature, it cau famve 
no effect whatever upon the minds oi conduct ol men, any more than can be pro¬ 
duced by ibe natuial or aitificial moiion of any oihgr suusiances. So far as the 
lomiiiaries make men more or less cuintuiiahle at the lime they have an influence 
—as the genial temperaiure oi the d,iy raises the spirits in the same way, and to 
the same extent that they are raised by a similar temperature oi a common fire, 
or the light of the moon enables a man to fin>l his way at iiiglii, just in the same 
way as he would find it by the same degree of lamp ligtii; but beyond these 
phisical effects, theie is, and there can be, nothing. If the luminary is at the 
same distance, shines for the same lenuth of time at the same height above the 
horizon. It matters not in what sign of the zodiac nr in what part of the h<>avena 
it may make its appearance, any more than it signifies whether the fire by which 
one is warmed, or the lamp by winch one is lighted, is one of the east or the 
west of St. Paul’s; and It would he just as philosophical to calculate the future 
destiny of a man liom the “ house” in which he happened to_ be born, as fiom 
the "house” of the planets at the time of lus birth. Indeed it would be much, 
more so; for if intelligence and goad sense happen to be lords of the ascendant in 
the house of the patent, they aie veiy ratinnal grounds for predicting the future 
welfare of the child; and so, also ignorance dissipation, and vice in the parenli 
are far more malignant espects for the infant that has the misfortune to be bore 
under them, than any configuration which eiibet the stars, or any Ihiug else out; 
of any family can assume. 

'I'here was a time when not the people merely hut the titled aed the learned, 
were thrown into the greatest coiisternation by au eclipse of the 8jn or moon, or 
the appearance of a comet or the aurora borealis. And why ? Because they are of 
comparatively rare occuneiices and when mankind do not know the rational cauagi 
of any thing, they always from to themselves a siipersiitious one. A candle is to 
the inma'es of a room at night whai the sun is to the inhabitants of the earth du^ 
ring the day ; it gives them light, apd, il the fiaine be large enough it gives them 
beat. If, too, tfieie be a mirior upon the wall and the candle be so placed as that 
the light reflected by the mirror is throne into a room which the candle does not 
illttinmate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlight to any one who happens to b« 
there. Now, if one of the family were to stand beiween another of the family 
and the candle, the caudle—their sun for the time—wou'd be just as much eclip¬ 
sed to the one from whose sight it were hidden, as the sun of the world is when 
the moon comes between d end I he earth; and su also if any on-i placed himseU 
ip such mgnner, as that his shadow fell upon the mirror, that mirror—the tempof 
lary inpon of Bioee in the dark chamber—would be just as much eclipsed, as the 
moon of the world is when the earth comes between it and the sun, deprives it of 
the light of that rlimmary, and prevents It from reflecting that light to thO earth' 
Well IB there any per«on in his senses that would say, that because one of a family 
had come between another and the candle, or between the candle and the looking 
kflHtfl direful caiaoiity would befal thu family, Or that thef^ 
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tneViuUly have a br«wl or a law'Kuit mill the (oiks at the next cottage; and yet 
ihe consequence* jusi mentioned aie precisely ol the same nature with the eclipaea 
o< the sun and moon', and from their neatness they have much more effect on the 
inhabilante of the cottaae than the celes'ial ones can have upon ihe inhabitants 
of the earth, A temporary want ot light is the whole effect in hoth cases; and 
as that of the celestial eclipse 14 never so eoinpleie as in the rase oi the candle 
and Ihe minor, it la, except as a matter ol cuiiusiiyi or as fixing a point ol time, 
of much less consequence than the oliier. 

With regard, again, to a comet, it is much Ihe same as if one were to come 
into Ihe room with a burning torch or taper and then go out again; an occurrence 
which could do no harm, unless the bearer of the toicli were to luo against some* 
body or set fire to I be bouse. ,Soalso. if the comet be a solid substance, and if 
the light which It emus be of the burning kind, (lor comets sie so distant, and 
caiitiiiue so short a time, that we are unable to be ceiiain about their nature,) it 
jnnigffat if U came in contact with the earth, shatier It as a cannon ball shatters a 
house,or born it as a red-hot short nr a -hell does ; hut as long as we are out of 
its way, we are jnsi as sate tiom haim as we tvoiild be it we stood on a high cliff 
and saw rocjkels Jet off ten miles at sea. A rocket let off in VauxhaH Gardens 
has j,vsf asmjucli influence on tiie faie of n<iions and individuals, as all the comils 
that e;»er appealed; and if the stick of ihe rocket happened to lail upon any 
ihody, jit would have a good deal uiuie. 

'I'ltei'e was atime when the .fack-o’-ihe-lantern"—inflammable air over a 
jfen, a piece of rotten wood, or a putrid fish —both ut wtiicli, in a ceitain slate of 
lotlennesB, give out a gas winch becomes luminous, was accounted as something 
.alarming; but as evpiy hutulei in iheniisiry i sin now produce the same appear* 
ances whenevei he pleases, the} have ciased to be regarded with any degree of 
^appieheoaicui. 

411 llicse follies, wiih which people wasted (heir time, disturbed their imagi* 
nations, and made tiiemselves uneasy, resulied trorn the want ol a nille —a very 
little—sober and independent thinking. KfTects must he similar lo their causes; 
and every subject which IS matter cannot affect Ihe minn in any other way than 
by affecting Ihe body. 'I'be arsenic wlncb lies buiied a imle under ground, or 
that which is contained in the stores ol the Apoihecaties* Companv, is jus/ as 
.deadly in ils nature as I hat which has, by accident, crime, or madness, got /Oto 
Ijie human stomach. But while it remains there it poisons nobedy; and ffio Ugli, 
by continually alarming himself about it. a man ot weak mind might, /q tune, 
bttog himMlf to be lieve that it would; and though this should injure his health, 
or even frighten him to death the aisenic would be quite innocent of the matter. 
^What would even the most Ignorant man now living think, if he were told, that 
it a pinch of gunpowder were to he atoleo from the stores of Ihe Giand Signior, 
brought to London, and burned according to the rules of art, it would instantly 
blow up all the magazines in Turkey f Well, there was a time when the belief of 
nucb an influence in powder was far mote prevalent than that of the influence 
of the appeaiances of the year upon human life and fortune is now. 

The sun, and moon and the planets and stars, are merely masses of matter- 
inanimate, and, of course, without any power of thinking and acting ai wholes— 
ihaugh they may have different classes of growing and living beings upon them, in 
Ihe same way that the earth has; and it may be, that while we are frightening 
ourselves with the changing phases of the moon, the people on that luminary are 
in the same alarm at our planet. But bodies placed ai so great a distance from 
each other, as the planets and stars are, can have no influence upon each otbe^ 
^ving th.stpf gia,vi,tation, and light anil h<’at, which will, of course, change wiln 
every change of position and distance. As, if the moon be far north in the sky, 
it will be longer ** up," or above the horizon, to us in the<-e northern latitudes; 
if it be near to the sun, on the eastern side. It will shine in the tally part of the 
night; if it be near, on the wcslein side, it will shine in the latter part of the night; 
if it be directly opposite to the spn, it will, if just as far north in the sky, rise at 
sunset and set at sunriseifii be iarlher nnrih, it will rise beforeg the sun ssis, 
and set after the sun risesif sou'h of the sun. it will rise after ipUnset, end set 
before sunriseand if it he m the .same partol the I'ky with respect to esyt and 

E sst, as the sun, it will rise and set at the same ii.me with that luminary, and not 
I seen, unless it he aUo in the same part ol the sky with regard to north and 
peptb^ nod in that cage ii will come, in whole or in pair^ between the gar|b 
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the sun, areording aa their places are exactly or only nearly the same, and ocea* 
aioa a total or a paitial evlipSd ol the sun. All the changes of the moon, with 
regard to shape and time ol appearance, take place in e«eiy lunar iRooih. from 
one new moon to another. All the varidtions, ul appearances, eclipses and other 
phenomena, recur in a period ot about nineteen years; and any of them may bo 
foretold by one wbu has a knowledge oi astionomy. 

There are some other particulars in the moon’s appearance, upon which 
superstition is still api to lay hold, and predict, il nut sumeUiing as to human life, 
at least aomething about the weather which is a leitile subject lor imposture. One 
of them is the position of the cusps, or points, of the new moon when first seen. 
These are always both at equal distances hum ihe sun, ami, of comse, then staniN 
ing straight, or leaning backwards, or loiw ards, depends upon ihe distance that 
the moon is north or south of the smi. Any one can see this by a very simple 
Fxpeiiment. Take an orange or an apple, oi any thing round, and hold it in your 
left hand between you and Ihe candie, only as tar to the left as that the light wdl 
shine on a part ot it in the shape ol a new moon. This moon may be much 
narrower or broader, arocording as you hold it nearer or further from the lioe 
between you ami (he candle. If you hold ii just as high as the candle, lb« line of 
the points will be upright; if you move it higher the candle, the line will lean 
backwards, more ami tiioie as it is raised; amt it you move it down lower than the 
audle, the line will lean lorward, more and more as it is lowered. 

Two other peculiarities of the moon, that occasion a good deal of speculation 
among those who are ignorant ot the causes aie, " the harvest moon," in Septem* 
ber, and " the liunirr's moon,” in March; the former of which, when near the 
full, uses for several nights at nearly the same hour, and (he letter, at the same 
age, is equally lemarkdlile tor the ditfeience between the limes ol its lising. The 
mo in moves neaily to the same distanct; fiuiu tlie sun every day, but it moves iit 
a P'ltli, the one.half ol which is mu li neaiei the north than the other; and this 
is the case also with the apparent annual path of the sun ; tliat luminary appear* 
ing much neareilo the nonh in summer ihan in winter. Thus, when the moon is 
moving northward ai the mo<t rapul rate, it escapes fiom the horizon northward, 
and rises earliei ; and when it moves S'luthwanl at the most repaid rate, it ap* 
pioachesto the hoiizon, and seiseailiei. The full moon can be in the foimer 
position only in Septemlier or Oiiober, and in the latter iii Match or April; and 
thus the harvest and huiitei's moons aie occasioned. 

r 

Such are the principal changes in the moon’s appearance; they are all to be 
explained upon the simple facts of (lie motions of the moon and the earth ; and, 
tliei'^lore. they neither have, nor can have, any of those iiifiuences which supersti* 
(ion, (he child ol ignniaace, ascribes to them. 

The plaiieie being all much more remote fiom the earth than Ihe moon is, ami 
having little difference in their appearances, saving what anses fiom their owa 
motions and that ol ihe earth round the sun, have little about them that claims 
aiteniioQ, as connected with the appearances of the year. Influence upon the 
earth, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way affecta 
the romfoit or the oidinary pur«uits of mankind, they have none whatever; and 
therefore, the explanations of their appearances and motions may very pioperly 
be left to the study of asiionomy. 

Thus, the only thing that remains in order to complete this simple notice of 
the phenomena ol the year, is some account of the annual appearances of the 
sun~ihat grand sourse ot light, and liie, and enjoyment, to all the animal and 
vegetable tribes. 

In order that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have noi 
much knowledge ol geography and astronomy it may not be improper to begin 
with the apparent revolution of the heavens, every day, as aiising from the real 
rotation ot the eanh. When a round body, such aa an orange, or a billiaid bail, 
is raaiie to whirl round in the same place upon the table, by spinning it, although 
there may be no mark upon it, one can easily perceive that there U one point in 
the middle of Hie upper part of it, round which all the rest turns, jnst as a wheel 
luiDs upon ao\|de; and if one could see it from below, there would be found a 
similar point in tne middle of the oiiJer part, round which the whole would be 
seen to (urn. These two,^x<d points would be (he poles of the ball or orange; and 
if we imagine a line drawn from the one, through the ceotre to (he other, that liaa 
would be the axii of rotation. The etrUt luroe rpnod from weet te east taerp 
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twenty-four liours, in the very enme manner; only, instead of being supported 
upon any thing like the ba'I or the oianae, It is kept in its place by the mutual 
atiraction between it anti the itun. It we make a little niaik any where upon the 
ball, and imagine ouiselvea to be living there, the c<inille which alanda alill upon 
the table would appcas lu move 111 ihe I on'iai y tint (lion to that of the ball. If 
the candle be hehl just aa high an the n iddle ol the liall, the maik, where.ver we 
place it, (aay in the upper pan, halt way to the ccntie or pole.> will pass one* 
half of its revolution through the light ol ihe camHe, and the odier hall not. If 
the niaik beiiie still in the same place) the rnnitle be Tai<-eil higher up than the 
centre ot the hall oi (which will have just the aaine efieci) if the ball is put tower 
down than the candle, the, mark will pass thiougli the light lor a longer lime of 
each rotation than it is in the daik ; and if the cainile be held furthei down than 
the centre of ilie ball, or ihe ball raised higher than the centre ot the candle, the 
maik will pass through the light for a shuiter time than it does through the dark¬ 
ness on the other side. Also, I lie increase of light in Ihe former case, and the 
decrease in the lattei, will he the gieater, the farther the centre ot Ihe ball is 
below or above the candle, and the nearer the mark is to the pole or point round 
which the upper part of the hall seems to luin. It we call the upper pole of the 
balPthe northpote the mark (raihei mure than a third of the upper halt from that 
pole) any place in the Uriiish islands; and suppose Ihe ball to be tlie earth, and 
the candle the sun, vre have before us the whole principles of the motions that 
produce the changes of the seasons. 

We have only to imagine a level plane, or even flate surface, to pass through 
Ihe centre o' the sun; that the exis upon which the earth turns found is always 
«pri ht to iliai place ; that liie orbit, or path, which the earth moves in during the 
year, lies, one-half of it above the plane, and the other below; and that this oibit 
has an inclination, or muA-es on angle of about twenty-three degrees and a half 
with the plane each way , then if we funher imagintr, that the north pole of llio 
earth is uppermost ami that the earth, in moving round the ori>it trom west to east, 
perforins as many lotrttions as there are days in a year, we shall have the whole 
means of explaining the changes of the seasons. 

If we imagine that the point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane passing ilirungii the centre of the sun, is immediately before us and nearest 
to us; theo the point at winch it meets the level plane- m descending, will be the 
one farthest to the right of the sun *, that wheiethe eaith is faithesi below the level 
plane wifi be the one at the greatest disi a nee, and light before us; and that at 
which'ihe earth meets the level plane in ascending towards us, will be the one 
most remote from the suo on our left hand. 

The first of these points will be the shortest day to those in the northern he* 
mispliere; and for the quarter of a year Irom that to the second point, the day 
here, will always be less than twelve Imurs, and the night more. 

The second point will be the vernal equinox,^equal day and night in tk 
spring; and in iliequarter from thence lo the third point, ihe days in the northern 
hemisphere will always be mure than twelve hours, and the nigliis less. 

1'he third point will be the midsummer, or longest day, in the northern hemis* 
phere; and in the quarter from that to the fourth point, the di y will be again mote 
than twelve hours, and the night less. 

The fourth point will be the autumnal equinox,— equal day and nrghtn 
autumn; end in the quarter from thence to Ihe point at which we supposed the 
earth to set out, the day will be, as in the quarter first noticed, less than .tvreive 
hours, and the night more. 

It is evident, that on the half of the surface which is round Ihe other, ot south 
pole, Ihe appearaaces of the seasons will be quite reversed. 

Thus, in the whole of the half that lies above the level plane, the day will be 
•holler than the night; it will decrease during the fiist part of that half, and 
lengthen again, at the same rate, duiiug the second. Also, in the whole half be¬ 
low the plane, the day will he longer than the night It will lengtli^<, during the 
first part, and shorten at the same rate during the second. 

On the earth, the motion which causes the lengthening and shortening of the 
day IS not seen, except by all the sta'S that are round the heavens coming to the 
south in succession at midnight; andithe sun being farther north at rising as4

tpitihK, an<I higher at mid-dty when the day Icngibeaa,— and the revew when 
ii siioiteuii. 

1 'he lengibpnins and shoitening are not at the aame rate at all lime* of the 
year; for it is no) the abiifllute <lisianre ol theeailh I’lom the levej plane, but the 
rliaiige of distanre between one day and another that make* the diffeient'e of their 
leng'lis. Now, if any one lake two nnea or hoops of any bind, and put the ohe 
aeross the ceniie of ilie other, a imle obliquely, he will see that they lecede fiom 
rai'h oiliei most rapidly at the two points where they cross and that, mid way be¬ 
tween ih<-ae poinis there ib a roiisideiable spare where they are nearly at the samu 
distanre. Therefore, the days must lengthen and shorten most rapidly at the equinoxes, 
ami be for some little tune of neaily equal leogihs at midsummer and mid winter.* 

The different duration of the day, and thediflurent height of the sun, are the 
causes of those vanaliousof natural heat which so bcaulitulfy diversity the year.

1. CAUSES AND GENERAL APPEARANCES. 

Those swellings and siibsiilinrs ot the waters of the ocean, by wliicb a 
portion of the shore is Miterniilely flooded and left dry, an-i to which we give the 
utiiue ot (ide&t, are lo the inhabitanta ot coasts the most interesting, to aea-HiriDg, 
people the ninst useful, and to the ignorant tl a most inexplicable, of all the 
ereiy-dny occurrences of nature. 'I he appeal which Canute made to the cer- 
tuiii and irresistible flow of the sea, when he meant to lebuhe his flattering 
rouriiers, is pioof that, at a very early period of English history, the tides had 
drawn aitemion ; and as nobody can notice the tidea for any length of time 
wifhiiut perceiving that, on ihe aaiiie days of the moon's age, they happen, at the 
same place, at very n»*uilv liie same hmirs of the day, a connexion between theiu 
and the moon could not fail to be traced Put as ihe cause of ihat conuexioa 
does not appear from the connexion itself, the uniformed have regarded it ae 
parrot that supersiilions influence, which the celestial bodies huie over the 
earth and its luhabilauts. 

Instead, however of there being any thing mysterious in the matter, it is 
the most siinple that can be; and depends upon that universal law ot gravitation, 
in consequence of which a stone falls to the ground, or water runa down a alope. 

I'he general conditions of the law of gravitation are these. Rveiii body ' 
or piece of matter gravitates towards any other piece directly as the quantity 
of matter in that peace, and inversely, as the square of Us distabce, tlie disiancw 
being estimated, in (he case of spherical bodies, from the centre of the one to 
that of Ihe other. 


Thus, for instance, a weight of 4 pounds at (be surface of the earth, which 
is about 4000 miles distance from the centre, gravitates towards the earth, that 
is presses upon that which supports it, counterpoises an equal weight’ in • 
balance, or falls if it has no support, with a force of four pounds. 

But if the same weight were raised to a height of 4000 miiea, or placed at 
twice the distance froui the centre, its weight would be diminished inversely as 
the square of the distaRce. or would be to 4 pounds as the square of 1 to the 
square of -that is, it would be one-fourth of what it formerly was or onei 
pound. This decrease would not, however, he pointed out by a common acalo 
beam, because the weights in both acalea would be diminished at the same rate * 
and thus, if they balance each other at the surface of the earth, they would do 
the same at any weight whatever. It might, towever, be measured by tho 
flexure of a spring. 

From this diininution, wliicb takes place in the action of gravitation aa tbo 
distance becnmea greater, it is quite evident that, in large masses of matter, auoh 
as the earth, the sun, and the moon the gravitation towards each other will at

Ae for ineiance, a quRoiiiy of water plaeed on (bat point of the eartfa’e 
eurfacBit to which the moon le, direolijr over heed, will gremate more towardi 
the (Dooq than an equal quantity placed 9(f degreea from the former, or at • 
pqint where the moon la in the boriaon. But water is retained upon the surface 
or the ettrtli by ita weight or grariiation towarcte the roaaa of the earth, and the 
perfect freedom with which water movea, allows it always to form itself in 
perfect acoordaiioe with the law oi gravitation. Now, the aravitation toward 
the moon, or the auo, acts in the opposite direction to the weiiihl; end, tiiere* 
fore, by'whatever portion that graviiBiioD is increaaed above the averaije, the 
weif;bt fuuet be diininiebed and the water must rise up there till the excess of 
beiabl balance the loss of weight, and an equilibrium he every where sste- 
blished, in those purls that are covered with water, and have a free coiumuni- 
cation with each other. 

Toward every celestial body the variation must be the same in bind ; but the 
eon, in consequeiioe of its great mass of mutter, end tbe rnoon, m consequence 
of Ha nearuess to tbe earth, are the oiny ones of which tbe effects are perceptible. 

‘ Tbe whole gravitation toward the etin ia much greater than that toward tbe 
■boon; but the mean disinnee of the sun is aboul 2 ■00() times the hslf dia> 
meter of the earth, while that of the moon is only 60 times ; and is the disturb, 
ing forces are to tbe whole graviiationa inversely as the cubes of thone num¬ 
bers, (they entering the proportion three times as lacTors.) tho disturbing force 
at tbe moon, that is, thg force by which the water becomes lighter when the 
dioon is over head, la about times that of tbe sun. 

It would be out of place bore to insert tbe calculations, which are long, 
though simple. But tbe resuB, stared in round numbers, ia, that ii the earth 
were all covered l y the same depth of water, a tide of two feet would b« 
raised at (be point where the gun IS directly over bead, and a tide of five feet 
where the moon is so,—that is the water at each of those^pornis would be 
higher by two feei in the esse of the sun, and five feel in the case of tbe moon, 
then at the circumstance of tbe beinispberes, of which those poiuta were ree- 
peolively tbe centres. 

'I'be tide that happens at the point nearest to any of the luminaries, or 
where that iunitnury IS abiiva the horizon is called the upper tide, aud the op« 
poeitjs one is called the, Nuder tide, 'i be under tide is produced in tbe same 
manner as the upper, expect Hint ie tbe diminution, and not tbe inoreaae of 
the moon’s action which causes it. 


If the earth were wholly covered with wafer, if the sun and moon were 
elwsys at the sstne distances Irom it, and if tbe three bodies remained in the 
eanie plaeee without motion tbe two high waters of each luminary would re. 
^tain at ibe same points, and tbe low water of each would be the circumference 
dividing the two hemispheres, of which the point nearest the luminary and the 
point most remote from it were the centres; and as tbe gravitation towards the 
eiurib would be the same at every point, there would he no means of discovering* 
the difference of elevstHm. Not one of these circumstances holds, bnwever’^ 
and therefore the want of each of them gives a different modification to the tides 


1, Tbe real motion of the earth from west to east every 24 hours eauaes 
the high and low water of the solar tide to perform a complete revolution from 
cast to west in iwenty.four hours also. 

9. Tbe same motions of^tbe esrth, witbftbe moon's motion round the earth 
from west to east alao, in about S9| days, causes a complete revolution of tbe 
Inner tides from east to west in one solar day sad two fifty-aiatbs, or ia sbont 
H hours 48^ minutes. 


As the action of tbs luminary tskes some time to prodnee its effect fba 
high water et any point does not take place till so boar or two after the himi- 
aary baa been vertical. ^

.A. Tbe obliquity of tbe earth's annual path round the sun causes tbe sun, 
in su >imer, to appear over our latitudes, nearly 47 degrees farther north than 
ill winter*, and tbe obliqiiiiy of tbe moon's monthly path may make tbe new 
moon aiioui h decrees more either north or south of the sun ; sod also vary tbe 
full moon 1,0 tbe same number of degrees from tbe point opposite to tbe sun. 
Those cliaiiges proilues wbat may be called tbe tea»oual variaiionU of the tides. 
They lakx place thus:— 

а, A out tbe /equinoxes, in March and September, the sun is near the 
Equati r.qknd the moon, at the lime of tbe sprii^ tides, cannot be many degrees 
from it: therefore, the tides are then highest and most uiiiiorm in both beinii« 
pberes; bigbest, of course, at the Equator, where tbe points of bigb water of 
both luminaries are, and gradually ilimioisliiag toward ibe poles, where, if tbe 
earth were unitornily covered with water, there would be continual low water 
jgt those seasons. 

h. About midsumraer, in the northern hemisphere, the aim is vsrtiesl 
about Its degieas north of the Equator; and tbe new moon is, on tbe ev«re|!)Sp 
the same; but tbe full moon is on the average, aa tar on the south side of (be 
Equator. Therefore about mid siiiauier, tbe spring tides at new moon, will be 
liighuat in the norlbern hemisphere ; and tfaoga et full moon in tbe southern., 

c. About oiid-wiater, tbe ciroumstuDoes mentioned in tbe last article will 
be reversed. 

б. The paths, or orbits, of the esrtb and moon are not circles, but eclipaea 
Ur ovals: and, tiiereiore, tbe sun and niqon must be both nearer to the earth at 
aome times than at others. Tlie point where the eartb is nearest to ilie sun is 
Oelled its perihelion, and the point where tbe moon is nearest to tbe earib is 
nailed its perigee. Tbe earth being in iis peiiliilion, pauses an increase of the 
toUr tide and the moon being in its perigee, causes an increase of the lunar; 
because the distulbiag force increases invsrsely as ibe cube of Ibe distance. 

I'be perihelion tabea place in a revolution of days, and tbs perigee 
jn one of days ; therefore, they sometimes coincide, and aometimfs not; 
pud when they do coincide it way be at any time of the moon’s a|fe. The cni* 
oiiiation, from \he enequnlitn’s of motion and distance, especially of tbe moon 
isiotreoate; hut the result is, that when they coincide fsx a spring tide, they 
may augment it about one-seventb; while, when the luminaries are at their 
greatest distauce^t a spring tide, it may be diminished about one>6ereBth. 

7. tt is only^ wide oceans (bat tbe regular motion of tbe tides from esst 
to west can take place; for the aborea of (be land thr6w them into so many ir- 
yegulariliea, that at some places there are no 'idea at others they rise to s great 
height; sometimes (here are double tides; Sfid soineiimM only one in twenty 
p 9 .ur hours. So that the lime ol bigh’wstsr spring tideg ai uy piece most be 
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found by'obterrfltion; and in ri?en and narrow seas, floods and storms may 
very mitcli allei both iba time and height of tbe tide. Tbe arerage irom Iiigb 
water to iiigb water, or low water to low water, is bout twelve bours, twrn'y* 
four miDUtea: and that from bii;h to low, or low to bigb, six bours, twelve 
minutes; but when a currant eilber of tbe ana or a river, seti oue way with the 
tide, tbe way that it sets is always of tbe longest duration. 

It muBt be borne in mind flint, lenving the obstructions of tbe land out of 
tbe account, tbe bigb waters, both of the sun and tbe moon, are points, and that 
the low water of each is a circuinference of tbe eanb. From this it isevidtnt 
that, if both iuniinnries are orer the Equator, tbe bigb waters of both will be on 
tbe Equator, whatever may be there distance eastward or westward (as a'lsmg 
from the in vn'e age. or disthoce fioni tbo sun ), and that the low waters ot both 
will pass through the poles, at which ibere w'ill, of course be no tides. At iLose 
times ibers will be an extreme, or top of bigb water only at the Equator ; and 
thus tbe two luminaries, acting directly togniber at apring tides, and diieoily 
opposite at neap tides, will cause tbe turiiier to be bigber and tbe latter lower 
than at tiroes when oue or both ofibe luminaries have declination from the I'quii- 
tor. ‘ W hen eitheroi lbs luminaries has declination either north or south nt ibo 
F'qiiOtor, tbe upper high water of that luminary must decline as many degrees to 
tbe same side of tbe Fquator, and tbe under high water the same number of 
degrees to the o'her aide. In these cases there will be two laiilu'les on oppo. 
site sides of I he Kquator each distaiil from that by tbe deolinatioii end distant 
fro tt eacb other by twice the deciiiiaiion round wbicb tbe top of bigb water 
will revolve. At those limes too, tbe low water of eacb luminary will (all as 
many degrees as the declination heyimd tbe pole toward wbicb tbe liruiuaiy 
tiacliiies, and fail the same number of degrees abort of ibeoiber pole. By tbi^se 
means tbe whole tide will be lower when the luminaries have diflennt declina¬ 
tions, because eacb will diininiab the bigb water of the other in the direction of 
north and south; and tbe upper tides will he highest at new moon, and tbe 
under tides at full. These diff-rences will increase, both with the dedinaiion 
and tbe latitude. At mid-summer and mid-winter tliey will have a rived at 
their maximum, and at tbe distance from the poles equal to the mean declination 
of the sun and moon, there will be only one liinb water in a lunar day, that is, 
tbe high waters will be about 24 hours ininn as us under 

Tbe motion of tbe tide is no' acronip'iined bv an af-lu.il i muster of the w liolo 
water; for that would produce, at the I'quiitor.a ciireii' of u'loiii one ibiMj-..iiid 
miles an hour. Tbe wave of ttde is soiuetiines iiinved in oue direi iipii eliie 
tbe great mase of tbe water is moved in the other fiy an under corn in ; just as 
one may often see the ripple which the wiud cauaee, blown against the current 
of a river. 

*. COMMON RULES FOR FINDING THE TIME OF HIGH-WATER. 

To determine ibis time, these elements are necessary 

1. Tbe time of high-water at full or change, is found by obsevvslioo : and 
to be accurate, it must be the mean of many observationj made at different nines 
of the year, and in ditfereut slates of tbd weather. 

9. Tbe moon’s age on tbe proposed day. 

3. Tbe time after noon when the moon shall arrive at tbe south. 

7'be moon’s age is found, by adding tbe epnet for tbe year, fibe moon’s ago 
on tbe lat of January,) to lb<* epurt for the month (the age of the moon qn the 
first ot the month if it bad been new moon on the Isi of January,) and tbe day 
ofthemon'b. If the sun be leas than a lunar month it is tbe moon’s age; bat 
if greater, take e lunar monlb from it, and tbe remainder is the moon’s age.

the principles. 


TERRESTKIAL LATITUDES AND LONGITUDES. 

The following preliminary definitiona will be found useful by those who 
have not studied the principles of mathematical phrenology. 

1. The earth is very nearly a glove, having its mean diameter, or measure 
Abrougb the centre, 7,9i3 miles, very nearly; and its mean eireumference, or 
the measure round ii, 34,979 miles or in round numbers S.'i.OOO miles. A de¬ 
gree is the .i60tli part of a circumference; thus, a degree of tbs earth’s oircum* 
iereiiceis 69^ miles ver,y nearlyi A degree is understood to be divided 

61) minutes which in the earth’s rircumference are called nauticat or geographi¬ 
cal mtioa; and the minute ie divided into 60 seconds. For common purposei, 
a degree may be called 70 English milea, and then a minute will be 3,053i^ yards 
and a second 34;^ yards. Half a circumference or a semieirtle, ia, oi course, 130 
degrees, and a quarter, or quadrant. 90. All circles, whether large or amall, 
are divitled into the same number of degrees, roinutea, and seconds. 

2. 'I'be earth tuins round the same diameter, at a uniform rate of motion 
every 3 i hours, .‘is minutes, nearly, i'be exiremitiea of this diameter, (which 
though a mere imaginary line, is called the axis of rotation,) are called the 
pofrs, from a Greek word signifying to turn. The daily rotation of the earth 
from west to east causes an apparent motion of the heavenly bodies from east to 
west and they all appear to revolve round the poles of the heavens ; that ia, the 
points to winch the axis of ibe eai lb ia directed. 

a. At whatever part of the sea or the land one may be a heavy weight ao 
suspended by a string as that it touches nothing stretches the string so, that 
the weight end points very nearly to the centre of the earth, and the other, or 
upper end to the middle of ihe aky over us. 

4. The/toiison is the circle which if we be upon perfectly level ground, 
divides the upper half (or hemisphere) of the sky which we see from the un¬ 
der heir, which we do not see. 'J'he Zenith to which the upper end of the 
atcing points, IS in the centre of the first; and the iVedtr, to which the weight 
.end ot the string points, ia in the centre of the second. 

5. From the seiiiib to the horizon ia 90 degrees; the meaaure serosa tha 
jceniih from horizon to horizon is 80 degrees; end the measure from any poiot 
ia (be horizon to the opposite; point is ihe same. 

6. If one stand upon oue pole of the earth, t^t pole of the heavens wiil 
be in the zenith and the other one in the nadir. If we stand at spy number ef 
degrees disia^e from a pole of the eartbf that pole of the heavens wiU be as 
mam tlegiee^tliom the zeidtb. 

If one stand midway between the po\sa of tbe earth, the north poto ot the 
heaveoa will be in the north point of the horizon, and the louth pole of the 
jbeaveos in tbe south points A eireumference of the earth passing through all 
the points that are eqally disiant from both poles is called the Equator of the 
carlb i and the cii cumference of the heaveoa direotiy over it ii oeUad the etitiiiat 
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lEqnotor, Tbe first of thne dirid«t ifa^ earth into tiro equal hemitpheret, (■ north 
Rpd a south;) and the last derides the liearens in tbe aanie way. 'I'be correspond* 
ing pole is in tbe centre of the bentispbere, wbeiher of the earth or tbe bearens 

7. If one stands at any number of degrees distance from the Equator, tbe 
ceareat pole will be that number of degrees above the boriaon, and tbe other 
pole the same oiiinber below. Hence every charge of place, northward or 
southward, will cuqae an alteration in the clei'othm ot tbe pole, with regard to 
ibe hori'ifron ; but no alieruiton will be made by a change eaaiward op westward 
if tbe same diatance from tbe pole (or Equator) be preserved. 

8. A line drawn directly nerth and aontb is called a meridian line, because 
it points to the place of the sun at 12 at noon, or mid-day. If such p line wars 
supposed to be continued northward and souibward to tbe poles, it would be a 
Laif circumference of tbe earfb ; the Equator would divide it in the middle, ai>d 
ell the points tbrougb which it passed would be directly north and south of each 
other. II a line were supposed ^0 be drawn, in the heavens, directly over alj 
the points of a meridian, that would be the corresponding celcstml meridian, and 

, yvould'pasB ihyoiigh the poles of the heavens. It the nieridiuii on earth and 
the ceiestia! mendiHii were both rotiiiitued completely round, they would be 
circles; and the tormer would divide ibe earth, and tbe latter the heavens, iiitq 
an eastern and a western hemisphere. 

9. As the meridians of all places pass tbrougb the poles, and as tbe poles 

are points, all meridians must meet ope another tn these. Lipes and circles 
that meet one anoih-r are said lo form an 'J'bat angle is ihe measure of 

' tbe inclination ol the one to the other. Thus, the angle w Inch any two ineritlians 
make with each other is measured by that part of the equator (hat lies between 
them, and counted in degrees, minutes, &c. 

10. As the whole heavens appear to revolve round tbe poles in 24 Lours 
nearly, a twenty>rourth part must pass any point, as fur instance, tbe south 
point, in one hour. But the twently-tourtb perl ot 360 is 15; therefore, 1.? de¬ 
grees of tbe heavens must apparent y pass tbe south, or meridian every hour 
nearly. 

When we cannot see one place from another, or measure the dietanee be 
tween them by a rod or line, we can determine them by knowing tbe positione of 
both on tbe earth’s surface. As, for instance, a man living in London wishes to 
Icoow bow far it is to Jerusalem or Mexico, and in wbat direciions those places lie 
from London ; or e sailor, in tbe middle of tbe Ailsiutic. w'ishea to know bow be 
pan find bis way to tbe Laod’s End in Cprnwalt, or to Kingston iu (be Island of 
Jamaico. In either esse, he can neither see (be direction nor measure tbe dis* 
tpnoe direotly; and thus, if he had not some means of ascertaining them, tra* 
Tolling ond sailing would be at an end. 

When, as in these cases, we cannot point out the direction, or measure the 
distance directly we find bow far the one place is north or south of the other, 
•nd also bow far it is east or west; and when we have once found these, we can 
, calculate tbe others. The distance north or south is found, first finding how 
far esob place is north or south of tbe l< qnHior, and then taking the sum, if they 
are on opposite sides, or tbe difference, if they are on tbe same side; and the 
distance east or west is found, by first finding tbe angle that ie made at the pole 
by the meridians of two placea, or, which is the same thing, by finding wLst 
portion of the Equator lies between their meridians. 

The LATiTuDS of any place is its disisnce from tbe Equator: and is north 
'wbeii it is nearest the north pole, and fiiutA when it is .nearest toe south pole. 
I4o place can bave more than go degrees of latitude; ueitber can two places lie 
more than 180 degrees asunder. 

Tbe latitude is easily found by oberving tbe height of tbe sun, tbe moon or 
any other celestial body, when it is on the meridian. 

Tbs height of the pole above the horizon is equal to tba/'atitude of tbe 
place. ‘Ibis may be aaoertained by observing the greatest andr^east elevations 
above Ihe boriznn of tbe pole star, at any other star which never sets. Half tbe 
fum of tbese elevations is equal to tbe height of the pole, or the latitude. 

' When we take our measurement of the latitude of any caleatiel body, 
*‘(vrbiGh ig effected by mqsaa of aa inetrument which meaeuree angles,) we moat 
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previously kuoiv liow far tbet celestial body is from the celestial Equator. Tbe 
distance of any celestial body from ibe celestial Equator, is called its «/ec(i»a« 
t(on and is north or tauth, according to^tbe siluation of ibe fcody. If the deoli* 
oation be of tbe same kind witb tbe latitude, we ^uat substract it from tbe 
beigbtof the body when on tbe meridian; and if it be of the opposite kind, 
we must add it; tbe difference between tbe result and 9(1 degrees, is tbe lati* 
tude. In every method, when our observation requires to be accurate, we 
must make other corrections; as. we must allow for the dip or height we are 
above the mean surface o< the earth; tor the half diameter of the body, if we 
take the outside or tmh of it instead of the centre; lor the refraction, or bendy 
ina ot tbe light on passing through the atmosphere; and lor the parallax, or 
difference ot position in tbe body as seen from the surface of tbe earth, and 
from tbe centre. Ail these matters are. however, ipcerted and explained in 
the tables that are used by seamen and o hers, who have occasion accurately to 
^nd the latitude. 

For common purposes, all degrees of latitude may be considered as of tbe 
same length ; but as in reality, the earth is a little flattened toward the poles, it 
takes a passage over rather a larger space there, to make the same angular distance, 

Tbe i-ONonuDEof a place is much more difficult to find than the latitude, 
because here yve have no point fixed by nature from which to begin We are, 
tberetore, obliged to take the meridian of some particular place as a first meri« 
dian ; find the longitudes of other places by observation, and pouiit them from 
that. It is indifferent what place we take, and. therefore, Mritiah geographers 
ptid sailors take the meiidian of the Koyai Ubservatory, at Greenwich, Most 
Other nations reckon from their chief city ; but it would be much more conveni¬ 
ent if iba first meridian were the same with all at least it would save the trou¬ 
ble of adding or substracting the difference. 'I'hua, in reducing French longi¬ 
tudes, which are reckoned from Pans, to English. (S** 20' tt4” must be added, 
if they are east, and tbe same must be.substracied if they are west. 

1'be general method of finding the diffrreneeof longitude ia, to find tbe dif» 
feieneeof time between tbe two places I’hesun, by the motion ot which time 
is usually measured, apparently comes from the east- Consequently, it must 
be noon, or anv other hour at tbe easternmost place, before it is at tbe western- 
most. The difference, as has been stated, is 15 degrees for an hour, four mi. 
uutes of time for a degree, fifteen minutes of longitude to a minute of time, or, 
under the Equator, about 510 yards for a second of time. These numbers are 
pear enough for purposes of explanation, but for all purposes of computation, 
{they require to corregpoad with the accurate period of the levolutiuu of thq 
earth upon its axis. 

When the celestial bodies are visible, it is always easy to find tbe exact 
time at the place of observation, whether that place be on land or at sea; and. 
therefore, if it were possible to convey the exact time at the first meridian ovey 
the world, the longitude would be easily found. 

A watch, or chronometer, as it ia called, that goes at a perfectly unifordl 
rate, mny so far answer tbe purpose, but there is no absolute check upon it. 
If there be two or three, Ibe average of them is a little more to be depended 
on, but even that gives no absolute certainty. 

There are several other methods:—the eclipses of the sun, (he eclipses of 
the satellites of Jupiter, the distance of the sun and moon and the distance of 
tbe moon from certa’n known eiars. These can all be computed beforehand; 
and they are inserted in the nautical almatiRcs, for tbe benefit of seamen. But 
eclipses of the sun happen very aeldom; the eclipses of tbe satellites of .Tupi- 
ter cannot be observed at sea, in consequence of tbe motion of the ship; the 
method mostly resorted to is derived frpm observing tbe distance of the moon 
from a star. 'I'bose distances are marked in the naulioal almanac, with ibe 
times at Greenwich when they take place, and by making the proper corrections 
for ra/ractinn, paral/at, and the other circumstances mentioned the longitude 
may befo'ind H^he difference between the time at which they are obaerved, 
and that stated ^the first meridian. Thus if any position of the moon and a 
Star be staled in the nautical almanno to take place at Greenwich at 12 at night, 
'pnd if. after all corrections, tbe same be found to take place at 4 in tbe morning, 
jthe place of observation will be in fid degrees east longitude nearly. Such are 
ibe priociplee, but the detaile are too minute for being noticed here. 
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Tb« degrAflS of longitude are not all of itie Bame lengili. Tim inpriclig.nB 
meet Ht tlie pole, and are at the g'eHtesI diattiiice, as under, at the Kqniiti^r ; 
therefore, as the latitude increaaei) ibu louitiiuite, bt-coineg leaB and leaa,'and 
couaeqiieiilly, an error in the loiigttujle I'ecomea a aiiiailer number ol miles. 
At latitude 60 the degree of longitude IS halt of ^yliat it is at the Kqiiator,— 
lebere upon the snpi'Osi'ion llial the earth is a perlept globe, it is equal to a 
degree ol iHtitude 'I'be decrease is moat rapid toirard the poles, and at the 
pole itself tba degree ol lonaitude has no length wbatever. 

Tbe principles of maihematical geography, are more fully detailed in the 
treatise CD that subject published by tba Society for the Diffusion of Useful 
Knowledge} and to that treatise we refer our readera tor the explauation of 
many puiiiu that could here only be slighUy noticed.

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VENTILATION & HOUSEHOLD CLEANLINESS. 

We ere aH theronnWy aware of flie. ner.eHxity of hreofliin?; and Ihe nf^rrenlile 
irenhne«ii and re^i\ini< inflnenre of tl«e |>are utoniinK air mnat con'incr na, thaf 
the hreaUiing a pme n'mosphere i-* condiirive to hen|lh; yet we have mrefully 
exclude the iiir from oiir houses as ii its approach Miere imxioiia. Intendmi^ 
tu shot out the incleiiiennes of ttie weather only, in mir care to eaaid oiir- 
selvea from the eilernal air. we hinder that leiiewa) of the stniosphere which 
is necessary to prevent its becomins stagnant nnrd nnfir to support animal life. 

Few persons are aware how very necessary a ihnioui'h rentil.itmn is to the 
preservation of health. We preserve life withonf food for a ^•onsn^elable time, 
bill keejj ns wiilinnt air for a very few minutes and we cease to eii»l. It is n"t 
enough that we have oir, we must have /rcsA air ; for (he principle by whirli life 
is snpported is taken fr ni (he air diirini' the art of breathing. Oiie-foiirth only of 
(he atmosphere is napahle of Nii|iporliiig ife ; (lie remainder serves to dilute the 
pure vital air, and render it inoie lit to he respired. A full grown man lake* 
into his lungs nearly a pint of air earli time he breaths; and when at rest, he 
makes about twenty inspiralinDS in a intiinle. In the lungs, hy an appropiiate 
appariitiis the air is exposed to (he ai tion of (he blood which changes its purer 
part, the vital air. (oxygen gas,) into fixed air, (carhunic and sas.) which is not 
nnly unfit to siippoit aiiimallite, hilt is absolutely destriicliie of rl. An adtnirn. 
Lie provision of the Great Author of iiatiire is here visible, to prevent this 
exhausted and now poisnnons air from being breathed a seconil time; —w bile in 
the lungs the air receives so mnch bent as makes it speriticaMy lighter than the 
pnre atmosphere; it consequently rises shove onr heads during the ehoit panee 
between throwing out the breath and drawing i^^ asain. and thus ser-nies to 
ns a pure dianght. Ky (he care we take to sh^BDiit Ihe external air, from our 
hdiises, we prevent Ihe escape of the deteriorated air, and condemn ourselves' 
to breathe again and again tht same contaminated nnrefreshing ntinospbere. 

Who that has ever felt the refreshing efiects of (he mornmg air can wonder 
at the lassitude and disease that follow the conlmurd hreaiLing of the pesii- 
feruna atmosphere of crowded or illventilated aparlmeiil? It is only necessary 
to observe the coontenanres of those who inliabit close rooms and honses, the 
sqnalid hne of their skins, their sunken eyes, and their languid movements, iv 
be sensible of the bad etfeets of shutting out the externsi air. 

Besides the contamination of Ihe air from being brentheiT, there are other 
matters which tend to depreciate its purity; these are Ihe effinvia constantly 
passing off from the anrface of animal bodies, and the cnnibnstioii of candlea 
and other horning aiibstancea. On going into a bed room in a mornin?, soon 
after the occupant has lef his bed, though he he in perfect health, and habitually 
cleanly in bis person, the sense ot smelling never fails to be oflcnded with the 
odonr'of animal effluvia with which Ihe atmosphere is charged. There is another 
cause, perhaps, still more stiiking when a person, fresh from the morning air 
inters a mai h, in which several persons have been close-stowed dniing a long 
night, lie who has once made Ihe experiment will never voinntaiily lepeat it. 
The simp'e expedient of keeping down both window bnt a single halt-inch 
would prevent many of (he colds, and even fevers, which this injnrinns mode, 
of travelling often prodnces. Outside passengers, though they may snlTer a 
little more fiom cold and wet, generally esenpe these every-day complaints of 
those who pay double their fare. If under where (he windows are iniinoveahle 
and the door is never opened bnt while some one is passing through ii! On enter¬ 
ing snch a den of filth, the nose in sainted by a stench so honilile, as to make 
any person, iinnsed to it, recoil and pause before he venture in; but the wretched 
inhabitant has his sense of smelling so binnted, that he does not perceive that 
vvhirh every breath he takes, he inhales a poison, which is sapping the vigour of 
his body aod destroying the energies of his mind. 

Can we wonder'tliat, with snch absolnte neglect, alt the diaeases of peraona 
an silnnted should be, of a dangerous chararter ? or that the mind aiioulif be 
dispirited, amUhatthe itinn ahftnld fiy to for relief from the hurtiieii which 
he finds to be vbaighiug him down ? 

It may be taken as a wholesome general rnle, that whatever prodnces a 
disagreeahie impression on the sense of smelling, is nofavorahle to henlih. 
That sense was dnobtless intended to gnard ns against the dangers to whirh we 
are liable from vitiation of the atmiMpTiere. If we have, by the same means, a 
high sease of gratification from other subjects, it ought to sxcite onr adiuitatioa 
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of the t)fn»li>'en>'e of tlie Df'ily in llms mnkiiiif our NPNa«*N .«ervp tlir (iniililo 
|ttir|»n««* of <iirnr<Hiifr ii« plfttiHnn* nmi wi'rort^y; ftir tlie mil iiiiKlit jiiAt na 

pirpriuiiHy li>i«e lippii aiiawcied l>y our beiiiK only aiiacppUhle of painful iiii* 
prrasions. 

Tokepplhe almo<ipliere of onr honara free from con'aminntion, il ia not 
anfflf’ipnt that we Heriire a frequent renewal of tlie air—all matters whirli ran 
inMire its pni‘it\ niuHt he carefully removed. The linen of heels should not be 
allowed to remain nnrhaiiKed (ill it lias Inst nil appearanne of eier hnviiig been 
while, or of ever liavint; bad any Hrqnnintance uiih the wiisIdiiK tub. The 
rontents of rhaiiihrr vessels should not he left in the bnnse sn instai.t, if it he 
possih'e, and rertainly not in the room of sink person ; every iiioinent (hey 
remain (hey fill the air with a filthy odour, wliiob is little less than poisoaoiis to all 
who breathe it. ^ 

Those who have bat one apartment in whirh they most, of necessity, per* 
form all the domestic duties, should he rnrefiil to remove all matters that are 
offennive in smell; as cahhaf;e water, dirty soapMids, 8c<'.; they should indeed, 
if possible, avoid washing in the room they lite ill. For the same reason, diving 
clothes indoors should be avoided. 

Flowers, in water, and living plants, in pots, gre.-vdy hijiire the pniity of 
the air during the id;:lit, hy giving nut large quaiilities ol on aii, (caihniiule acid ) 
siiiiilnr to that whic h is (•eparaleil from the luriiS by lirenthiiiir, which, ns before 
stated, is highly noxious. On this nccuiint they slioulci nev'er he kept in bed 
rooms; there are ins'ances of peisoiis, wlio have iiicniiliously gone to sleeii in 
a close room, in whit II (lierr li>«s been u la gs giowing piniit, linvim! been found 
dead in the moiuing; as rlfeclually siilTocated as if there hud been a clmieoal stove 
in the room. 

A constant renewal of th^jir is absolutely necess'iry to its purity for in all 
sitnatinns il is siilfeiiiig, eithellP^ its vital pRit beine absorbed, nr by impure va¬ 
pours being disengaged and dispersed tiiroiigh it, VentHalion, therefore,resolvfs, 
iteeff into the securing a constant supply of fresh air, 

in the constiiirlion of bouses esnectaily in those liiiilt for the poor, this great 
object lias been ton generally oveilonked, wlirii, by a little con'rivanre, in the 
airangenient of nitiilows and doors, n ciirient of nir iiiisht, at any time he made 
to pervade every room of a bnnse of any tliinen-inns, Rnoins rannot he well 
yenii'ated that have no ouilets for the sir; for tliis rfasnn tbeie should be u 
cbiiiiney to every apaitmeiit. The wind'uvs should be cepahle of In ing opened, 
and they should, if possible, be situated on the side of tiie romii opposite to, .and 
farthest from the fire ph'ce, that the air may traverse the whole space of the apuit* 
mentin its way to the rhiiniiey. 

Fire places in bedrooms should net he stopped up with rhimney boards. 
The windows sliouhl be thrown open for soiiie hours every day. In runy oft* tlie 
animal effluvia wbicli are necessarily separating tioin the bed rlollies, and which 
ahonid he aaaisted in (heir escape hy the bed being shaken up, and the cinihes 
spread abroad, in which atnfe they sbnnld remain ns long as possible; this is 
the reverse of the nsnnl practice of making (be bed, as it is called, in the morning 
and tucking in np close, as if with the deteriiiiiiation of preventing any puiifica- 
tien from tiiking place. At’entioii to this direction, with regard to airing the bed 
clothes and bed after being slept in, is of the gri-atest importance to prisons of 
weiik health. Instances have been known in whirh resilessness and an inability 
to find refiesliment fiom aleep would come on in such iudivid'i'ils when the 
linen of their beda had been uiir.lianged for eight or ten days. In one rase of 
a gentleman, of a very iirilnhle habit, who siiiFered irom eicessive perspiration 
during the night and who had taken iiiucli medicine without relief, lie observed 
that, for two or three nights after be had fresh sheets put upon his bed, he had no 
sweating; and that, alter that time be never awoke, but that he was literally 
swimiiiing, andtiiat the sweats seemed to increase with the length of time he 
slept in the same sheets. By not permitting him to sleep in the same sheets or 
nightclothes more than twice without their being washed, he instantly lost this 
debilitating affeclioD. 

Various means are had reronrse to at times, with the intention of correcting 
disagreeable amelia, and of purifying the air of sick rooir . Diffusing the 
vaponr of vinegar through the air, hy plunging a hot poker into a vessel ron- 
tnining it; burning nromatic vegetables, smoking tobacco, and exploding gun¬ 
powder, are the means nsnally employed. All these are useless. The explosion 
•f funoowder may, indeed, do somethiogi by displacing the air wiibiu the reach 
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«r its iiifltienR<>; hnt tlieii. nnfortnnately, an air ia prndnceH by ita comhnation, 
tiiat ia aa otiVnaive. and pqiiatly uniit to auppnrt iifp aa any air 4t ran h<> napd to 
reiiKivr. Tlieaf* eipeiiieiitM nnlv aerve to dia^niae the. raally ofTenaive condition 
ol (lie atnioapiiere Tlie only certain means of p'niiryiiig tlie air of a ciiaiiiWer 
«r|iir.h ia arlnnliy orcupied by a sick person, is by rltanf;in^ it in such a manner 
that the patient sliall not be diieclly exposed to the droitfilits or cuireiita. 

Cheniistry hag iarnislied the ineniia of piirilyint; the air of rhaiiibers in 
wiiirh persona have been coniined witli contaf^iona diseases, so as to destroy the 
noxiuns power of the effluvia generated in snrli situations, and thus of preveni- 
ioK the disease from extending. This will be uccooipiished by alteudiug care* 
foully to the following diiecliuns:— 

Cl'-ae on the windows and doors of the room intended to be pnrified, except 
the one by which you propose to retreat and nial>e up the nperture of the ciiini¬ 
ne y or iire>plare, except fur ahoiit an inch or two at the bottoiii. llaiing pot 
three tnlde spoonsful of common salt, {muriate of soda,) riibhed fine, into a 
eliallow dish, place it upon the flnor of the apartiiieiil,—if such a few hot cin¬ 
ders beneath it, the ijetter: and than pour, at once, upon the salt, a quarter of 
a pint of strong oil of viUiol {sulphuric acid); reliie, and close t'le lonni fur 
forty-eight hours. Immediately Ine acid is puiiied upon the salt a putigeiit va¬ 
pour, (cA/orrne,) is given out fieely. whbdi is extieiiiely unpleasant to breathe, 
and veiy d>'slnirtive to most iiieiallic surfaces. It is on this sccuiiiit that the 
operator should leave the apartment quickly, and that all the iron and brass 
furniture sh'uid be previmisly removed. This vapour continnes forming for 
many lioiirs, and dilfusing itself completely through all p irts of the room, efllec- 
tuaily destroys the matter on which iiirentiou depends at the expiration of about 
forty-eight lionrs, the room may be entered, the doors and windows thrown open, 
and a fire made in the cliimney, in order that the aparmient may be perfectly 
ventilated It may then be safely occupied- Tbe above quantity of salt, &c. is 
quite a»fflcitMi< for a cbauiber oi the nsnal size; for a much larger ruoni, donble 
the quantity, divided into two vessels, should be used. The meiely olleiisiie odour 
ofsick rooms, or of aiiv other aputments, may be readily cmrected. by placing 
it) iheiii plates routaiiiiiig tlie chloi osodiac solution of Labaraque, wliicb is now 
well knoo II la this country. 

But Tiu fuiiiigalicn will be of any avail in purifying stagnant air, or air that 
li.ib been lireatiieii till It has b en deprived of its \ilat part; sii'li air must be 
liiivrn out, wben its place slioulii be imiuediatelv supplied by the ficsli, pore 
Himosph: re Tbe le,idlest means of cbaiiging tbe nir oi an apartment is by ligbt- 
ii)g a fne in it, and then throwing optii the dooi nnd windows: this wilt set 
the air iiimolim. by estsbiisbiiig a ciirr- nt up (be chnniipy. Tbe air wbicli has 
neen alteied iiy being bientbed is esseiilnil to vegetsble life; and plants, airieil 
by the rays of tbe sun, bave tbe po ler to .ibsorb it, while, they tlieuiselves, at 
the same time give out pure vital air. The process, going on by dav, the re- 
veise oi that describedbebire, ns taking place dining the night, is Goutiiiiially in 
ppeiatinn, so that tlie puriiicHlioii ol the atiiiosplieie can only be prevented liy iu 
being preserved in a stagnant state. 

In tbe country, there me other circnnistances which require to be attended 
to besides cleanliness in the bouse, ami the free admission of the air into it at 
nil limes Caie ungbt to be taken that nothing be allowed to exist very near 
the bouse that can injure the parity of, or produce humidity in, the atmosphere; 
heaps of pntiifying vegetables, dungbills, pools and ditclies of stagnant water, 
jirivies and open drains, furnisb n constant sunply of tbe exhalations which 
yirodiice fever. In hot seasons, especially, every breeze in snrb iicighboiir- 
lioods must carry poison with it These things are iiinrb too coinir.oii before 
tbe doors of collages,.and even of large bniises Timse who build bouses for the 
poor would do well to choose sitiintiuiis siifflcieiitly elevated to allow the w’ater.H 
to he draiiieil oil' with facility: vvitboiit this, they must stagnate and pulrify to 
tbe danger of tiie health of the inhabitants. 


NATlSiE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 

The term Chronolo^-v is made np of two Greek words, C/irones, “time.” 
and Logos, literally “word,'” or “description;” so that the simplest definition 
of its meaning is. THE STORV op time,— or the narrnlive of the sunr.essiiiii of 
recorded events, in their proper order, noticing the portions of time that eluiise 
hneteen them. 
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As the post is our only safe Ruide for the present, and our only useful bey 
to the hiture the story ot time, or the uonsideration of events, in the miler iii 
Tvhicb they happen, becomes a matter ot the iitinost importance. Kven to our 
merely historical knowledge, that 18, our knowledge ot the ei-euta themselves, 
and without any rt^iureuce to the comparison of them together, chronology is 
iinporiaut; beoaiise, without that, our knowledge is not cm met. Bui wlien 
we wish to turn our historical liiiowledge to a praciical use, hy reReciiiig upon 
the causes and results ot human actions, chrnnol(>gy beroiix s iinlispMi.sahie. 
O'he great practical use of past events is the etlVcis that the untecufent event bus 
upon the coiiiiegKeNtj- and if vve mistake ihe order ot suctessioil. (and where 
wo have iio intormatioii we are more likely to he wrong iliaii light.) vve are iii a 
worse condition than it we had no information whatever,—we urn lu a siinilrfr 
condition to a tniin travelling along the load (roin London to Dover, in oider lo 
arrive at Liverpool, fanner from the object we wish to arrive at, than if we 
bad not moved a: all 

I^ow, men seldmn take the first step in any art or science, until they are 
goaded on by necessity; and as the use of chronology is pliilosophiciil, and 
ihuetdoes not appear till men b>'gtn tocoiiipare the former events with the lilll^r, 
and draw conclusions, it cannot he known among very illiterate nations, and 
could not be known in the e.irly ages of the world. 'I'he iiiemories ot inhahi- 
tanls ot the South ^e>l Islands do not extend backwards above on age or (wo; 
and even then they are vague, not agreed about (be events llieinselves or in. 
formed as to the iiiiei vals between them. Ot the recorded events ot the eaily 
ages, ot the world, the infornialioti is so very uncertain, that the most acute and 
laboriou« inquirers into the subject are at vai lance. 

Before the story of lime can he known, we must know something of time 
itself; we must know how to oompare two portiuus or periods of it, so as lo he 
able to say either. :hat ihev are ot equal length, or that the one is longer than 
the other, and how much loiigi t it is lit order to do this, we must fix upon 
some stniidurd of which the length is known ; and as we cunuot -keep a portion 
of time hy us to apply to other portions as we du a siandnrd pound tor weight, 
ornsttindard bushel for dry measure, we must have recourse to some event 
which we have Ieason lot believing dues not take up a longer period at one 
time tiiaa at aaullier,' such as the rotation of the eat tliiipoii its axis, the revo¬ 
lution of (he moon round the eaith, oi that ot the earth round the sun. Of the 
absolu'e equaliiy of any two portions of time, whatever may be the event hy 
which they are measured, we never can be certain; because we cannot be in 
posse>,->ioii of twixd them at once so as to compiiie them together. J( ive can 
find no other dilVereiice betw'een the Hients. we have no reuDon to believe that 
the times in wliuh they nappen are ot diileient lengths; and ihis negative proof 
is all that wo can get. In n'<ing (h*' measures ot time we observe the same iite- 
tliod us with other tin-asures. II the jniniid lie less than a day, we mention the 
iiumher of lioiirs. or parts ot an liou'-, that are in it; it it he ot moderate length, 
such as the lite of a man, we count it iii years; and it it be long, we count it in 
cectunes, or hiiudrei/s of yeais. 

7 'ljoiigh to all nations, the various lengths of the day, as arising Torn the 
rotation of the earth ; of the month, as ari^ng from the revolution of tin- moon ; 
Aud of the year, asaiismg from the revolutiun of the earth, be each Oepeudenc 
upon the same cause; and though, as the oth«>r circuinslanrea of tliose causes— 
tiie ep ‘ces over wIi'Cli those hmlies pasa, do not very much the saine day, or 
iQontii, or year, still they must he ot the same leiiglli to the people ot all imtions, 
and t'j« re cannot he much ilillerence between one and Himiljer, yet diti'eienr 
nations have had difTbient modes ot leckonnig them. Some ui these difleiencts 
are pointed out in Art. 1 . “ On the Calendar.” 

When a nation came to such a degree of information and importance, as 
that It tell a desiie ot recording tne events ot its ow>n history, it generally began 
with some great event, as a fixed point or M'orB, for which it counted the £iia 
nr succession of poitionsol time, all presumed to be equal, and each equal to 
Ihai w ilieb the nation happened to iak« for standard. The dy being the por¬ 
tion with which people are most (niinlidi, and also the one ol^hich the appear¬ 
ance is the most striking-light and oui kness being the greatest ot ail contrast 
—most iiationa made the day the ahsoiute measuie; hut as the day is ruther 
short for iiieasuiing long intervals, (hey generally had periods of so many days, 
and of so many times these again, correspondirg with, or rather having some 
resemblance to, our weeks, mouths aud years. 
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A0»n oxact ounibAr of timAs of the rointion of the earth ia not contained in 
the revolution of the moon, ami as an exact number of times of either ibis rota¬ 
tion or this revo'utioii is nut cnntsiineii in the revolution of the earth ; eras 
which are reckoned in terms oi either of these fixed peiinds, oo not a^ree with 
eiu.b other. In other words, as days, lunar months, and ;ear, are not even parts 
or multiplies of each other, two eras which are counted, one in so many limes 
of one of these, and the other in so many times ot another, cannot be made to 
a^ree, so as to point out tbe time at which any event happens, without makinf; 
correction for the fractional differences. 'I he period of time in which those 
fractional differences amount to an unit of the shorter measure, is called a cycle. 
—See Art. 11. 

Those nations among whom the Christian religion has been disseminated, 
have, ever since its introdui tion. abandoned all eras, save that which began nc 
the binb oi our Saviour, This is chIUI the CHitisruv Ena, and when the 
date nr iinmherot the year is .spoken of in a solemn or formal manner, the words 
Anun Diwiiiti, or the contraciion A, 1).. ineii.iing “ the year of the Lord” are 
prefixed to ihe iiiimher, to disiingoish it from other eras. Wlien we count from 
the birth of our Saviour backwards, we eiitier put B. C., “before Christ,” or 
Anno a?ite Christum, A. A. C.. which is the same. Events are sometimes dated 
from the creation of the world ; and tlie term Anno Mundi, A. IV1.,tbat is, “ year 
of the worM,” prefixed to the (late ; but as opinion is divided as to the precise 
date of the creation, in terms of the Christian era, the commenceiuent of that 
era is considered ns the preferable epoch. 

I'o find the distance of any event—if it be before the birth of our Saviour* 
add the date of It to the date of the year; if after, substract; the sum in the 
first case, as the difiereiice in the second, is the time from the present date, or 
he disiauce of the event. 

As the eras of the nations of antiquity have become obsoleto, and as the 
principal events in their histories have been reduced to the respective years of 
the Christian era, either belore or alter the birth of our S>ivir)ur. those eras are 
needed only by those who read the writings of antiquity ; and, theiefore, it is 
not necessary, in the present case, to detail them There is, however, one era 
which IS used by a very large portion of ihe iiioderus, the Hejita, or era com¬ 
mences at the epoch of the flight of Mahomet Irom the city of Mecca to that 
of Median, which took place in the6!i':2d year of the Christian era. The Meho- 
metan year is regulated by this event. 

PKIJVCIPAL ERAS. 

Creation of wmid. —There have been as many ns one hundred and forty opinions 
on the distance of time between this event and the birth of our Saviour.* 
Some make it us small as ,>616 years, and some as great as 64!24. The chro¬ 
nology wliicli ia usually given with the authorized version of the Bible, 
places the event in the 4004lh year before the commencenient of the oooi- 
nion era. 

The Olumpiodi^ —The first year of the first Olympiad begins in the summer of 
the 77oih year before the common era; the first year of the second Olym¬ 
piad, III the summer of the 77:zd year, and so on. 

The foundation of /?owc.—The 75:id year before the commencement of the com¬ 
mon era according to the culcuiatioii usually adopted. 

The Birth of Christ .— This is probably to be dated in the 4th year before the 
comiueiicemi*nt of the common era. 

The Hejiia — Commencing on the l6th of July, in the PSISil year after the oom 
mun era.

AFFOHANISTAN. 

Dost HAnoMHEu KnAN, one of the brulhciB of Fdti'eh Khani the celebrated Vizier ef 
Mahhood, and chief of the Baricktye Cian, the nu||||nwerrul in Alfghanistan had for lomo 
years ruled this country previous to ibc Jliesforn/ioli(|H|ibiH SooiAH ooL Moolk in 1838. On 
the deotb of this Prince, Dost Mahomed again assum^^he reins of Government which be stiM 
holds. 

On the base and cruel murder of Potter Kram by Mahmood at the instigation ef 
Prince Kamran, hit brothers revolted from their allegiance under the guidance of Azeesa 
Kban, the Governor of Cashmere, and drove Mahmood and his son from Cabul. Azeem 
Khan in the first instance offered the vacant throne to Shah Sooiar, (considered the legitimate 
King by the British Government,) I ut offended by some personal slight, withdrew bis support* 
and piaceihin big room, Eyoor, aBroihrrof Shooja, who was content to take the trappings with, 
out the power of royalty. On Azeeh Khan’s death, his Brothers dissatisfled with their position 
conspired against his son, Hdbeer Oollah Khan, and seizing his person, by threats of blowing 
him ftom a Cun, induced bis mother to deliver'np the residue of Azeem Khan’s immense wealth* 
Etoob's sou was killed in these disputes and hn himself alarmed by the.se scenes of violence lied 
to Lahore. Dost Mahommed the most talented of the Bi others, then took possession of the throne, 
and became dufacio King of Cabvi,. Shbre dil, Khan nrcomiianied by four Brothers earned off 
about half a million sterling of Azeem Khan’s money, and sealed himself in Candaiiar, as an 
independent Cliieftnin. He and one of his Brothers are dead ; and Candahar was until lately 
ruled by Cobi'N Dii, Khan , assisted by his two sui viving Broifaers, Ruueen Dil ond Meer Dil. 

At tbe period of the flight of Eyhob from Cabul, Peshawar was governed by a Brother of 
Dost Mahommed who with another Brother were both killed in battle iind were succeeded by 
llABOHMED Khan, who is a tributar) of the King of the Seiks. He is on bad terms with hi* 
brother Dost Mahommed ; but out of tlie revenues of Peshawek supports bis younger Bro- 
tbers Peer end Saeeu Mahouhed and the fainiliea of bis two predecessors. 


KINGDOM OF THE SEIKHS. 

Bis Highness, Maha Kaja Dulleep Singh, is declared King of the Seikhs. 

His dominions compr ae the Punjab, Cashmere, Peshawar, vioultau, part sf Sinde, ficc. 
)■• is an adopted son of ltu\JEET Singh and is about 13 y^-ers of age- 

Tbe Oovernraeiii of the ‘‘Viklis bad been formerly divided among a number of petty indrpen* 
dent cbieftains under tbe fnnilsn or commonwealth, "to the established rules and laws of 
which, as fixed by C'uH Govind, itwas their mural and rehginua duty to conform.” The an¬ 
cestors of Ronjeet Singh Imu been in possession of but a few villages, until his father, by feuda¬ 
tory depredations, and the eonqiiest ofLaliure, laid tbe foundation of tbe present considerable 
power which lies sulidued alionxl all the petty Seikb chiefs. 

KINGDOM OF OCDE. 

■w 

The family of the princes of Onde are descended from Meer Mahomhbd Aheen, of a nob1e> 
family in Persia, wbu ciirae to India in tbe reign of Bbbadour Shah, and was received into the 
Imperial service, tiiHipr the mime of Saadut Khan. Ha was appointed to tbe Government of 
Onde in 1719 on the HCf-n--sioii of •ieiiamed .Shah to the tl^ne of Delhi. ^He bad no son, and 
was,therefore, succeeded by ins nephew and son-lu law. Monsoob ALLY Khan, who took tb^ 
title of SvPDEH Ji NG 111 WAS succeeded by Soja-uoL dowla, who was again succeeded by 
AROPB-VD-IWWI.A On tbe de.iih of Asoph-iid.dowla without any male issue, his spurious son* 
Tizua Ally, asstuned the reins of government, but bis illegitimacy being discovered, he was 
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Wler a reign of four fflontlii deposed, nod Sasddt Ally Khan, tlie brother of Asora-im-DowLA 
sscended the musnud on the 3ist of /annary, 1798. He died in 1814 and wasjracceeded by hia 
Son GhaZi OD-dibn Hr UBR, who relinquished the title of Newab, in 1819 and asanmed that of 
King; he died in 1827 and was succeeded hy his son Shah Zuman , who assnmed tbe titles of « His 
Majesty ABoo Ndssbh, Kootab.ood-Dsbn Soi.iman Jau, Sui.taiin, Ahmi, NousHkbwaii Zehaw, 
MuBSkea.ooii-DBBN, Uyobh Suahiahan Bapsha, Obazbe, Khoold-oola MooluK'A-hoo Soi/rvH 
NOTA-Hoo.” This prince died in 1837 and was succeeded by his uncle, Ndssbbb-ooD'DOWLA, 
who assumed the title of “ His Mujesty Aboo-fdttgy Moien-oO'Dbbn Sultana Zbhan Mohambs 
Ally Shah BadshA'A-Uudb” and is the present retgniug Sirvereign of Oude. 

KINGDOM OF AVA OR BURUAH- 

The family name of tbe present King of Burmab, or that given to him by bis Grand, 
father, is Maung Khaung, but it is not considered respectful to mention this name. Having 
obtained us an appanage, uiid held until be assumed the throne, tbe rich District of Tiiarawadi, 
which contains the principal teak forests in the country, be was always styled Tbarawadi, 
Menn tbu, or Pnnce of Tharawadi. He was born on Wednesday the 0th of September 1786, 
and be is therefore now (ist January I844j in his S8tb year. Hia father was tbe Heir appiuent 
to the throne when Colonel Symes visited Amarapura, and whom that officer calls Engy 
Teekien, more properly, Ain-ye-tbakben, or Ain ye-Heng, Lord or Prince of the Eastern 
House. His Grand father whs Colonel Symea's Hinderagee, more properly, Meng-dara-gyee, 
tbe Great King of Righteousuess, one of the titles borne by the Kings of Burmab ; but bis 
subjects now refer to him as Phu-dau-gyee, tbe great royal Grand-father, or Badoun Thakbeu, 
tlie Lord of Badouo, the town which he bad held before he came to tbe throne. He died on 
llie Cth June I9l9 anil was succeeded by the (iresent King's Elder Brother once known an 
Tsagain-meug-tha, Prince of Tsagain, with the family name of Maung Tsen, tbe ume who en« 
gaged in war with the British Government, and who was dethroned Iry the present mbnarcta in 
the month of April 1837. 

In June 1837 the present King deserted hia Brother's Capital of Ava. which has now becomn 
a ruia, and proceeded sixty miles to the northward, with the ostensible object of building n 
new city there, but in reality fur tbe purpose of escaping from the British resident, for on tho 
withdrawal of that officer, the King returned, and established himself in bis Grand.fbther's city 
of Amarapura, which is now again tbe Capital of tbe country. 

By his principal Queen he has a grown up son and daughter, tbe former now styled Taiing> 
dweng-gyaung Mengtba, Prince of Taung-dweng-gyaung, and tbe latter biglily skilled in 
Burmese science, particularly astrology. By his numerous inferior Queens lie Kas several 
other cbildreii, the principal of whom is a bold, spirited character, formerly named 'Jait-teng> 
gyee, but since his father's accession to the throne styled, from tbe town the revenues of Wttldh 
be epjojs, Pye Meng-tha or Prince of Prome. Besides him, and tbs King’s Uncle, (he Philo 
Sfipher Prince of Mekkhara, tbe Lbwottau or grand council of (he kingdom now consiata of four 
Wouugyeea, two of whom are, Maung Sh»e>za, who was GoYernor of Rangoon during 
Mqjor Canning's miasinn in 18tl-t2 and Maung Dauk.kyee, who held tbe aume office when 
Colonel Benson was deputed to the Court of Ava in 1838. 

Shortly after tbe present king seized the throne, he put to death tbe hte Hennroh's oiBy son. 
the Tsakya Meng, hia principal Queen, her Brother Meug-tbu<gyee, or tbe great Priucq, anR 
moat of (he roinlsters and Chief officers of the late Government. The life of (he lute Monhreb, 
however, baa been sparffil and be is not ill treated excepting in being kept as a state prisoner. 
Tbe country is stated to be in a very unsettled state and ttaere is now no Burmeae officer Of 
superior rank and authority to tbe tonthwurd of the Capital. Every town ahd almost village has 
4s own petty governor independent of all interference excepting from the Court itself. Com. 
mercial speculations also ^re hazardous, panicularly as tbe present King has endeavoured t* 
deetrsy bis principal Sea.port town Rangoon/where British snbjeots are now net sum of pro* 
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Iffitioo and frettom tnm ofllcial exectfoa* and moleatatioD ; aid it ia Tcry iffiportaat that It 
JbanJd be gesenHy kaevn, tLat tbe OoTernineBt'of India declloed to tnterfsra -wbeo a com. 
plaint waa rabmllted to H by a BriUali Commander of Hl-naage at Rangoon. Altbongh tbe 
jrelationa of the Britiih Government irith the preaent King continue in an nnsatiafactory state, 
and no British Offlcer resides in Kurmab, there is no ground for supposing that be entertains the 
amalleat idea of risking a'war with us. On tbe -contrary, strong hopes may now be entertaineil, 
as two of the most violent of the war party, tbe King’s Son Tait.teng-bbyn, and tbe Mya-wade 
Woongyee, have been recently carried off by Cholera, that tbe convenience and advantage at 
re-establishing amicable relations with the British Government will be acknowledged by tbe 
King of Burmah. 

The following may be considered as a fhir translation of the state and title of the King’s 
of Burmah His most glorious and excellent Mt^esty the Lord of the Tsbaddan, King of 
ZHephants, Master df many White Elephants, and Proprietor of Mines of Gold, gilvcr, 
JtuUei, Amber and the Noble Serpentine, Sovereign of iho Bmpirea of Thunaparanta and 

n 

Tampadipa and other great Empires and Countries, and of all the Umbrella wearing Chiefs, 
the Supporter of Religion, the Son-detcended Monarcb, Arbiter of Life, and great King of 
Kighteonsness, who bears the honorary name (in P,ill) of tbe lilustrioos in tbe three worlds, 
the King of Kings, possessor of boundless dominion and supreme wisdom, and great King 
of Rigbteonaness.* 

His dominions consist of Burmah Profier, the old kingdoms of Touag-ngu and Pegu, and 
'the ghan States and Districts of Kale, I'banngthnt, Khanti, Mogaung, Bamo, Uonliyen, Homoit, 
Main Loun, Tanng-bain, Thainni, Kaingmah, Main Main, Main Leng-gyih, Kyain Ynun-gyih, 
'Kyaintoon, Kyain Kbyaing, Thibo, Thoun-zay, Honeb, Kyaln-touiig, Kyaiu-kham, Nyaung-yur, 
Ugya, Mauk.me, Mobye, Main Pyin, Main Phil. Bain Pan, Bain Kaiug. Naung.mun, Thigit, 
Tahet, Yonh-zoohE, Bain Taait, Enle,&e., allot which States and districts however ore difler- 
-enlly named, more or leas, by the Sbana themselves. 

KINODOB OF SIAB. 

Ibe King’s nsual titles are, * Tbe God Buddh who dwells over every head, the Lord 
'of life and master of tbe Palace*. His dominions consist of Siam Proper, of the Shan States 
of Cb’hiung BM, Lamp,bun, Lak,bon, Meoang Nan, Benang Fang, Lan-ch'bang, Luang F,hu. 
bang, Cb’biuug Sen, Ch’hinng ilai, and others, of part of tbe old kingdom of Cambodia, and 
of the Malayan States of Qaeda and Fatani. 

The present King is (he same person whom Mr. Crawford saw as Prince Krem Chiat at 
Bangkok In the year 1833. He was the eldest son by an inferior wlCe of tbe late Kiog, whom ho 
meceeded on the Slit July 1834, with the general consent of the Country, and he io now nhont 50 
years of age. HJs succesror, it is supposed will be bis brother Cketo Fa, "Lord of Heaven,* the ei. 

' -dost son of the late King by his principal Queen. The other Members of the&oyal family ofSigm 
are said to amount to nearly three thousand. 

KINGDOM OP NEPAUL. 

Maharg{a Ru RAiBMsaA Vikbam Sab, King of Nepal, oncceeded bis Ihtber at the early age 
ortwoyean,- he is the son of Oibivah Ioddba Vikbam Sah, the son ofPaiTBwi Pal Sab, the 
snocesior of Ron Babadob tbe son of Sins FEiiTAuf>, he son of Pdbiw Nabbain, the 
Ooorfcbali conqueror of Nepaul, who subdued it in 1768. 

The denth of tiie preaent Rgjab's fhtber is one of those, which Princes whose caprieo' 
U-tho law, have met with. Gibivam Jddoba Vikbam Sab having caused a pagoda, like that of 
luggernath, to be erected, ordered similiar obedience to be paid to R. ^Pbla excited dUiatin. 
fhctiou amongst his people; and one of hii brnthera took advantage of this opportunity of 
revenging tbe death of another brother, who had been pnt to death by the eradication of his 
eyes, by order of the Rgiah. He accordingly went to the Coart, and pretending to remonstrate 
mdffi iRm ui the ihiastice of his Into ord«r, stmck him with hit sahre. Bh wu, however, imnke 
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^lately killcAl bjr (he Caesy BhimiM. who wai proMot, md (be iafhnt priuce Wie ploced o»< 
Be tHiunud, On the nisht of the eame day, three hundred pereone, oa Whom any anepicion* 
etl, were. It ia supposed, put to death by the Causy'a order. Nepaol ia tributary to Chins- 
from tbe year 1792. 

MfZAM OF HYDRABAIH 

Hia HlRbness NawOb Asorn Jab MoozDFFiEB-t>i.-MooMAMK HaER FlrRKONOEB Au ChaR' 
Bahadook Futeu JoNB, Nicam of Hydrabad, ascended tbe Uiisnad on the 24tb of Uay, 1829; 
is the son and successor of Secdndeh Jar the eldest of tbe eight sons of Nizam Ali Kran, tbo 
younger brother of Salabut JVNO, tbe uncle and successor of UozcrriEH JuNO, the nephew 
and successor of Nazik Juno, the second son oi Nizah-ul-moolic, who obtained tbe Soubadaiy- 
of the Deccan In 1717, in the reign of Ruffee-ul-Dlrjet. 

Before the formation of a treaty of perpetual alliance with the English, on the 12 Ua 
O ctober, 1800, tbe aubadary of tbe Deccan bad suffered continual disturbance. When Asopb 
Jnh Nizam-ul'inooHc returned from Delhi, in 1740, he fought in 1741, hia son Nazis Juoo 
wlio had rebelled against him. Niznm-ul-muolk died in 1748, from which time, to tbe year 
1703, a period of 15 years, three princes had ascended tbe Muanud, and were successively 
assassinated. Miienffer Jung wus graudson to Nizam-al-moolk by his younger daughter’s aids 
Nizam.ul Moolk removed his capital from Aurangabad to Hydrabad. 


RAJAH OP GWAIilOR. 

His Highness, Habarajab Ali Jah Jyajee Rao Scindia, tbe adopted son of, Janko Rao 
S cindia, succeeded tu the Government on the 4tb February 1843. on ilio death of iiia predeeea* 
sor, Janko Kao who was elected by Baizu Biii, the widow of Dowlet Rao Scindia; tho nephew 
of HABHAiRE Scindia, tbe son of Ranojee Scindia. 

The family of Scindia are Sudraa, of tbo tribe of Kumbbae, or cultivators. Ranojee was 
emp’oyed by Peishwa Bajerow, as tbe bearer of bis slippers, from which situation he rose to 
eminence; and when Bgjerow having succeeded his father, Biswanath Row, in tbe office of 
Peishwa, in May, 1720, came into Malwa io 1731, Ranojee was a Marhattn chieftain of Ligh 
milk; so that the Sovereiga authority of tbe Scindia family cannut have existed macb' more 
than one hundred yeais. 


RAJAH OF BilURTPORE. 

His Highness, Maharajah Balwont Sinqh, Rajah of Bburtpore, succeeded hia father in 
August, 1824; was displaced by one of his oonsins, DunioN Sai.. in March, 182.5, bnt reinstated 
by the British Goverinent, on tlie 19th of Janusry, 1820; is yet a- minor in age; the son 
of Buldeb SiNoH.tfae second brother of RANADHAa Sinou, the eldest of tbe four smis of Ronjeet 
S iNOH, the sou of Kaiut sinrh, the brother of Ruttun Singh, the brother of Jowabur Singh, the 
son of SooRA) MuLb, the founder of the principality, killed io 1763, 

The settlement of the Jants, (of which tribe tho Rajah of Bburtpore ia,) in the Dooab of tbe 
Ganges and Jumna, is dated in 1700, when they migrated from the banks of tbe Indus. Duitog 
Aiireiigzebe’s last marcli towards tbe Deccan, Cburahun, the Jant, pillaged the baggage of Um 
Army, and with'part of the spoil erected the fortress of Bburtpore. The present prince, ,like' 
many of bis predecessors, is not legiiimately descended being the son of a female slave of tba 
name of Snbeb Aoinar. When a Rgjab has no sou, he purchases females, and the boy begottbu 
an any of them, ia add|ited by the Rijah and the Paut Ranee. 

RAJAH OF KOTAB; 

Hio Highnem, Maban\ja BisnEN SiNoo, Rajah of Kotali.TlM son of Kmboob Rao, !be son 
Haba Rao Omib bihw. 
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RAJAH OF INDOOR. 

Hia HiafaBen, Maharnja Hbrby Kao Holkar tho couam and ancceaaor of Ra* the 

tbird Uie adopted aon and auceeaaor of jBawoNT Rao Holkar. the brother of Caai Rao, the 
elAaal of the four Bona of Tokaiee Holkar, a chief who waa elei,ted to the Gomnment of the 
Holkar atate by Ahillia Bai, on the death of her aon Malles Row- 

The Hollkar family are of the Dhoongnr or ahepherd tribe. Tbe derivation of the name 
Holkar, or, more properly. Uulkur, ia from' Hull a village, and Kur, an iiihabltant, 
Hoolbar Rao, 1. was tbe Orat prince of the Holkar family; amf the time when he obtained 
any local authority was in 1728; tbe district of Indore waa assigned to him in I7S8. He had only 
one aon, Kondi Row, who died in 1754, many years previous to hia father's death, and left an 
only aon Mallee Row. He also died after a reign of nine months after tbe death of MouLnAR 
Row. The original family being thus extinct, Abillya Bai elected Tdka):ee Holkar to the 
principality. He had four sons, Casi Row and Mouluak Row by hia wife, and Jeawont Row 
and Etojee by bis mistress. ' 

RAJAH OF JOYNAGAR OR JYEPOOR. 

Hia Hlghnesa, the infant son of Maiianya Sewai Sinoh, Rajah of Joynagar, or Jyepoor, who 
is the aon of Jaoat Sinoh, the son of Pratap Singh, the aon of Madho Singh,' the sou of Ram 
&Moa, the son of Sewai Jysinh, who lived in the time of Mehameo Shah. The yming prince ia 
•f tender age and Rawul Bairi Saul ia tlie regent during hia minority, appointed by the British 

government. - 

RAJAH OF JOVOHPOOR OR MARWAR. 

His Highness, Maharaja Maun Singh, is Rajah of Joudbpoor or Marwar. He ia of (be 
libe of Rhaltore Rajpoots. 

Tbe earliest Rajah of this country on record was Uabaraja Jeawont Sineh, who having died 
Bear Cabal, in IhSl, Aurangzebe, one of whose beat generala the Maliaraja was, gave orders 
forcibly to convert hia children. Tbe family were thus compelled to take refuge in the bills and 
woods, and on the death of Aurungxebe, regained their former possession. Ajit Sinoh, ihe grand 
■on of Jeswont Singh, having rebelled. 

RAJAH OF BOGHELKUND. 

Bis Highness Maharaja Biswanath Sinoh, Rajah of Bogbelkund which ia perhaps the 
most anoient Hindu dynasty now existing in India. 

RAJAH OF BHOONDEE. 

His Highness Rao Ritjah Ram Sinob, Rajah of Bhoonde, is nf the Hara tribe. «During 
Ihe retreat of Colonel Moiison, in 1804, the Blioondee Rajah greatly uuiated him in hia diatreas; 
and hia conduct has been uniformly friendly to the English; yet, at Uie peace oflSiiS, he waa 
abaadoaed by the Govecanmut to the vengeance of the Mahrattaa.* Hamilton, page 173. 

RAJAH OF OUDEYFORE. 

]^iaHiglM*®*** •'“i W®*** Jawan sinoh, the son of fiana Bum Sinh, Rajah of Ondeypore. * 

The family of the princea of Ondeypore, belong to the Seaodya tribe of Rajpoota, which ia 
conaidered the moat noble of all the tribes. The family ig alan regarded bigbly by tha 
Xobamedana, in consequence of a tradition, that be ia descended, in the female line, from the 
celebrated Nouahirvan, who was King of Persia at the birth of Moliamed, and thus to have iu 
bat liae a cammon origin with tbe descendeute of Hoagein, tbe son of Ali.

CALCUTTA IN BENGAL. 

COINS.—Accounts are kept here in Rupees, with their subdi¬ 
visions, Annasand Pie; 18 Pie make 1 Anna; 16 Annas 1 Rupee. 

The standard of the Bengal money has ever been silver. Gold it 
oecasionaliy coined, but the great bulk of the currency is silver. 

There are variotis kinds of Rupees to be met with in Bengalt 
whose fineness and weight are different, though their denominate 
onsare the same. From this, and from the natives frequently punch¬ 
ing holes in the Rupees, and filling up the vacancy with base metal, 
and heir wilfully diminishing the weight of the coin after cominjg 
from the mint, the currencies of Rupees from the different provinces 

are of different values. This defect has introduced a custom ofeih- 

/ 

ploying shroffs or money-changers^ whose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstance, ei¬ 
ther in their favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
brought to one of these shroffs, he examines them piece by piece, and 
arranges them according to their fineness; then by their weight; he 
then allows for the different leg»l battas upon Company’s Rupees, 
Siccas and SoDHUts; and this done, the values in gross by the 
Rupees current what the whole are worth;so that the Rupee current 
is the only thing fixed, by which coin is valued. 

A Lac of Rupees is 1,00,000; and a Grore, 100 Lacs or 
1,00,00,000 Ru^es; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into 
Crores, Lacs, and single Rupees, by marks or divisions, as in the 
aforegoing examples.

The Sli¬ 
ver C-iina issued from tlie Mints of Government, nnder Act XVII, of 
1835, if notcut, clipped, marked, or otherwise wilfully impaired, are 
legal tender for iheir full value, until by gradual wear, they have lost 
two per cent, of their original weight.

For theeoDTersion of the rupee ioto tbe^Muivelent enrrenpy of 
other DAtion*, it is neceasary to take into consfoeration the fluctuating 
relative value of the preeioiia metals inttr ae, from the circumstoDce of 
gold being in some, and silver in others, the legal medium of circus 
lation. 

It is also necessary to take account of the mint charge for coining 
at each |>lacc, which adds a fictitious value to the local coin. The par 
of exchange is, for these reasons, a somewhat ambigunns term, requiring 
to be distinguished under two more definite denominations. 1st, the 
infritisie par, which represents that case in which the pure ffletal con-» 
tained in the parallel denominations of coins is equal. 2iid,' the coxit 
merdalparf or that case in which the current value of the coin at each 
place (after deducting the seignorage levible for coinage) is equal: or 
in other, words, * two sums of money of different countries are commet^ 
dally at par, while they can purchase an equal quantity of the same 
kind of pure metal.’f 

Thus if silver be taken from India to England, it must be sold toi 
a bullion merchant at the market price, the proprietor receiving pay¬ 
ment in gold (or notes convertible into it ) The London mint is closctf 
against the importer of silver; which metal has not therefore a mini^ 
mum value in the English market fixed by the niint price: although 
it has 80 in Calcutta, where it may always he converted into coin at a 
charge of 2 per cent. On the other hand, if u remittance in gold be 
made from this country to England, its oot-turn there is known and 
fixed: each new Calcutta mo/mr being convertible Into 1.66 or 
1} sovereign nearly; but the price of the gold mohur fluctuates as 
considerably in India as that of silver does iu England, the natural 
tendency of commerce being to bring to an equilibrium the operations 
of exchtfnge in the two metals. 

-The exchange between England and India, has therefore a two-r 
fold expression ; lor silver, the price of the sicca rupee in shillings and 
pence :—for gold, the price of the sovereign in rupees. To calculate 
the out-turn of a bullion remittance in either metal, recourse may be 
had to tbe tollowing.

As the Chinese have no gold or silver coins but make payments in 
those metals by weight, this table applies equally to money and to 
weights of all kinds, excepting that, in money reckonings, nothing 
higher than the leang or tael is employed. The only coined money the 
Chinese have is the le or cash. It is made of a very bgse alloy of cop> 
per, is round, ebout the eize of an Eiiglish farthing, and has a square 
hole in the middle, by which a hundred or more are usually strung to¬ 
gether; on one side are Chinese characters, denoting the reign under 
which the cash was cast; and on the other side, in those of the present 
dynasty, are either Chinese or Manihchnu characters, designating the 
place of coinage. Under preceding dynasiieii, two, Bve, and ten cash 
pieces have been in use, as well as other coins of various descriptions ; 
but the single ch«Ii is the only coin now current throughout the Em¬ 
pire. It is cast also in Japan, Corea, and Cochin-China ; and is clan- 
destioely imported from the last named place, to a large amount.

For scientific purpos^is the grain only is used ; and sets of weights are 
ronstructed in decimal progression, ftotn 10,000 gtaina downwards to 
I'lOOtbs of a grain. 

By comparing the number of frfins in the Avoirdupo's and Troy 
pound and ounce respectively, it appears that the Troy poiind is le^s 
than the Avqitdupois in the proportions of 14 to 17 nearly; but the 
1'roy ounce ir^reattr than the Avoirdupoi*, in the proportion of 79 to 
72 nearly. 

The carat, used for weighing diamond*, is 3 1 6th grains. The term, 
however, when used to express the dneness of gold, bss a relative mean* 
ing only. Every mass of alloyed gold is supposed to be divided into 24 
equal parts : thus the standaid for coin is 22 carats fine ; that is, it con¬ 
sists oi 22 parts of pure gold, and 2 parts of alloy. What is esUed the 
new ttandard, used for watcbcases, &c., is 18 carats fine.

The Mun (or that weigltt to which it closely accords in value, 
and to which it is legally equivalent in the new scale) has been hi¬ 
therto better known among Europeans by the name of Bazar 
Maund, but upon its general adoption, under Regulation VII. 1833, 
for all transactions of the British Goverinnent, it should be deno¬ 
minated the British Maund, (in Hindee, Ungrt zee Mtm.) to distin¬ 
guish it at once from all other weights in use throughout the 
country*. 

The Pmseree is^ as its name denotes, a five-seer weight, and 
therefore should not form an integrant point of the scale; but as 
its use is very general, it has been introduced for the convenience 
of reference. 

The Seer being the commonest weight in use in the retail 
bushiess of the Bazars in India, and being liable, acci'rding to the 
pernicious system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight for every 
article sold as well as for every market, is generally referred to the 
common unit in native mercantile dealings, as, " the seer of so ma- 
Vkf*totas^ (or sicca, barees, takas, &c.) The standard or bazar 
seer being always 80 tolas. 

I'lie Chitak is the lowest denomination of the gross weights, 
and is commonly divided into halves and quarters, (called in Ben¬ 
galee, kacka ;) thus marking the line between the two series, which 
are otherwise connected by the relation of the seer, &c. to the tola. 

The Tola is chiefly used in the weighing of the precious me¬ 
tals and coin; all bullion at the mints is received in this denomi-

nation, and the tables of bullion produce {as seen in the foregoing 
pages) are calculated per 100 tolas. It is also usual at the mints 
to make tfie subdivisions of the tola into annas (sixteenths) and pie, 
in lieu of mashas and ruttees. 

Mashas, ruttees, and dhans, are used chiefly by natiye gold- 
smitlis and jewellers. They are also employed in the native eva¬ 
luation by assay of the precious metals; thus 10 mashas fine, sig¬ 
nifies 10-J2ths pure, and corresponds to 10-oz. touch” of the 
English assay report or silver. There is a closer accordance with 
the English gold assay scale, inas'^Much as the 96 ruttees in a tola 
exactly represent the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and 
the dhan^ the quarter grain.

Conversion of British European Weights into British Indian 
Weights, and Vice versa. 

By Regulation Vll 1833, a new British Indian system of w'cights has 
been ordered ; hut the change not being enforced hv any penal ei.actment, 
the new weight ha'* been adopted hy a verv few European houses, while 
it is the only one in use at the several Government offices o( C'llcutta,— 
the Custom house, the Mint, the Treasury, the Bank, and the Police. 

The dilfererice however between ttie new and the old system is 
extremely small; viz. the unit or tolali wag the old Muorshedahad 
ru|iee, and wt*ighed 179.6G6 Troy grains. By the said ll-'gulation tiie 
tolah tsoi 180 grains Tmy, and tlierrfore exceeds the old one by one- 
third of a grain, which ditf reiice makes tlie new bazar or Indian 
inaiiiid heavier than the old one hy about one chittak and a quarter, or 
2.23 ounces Troy. 

Tlie following tables have been calculated on the old elements of 
Indian weights, as being still oi a more general use. If it was necessary 
to convert old tniziir maunds into new ones, the operation would cod« 
aist simfdy in the following rule:—

Arsenicbus Acid or White Arsenic (surfaidsambul) Sulphurits :-~Orpi- 
mentor Yellow Arsenic (Hartal),—Realgar or Red Arsenic (Lai 
Sandnil.) King's Yellow or Scheele's Orem, or Arsenite of Copper. 

_ •Metallic la«te, telid breath, coiitraciion oi the wind¬ 

pipe add passage leading to the atoniai'h vomiting ol bloody matter,stools 
ulack knd ofiensive, (lulse small and irregular, great thirst and burning 
heat, bi^eatbiiig difficult, urine scant)’, red and blood)-, delerium, cun- 
Tulsionsand death. 

Excite vomiting hy giving 20 grains of Sulphate o. 
Zinc, and repeal it If necessary. Inflammatory symptoms (^Gastriius) w\\ 
be relieved by bleeding from the arm, and leeches over the stomach 
fomentations and emollient clysters. 

If death does not ensue, the diet ran^t he fluid, farinaceous Aod.de- 
tnulceht for a considerable time afiera-ur 1«. 

The hyd oxyd of iron may be given u irh great advantage, and the 
StOTTiach pumpTuay be used, but only by a Pnift^eiiiiinRl man. 

Tests. —Precipitated yellow by eui|iburetied hyilrogen gas by 
hydro-AuIphurets of ammonia, and by einmoniacnl netrate of silver. 
Precipitated green by ammouiacal sulphate of copper, reduced to the 
metallic state by Marsh’s process : but in order that areenic tney not be 
confounded witli the aniinionial preparations, the reader b«<i better con> 
Stilt Prulessoi O’Sbaugbnessy’s pani)>ldeton the Poisv>iis u[ lndt‘.\. 

Ai»T1MON V— 

Tartarized Antimony or Emetic Tartar — Muriai^ of Antimony or 
Rutter of Antimony. — Vitrified Antimony or Glass of Antimony. 
Symptoms. —Paioiul and obstinate voiniiings ; copious stools ; con- 
Btriction of the throat; cramps ; symptoms of intoxication ; prostration 
of strength, often terminating in death. 

Treatment.—‘Yomxtio^ to be excited by tickling the throat with a 
feather, or allayed by o)»ium. The best antidotes are decoctions of as¬ 
tringent vegetables, such as cinchona, willow hark, gall-nuts, strong tea, 
which may he given freely to excite vomiting, and at the same time to 
decompose the poison. 

TVsts.—Tartarized antimony is precifdtated orange yellow, by siilplm- 
TCtted hydrogen gas, and the hydro-suifthurets,—the precioiiate being 
reduced to the met<lltostate, by exposure to a stream of hydrogen gas, 
while heated in a glass tube. Infusion of galls give a yellowish while 
precipitate; sulphuric acid, lime and baryta give whit** precipitates, re¬ 
duced to metallic stats by Marsh’s a]iparatu8 (vide Arsenical prepara¬ 
tions.) 


Bismuth. 

Nitrate Oryd.—Tartrate or Pearl Powder. 

Symptoms .—Sunilar to those produced by arsenic,*with a violent paiu 
in the chest, and very difficult breathing. 

TrtatmCht .—NoSpeciflc antidote known, hlilk and mildmncilagenous 
drinks to be given freely, to facilitate vomiiing, and purgatives ought 
to he given. 

I'efts. —Precipitated black by-hydro-sulphiirets when in the state of 
chromati of potash givc^-a yeUuw precipitate. 
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CoppBB-~( T'amdd.) 

Sulphate or Blue Copperas (Tutiya).—Blue Verditer.-^Muteral 
Green -^Sub Acetate or Verdigris.—Food eookedinfoul copper vessels, 
ai^ Pickles made Qreen by Copper, 

Symptoms,— acrid and nittaJlic ; tongfue dr; and parchad ; con« 
Ptrictiuns of th<> thront, and cop|>ery eructations ; severe vomiting, or 
fruitless attemfit to vomit ; dragging at the siumack ; dreadful colic ; 
Idack bloody stools, abdomen distended ; pulse small, hard and quick; 
syncope ; g<eat thirst, anxiety, cold sweats; scanty urine ; cramps, con* 
vDlsioiis and death. 

Treatment. draughts of milk and water to encourage vomit¬ 
ing ; whites oi eggs stirred up with water, and taken freely ; inflamma¬ 
tory symptoms to t>« reduced on general principles, and the nervoua 
symptoms by nnodynes and anti H|>asmndit's ; sugar is not a S|ieeific 
antidote asOrfii ', once promulgated ; but it may be given with advan¬ 
tage, diesolved in copper. Ttie ferro'Cyanate of potash is an antidote 
next to albumen in efficacy. 

Tests —Liquor ammonnia produces a green precipitate, which is 
re-disso.ved by excess of ammonia producing a besutilul deep blue-eo- 
loarel^s^lution. Ferro-cyanate of potash gives a brown precipitate. 
Oxyd o. arsenic a grass green precipitate. Polished steel reduces it to 
the me allie stale, coating the article immersed with a bright film 
;of coppe t. 

Si lver - f Chandee .) 

Nittrute, or Lunar Caustic. 

Symptoms —Similar to those oceasioned l»y corrosive poisons. 
Treatment. —A table-spooniul of common salt, dissolved in a pint of 
water, and a wine-glassful to he taken every three minutes, to decompose 
tite poison ^ otter which mucdageoi U) drinks my be given, or purgatives 
ndministere d. 

Tests. —Nitrate of silver is precipitated white by common salt, which 
turns black o.n exposure to the sun’s rays. Pltosphaie and chromate of 
soda^ive yellow precipitates, reduced to the metallic state by calcining 
in a powerful furnace, with charcoal and potash. 

LBAD-(5/sfl ) 

Super-Acetate or sugar of Lead. — {Sisa Ka Chinee).—Litharge ( Murm 
dar Sang),—Red Oxide, ar Red Lead {Sindur .— Carbonate or Whiis 
Lead {Sufida.) Winessroeetened by Lead. 

Symptoms. —When taken in large quantities, it pnidnces a angary 
astringent metallic taste; constriction of the throat; pain in the region of 
the stomach ; painful, and often bloody vomitings; hiccup, convulsions, 
an death. When taken in small, long-continued dose, it produces, 
wd t is called, painter’s colic and paralytic symptoms. 

hnrea/inenf.~-The same an that recommended for the salts of barytes 
(v7Je Alkaline Earths), in addition to which, bleeding must be used, if 
syimptoms require it. Castor oil, either with or without opium, to clear 
the btiwels, assisted by irequent emolient clysters. The warm bath 
should not be omitted. 

Tests. —All the preparations of lead are easily reduced to the metallic 
state by calcination with charcoal. The Buper-acetaie, dissolved in 
water, is precipitated white by sulphuric acid, of a canary yellow 
by*chromate of potash and chromic acid, these preci|)ates being egsily 
rMuced by calcination. The alkeliBe sulphurets precipitate the super, 
acetate of lead of a blackish eolonr, and lo does sulphuretted hy drogea 
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gae. A piece of zinc, suspended in a solution of lead, abstracts the lead 
Irom the solvent, and it then becomes deposited on the zinc in the form 
of a metallic tree of crystallization. 

Mbrodr Y—(jPara.) 

Oxy-Muriate or Sublimate {Raikarpur). — Calomel,—Nitric Oxidy or 
Red Precipitate. — Bi-Sutphuret or Vermillion (Durdar). 

Symptom*. —Acid metallic taste ; iminediala constriction and burning 
in the throat with aniiety, and tearing pains in the stomach and bowels; 
nausea and vomiting of various coloured fluids, sometimes bloody ; 
profuse diarrhcea, and someliinea a great difliculty in passing urine 
(Dysuria) ; pulse quick, small and hard; faintirg, difficult breathing, 
cramps, and cold sweats ; great debility and death. 

Treatment. —Whites of eggs to be mixed with water, and one given 
every twoor three minutes, to promote vomiting, and by decomposing, 
to lessen the virulence of the poison. Milk in large quantities, gum 
water or linseed t^a, sugar and water, or water itself, at about 80^ 
Pahrenheit. Gluten as it exists to wheat flour decomposes sublimate, 
&nd should be given mixed with water. Inflammatory consequences 
should be anticipated and subdued by the usual remedies. 

Tesfs.-*>Mercurial preparations heated torrdness in a glass tube with 
potash, are decomposed, the quick.silver being volatilized and condensed 
in small metallic globules in the upper part of the tube, it kept cold. 
Tbe oxy-muriate is precipitated white by ainmonis, yellow by potash, 
and of an orange colour by lime water ; brown by nitrate of tin, and 
white by albumen mixed with cold water. A few drops of solution of 
sublimate, placed on a bit of gold, form a silvery amaigatn on it, if 
touched with an iron pin. The hydriodate of potash produces a beauti* 
ful Vermillion precipitate with corrosive sublimate. 

Tin—(Q a&ii) 

Muriate need by Dyers.—Oxydor Putty Powder, 

Symptoms, —Taste austere, lueiallic; constriction ol the throat ; vomit¬ 
ings, with pain over the whole abdomen; copious stools; pulse small, 
hard and frequent convulsive movements of tbe extremities and late; 
aomeiimes paralvsis, and mostly death. 

Treatment. ~—W\\k to.be given first in large quantities, to distend the 
stomachy and produce vomiting, and afterwards to decompose any 
remaining poison. Inflammatory or nervous symptoms to be subdued 
by bleeding, warm batbs. opiates, &;c. &c. 

Tests. —Tbe muriate precipitates gold of a purple colour, and it is 
itself’ precipitated of a bright yellow colour by strong tea, or an 
alcoholic infusion of galls. Albumen or gelatiu occasions a copious 
flocculent precipitate. Tbe oxyd is volatalized by beat, is soluble in 
nitric acid, and is easily reduced by calcination. 

ZiNO— (Dosta.) 

Sulphate or White Vitriol—Oxyd{Sufaid Tutiya). 
Symptoms. —An acid taste; a sensaiion of choking nausea and vomit¬ 
ing ; pain in the stomach ; frequent stools; difficult breathing; quick 
pulse; paleface; cold extremities, but seldom death (unless taken in 
very large quantities) owing to the emetic propertieo of the poison 
Treatment. —Vomiting, which is the usual consequence ol doses of 
sulphate of zinc, to be rendered easy by copious draughts of warm 
.water, and particular symptoms to helmet with appropriate rezaediei. 
KUkand albumen may be given as ig poisoning with copper. 
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Theittlphafe '# precipitated white by ammoiiia, tbe precipitate 
bciiiK re-dissolred by exccea of ammonia. Precipitated white bj 
caustic potash, yellowish white by the alkaline by-dro-sulphureis, and 
ot an orange colour by chromtee of lead ; easily reduced by calcination 
with charcoal and nitre, presents a phosphorescent appearance before 
tbe blow-pipe. 


Aoidb. 

Sulphuric or Oil of YUriol^ ( Oandak ha Attar).—Nitric or Aqua-fortiMf 

{Shora ka tezalj.— Muriatic or Spirits of Salts {Nemuk ha tezal )-— 

Oxiale or Acid of Sugar.'—Phuiphoric.--~Fluoric.—Tar(aric.’-‘FruBsic 

or Hydrocyanic. 

Symptoms. —Acid burning taste ; acute pain in the throat, stomach 
and bowels ; frequent vomiting of bloody matter, which effervesces with 
chalk or alkaline carbonates, and reddens litmus paper; mouth and 
lips e:scoriated, shrivelled white or yellow ; hiccup ; copious stools, 
more or less bloody ; tenderness of the abdomen; difhcult breathing; 
irregular pulse ; excessive thirst; drink increasing the pain, and seldom 
retained on the stomach ; frequent, but vain efforts at micturation ; cold 
sweats; altered countenance; convulsions and death. If prussic acid be 
taken in large quantities death is the immediate result; in smaller 
quantities it produces stupor, nausea, giddiness with loss of sight, and 
sometimes salivation, didicult breathing, dilated pupils, and faintness, 
whidi if not soon relieved, terminated in death. When applied to sores, 
or the siirlace el the body, incautiously, the same effects are produced ; 
all the sails formed with this acid are more or less poisonous. Tbe 
esseniiKl oil of the bitter almond is a deadly poison, and smelling a 
bottle containing anihydrous prussic acid, proves instantaneously fatal. 

Treatment—Mix an ounce of calcined magnesia with a quart of 
water, and give a wine glassful every two minutes ; soap, or chalk and 
water may be used until tbe magnesia can be procured; carbonated 
alkalies must not be used. Vomiting to be excited by tickling tbe 
throat witli a leather. Diluents to be taken after the poison is got rid 
of for some time. liiHammatory consequences to be met by the usual 
remedies. 

It sulphuric acid has been taken, water alone should not he given, 
nor should calcined magnesia, but the common carbonate of magnesia 
may be given treely, mixed with water : there is too much heat 
generated in the stomach, if the above cautions be not attended to. 
Chalk and water sliould be given if oxalic acid has been taken ; prussic 
acid has been taken, use emetics, or the stomach pump ; dash the body 
well with cold water; make tbe patient inhale ammonia nr chlorine, 
or any other stimulaiits, and rouse the system in every possible way. 

Tests.—Sulphuric acid is known by its great weight, evolving heat 
when mixed with water. Barytes throws down a sulphate, insoluble in 
nitric acid or water. 

Nitric acid emits orange colored fumes on the addition of copper, 
and is changed blue by it; potash throws down a nitrate which difla- 
grates when throtgn in the fire, it tinges the skin yellow. 

Muriatic acid emits pungent fumes ; nitrate of silver throws down a 
white precipitate, soluble in ammonia, but not in nitric acid. 

Oxalic acid is precipitates by lime water, the precipitate being sola* 
ble ip pitcic acid, but po excess oi oxalic acid. 
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Phosphoric Mid preripiiateci bdryteR and lime water ; tbe preetpitate 
aoliibie In nitric acid, dei‘oinpo<ed hy charcoal at a high temperature, 
evoUiag cachonir acid gaa, and phoaphoraa ia sublimed. 

^hipricactef gives out white vapours ; beat is evolved with a hhsing 
iioi«e, when water is adtied to it ; it dissolves glase. 

Tartaric add gives a precipitate with lime water, soluble in excess of 
acid, and in nitric acid also. 

Prtnwte aetdf smells like hitter almond nr peach, which is insoluble 
in cold nitric acid and leaves, it precipitates niiraie of silver white 
when dried, and heated gives out crjaoogler gas, which burns a rich 
rose coloured flame. 


Alkalirs. 

CamtiCt or Carbonated Potash — Soda—Ammonia {Phar ket Neemuh 
Saji.) 

Syn^toms —Taste acrid, nrinou*, and caustic ; great heat in the 
throat; nausea and vomiting of bloody matter, which chanves syrup of 
violet to green, and eflervesces with acid ; if the carbonated torm ol the 
alkali has been taken, copious stools, acute pain in tbe stomach, colic, 
convulsions, derangement, and death. 

TVeofmenf.—Vinegar and other vegetable acids to be given largely, to 
neulraUxe the poison tliere ; dilate freely with demulcents, and treat 
inflammatory symptoms with tbe usual remedies. Almond or olive oil 
may be given largely, for it not only makes vomiting easy, but con¬ 
verts the alkali into a soap. 

Tests .—Alkalies have many properties in common, their solutions feel 
soapy to the touch, change tbe vegetable reds and blues to green, and 
yellows to brown, remain transparent, when carbonic acid is added to 
them, which distinguishes them from the atkalin earths, barytes, stran- 
tian ami time. Nitrate of silver is preeiidtated hy them, in form of a 
dark-colotired oxyd, soluble in niiric acid. Potash and soda may be 
distinguished from each other hy evaporating their solutions to dryneso; 
potash will become moist by exposure to the air, while soda will remain 
dry. Ammonia is known by its pungent smell, aud precipitates the 
salts of copper blue. 


Alkalinr Earths. 

Xtme {^Chunam )—Baryta Carbonate Muriate. 

Symptom *.—Violent vomitings; convuNiims ; palsy of tbe limbs; 
distres-ing pains in the abdomen ; hiccup ; alteration of the countenance, 
and very early death, when baryta, or any of its combinations, which 
are very energetic poisons have been taken, lime sometimes produces 
death. 

Treatment —If lime water has bten taken, vinegar and other vegeta¬ 
ble acids are the best antidotes. 

If baryta has been taken, a week solution of Epsom salts should 
he drank plenteously, to produce vomiting, and at the same time to 
decompose the poison, which it renders inert by forming the insoluble 
sulphate. 

It Epsom salt be not at band, large draughts of water, acidulated 
by sulphuric acid should be given. • 

TVsfs.—iSolution of lime change vegetables blues to green, and is 
precipitated white, by carbonic and oxalic acid, while no change is 
produced on it by sulphuric acid; its salts are decomposed by the 
fixed ftlkalies, which precipitate the lime, but not the ■mmonia* Pure 
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Imrjta undergone change! eiinilsr to lim^, vhrn iraler ia added toil, 
and acts like it on vegetable colours; it does not effervesce with acidji. 
Carbonate of baryta is insoluble in water, but I'i^aolves in nitric or 
muriatic acid. Muriate of i-aryta in solution is not changed by sul- 
liliuretted hydrogen, or pure ammonia, but its carbonate tbrona down 
a nbite precipitate, wbicii is carlionateof baryta. 

Nitre or Saltpetref or Sal Prunella—(Sliora or Kalmi.) 

Symptome. —Pam in liie stomacbs ; nausea ; painful vomiting* ; 
purging, convulsions, faintings; pulse feeble; cold extremities, with tear* 
ing pains in the storoacli and bowels ; difficult respiration ; anddeath, 

y'rcafmen^. —Similar to that of arsenic. 

7ests.—It nitre be thrown on a fire, it deflagrates; if powdered 
and sulphuric acid be poured on it, it gives out tiitroua fumes; it is 
decomposed at a bigb temperature, giving out oxygen gas. 

Muriate of Ammonia or Sal Ammoniac —(Nowhada.) 

Symptoms.—l&xveMive voini with cunvulsiuns and general 
slifiness ol the muscles; great pain in ;tic bowels j early alteration of 
features, and death. 

Treatment.-— (Iraiigbts of warin sugared water, to excite 
von)''ing, and the throat tickl-'d with a teailier. 

7 ’ests.—Muriate ot Hinuioriin is soon volatilized if placed cm hot 
coals; if rubbed up »itb quick 1 me, ii give^ out the fumes nl ammo&ia| 
a suiutioo of it in water i« t)reci|iitHted while by nitraie of silver. 

Iodine, Hydriodate of Potash and Soda. 

Symptoms. —Burning sen^'Otiori and constriction of the throat; 
liilious voiiiiting, heartburn, salivation, pain in the eyeballs, obscured 
vision, iialpitatiun, tremor, paralysis and death. 

TVeafmenfs.—'Mucilaginous drinks to be given plentifully, and large 
emollient clysters to be thrown up the rectum. 

Tesfo.—Iodine exists in scales of a greyish black colour, and be-; 
comes a violet colored gas at 120^ it is sparingly dissolved in water, 
which tinges raw starch of a tine purple, it stains the skin brown, 
wliicb soon vanishes; it destroys vegetable colours, and has the odour 
ot chlorine. Hydriodate of potash precipitates corrosive sublimate of 
a carmine colour. 

PHr.Sl’HORUS. 

%}»pfo>ns,—Similar efi^ecis to the mineral acids, with a hot taste 
of garlic. 

Treatment. —No specific antidote known ; but vomiting should 
be excited by large draughts of water, mixed with magnesia, and all 
oily and fatty substHiiues avoided. 

Tests. —If phospiioru*. or the rejected contents of tiia stomach, after 
it has been taken, be boiled in a retort, (with iis beak under water,) 
with a solution ol caustic fiotash, pliospborated hydrogen gas is formed, 
which explodes, with a green fl-iine, as soon as it reaches the surface 
pi the water. 


AtC 'HoL.—(<SArtt4 Mokuter.) 

Brandy, IVincs, and all Spirituous Liquors. 
iSipmpfmns.—iiiioxicHtion, and when taken very freely, completely 
inseiisilntity. Apoplexy, paralysis on one side, countenance swollen, 
and dark red colour; breathing difficult, often stertorous with a pecu¬ 
liar pufliog out of the lips, ending very frequently in delirium tremens^ 
and sometimes death. 
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By smelling the breadth, you m«v reatliiy distinguish the symp¬ 
toms from those of spontaneons apoplexy. 

Treatment. —Twenty grains of sulphate of zine should he got into 
the stomach as soon as possible, and if the person has lost the power of 
ewallowing, a flexible tube should be the means of ronveylng it there, 
vomiting should he induced, by all possible ineana, such as large 
draughts o* warm water, elysteisof salt and water, should be thrown 
up the rectum. The patient ahonid be placed erect, and if the coiiiitf- 
nance does not imiirore, the jugular vein should be o|*ened, cold wet 
cloths applied to the head, particularly If tlie body is hotter than natu¬ 
ral. If the extremities become cold, warmth and friction should be 
perseveringly ti«ed. 

If vomiting cannot be excited, the stomach pump may be had 
recourse to.

VEGETABLE POISONS. 


Nakcotic Poisons. 

Coeeulue Indicus {Cachmaree).—Datura Strammonium (Datura ).— 
Hemp (Gunja). Uemlnck {water.)— firmlork (cfmmon) — Hemlock 
( Drapwart). — Hyo^ot/omm or Henbane.—Nux Vomica bark and ita 
preparations {KuchaUe^.—Opium^ (.ijim),—Tobacco (Tamhackoo). 

Symptom*.—The iiarcniic vegetable poison®, ii taken into the 
stomai'li, or applied to a wound occasion the loUowing effects. Stupor j 
numbnes® ^ heaviness in the head ; desire to vninit, slight at first, but 
aftern'ards 111411 pportahle j a sort of intoxication; stupid air; pupil 
of the eye dilated ; furious or lively delirium; sometime# pain, con¬ 
vulsions oi different parts of the body, or palsy oi the limbs ; ftulse va¬ 
riable; breathing q-ii k ; great anxiety and dejection, and if not 
speedily removed, terminates in death. 

When mix vomica is the poison taken, its symptoms are very 
simitar to tetanus in it® worst form} the slightest thing throwing the 
patient into horrible convulsions, 

Datura arnmoniurn produces blindness, and a peculiar creeping 
pf the muscles belonging to the extremities. 

Treatment.—‘h.n active emetic should be given and repeated every 
quarter of an hour, until it has effect; but in case of badeymptoma 
presenting themselves, it would be advieahle to hare recourse to the 
stomach pump. Large and strong clysters of salt and water should be 
thrown up, to assist in getting rid of the poison, and after vomiting ceasea, 
strong purgatives may be given. 1 f the drowsiness, which is sometimes 
in the extreme, and the insensibility bordering on apnplexy be not 
remedied by tbeae meana, lose no time in applying blisters over the 
neck, chest, and legs. In absence of blUters mustard poultices may be 
applied. The warm bath should he had recourse to, and il all fait 
open thejiigiilar vein. If the nafurnl lemperaiiire of body sink, friction 
should be perseveringly used. A'ter the poi.4on has been completely 
evacuated, a tumbler of vinegar may be given as a drink ; but on no 
account must the vegetable acids be given, until you*feel satisfied that 
the poison is got rid of* House the jiatient by every means in your

^ Aretfftle of lead pr^cipi^RtPfl nn jniyuire meennate of lead 

jb A watery solution of opium, which precipitates should beiuspeua-* 
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ed in 10 or 12 parts of water, and sahjected to a stream of eulphureted 
hydrogen gas, filter and evaporate at the temperature of I80d. Fatiren* 
belt and beautifui crystals of inecanic acid are procured, which if 
dissolved in water, form a deep red solution with ixnnqriaie of iron. 

Morphia and its *8118 form a deep greenish blue scdiitiou with per- 
muriate ol iron, and turn brown on adding a drop or two ot iodie 
acid. 

Narcotine, if pure, is not affected by permnriate of iron; hut if 
nitric acid be poured on the crystallized narcotine, it turns it ot a beau¬ 
tiful veilow. 

A mixture of ammonia and alcohol will produce a crystalline pre¬ 
cipitate of morphia from laudanum in a few hours, which if twice dis¬ 
solved in acetic acid, and twice precipitated by ammonia, yield colour¬ 
less crystals. 

Nuz vomica is of a dirty, grey colour; inflames on charcoal; an 
intensely bitter taste; and an odour like liquorice powder. Acquires • 
red orange colour, when treated with nitric acid, which is destroyed by 
the addition ot cblofide ot tin. It precipitates greyish with tincture of 
galls 


laaiTATiNO Poisons. 

Aconite—Croton Oil or Seeds {Jamul gota.) — Etcphorhiian, (Jdon~ 
aah,)—Elaterium —Hellebore, black, {Kulke,)—Hellebore white, 
{Kutke mfeid )—Plumbago, {Lall chitra). 

Symptoms ,—The general effects of this class of poisons are an acrid' 
pungenttuste, with more or less uf bitternessexcessive heat; great 
dry uesB ot the mouth and throat; violent vomitings, the effect beinp 
continued after the stomach is emptied ; purging, with great pain in the 
•tomach aud bowels; pulse strong, frequent, and irregular; breathing 
difficult; appearances ot intoxication ; pupil of the eye dilated; insen- 
aibiliiy resembling death; pulse gradually dies away, and death closet 
the scene. 

If applied externally, many of tbei#prodace violent inflammation, 
with eruptions of pestules. 

Plants, whose flowers havd fine stamens, one pistil, one petal, and 
whose fruit is ot the berry kind, may at once be pronounced poisonous. 
The unhelliferous plants which grow in water are mostly poisonous. 

N. B.—For explanaiiou of the above terms, see Bengal Bispea- 
satory, page 98. 

Treatment .—If the poison causes vomiting, it may be rendered 
easy by large draughts of warm water; but if insensibility comes on, 
without vomiting, 20 grsins of sulphate of zinc should be given, andr 
repeated every quarter of an hour, until it has effect; and when the 
' stomach is well emptied, a brisk purgative should be given. After the 
poison is got rid of, a strong infusion of coflee, or vinegar diluted with 
water may be given. Camphor, mixed with either, may be given, and 
if insensibility be considerable, apply blisters and friction, as recom¬ 
mended in the treatment of narcotic poisons. Inflammation to be 
Ireeted on general principles. 

Tests ,—If Lall Cliitra be the suspected poison, tbe matter should 
be treated with suiyharic ether, and shaken well in a long tube, sealed 
•t one end, the etherial solutiou decanted, and any alkali thrown in aa 
S test, when, if Lall Chitra be present, the eolution will turn to a deep 
yed rosy colour. ^ 

, The other vegetable poisons cannot be detected by cbcmical aBalyati, 
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Animal Pi>is'>ns. 

Poisonous Fish. 

Symptoms —Tn an hour or two, or often in a much shorter time 
after stale Hsli has been eaten, a weij^ht at the stoniach ia ielr, with 
aii$;itt giililiiiesii ami pain in the head, and a sense of heat about the 
head and eye«; considerable thirst; often an ern|ition of the akin 
(urticaria), and in many cases death has followed. 

Treatment —An emetic should be jjiven irnniediately, and repeated 
until voiiiitinu takes place freely ; alter whii h active piiruatives should 
he given. Vinegar and water may lie drank iifter the above remedies 
have operated, and the body may he sponged with the same. If spasms 
ensue after purging, 100 drops of iaudanam may be given to an adult 
patient, and ii iuflamiuatinn sets in, reduce it on general principles. 

Vbnomous Insects. 

Scorpion-^HoTnet-~-Wasp {BoIta) — Bee {Mowmachee)—Musquito 
, {Moofha). 

Symptoms —In general the sting of these insects causes only a 
alight degree of swelling; but the sting from the scorpion invariably 
produces violent inAxmrnation, followed by sickness and fever, with ex¬ 
cruciating pain in the part effected. 

Treatment. — Hartshorn and oil may be rubbed on the affected 
pait; or a little sugar placed over the wound ; or a rag moisiened with 
salt and water may be applied till the pain is removed ; five or six 
drops of ammonia may be given internally, mixed with half a wine 
glassful of water, or a little wine may t>e given. The pain may in 
general he removed hy strong pressure over the part affected with the 
barrel of a small vvatidi key. 

Cantharides or the BUstefing Jig, {Talanepoka). 

Symptoms. —Nauseous odour of the breath ; acrid taste; burning 
beat in the throat, stomach and belly ; frequent vomitings, often bloody, 
with copious bloody stools; excruciating pain in the stomach; 
pain and heat in the bladder ; strangury nr retention of urine; fright¬ 
ful convulsions, and death. • 

Treatments. —Vomiting to be excited by drinking warm water in 
which i 5 il Ipecacuanha Powder has bein mixeii. Emoltieot clysters 
should be administered, and if symptoms of infiarnmaiiori of the sto- 
inach, kidney or bla«liler supervene, they must be sululued by appro¬ 
priate treatment. Camphor dissolved in oil maybe rubbed over the 
abdomen, and on the thighs, and the warm bath may be had recourse to. 

Poisonous Serpents. 

Symptoms. — A severe pain in the wounded part, which soon ex¬ 
tends over the limb or body ; great swelling, at first hard and pale, 
then reddish, livM and grangrenoiia in appearance, faintings, vomit¬ 
ings, convulsions, and sometimes jaundice ; pulse amall, frequent and 
irregular; bieathing difficult; cold sweats; the sight fails, and intel¬ 
lectual faculties become deranged. Inflammation, and often extensive 
suppuration and gatrrgrene fmortification) followed by death. 

7 Veaf»»««f.—Apply a ligature above the wound; enlarge the 
wound, and apply a cupping glass. Give the patient 50 dropt of lau¬ 
danum if an edult, and repeat it every half hour for fi^dos, taking care 
that the patient is kept walking about, and does not lie down to sleep. 
If cold and clammy, give ten grains of the carbonate of ammonia in a 
wine-glassful of camphor and repeat e?ery halt hour; or some warm 
brand y and water. 
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Oh»ervation8.—9o\«imw snakes bate conical tabular fangs, but only 
one row of teeth on each side of the upper jaw, while tbeinoocent tribe 
have two. In tbe former the scales decrease in size as they approach 
the bead, while tbe reverse is tbe case in tbe latter. 


Saliva of thb Rabid Doe. 

SymptomB.'—hl an uncertain interval after tbe bite, generally, 
however, between tbe twentieth day, and three months, pain or uneasi¬ 
ness occurs in the bitten part, though tbe wound may have been long 
healed. Anxiety, uneasinet , langnur, spasms, horror, disturbed sleep, 
ditfioult respiration succeed, and are soon very much increased. Violent 
convulsions affect the whole body, hid< ously distorting tbe muscles of 
the face ; tbeeyes are r. d and protruding; tbe tongue swells, and often 
bangs out, and viscid saliva flows from the mouth. There is pain in the 
stomach, with bilious vomitings; a horror of fluids, and an impossibility 
of swallowing them ; all these symptoms are aggravated till the sufferer 
is relieved by death. 

yVea/mcRfs.—Hydrophobia i^ I'^ore easily prevented than cured ; 
indeed it is extremely doubtful if it ever has b<'en cured. Mercury, 
arsenic, opium, musk, bemp, cemphor, acids, wine, vegetable and 
mineral alkali, various berb«, and many other remedies have been 
tried, but none can be relied on. Large blood-lettings, the warm 
and cold batli, and almost all other remedial agents have been 
tried without success. The bitten part should be completely out 
out, even though it has heal d—if the symptoms have not yet 
come on, the part should then be immersed in warm water, or washed 
with it as long as it will bleed : the cupping glasses may be applied, snd 
after the most persevering abluiion, caustic should be applied to every 
part of tbe surface, and then the wound covered with a poultice, and 
suffered to heal by granulation. No milder discipline can ensure 
salety. 


Asphyxia or Suspbbdbd Animation. 

Treatment of Drowned Persons. 

Remove tbe body on a plank or hurdle, with the head elevated, to 
the nearest dwelling house; or if it be very far, to some other piece; 
first atrip it of the wet clothes, rub it dry, and put on the spare clothes 
of bye-stauders. This is to prevent evaporation, and consequent reduc¬ 
tion of beat. Place it between warm blankets, and keep up the tem¬ 
perature by application of dry heat in every possible way. Water 
extinguishes life, as it does fire by Keeping off the air —therefore restor¬ 
ing air to the lungs by inflatiou, is tbe means most to be relied upon ; 
and should be commenced without a moment’s delay, and continued 
perseveringly durigg several hours. This is best accomplished by 
pressing the tongue downwards and forwards, and passing a small 
curved tube into the gullet (larynx), and attaching a pair of bellows to 
it, fthe Bengallee goldsmith or tinsmith’s bellows will da), or in tbe 
absence of bellows an assistant must blow into it—to distend the lungs, 
which must be emptied by pressure with the head on the chest ot 
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belly—these expedients should be done alternately an as to imitate 
natural breathing. If oxygen gas could be used instead ot atmob* 
plieric air, it would be preferable. 

Friction with warm flannels should be goingon all the while, and 
ammonia applied to the nose. Warm clysters, with salt and mnsiard, 
or of brandy and water, may be thrown up, and warm spiced wine got 
into the stomach, by means of a flexible caihetpr and syringe—not to be 
attempted without surh instruments, till the patient ran swallow. 
Bleeding must not be had recourse to, unless the face be very dark, 
and the limbs warm and flexible. Tobacco in any form is useless, ancl 
very dangerous. Opening of the windpipe, (Laryngotnmy) may be 
bad recourse to, if all other means fail todistend the lungs. Eleetrioity, 
or glavanic electricity may be used, patsing the shocks through the 
heart. 

The body should be insulated from the earth, by placing it on a plank 
of wood, supported by quart bottles perfectly dry, on the outside. If 
recovery happens, small quantities of light nutritious food may be given, 
and perspiration kept up by warmth.", and tepid drinks. 

Treatment of Persons Hanged. 

Remove the ligature as soon as possible, and actus for drowned, with 
file exception of opening the jugular vein, and removing, if possible, six 
or eight ounces of blood. Death is caused rather by sufForaiion than 
apoplexy, therefore the lungs sboulU he supplied with air without 
delay. 

Treatment of persons supposed to be dead hg Carbonic Aeid Gas, and 
other poisonous exhalations. 

If the body retains its heat, expose ir to the air, and dash cold water 
over the head, neck and breast. The lungs should lie inflated, the nos¬ 
trils stimulated, and if the veins of the neck appear fuli, some blood may 
be removed from them. If the temperature of the body be below the 
natural standard, heat must be applied instead of cold, and friction may 
le useful. 

Treatment of still born Children. 

The lungs must be persevt-iiugly inflated, by means of a quill, or 
small female catheter, the heat kept up by warm flannels, or inin e sion 
in warm water. Stimulants may be ap[tlied to the nose, and pit of the 
stomach, and gentle Iriction should be used. 

Treatment of Persons Struck hy Lightning, 

Inflate the lungs as early as pissihle; apply siiiiiulants, more 
particularly gentle electrical shocks, pa«sed through the chest, and 
along the spine. Keep up the temperature by external heat, and get 
warm cordials into the stomach, by means of the flexible tube and 
syringe. 

Treatment of Persons who have been exposed to Intense Cold. 

First use gentle friction with iced water, but in case this is not at 
band, use the cold bath, and whilst the person remains in it, small 
quantities of warm water must be added at intervals, so as to raise the 
temperature gradually, the friction being continued. The lungs to ho 
inflated ; warm wine, or any other warm fluid to he given, very can- 
timisly at first, and solid food to be withheld, for some hours after 
recovery.

November: In consequence of great complaints from Bengal, of the en¬ 
croachments of the Supreme Court, who endeavoured to extend their 
jurisdiction over all classes of natives, though legally restricted to the 
servants of the Company, the Directors appeal to the Ministers for 
relief.

ANNO TBRTIO & QUARTO. 

GULIELMI IV. REGIS. 

CAP, LXXXV. 

An Act for effecting an arrangement with the Eaxt 
India Company, ami for the better Government of 
hia Majesty’s India Territories, till the tliirtieth day 
of Aprd, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-four. 

[28M August, 1833- 

Whkreas, by an act passed in the fifty-third year of the reign 53 (}_ j ^ 
of his Majesty King Gi’orge tlie Third intituled an act for continu¬ 
ing in the East India Company,/or a further term, the possession 
of the Hiitish Territories in India, together with certain exclusive 
privileges, for establishing further regulations for the Government of 
the said territories, and the better administration of justice within 
the same; and for regulating the trade to and from the places with¬ 
in the limils of the said company's Charter, the possession and Go¬ 
vernment of the British territories in India were continued in the 
united company of Merchants of England trading to the East In- 
dir.c, fur a lerni therein mentioned ; and whereas the said company, 
arc entitled to or rlahn the lordships and island of St. Helena and 
Bombay, under grants from the crown, and other property to » 
large amount in value, and also certain rights and privileges not 
affected by the determination of the terms granted by the said 
recited act; and whereas the said company have consented that 
all their rights and interest to or in the said territories, and all 
their territorial and commercial, real and personal assets and pro¬

An act to regulate tht; trade to China and India. 

[28/A Avffust, 1833. 

“ Whereas the exclusive right of trading with the dominions of

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King George the Fourth, intituled an act to regulate tl>e trade of 
the British possessions abroad, as prohibits the importation of tea 
into any of the British possessions in America, atni into the isiprtd 
of Mauritius, except from the united kingdom, or from some other 
Britisli possessions in America, and unless by the East India coni* 
pany or with tlieir license, shall be, from and after the twenty-

III. Provided always, and be it enacted, fhat tlie person having 

(he command of any ship or vessel arriving at any place, in tlie nrrn io;; in'liiiiia 

possession of or under the govermiicnt of the said company, shall 
make out, sign, and deliver to the'principal officer of the customs, tuins. 
or other person thereunto iawtuliy authorized a true and perfect list, 
specifying the names, {[gpaciiies, and dj;8cription of all persons wlio 
sliallliave been on board‘such ship or Msael idt,the time of its ar¬ 
rival; and if any person having the c^mand of such ship or ves¬ 
sel, shall not make out, sign and-deliver sucii list, he shall forfeit 
one hundred pounds, one half part of sucli penalty shall belong to 
sucli person or persons as shall inform or sue for the same, and the Penalty for aej.

Whereas, by an act passed in the thirteenth year of the reign 
of his majesty King George the Third, intituled an act for estabUsh- 
ing certain regulatio/ts for the better maJtagement of the affairs of 
the East India company as well in India assn Europe, it is, among 
other things, enacted, that all oflences and misdemeanors which shall 
be laid, ried, and inquired of in the Supreme Court of Judicature at 
Fort William in Bengal, shall be tried by a ju-y of British subjects, 
resident in the town of Calcutta, and not otherwise; and whereas it 
Is expedient, that the right and duty of serving on juries within the 
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limits of the local jurisdiction of the severol supreme urts at Cal* 
ciitta, Madras and Buiiibay, should be further eaiendedi be it enact- 
ed| by the King’s must excellent majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of tlie Lords spiritual and tempural, and commons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the s-inie, 
that all good and sufficient persons resident within the limits of the 
several towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and not being the 
subject, of any foreign state, shall, according to such rules, and sub¬ 
ject to such qualifications as shall be fixed in niarinei hereinafter 
mentioned, be deemed capable of seiving asjmois on grand and 
petit juries, and upon all other inquests, and shall be liable to be 
summoned accordingly ; any thing in the said act, or in any other 
act, chuiter, or usage to the contrary notwithstanding. 

II. And be it further enacted, that the respective courts of ju¬ 
dicature at Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, shall have power, from 
time to time, to make and establish such rules, with respect to the 
qualification, appointment, form of summoniiigi challenging and 
service of such jurors, and such other regulations relating tliereto, 
as they respectively deem expedient and proper; jiroviHeii always, 
that copies of aii such rules and regulations, as shall be so made and 
established, by such courts of judicature, shall be certified under the 
hands and seals of the judges of such courts to the picsident of the 
board of commissioners for the aiTairs of India, to belaid before 
his majesty for his royal approbation, coriection, or refusal; and 
such rules and regulations shall be observed until the same sliall 
be repealed or varied, and in the last case with such variation as 
shall be made therein.

WHEREAS it is expedient, that other persons besides the 
covenanted servants of the unifed company of merchants of Eng- 
Gpvernors in land trading to the East Indies, or other British inhabitants of the 
^e'dto*autiioAve Easlindies, slionld be capable of being appoirited to the office of 
any penmis to act justice of the peace within and for the towns of Calcutta, Marlras, 
Mlnstices of the Bombay j be it therefore enacted, by the King’s most excellent 
majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords spiritual 
and temporal, and comnums, in this present rariiamenl assembled 
and by the authority of the same, that in the manner prescribed 
by law for the nomination and appointment of persons now eligible, 
10 the office of justice of the peace, in the territories in the posses¬ 
sion and under the goveuinient of the said company, and subject 
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except as to the taking of any oaths, to the other pro>i8ion8 of the 
law which rel-iteto the said office, it shall and may be lawful for the 
governor-general in council of Fort William in Bengal, the go¬ 
vernor in council of Fort Saint George, and the governor in eoun- 
cil of Bombay, respectively, for the time bei"g, to nominate and 
appoint, in the name of the King's majesty his lieirs and successors 
any persons resident within the tcrritoiics aforesaid, and not being 
the subjects of any foreign state, whom the said governor-general 
in council and governors in council respectively, sliall think pro¬ 
perly qualified, and who will bind tiumseives by such oaths or

civil jurisdictiou of the same courts, respectively, such real estate 
of such British subjects, or other persons, as aforesaid, (not being 
a Mahommed.'in or Gentoo,)is and shall be deemed assets, in the 
hands of his or her Executor or Administrator, for the payment 
of bis or her debts, whether by speciality or simple contiact, in the 
ordinary course of administration. 

IT. And it is further declared and enacted, that it is and shall

See. 2. That belonging to officers or men in the company’s sea 
service, to be paid over in like manner, for the use of Poplar hos¬ 
pital.

Sec. 5. Required accounts of unclaimed shares to be delivered 
upon oath.

Whereas an act was passed in the sixth year of the reign of his 
late majesty King George the Fourth, intituled an act for the re* 
gistering of British vessels, whereby the laws in relati^m to the re* 4 0.4 c. lit. 
gistering of British vessels were consolidated and amended : and 
whereas since the passing of the said act divers acts for' the further 
amendment of the law have been found necessary, and it will be of 
advantage to the trade and commerce of the country, that the said 
act should be consolidated into one act ; be it therefore enacted 
by the king’s most excellent majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the lords spiritual and temporal, and commons, in 
this present parliament assembled,and by the authority of th ‘ same, 
that this act shall commence upon the first day of September, one ofjJ™"*®****"* 
thousand eight hundred and thirty -three, except where any other 
commencement is herein particularly directed.

Xy, And in Order to enable the collector and controller of his 
majesty’s customs to grants certificate, tiuly and accurately des¬ 
cribing every ship or vessel to be pegistered in pinsuancc of this act, 
and also to t liable all other officers of his majesty’s cusioins on due 
cxnmiiiatioii, to discovW whether any such ship or vcs»cl is the 
same with tliai for which a ccriificate is aiUtgrd to have been grant¬ 
ed ; be it enacted, that, previous to the reg stcring or granting 
oi any ceilificate of icgistry as aforei-aid, some one or more 
pel son or persons, ajipoiiiied by the comuiissioneis of his nm- 
jesty’s customs (taking to his or their assistance, if lie or they shall 
judge it necessary, one or mure person or persons skilled in the 
building and admeasurement of ships,) shall go on board of every

method shall be ubseived; (that is to say,) drop a plumb line over the 
stern of thesliip. and measure the distance between such line and the 
after part of the sternpost at the load watermark, then measure from

of Man, or of the British plantations, or to the governor, liciite* 
nant governor, or coinmnnder-in>chief for the time being of (he 
Islands of Guernsey or Jersey; and that if any foreigner, or any

WberpBS an act was paised In the fourth y^ar of the IleiG'n of 
hia late majfaty Kins George the Fourth, intituled an act t con¬ 
solidate and amend the laws for punishing mutiny and Desertion 
of officers and soldiers in ike service of the Baat India company, 
and to authorize soldiers and sailors in the Bast Indies to send and 
receive letters at a reduced rate of postage, and it beinsr requisite, 
for the retaining of such forces in their Duty, that hd exnct dis- 
cipiine be observed, and that soldiers who shall mutiny or stir up 
sedition, or shall desei t the said company's service, be bronuht 
to a more exemplary and speedy pl]ni^hment than the usual 
forms of ihe law will allowj be it therefore enacted by the 
Queen’s most excellent majesty, by and with the advice and 
rouaent of the Lords spiritual and temporal, and commons, in

Act No, I, Dated Jandart 20,1644. 

AnActforseeuring cert'tin immunitief and privileges to Bit Highness 
the Nqhob of the Carnatic, His Family and Retinue, 

Wlipreas questions litive lately been raised as to the liability of persons of the 
I;ainily, Houseliold and Ketinue of His Hiifiineas the Nabob of the Carnatic to the 
proi’essand jurisdiction of Courts of Justice, and it is deemed expedient that pro> 
vision slioiild be made for protectine by legislative enactment, under the qualifica- 
tiuiis liereinafter tneniioned, certain individuals of the Family, Household and 
Jteliriue of liis said Highness from any such liability, and from claimsand liliga« 
tion to establish any such liability: 

I. It is liereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council of 
Fort Saint George to publish, from time to time, in the Gazette at Madras, lists 
rontiiiiiing the naines of persons belonging to the Family, Household or Retinue of 
Ilis Highness the Nabob of the Carnatic, or of the Nabob Regent for the time be« 
iiig, who are to he entitled under this Act to privilege from Civil and Criminal pro> 
cess, and also from time to time revise and alter such lists and publish in the 
Gazette as aforesaid new lists of the persons entitled for the time being to such 
privilege, and the list which shall have been last so published shall be in list 
which for the time being shail be in force and effect for tlie'purpose of this Act. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that no Writ or Process shall at ally time be 
sued forth or prosecuted against the person, goods or property of His Highness the 
Nabob of the Carnatic, or of the Nabob Regent for the lime being, or of any per¬ 
son whose name shall be included in any list so published in the Gazette as afore¬ 
said, and whicii for the time being sliall be in force and effect for the purpose of tbit 
Act, unless such Writ or Process sliali be so sued forth or prosecuted with the con¬ 
sent of tlie Governor in Council of Fort St. George first had and obtained, snch 
consent to be testified by the signature of the Secretary, or one of the Secretaries of 
Government, and that any Writ or Process which shall at any time be sued forth 
or prosecuted against the person or goods or property of His said Highness, or of 
the Nabob Regent, or of any such person as aforesaid, without such consent as 
aforesaid, BO testified as aforesaid, shall be utterly null and void, 

III. And it is he'eby enacted and directed, that the said Governor in Council 
of Fort St. George shall from lime to time cause lo be furnished to the Governor 
General of India in Council copies of any and every list which shall be so published 
as aforesaid, and shall confirm to and follow any directions which he may from time 
to time receive from the Governor General of India in Council respecting the per¬ 
sons lo be included.ill any such list from time to time, and otherwise with respect 
10 the matters which are'ilie subject of this Act. And also that the said Governor 
in Couiiril of Fort St. George sliall from time to time cause every list, which shall 
be published in the Gazette as aforesaid, to be also otherwise published in such 
manner as shall he deemed proper and sutficient for the purpose of making the same 
Generally known. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted and provided, that this A^ahall not be con¬ 
strued or be held to be*in any way declaratorv nr expIanatorfPof the meaning or 
effect of ani Treaty made or entered into witli His Highness the Nabob of the Car- 
liatic, and sliall not be construed either to enlarge or restrict the operation of any 
such :reaty, and that independently of this Act His BighnewUie Nabob of tha 
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Carnatic and the Nabob Regent for tlie time being, abd their respective families, 
dependants, and retinae sliall be entitled to claim, maintain and enjoy any priviieae 
which by virtue of any such Treaty or otherwise they may be rightfully entitled to. 


Act No. II. Dated FEBRDARr 17,1844. 

Ain Act respecting the expense of preparing Copies of Proceedings in Appeals-. 

Whereas it is just and necessary that the expense of preparing copies in the 
English Language of the proceedings in Cases appealed to the Queen in Council, 
as now required by Section 5, Ueuniatioti XVI. 1797, and Section 34, Regulation 
V. 1803, of the Bengal Code, Section, 5, Regulation VIll of 1818, of the Madras 
Code, and Clause 6, Section C, of Regnlution IV. of I8ti7, of Bombay Code, 
should be borne by tlie parties prosecuting those Appeals: 

I. It is hereby enacted, that in all cases of Appeals to the Queen in Council 
from judgments delivered bv the Court, of Sudder Uewanny Adawlutet Fort 
William, Fort St. George, Bombay and at Aliaiiabaii, the expense of preparing 
. two copies of all tlie proceedings held, and judgments or orders given in the case 
appealed, including the whole of the evidence and documents, and of translating 
into the^Eiiglish Language such of the aforesaid proceediiis, as may have been 
originailv drawn out in the country languages, shall be defrayed by the parties 
prosecuting the Appeal. 

n. And it is iiereby farther enacted, that the Courts of Sudder Dewanny 
Adawlnt are empowered and required to cause the deposit by the appeilaiit within 
the time allowed for furnishing Security lor Costs of Appeal of such a sum iis 
shall be sutheient to cover the expense of making the two aforesaid copies, and 
when such deposit sball have been made, and not till then, to declare the Appeal 
Admitted, aud to give notice thereof to the Appellant and Respondeitirebpecliv^ly . 


Act No. III. Dated March 2,1844. 

ALn Act for legalizing the infliction of Corporal Punishment in eases of Felly 

Larceny generally^ and when committed by offenders of tender age. 

I. Whereas it is expedient until adequate improvements in Prison Dis> 
Cipline can* be effected, to substitute corporal punishment for iinprisoiiment in 
the case of certain offences : 

It is hereby enacted, in modification of C. !,S. 2. Regulation II. of 18.34, 
that it shall be competent to a Magistrate, on convicUnti in cases of thefts of 
property not exceeding in value the sum of Fifty Rupees, to sentence tiie person 
convicted to corporal punislimeiit not exceeding thirty stripes of a ratan. 

II. And whereas it is also expedient, that offenders of tenders age should 
be punished railier m the way of School diaqipliue than of ordinary criminal 
justice: 

It is hereby enacted, (hat it shall be rompetent to a Magistrate, and he ig 
hereby required, on conviction in cases of theltof properly not exceeding in 
value the sum of Fifty Rupees, if the person convicted shall appear to him by 
inspection or other evidence to he of such tender years us to requii'e punishment 
rather ill the way of School discipline than of ordinary eriininal justice, to sentence 
such person to corporal punisliuieiit withu light ratiin, not exceeding ten stripes. 

III. And it IS hereby further provided uiid enucto't. tliat no fninule sliall be 
subject to corporal punishinent, tid that in cases of infliction of corporal puiiish- 
itietit, no other punishment shull be superadded, and that, the punishiueul sh^l be 
inflicted on all occasion in the presence of the Magistrate. 


Act No IV. Dated March 2, 1844. 

An Act for repealing Regulation IX. of\^%of the Bengal Code. 

Whereas th^rovisions of Regulation IX. of 1808 of the Bengal Code "for 
the apprehensidP of persons con'ccnied in the offence*of Qange Robbery, and 
especially the Birdars or leaders of Gangs of Ducoits, ” have, by reason of their 
extreme severity, become nearly obsolete: 

It is hereby euucted, that the said Regulation be repealed. 
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Act No. V, Datbo March 3, 1644. 

An Act for the tuppressionofall Lotteries not authorized hy OovemmeM. 

Whereas great mischirf has been found to tesuU from the existence of 
Lotteries.— 

I It is hereby enacted, that in the Territoriea subject to Uie Government 
of the East India Company, all Lotteries not authorized by Govern men t, shall 
from and alter the fllst day of March 1814. be deemed, and are hereby declared, 
ooinmou and public nuisances and against Law. 

II And it is hereby enacted, that from and after the day aforesaid, no 
person shall, in the said Territories, pnblicly or privately, keep any office or 
place for the purpose of drawing any Lottery not authorized by Government, or 
shall have any snch Lottery drawn, or shall knowingly suffer any such Lottery 
to be drawn in his or her house; and any person so offending shall for every 
such offence, upon conviction before a J iistice of the Peace, or Magistrate, be 
punished by Sue not exceeding 5,ODO Itupees. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that from and after the day aforesaid no 
person shall under any pretence, device or description whatsoever agree to pay 
any sum. or to deliver any goods, or to do or for bear doing any thing for the 
benefit of any person, wliether with or without consideration, on any event or 
contingency relative or applicable to the drawing of any ticket, lot, number, or 
figure In aiiy such Lottery, or sliatl publish any proposal for any of the purposes 
afore aid, and any person offending in any of the matters mentioned in this 
Section shall for every such offence upon conviction before a Justiceof the Peace 
or Magistrate, be punished by fine not exceeding 1,00!) Rupees. 

IV. And it is Iiereby enacted, tliat every fine which shall be incurred 
under the provisions of this Act shall be applied one-half to the use of Government 
and the other half to the use of the Iiitoriuer or Informers. 


Act No. VI. Dated March 16, 1844. 

An Act fir abolishing the levy of Transit or Inland Cvstnms Duties, for rc- 
visiny the duties on Imports ami Exports by Sen, and for determining the 
price at which Salt shall he sold for Home consumption within the ferrtfo- 
ries subject to the Government of Fort St. George. 

It is hereby enacted, that from the First day of April 1844, such Reaemdinx all 
parts of Regulation X. of 180.1, Regulation 1. of 181‘i, Regulation RcRulaiioiisoftiit;

And if the collector of customs sh .II see rensoii to houbt whether Ihe gobds 
liable to u different rate of duty accardiim to the place of their production come 
from the country from which they are declared to come by the Importer, it shall 
he lawful for Ihe collector of customs to call on the importer to furnish evidence 
as to the place of mu'iiifiicture or product ion, and if such evidence 
shall not satisfy the said collector of the truth ol the declaration, the goods shall 
be charged with the highest rate of duty, subject always tt> an Appeal to the 
governor in council of Fort St. George. 


And upon Ihe re-export by sea of goods imported, excepted, opium and Salt, 
and all goods of the growth, pioJuctiun, or manufacture of the contiiient of 
India, provided the re-export he made within two years ol the date of import as 
per custom house register, and the goods ba identified to the satisfaciioii of the 
collector of rnstoins there simll bb retained one-eiglith of the amount of duty 
levied, and the remainder shall be repaid as Drawback. 

But no exporter of imported goods shall be entitled to drawback, unless the' 
ilrawbutk he claimed at the time of re-export, nor ahull any payment he made of 
drawback unless the amount claimed he demanded within one year from the dtttt 
entry of the goods for re-export in the cusloia bouse register.

An Act f 9 r better securing the observnnce of an Sxact Dieipliru in the 

Inlian Navy. 

I. WhoroBo hy an Act of the Britijili PariiHinent paseod in the Session helil 
jn the Srd and 4lh je«rs of His late Majesty Kint; William the 4th, intituleil 
** An Act for effecting an arranuement with the East India Company, and for the 
better government of His itlajesiy’s Indinn Territories till the iiUtli day of April 
1024''—It is among Ollier tliinycs enacted, tliHl the gnveriinr general of India in 
council slittll hare power to make laivs aini reaulations tor repealing, ainendingor 
altering any laws er reiiulations whatever then in forc^ or thereafter to bain 
force ill the said ieriitories, nr any part thereof, and to make laws and regiilatioiis 
for all persons whether Hiitish or native, foreigneis or others, and for all courts of 
justice whether establisheii by His Majesty's charters or otherwise, and the juris¬ 
diction thereof, and for all places and things whatsoerer within anti tlirougheui tha 
whole or any part of the saiii territories, and f tr all servants of the said eompany 
within the dominions of princes and states in alliance with the said company, save 
ami except that the said giiveriior eeneral in council shall not have the power of 
mskirtg any laws or regulations which shall in any way repeal, vary, suspend or 
affect any of tlie provisions of the now recilinaact. or any of the provisious at tiie 
acts tor punishinu mutiny ond desertion of ollicers and soldiers, whether in the 
service of His Mujealy or the said company, or any provisions nf any act thereafter 
to he passed in anywise affecting the said company, or the said territories or the 
inhabitants thereat, or anjj laws and regulations which shall in any way aff'ect any 
prerogative of the crown or the nuiliorily of parliament, or the cuiisthution or 
right of the said company, or any part of the unwritten Laws or Consiitutian of the 
United Kingdom offireat llritiiiii and Ireland, whereon may depend in any degree 
the allegiance of any person to the Grown of the United Kingd)im,or tiie Sovereign¬ 
ty or Dominion of the Bai<l Crown over any part of tne snid Territories. 

And it is hereby provided and enanied. that in ease the court of directors of 
the said company, under%iicli control as by the now reciting act is provided, sbalj 
signify to the said governor general in council their disiiilowance nf any laws or 
regulations by the said governor general in council made, then and in every sncli 
ease upon receipt hy the said governor general in council of notice nf such disal¬ 
lowance, the said governor general in cooiigi I shall forthwith repeal all laws ami 
regulations so disallowed. And it is also rnvjded and enacted, that all laws ami 
regulations made as aforesaid so long as they shall remain nniepenled shall be of 
the same force and effect within and thron.'liouathe said Territories as any act of 
parliament would or nn-.’hT to be within the same'territories, and shall betaken 
notice ofby all courts ofinstice whatsoever within the same Territories, In tha 
same manner as any ) ubih' net of parliament would and ought to be taken notice 
of. and it shall not be iieco-sary to register or publish in any Court ot Justice 
any Laws or Itegiilaiions made by the said Governor General in Council. And 
it is thereby also proviiled and enacted, that it shall not be lawful for the said 
Governor General in council without the previous sanction of the said Court nf 
Directors, to,wake any Law or llegulatioii whereby power shall be given to any 
Courts of Justice other than the Courts of Justice established bv His Alajesty’s 
Charters, to sentence to the punishinent of death, any of His Maiesty’s natural 
born subjects liorn in Enrop-. or the children of such subjects, or which shall 
abolish any of the Courts nf'Justice established by His Majesty's Chariers, 

And wiiercas by another Act passed in the session held in the 3d and 4ih years 
of the reign of her present IMajcsiy, intituled “an act to consolidate and amend 
the Laws for punishing mutiny and desertion of office sand soldiers in tiie service 
of the East India com pa nv ,aiid for providing for the observance of discipline in the 
Indian Navy, and to amend the Lows for regulating the payment nf regimental 
debts and the distrihiiiion of the effects of officers and soluiefs dying in service," 
reciting that the said compaev for the safety and protection of the territories 
antler their government in Htlditinn t<> their Land Forces maintain n Marine estab- 
Lshment theretofore called The Bombay Marine,” but then the called “ The 
Indian Navy and that by an Act passed in lliefflh year of the reign of King 
George the 4th, intituled'' An Act to extend the provisions nf tiie East India Mu¬ 
tiny Act to the Bninbay Marine." reciting an Act of the 4th year of King George 
the 4 tti,and that it was expedient tlint discipline should be enforced in the said 
Marine Establishment in the inuimer provided by the said Act of the 4th year of 
King George the Fourth in respect to the other'Forces of the said Company, it is 
«Bactad(^hat the provisions of the said Act of the 4th year of King George the 
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itii.and the roles nnd articles of war made and to be made by virtue thereof 
should exiend aitd be applied to the service ot “ the Bombay Marine,” and thut 
all persons in the service of the said company belonging to t]ie said Bombay Ma« 
riiie who should be coiumigsioned or in pay us ottivers, or enlisted or in pay as 
iiun-commissinned otticers or soldiers, respeclitely, in the said company’s army, 
should be to all iinents and purposes liable tu'ihe provisions of the said act 
of the 4th >ear of Ills Majesty King George the Fourth, and to the same 
rules and articles of war, and the same penullles os the otticers and soldiers of the 
said company's otlier fori-es, and reciting that it is expedient to provide other 
means for eiifuruing disi-ipline in the said Murine establislnneiit culled the India 
Navy,” it was uninngst other things enacted thut for the retaining the forces of the 
said esiabhshineiit ill tlieir duly the governor general of linliu in council shouhl 
have power to inuke law* ami regulations for securing tlie ob->ervaiice of an exact 
dincipliiie in tlie said service called “ the Indian Navy,’’and for bringing to a more 
exemplary and speedv piinisliiiient, tiiaii the usual forms of tlie law will allow, all 
otticers, engineers, soldiers. niHiiiiea, spu'iien and .ill others tieloiigii'g to the said 
Murine establisliiueiit who slioulil mutiny, or stir op sedition, or should desert the 
said service, nr should coiiiiiiit unv other offence which In its nature would be 
cognizable by cmt martial under the now reciting act. or which might be 
against -{ood discipline in naval service, in the same ami as full and ample manner 
to all iiiTunts and purposes as by virtue of the snhl act passed in the session held 
in the 3d and 4th years of ilie reign of his late Majesty King William tiie Fourth, 
the said governor general in council then had power to make any laws and regu¬ 
lations whatsoever, any thing in the said lust mentioned act, or any qther act oc 
acts to the contrary iiutwithstiindiiig And it was tlierebv provided and enacted, 
that in case the court of directors of the East Indio coinpany, under the control 
of tiie board of comniissioiieTs fur the aiiuira of India, slmuld signify to the said 
governor general in council their disallowance of any laws ojr regulations by the 
said governor general in council made by virtue of the now reciting act, then 
and in every such case upon receipt by tlie said governor general in council of 
notice of’Bitch disallowance, tlie said governor general in'council should forth¬ 
with repeal all laws and regulations so disallowed. And it wus also provided 
and enacted that all laws and regulations made as aforesaid so lung as they 
elinuld reniiiin unrepealed should be of the same force and eliVct within and 
thruugliout the said territories as any act of parliament would or ought to be 
within the same territories, and should be taken notice of by all courts of justice 
whatsoever within the same territories ill the same manner us any public act of 
jiarliumeiit would and ought to betaken notice of, and it slionid not be iieoessary 
lo register or publisii in any court of justice any laws or regulations made by the 
said governor general in council. 

And it was also provided and enacted, that it should not be lawful for the 
said euvernor general in council without the previous sand ion of the said court 
ot directors, to make any law or regulation whereby power slioald he given te 
any court other than the courts of justice established by the cliurlers ot the 
crown, to sentence to the punishment of death any of Her Majesty's natural bora 
aubjeuts born in Europe or the children of such subjects. 

And it was also provided and enacted, that until the said governor general rtt 
council should have made lews and regulations for tiie good government of the 
said ** Indian Navy” by virtue of the powers by tlie now reciting act for that pur¬ 
pose given, all the provisions of the now reciting act, and tlie rules and articlea 
of war to he made by virtue thereof should extend and be applied to tlie said Ma¬ 
rine estabiisbmeut called the ” 1 .dian Navy,”and that all persons in the sei vice of 
ihe said company belonging to the said Indian Navy who should be commissioned 
or in pay as otficers. or enlisted or iit pay as non-commissioned officers or soldiers 
respectively in the said company’s army, should be to all intents and purposes 
liable to the provisions of the now reciting act, and to the same rules and arti¬ 
cles of war, and the same penalties as the officers and soldiers of the said com¬ 
pany's other forces. 

And whereas it is ddenied expedient to place the Indian navy nn«ler articlea 
and orders as nearly similar as mav be to those in force in Her Majesty’s Navy, 
and the court of directors of the East India coinpany have given their previous 
sanction to the several enactments liereinafter contained,, and to all and aingular 
the laws and regulations .hereby made. Now it is therefore hereby enacted, ttot 
from and after the first day of October 1644, the articles and orders hereinafter 
following as well in time of peace as in time of war ahall be duly obMityed and ^ 
In axeoBtiofida mannerdtereiaaiier mentioned. 
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1 . All captainfi, cnnimandiirs, and offlcera, in or belonqins to any of the East 
India compuiiy’e ships or vessels of war slinll cunse tlie puhlic wursiup of Almighty 
(Joii accordiiit; to the Litoruy of the Church of Eiitflaioi estublisiied by law to be 
solemnly, orderly and reverently performed in their respective siiips, and shall 
take care that prayers and preaciiiiig be performed diligently, and that the Lord a 
day be observed aecordinir to law. 

2. All otticers, engineers, soldiers, mariners, seamen and others belonging to 
the India Navy, being guilty of profane ualbs, cnrsing, execrations, drunkenness, 
uncieantiess or other scandulous aciioiiB, in derogation of God's honor and cor¬ 
ruption of good muniiers sliull incur such punisbinent as a court martial shall 
tbink flt to impose, and as the nature and degree of their offence sliall deserve. 

3. If any oHirer, engineer, soldier, marine, seaman or otliey peison belong¬ 
ing to tlie Indian Navy, sliall give, bold or entertain intelligence to or with any 
enemy or rebel wiiliout leave from the Queen’s Majesty, or the governor general 
in council, nr tlie guvernor in council of tlie presiilencv under wliicli tliey serve, 
nr persons duly autliorized, nr the coiiiiiiander in ciiicf or his comiiianding officer, 
every Bucli person so offeinliiig and being tliereof convicted by the sentence of a 
court martial shall he punished with death, or sncli otlier npnislimeiit us the nature 
and degrei‘ of ths ofTciice iiiuy deserve or the court martial sliuji impose. 

4. ‘ If any letter or tueMsage from any enemy or rebel be conveyed to any 
officer, engineer, soldier, marine, seaman or otlier person belonging to tlie Indian 
Navy, and the said officer, engineer, soldier, inurine, seainuii or other person as 
aforesaid sliali not within twelve hours, having opportiiniiy so to do, acquaint his 
superior officer coiiimaiiditig in chief with It, nr it any superior oHicar belonging 
to the Indian Navy being acquainted thercAvith shall not ill ronvenieiit time re¬ 
veal the same to tlie officer coiiiiiiuniling in chief the squadron, every such per¬ 
son so offending and being convicted thereof by the semcnee of a court martial 
shall be nunisbed with death, or'such other pnnisliineut as the nature and degree 
of the offence shall deserve i iid the court inurtial shall impose. 

5. All spies and ail persons whatsoever who sliall cokih to be found in tlie 
nature of spies within the territories under the government of the Bast India 
company to bring or deliver any seducing letters or messages from'any enemy 
or rebel, or endeavour to corrupt any oiticcr, engineer, soldier, marine, seaman 
or otlier person bcloriging to tlie Indian Navy, to betray liis trust, being convic¬ 
ted of any such offence by the sentence of a court martial, sliall be pnnislied with 
death, or sliaM suffer such other punisliment as the nature and degree of the 
offence shall deserve mid the court martial imiio'ie. 

6 . No person belonging to the India Navy shall relieve an enemy or rebel, 
with money, victuals, powder, shot, arms, ammunition, or any otlier supplies 
whatsoever, directly or Indirectl.v, up ui pain of death, or such other punisliment 
as a court martial shall tliluk tit tu impose, and as the nature and degree of the 
crime shall deserve. 

7. Ail tlie papers, charter parlies, bills of lading, passports and other 
writings nliatsoever tiiat sliall be taken, seized or found aboard any ship or vessel 
which'shall be surprized or taken as prize, shall be duly preserved, tiiid the very 
originals shall, bv the commanding officer of tlie siiip or vessel which shall take 
fliicb prize, be sent entirely and witlioiit fraud to liie court of admiralty, or sucii 
other court nr coromissioners as siiull he authorized to determine whether sucli 
prize be lawful capture, there to be viewed, made use of and proceeded upon 
accoriiing to law upon pain that every person offending therein shall forfeit and 
lose all share of the capture, and shall suffer such furtlier punisiuneiit as the na¬ 
ture and degree of his offence shall be found to deserve and the court martial 
sliall impose. 

8 . No person in or belonging to the Indian Navy shall take out of any 
prize, or ship or vessel seized lor prize, any money, plate or goods, unless it shall 
he necessary for tlie better securing tliereof, or for the necessary use and service 
of any of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels of war, or of any of the siiips or vessels of 
tlie Indian Navv, before the same he adjudged lawful (irize in some admiralty or 
other conipeteiit court, but the fail aiid entire account of the whole without 
embezzlement sliall be brongbt In and judgment passed entirely upon the whole 
without fraud, and upon pain that everv nersnii offending herein fehall forfeit 
and lose all share of the capture, and suffer such farther punisliment es shall be 
imposed by a court martial, or sueh eourt of admiralty according to the nature 
and ^gree of the offence. 

9. If any ship or vessel shall be taken as prize none of the officers, ma* 
Tlsers or other persons on board her shall be stripped of their clothes, or in any 
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fortpilliiged, beaten or evil treated upon pain that the pereon or pprsong ao 
oifttiiitiiig eball be liable to sacli puiiiaiiiiient as a court martial almll tliiuk ftc 
to inflict. 

lU. Every superior offi<;er belonging to the Indian Navy, who upon signal 
or order of light, or sight of any ship or vessel wlircli it may be bis duty to 
enuage, or who upon likelihood of engagement shall not make tiie necessary 
preparations for figlit, awl sliuil not in liis own person awl according to his plnce 
encourage the inferior officers and men to tight courageously shall suffer 
dentil, or such other pniiisiiment us from the nature and 'degree of tlie 
nft'eiice a court martial sliall deem him to deserve, and if 1 ny person 
belonging to tlie Indian Navy shall treacherously or cowardly yield or 
cry f-ir quarter, any person so offending and being convicted thcieof by the 
sentence ot court martial shall suffer death, or such other puiiishiueiit us from 
the nature awl degree of the offence a court martial shall deem him to deserve. 

II. Every person heluiigiiig to tlie Indian Navy wlio shall not duly observe 
the orders ofthe otiicer comiiiaiiding in cliief'he squadron nr division, or other 
his superior otfieer, for assailing, joining battle with, or making defeiiue against 
any fleet, squadron, or sliip or vessel, or shall not obey the orders of iiis''Bupe> 
nor otfieer us aforesaid in time of uetioii to the best of his power, or shall not 
use all possible endeavours to put the same effectually in execution, every such 
person so offewlitig awl being convicted thereof by tlie sentence of u court martial 
sliall suffer death, or such oilier punishment as from (he nature and deoree of 
tlie offence a court iiiuriiul shall deem him to deserve. " 

1 *J. Every person belonging to the Indian Navy who through cowardice 
negligence or disaflectiun shall ill time of action withdraw or keep back or not 
come into the fight or engagement, or shall not do his utmost to take or'destroy 
every ship nr vessel wliicli it shall be his duty to engage, and to assist and relieve 
all uinl every the ship and vessels of Her Majesty and of the Eist India company 
or of Her Majesty's or the said company’s allies,'which it shall be his duty tu 
assist and relieve, every sucli person so ofleiiding, and being convicted tliereof by 
the sentence of a court iiiurtial shall suffer death, or such other punishment us 
from the nature and degree of the offence a court martial shall deem him to de» 
serye. 

13. Every person belonging to the Indian Navy who throu,:h cowardice 
negliuenee or diaatfeclioii shall forbear to pursue the chase of any enemy, pirate 
or rebel, beaten or flying, or shall not relieve or assist a known friend in view to 
the utmost of Ills power, being convicted of such offence by the sentence of a 
court martial simll suffer deatii, or such other punislimeiit As from the nature and. 
degree of the offence a court martial shall deem him to deserve. 

14. If when action or any service sliatl be commanded, any person belong.' 
ing to the Indian Navy sliail presume to delay or discourage the said actiun or 
service upon pretence of arrears of wages, or upon any pretence whatsoever 
every person so offending being convicted thereof by the sentence of a court mar~ 
tial shall suffer deatli, or such otiier punisliment as from the nature and degree of 
the otrence a court martial deem liiin to deserve. 

15. Every person in or belonging to tlie Indian Navy wlio shall desert to 
any enemy, pirate or rebel, or run away with any of the ships or vessels of war of 
Her IVl-Jesty or of the East India company, or any ordnance, ammunition, stores oc 
provisions belonging thereto, to the weakening of the service, or yield up yie same 
cowardly or treacherously to any enemy, pirate or rebel, being convicted of any 
such offence by the sentence of a court martial shall suffer death, or such other 
punishment as from the nature and degree of the offence a court martial shall 
deem him to deserve. 

Iff. Every person belonging to tlie Indian Navy wlio shall desert, or entiew 
others so to do. shall suffer death, or sncii other punishment as the circumstances 
of the offence shall deserve and a court martial shall judge fit; and if any com¬ 
manding offioer of any of the East India company's ships or vessels of war shall 
receive or entertain a deserter from any other ship or vessel of Her Majesty or of 
the East India cbmpsny, after discovering him to be such deserter, and shall not 
with all convenient speed give notice to tlie captain of the sliip or vessel to which 
such deserter helonge; or if the said ships or vessels are at any considerable dis¬ 
tance from edcli other, to tlie envernraent or to the officer commanding in chief 
every person so offending, and being convicted thereof by the sentence of a court 
martial shall be easbierra. 

17. The officers and seamen of all ships or vessels belonging to the Indian 
Navy, appointed for convoy and guard of merchant ships or vessels, or of any 
other, shall dUigeutly attend upon that charge without delay according to Iheic 
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instructions in that beiialft and whosoever shall be faulty therein, and shnil not 
faitbi'ally perform their duty and defend the ships, vessels and gnods in their 
convoy without either diverting to other parts, or occasions, or refusing or neg> 
lecting to tight in iheir defence, if they be assailed, or running anay cowardly 
and submitting the ships in their convoy to peril and huzard. or shall deinund or 
exact any money orotlier reward from any inercliaiit or master for convoying of 
any siiips or vt'sseb entrusted to their care, or shail misuse the masters or imiriners 
tliereof, shall be condemned to make reparation of the damage to the merchants, 
owners and others, as the court of admiralty or other competent court shuit 
judge; and also he puiiished criiiiinally according to the quality of their offenues; 
be it by pains of death, or other punishment, according as shall be adjudged tit 
by u court martial. 

18. If any captain, commander or otiier officer of any of the ships or vessels 
oi the Indian Navy ^halI receive on board, or permit to he received on Imard such 
siiip or vessel any goods or merchandizes whatsoever, other than for tlie sole use 
of the ship or vessel, except gold, silver, or jewels, and except tlm goods and mer¬ 
chandize belonging to any merchant or other ship or vessel which may be ship¬ 
wrecked either on the high seas, or in any port, creek or harbour, in order to tha 
preserving tlietn for their proper owners, and except such goods or merchandize 
as he siiail>at any time be ordered to take or receive uii board by order of any 
competent antliority,. every person so oBeiiding being convicted tliereof by the 
sentence of a court martial sliall be casliiered, and be fur ever afterwards rendered 
incapable to serve in any place or office in the naval service of the East India 
couipany. 

19. If any person belonging to the Indian Navy slmll make or endeavour Uf 
make any mutinous assembly upon any pretence whataoever, or shall otter any 
words of sedition or mutiny, he shall sutler death, or suoli other punisliment as‘ 
H court martial shall deem him to deserve ; and if any officer, engineer, soldier, 
marine, seamen, or other person belonging to the Indian Navy siiall behave 
himself with contempt to his superior officer, Bucii superior officer being in the 
execution of his office, he shall suffer sncli .mnishment according to theiiulure of 
his offence as a court martial shall deem him to deserve- 

20. If any person belonging to the Indian Navy sliall conceal any traitorous 
or mutinous practice or design, being convicted thereof by the sentence of a 
court tnartial, he shall suffer death, or such other punisliment as a court inartial 
sliall think tit; and if any person belonging to the Indian Navy shall conceal any 
traitorous or mutinous words spoken by any to the prejudice of Her Majesty, or 
any words, practice or design tending to the hindrance of the service, and shall 
not furtbwitli reveal the same to the commanding officer or being present at any 
mutiny or sedition shall not use his utmost endeavors to suppress the saute, he* 
shall lie punished as a court martial shall think he deserves. 

21. If any person belonging to the Indian Navy shall And cause for com¬ 
plaint of the unwholssoineness of the victuals or upon other just ground, he sliall 
quietly make the same known to his superior officer, or captain, or commander' 
ill chief, as the occa.<iioii may deserve, that such present remedy ina'' be had as* 
the matter may require ; and the said superior officer, captain <r comrnaiuier in 
chief shall as far as he is able cause the same to be presently remedied, and no' 
person belonging to the Indian Navy upon any such or any other pretence shall' 
attempt to stir up any disturbance upon pain of such punishment asacourtf^ 
matial shif^l think fit to inflict according to the degree of the offence. 

22 If any officer, engineer, soldier, marine, seamen, or other person belong¬ 
ing to the Indian Navy shall strike any of his superior officers, or draw or offer 
to draw or lift up any weapon against him being In the execution of his office orr 
«ny pretence whatesover; or if any officer, engineer, soldier, marine, or other 
person belonging to the Indian Nav^ shall presume to quarrel with any of his' 
superior officers being in the execution of his office, or shall disobey any lawful 
command of any of liis superior offieers, every such person being convicted of any. 
siicb offence by the sentence of a court martial shall sufFSr death, or each other 
puniahment as shall according to the nature and degree ot his offence be inflicted 
upon him by the sentence of a court martial. 

21. If any person belonging to the Indian Navy shall quarrel or fight wlth^ 
any other person therein, or use reproachful or. provoking speeches or gestures, 
tending to make any quarrel or distgrhance, he shall upon being convicted thereof 
suffer such punishment as the offence shall deserve and a court martial shall impose. 

24. There shall be no embezzlement nor wasteful expense of any'powder, 
shot, ammoaition, or other, stores* JS«t the stores and provisiooi shall bs carefal- 
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]> preserve)] upon ptiin of sucli puiiisliinent as shall be by a court martial fuuml 
just ill liiHt beliult. 

Every (.erioii belonsing to the IiuMhii Navy who sliall unlawfully burn 
or set Ere to any Mugusine, or eiore of powder, or ship, bout, ketch, hoy or‘vessel, 
or taekte or furniture thereunio belonging, not appertuininu; to aneueiiiy, pirate or 
rebel, beiMg cunviuled of any sucli ufteiice by the sentence of a eourf inariiul shall 
sutler death, or such other uiiisbinent us from the nature and degree of the offence 
a court luuruul sliull deem hiiii lu tieserve. 

20 Cure shall be taken in the uondncting and strering of any of the ships or

Presidenry, 

I. It Is hereby enacted, that so much of the provisions of any regulatioa 
of the Bengal code, or of any act of the aoveriiroent of India, aa vests the 
Judges of circuit, llis coininissioners of circuit, the superintendents of Police 
and the Sadder Nizamut Adawlut. with control and superintendence over the 
Several jails of the presidency of Port Wiiiiam in Bengal, the prisoners con¬ 
fined in them, the establiahments thereunto belonging, and the places of banisU- 
ment or transportation of prisoners, ia repealed.

under the instructions of Hie zillah and city juilges, and that the magistrates, 
joint magistrates and zilhli end city judges, shall be guided in regard to all 
matters relating to the jails under their charge, the prisoners confined in them, 
the establishments thereunto belonging, and the places of banishment or tMns- 
portation of prisoners, by sucli orders as tliey may receive from tbeir resperava 
local government. -- 

Act No. XIX. Dated Sept. 14, 1844. 

An Act for abolishing Town Duties and Aloohnuis, arid all Taxes upon 
Trades and Prof esions within the Pre- iden y of Bombuy. 

It is hereby enacted, that, from the let day of October 1844, all town dutler, 
EusubVeeras, IMnhtU'fas, Rullnotee Ibx<s and cesses of every kind on trades 
or professions under whatsoever name levied within the presidency of Bombay, 
aud not forming a part of tlie land Reviime, sliall be abolisbed.

An Act to amend the law relating to advances bond, fide made to agents intrust 
ted with goods, by extent ing to the territories of the Bast India company in 
cases governed by English law, the provisions of the statute 5 end G Fwto-

Whereas by act XIII of 1840, the provisions of the statute 4, Geo. IV, C. 83, 
as altered and amended by the siatiiie 6. Geo. 1 V', C 84, were extended to the ter* 
litories of the East India rompany, in casts aovrrned by English law ; and where* 
as hv the statute Sand 6, Vicioiia,C. 39, the said statute fi,Geo* IV'^. C. 94, is altered 
and amended, and the provisions thereof are extended .* 

]i is hereby enacted, that the siaiuteS and 6. Victoria C. 39, as sliered by this 
act, shall from and after ilie passing of tins act. be extended to the territories of tha 
Eastlndia company ; providei! always, that this act shall not be cnusiiued to af¬ 
fect any case which would not have bren govered by the law of LDgland before tha 
passing of the last mentioned statute, if this art had not passed, or to extend or al« 
let the jurisdiction of Her iMajesiy’s courts of justice.

I It is hereby enacted, that act No. XIV. of 18J19, and all acts repealed 

thereby so fat us the same are applicable to the emigration of natives from the 
ports of Calcutta, Madras and Hoiubav respectively, to Jamaica, British (luiana, 
mid Trinidal respectively, are repealed. Provided always that the aforesaid 
act No. XIV of 18:19, siiall reinuiii in full force in all the por s of I udiu, except 
the oorts aforesaid, and in reuaid to eniigraids from India proceeding to other 
places lhau Jamaica. Bnlisli Guiana, Trinidad and Mauritius. 

II And it is hereby eiiHOted, that after the passing of this act, emigront 
laborers being iiuiive inhnbitants of the territories under the government of the 
East India Company, shall be allowed to pass and to be conveyed to Jamaica, 
Britisli Guiana, and Trinidad re'^pcctively, from tlie porta of Calcutta, Madras 

and BombayTespectively, but not otherwise. , „ , , ^ , 

III. And it is hereiiy enacted, that at each of the three ports aforesaid, it 
shall be lawful for ilie government of the presidency within tyhicb the port is 
situated, to authorize such persons as may be nominated by the governments of 
Jamaica Britisli Guiana or Trinidad, to act as emigration agents at the aforesaid 
ports respectively,and to exercise the powers conferred on emigration agents 
by this act, and every such emigration ngent shall muke montlily reports to the 
government to wiiich Ite is subordinate of all matters transacted by him in 
pursuance of this act. , „ , . .

V. And it is herebv enacted, that it shall not be lawful to convey any emi¬ 
grant, being a Native of India who may embark for tlie purpose of laboring lor 
hire in any of the cnlonies of Jamaica, British Guiana or Trinidad from any of the 
ports aforesaid in any ship or vessel unless a license be obtained for carrying emi¬ 
grants in Buclt ship or vessel from the government of the presidency in which the 
port is situated. A foe not exceeding one rupee per emigrant as may be regulated 
from time to time by tlie local Rovernment, shall be demandahle in respect of 
every such license, which fee shall be carried to the credit of the said government, 
and the granting or withholding any such license shall be entirely discretionary 
with the government, and in oonsiderat'on of such license the master of every 
ship conveying or destined to convey emigrants from India rball execute a bond 
binding himself and h.s owners in a penal sum of 10,000 rupees to conform to lh« 
several conditions herein provided, and the said bond shall be executed in duigi- 
cate that it may be put in suit either at the place of execution or in the colony to 
which the emigrants are to be conveyed, and one copy shall be forwarded to the 
government of such colony to be dealt with as the case may require. And every 
ship or vessel in which any sucli emigrant shall be conveyed withoiit a liceHse be¬ 
ing obtained as aforesaid shall bo liable to be forfeiteti, and the master liiereof 

sbail be liable as for a misderaeattor in a fine of 1000 rupees for every such emi¬ 
grant so illegelly conveyed. . ^ 

VI. And it is liereby enacted, that it shall not be lawful for the master ot 
any vessel licensed ns above to receive on board any emigrant laborer, as-abova 
provided, uulcss such laborer shall have in his possession and show a certificate ot; 
pass to be given to him by the emigration agent of the port, countersigned by tlie 
protector, stating his name and the name of his father and hia age, and certifying 
that having appeared before such agent he has declared his willingnees to proceed 
to work for hire in the colony to which such vessel is bound and has been aagaged 
by liiiq as an emigrant to such colony on the part of the governintnt thareofi

Vn. And it IB hereby enacteil, tlintberore any ship or v«RFe1 bo licrnBPil to 
rarry «niis;raiit laborers as above prnvideit, sliull ba cleared oat from any of the 
aforesaid ports for liny one of the three colonies aforesaid, it sliall be iieeessnry 
tor the inasier of saeh Bliip or vessel, provideii any eini«{i-ant oi the descripiion 
aforesaid shuil embark therein, to obtain from tlie emigrant spent eo nominated

And it is hereby enacted, that before any ship or vessel shall be cleared 
out from any of tlie aforesaid porta for Jmniiica, Hritisli Oiiiiimi or Trinidad, it 
shall be neces.snry for tiic master thereof to deliver to the eini.atinh uueiit, so 
nominated nml uutliorizcd In such port as aforesaid, the list specified article It) of 
the said schedule, and to obtain such duplicate iliereut as is required by the said 
article, 

X. And it is hereby enacted, Ihut if the master of any ship or vessel shall at 
any of the ports aforesaid take on hoard such ship or vessel anv emiurant 
laborer of tlie description aloreaaid, and shall clear such sliip or vessel for Jaoiai- 
CO, British Guiaiia or Trinidad without huving liilly complied with every particu¬ 
lar liereinbciore required previous to clearance he shall he liable on conviction 
before ony magistrate or Justice of the peace in a penalty of 200 rupees for every 
emigrant laborer so tnkeii on board liis sltip or vessel, 

Xf. And it is hereby enacted, that if the master of any sliip or vessel sliall 
after having cleared such ship or vessel at any such port as aforesaid for Ja¬ 
maica, Britisli Guiana or Trinidad take on hoard any such emigrant laborer as 
aforesaid without having entered such emigrant laborer in such list as aforesaid 
or without having obtained such duplicate as aforesaid containing the entry of 
such eniigrsnt prior to clearance, he siiall be liable on conviction before any 
magistrate or justice of tlie peace in a penalty not exceeding 5U0 rupees for every 
emigrant so taken on board his ship or vessel. 

And it is hereby nacted, thnt if any master of any ship or vessel 
cleared for Jamaica British Guiana or Trinidad as aforesaiil shall, after having 
obtained such certificate as aforesaid fraudulently do or siiifir to be done any 
act or thing whereby such certificate sliall become inapplicable to the altered 
state of tho ship or vessel, its passengers or other loatters to which sucli certifi¬ 
cate relates, such master shall be liable on conviction in any penalty not exceed¬ 
ing 5000 rupees, beside incurring a forfeiture! f any homl executed in considera¬ 
tion of any license obtained for the vessel as originally described. 

XIII. And it is hernby enacted, for the greater security against emigrant 
Inborefs being embarked for Jamaica, British Ouianu or Trinidad, contrary to 
the provisions of tliis net that ail the powers vested by law in the officers of 
customs in regard to the searching ami detention of sliips or vessels, or other¬ 
wise for the prevention of smugeling on board iliereof,muy be exercised by s.ich

And it is hereby enacted, that every person who s^all attempt by 
means of intoxication or by false imprisonment, or other means of crimping to 
export any native on board any ship nr vessel contrary to the provisions of this 
act shall be liable to be punished on conviction before a maeigtrute in a tine not 
exceeding 50 I rupees, nr iinprisoninent not exceeding six months, provided tliat 
nothing in this act contained sliali prevent the offender from being proceeded 
against by indictment, but the oQender shall only be bable iQ one ,pf these 
courses of proceeding. 

Xy*. And it is hereby enacted, that wheneyer a vessel shall clear from Cal¬ 
cutta for .lainaicH, British Guiana or Trinidad with emigrant laborers duly 
embarked thereon, the ciistoids officer on board such vessel shall .countersign 
the pass or c’crtifica e brought on board sach vessel, by every such emigrant 
laborer, and shall keep a register of e ery t.jch emigrant laborer as may come 
on board. And such customs officer shall remain on board such vessel until she 
eliall arrive in .•‘augor roads and shall not come away until a muster of the crew 
and passengers and emigrant latinrers has been made in his presence and in timt 
of the pilot in ciiargfl ot the vessel; and after the customs officer lias taken mu'** 
ter and quitted the vessel the pilot shall continue to exercise the duties indicated 
in section XI il. of tliis ant, and it shall be lawful for him if he shall deem it ne¬ 
cessary to require llie roaster or commander to take a general muster of the crew 
and passengers and emigrant laborers on hoard and to pigii a muster roil so taken, 
and every such custom house officer and pilot slmll make a complete report of the 
emigrant laborers on board of any ship at the time of his quitting tlie same, and 
such report shall contain a declaration that to the best of the declarant’s belief, no 
additional emigrant laborers liave been received on Imard since obtaining tlie cer- 
tiheate, and that nothing else hae been done or odiilted to be done in the slii • or 
vessel contrary to the provisions of tills act, and every such report or muster, if 
any, shall be transmitted without delay to the emigration agent of the port. And 
any custom house officer or pilot who shall wilfully make a lalse, erroneniis or in¬ 
complete report of Uie emigrant laborers on board of any sliip, or wlio shall con¬ 
nive at tlie unautliorized embarkation of any sucii emigrant laborers, shall be lia¬ 
ble, besides dismissal, to a fine of 500 rupees, coinmutable, if not paid, to iinpri- 
soiiiuent in tlie Calcutta jail for six months, and the penally slmll be adjudged 
in like manner as similar penalties are adjudged for offences committed in respect 
to tlie customs revenue. 

XVI. And it .is hereby enacted, tliat if any person sliali forge or shall use, 
knowing it to be forged, any document required by this act such person shall be 
liable to be imnrisoned for any period not exceeding seven years. 

XVII. And il is hereby*enacteil, that all the several penalties to which the 
masters of sliips or vessels are liable by tiiis act, shall be enforced by infornialiou 
laid before any justice of the peace at the instance of the emigration agent or of 
any officer ap|>o<nied for the purpose by the govennueut ot the place ■ r presiden¬ 
cy, or may be enforced by pulling iu suit the bond given by tlie master, if sucl} 
bond has been given in coiisidcraiion of the license granted to the ship. 


SCHEDULE. 

1 . The governors of Jamaica, Bril i«h Quiana and Trinidad may from time 
lo tigie nominate such persons as they shaii see fit to act as emigration agents at 
CiiJcuttD, Mailras and Bombay, 

a, Thereiiiniieration to be given to any such agent in India,shall not depend 
upon or be regulated by tlie number ot the emigrants sent by him but shall be in 
the nature of an annual salary, 

3, Every such emigration agent shall ascertain by personal communication 
with every emigrant previously to his or her embarkation from the port or place 
forwhicli such agent shull liuve been appointed, that sucli emigrant has not been 
induced to emigrate by any fraud, false or unreasonable expectation, and is aware 
pf the distance of the colony to which be or she is about to emigrate tr.Qiu the 
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place where he or she is about to embark ; and such agent shall explain the reail 
advantages likely to be derived by such eiuigranl from a removal to such colony, 
at the same time canlioiiiiig sach emigrant aguinst unreasonable and unwarranta¬ 
ble expectlons ; and such agent shall also ascertain that every such emigrant Is in 
good health, and not incapacitated from labour by old age, bodily infirmity, or 
disease. 

4 . It shall not be lawful to ship on boani of any ship or vessel carrying 
emigranta from India to any ot the colonies aforesaid, any number of passengers 
exceeding the proportion of one person for every two tons of the registered burthen 
of such ship or vessel, and no such ship or vessel carrying emigrants and having 
more than one deck, shall lisve less than the height of six feet at the least between 
.decks, and in case such ahip or vessel shall have only one deck, a platform shall 
be laid beneath such deck and in such manner as to afford a space of the height of 
six feet at the least, and that such platform shall not be so laid as the lower beams 
shotl project above he same, and that no such ship or vessel shall have more than 
two tiers of bertlis, and that no such ship or vessel shall carry passengers on any 
such voyage to any of the colonies afofesuld unless there shall be an interval of six 
inches at least beiween the deck or platform und the floor of the lower tier 
throughout the whole extent thereof; and whatever may be the tonnage of the 
sliip or vessel, no greater nmiiher of passengers shall be taken on board of such 
ship or vessel ihaii shall be alter the rate of one such person lor every twelve 
snpei fleial feet of the lower deck or platform unoccupied b> goods or stores not being 
4he personal luggage ol such peison. 

6 . In the computation of the number of pessengers witihin the meaning of 
these Begjulations, two children under the age of ten years shall be considered aa 
equal to, and shall be reckoned as, one person only. 

6 . There shall be actually laden on board of every ship or vessel, conveying 

emigrants into any of the co'oiiles aforesaid at the time of departure of such ship 

or vessel from the port or place at which such laborers shall he emhaiked, good 
and wbolesoine provisions for flie use and consumption of the said passengers over 
and above the victualling of the crew, to ilie amount or in the proportion follow¬ 
ing, that is to say, a supply of water to the amount of five gallons tor every week 
ot the computed voyage lor every passenger on board such ship or vessel,_ such 
water being carried in tanks or sw et casks, and a supply of rice, bread, biscuit, 
flour,oatraeBl,or bread stufib to the amount of seven pounds weight to every 
week of the computed voyage for every such passenger; provided always that 
yrhen any such ship or vessed shall be destined to call at a port or place in the 
course of her voyage, for the purpose of filling up her Water cssks, a supply <h 
water at the rate beforementloned for every week of an average voyage to such 
port .or place of calling, shall he deemed to be a compliance with this regulation, 
^nd provided that the preceding regulation regarding food shall be deemed to 
lia^e been complied wiili in any case wlien it sliall be mode to appear, tliat by the 
special authority of the governor general ol India in council any other articles of 
food were subslitnted for the articles above enumerated as being in his judgment 
^equivalept tliereto. 

7 . Before any such ship or vessel shall be cleared out on any such 

,the agent appointed lor the port or place from which such ship or vessel shall be 
cleared out, shall survey or cause to be Burvejed by some competent person, the 
provisions and water hereinbefore required to he onboard for the consumption or 
psssengers, snd shall ascertain that the some are in good and sweet condition, and 
Also that over and above tlie same there is on board an ample supply of water and 
Utores fpr the victualling of the crew of the sliip or vessel, and shall also uscertuin 
that such ship or vessel is generally reputed sea-worthy and that the directions 
hereinbefore contained for ensuring tlie liealth and safety ot the pnssengers have 
been complied with, and shall grant a certificate thereof under his hand to the 
piaster of such ship or vessel. , , . « •.i.u 

g. The master of every ship or vessel conveying emigrants to Jamaica, lintisn 
Guiana or Trinidad shall be bound to provide for and furnish to every anch Emi- 
crant, and his wife, and children a sufficient quantity ol good and wiiolesoine pro- 
!vl8lonsforhiB, her and their daily inaintenanee .luring such voyage and during the 
space of foriy-eightbours next after the arrival of such ship or vessel at the place 

of destinatbnj^^ regnlallons, authenticated by the signature of the agent 

at the port or place at which such emigrants shall embaik, shall be deliv-ered to 
j^ie muster by the spell agent on demand ut (lie tims of clearance, audabmi 
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on hoard of every or vessel carrying such emigrants as aforesaid, and one 
of such copies shall upon request made at reasonable times tef the master of the 
ship or vessel be produced to any passenger for his perusal. 

10. Tlie niHsler of every ship or vessel carrying eiuigranls from India to any 
of liie three cnionies aforesaid, sliall before clearing out sucli ship or vessel, deli* 
ver to sacli agent at the port or place from wiiich such vessel is cleared out, a 
list ill nrritiiig, together with a duplicate of tlie same, specifying as accurately as 
may be, tlie names, ages and occupations of all and every the emigrants on board 
such ship or vessel, and such agent siiall thereupon deliver to the said master the 
counterpart of such lists, signed by such agent, and the said master siiail on tba 
arrival of scch ship or vessel at the place of dcstiiiatiun, and previous to the dis- 
embarkatioi) of any such emigrants give notice of tlie arrival of such ship or ves* 
sel, and deliver the said counterpart of such list to the protector of immigrants 
appointed or to be appointed at tlie colony at which the said ship or vessel may 
have anived. 

11. Provided nlways tliat nothing in the^e regulations contained shall apply 
to any ship or vessel in tlie service of tha lords commissioners of the admiraltyi; 
or to any ot Her Majesty’s shi, s of war,

Candidates for the college must pi;oduce the undermentioned doeaments 
previously to their being nominated as students. 

An extract from the Parish register of their birth or baptism, properly 
signed by the minister, churchwards, or elders ; and in addition thereto. 

A certiflcute agreeably to the following form, signed by the parent, 
guardian or near relation, 

“ 1 do hereby certi 'y, that the foregoing extract from the register of

I do further declare, that 1 received tiie said presentation for my gratui-*

The abovementloned certiBcate, (and declaration in cases where a deeIarati#D 
sliati be required,)are h> be annexed to the petition to be written by the candidate, 
and they a^e to sign a declaration thereon, that they have read these printed 
inatruciion. The declaration is to be signed by the parent, guardian or near 
relation of the candidates respectively. 

Ceudidetes will be interrogated in an open Committee as to their obaracter 
oonDesioos, and qualificat^ous, coaloiQably to the General Coart's resolution 
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of tile 6lh July, 1809. The nature of this interrofiation maybe known on 
application to the clerk of the college department. And the following itulee and 
Kegulationa are to be obaerved with respect to the examination of candidatee : 

Each candidate ehall pioJuce teatimoiiialB of good moral conduct, under 
the hand of the prhkcipul or superior aailiority of the eoll< ge or pabi c 
institution in which he may have been educated, or under the hand of the 
private instructor to whose care he may have been confidejd ; and the said 
testimonials shall have referrence to ills conduct during the two years iin* 
mediately preceding his presentation fur admission. 

Bach candidate shall be examined in the four Oo*pe's of the Greek Testa* 
ment and shall not be 'deemed duly qualilied for ailiniitsion to Uaileybury 
college nnlesshe be found to possess a coropitent knowledge tiu-reof; norunless 
he be able to render into finglisb some portion of the works of ono of the 
following Greek auiliors •JJomer, Herodoins, Xenophon, Thucydides, Sn* 
phocies, and Euripidos ; nor unless he can render into Bntilish some portion of 
the works of one of the following Latin autliors;—Lity, Terence, Cicero, Taci* 
tns, Virgil, and Horace ; and this part of the exuiniiiatiun will include qiies* 
lionsinanilent history,geography, and philosophy. 

Each candidate shall also be examined in modern history and geography, 
and in the elements of niatliernaticul scieuup, including the cnmmoii rules of 
arithmetic, vulgar and decimul fractions, and the first four books of Euedd. 
lie shall also Ire cxrintiued in moral philrrsyphy, and in llie evideuces of tbs 
Christian religion as set forth in the work of Faley. 

It is however, to be understood, that superior attainments in one of the 
departments of literature or scunce, comprised in the foregoing plan of 
examioaliun, situll, at the disiretiun of the examiners, be considered tu 
compensate for compaiative deflciency io other qiialihcatlons ; and also that 
the examination shall be su conducted as to gire to each candidate reasonable 
lime to prepare Inmsclf for (he said exaiuination. 

A studeiit publhiy expelled theoollege will not be admitted into the com¬ 
pany’s civil or miiilary eer\ ice ot Indiaor into ihecornpaiiy’s Military Seminary. 

No person can be eppuitiled a writer in the company’s service whose age 
is less than eighteen or inure than twenty-time years, nor until he shall have 
resided two terms at itast, in the college, ami shall ba^e obtained a certific-te 
signed by the Principal of bis lidviug coiifoimed himself tu the statutes and 
regulatioiis ot the college. 

Oil a sludeui’s appointment to be a writer after be has left the college, a 
legal iustrument is to be entered into by some ono person (to b.- approved by 
tlie court of Uircciors binding himself tu pay the sum ot £;l,000 as liquidated 
damages, to the company, lor brtacb ot a covenant to be entered into by 
the student's nomination hath not been in any way bought, or sold, or ex¬ 
changed for any thing cunvcrtihle into a pecuniary benefit. 

The rank of students leaving the college is determined by the certificate 
of the principal, wliicdi is granted with referetico tu the industry, proflcieucyi 
and general good behaviour of the students. 

Such rank to lake efieit only in the event of the students proceeding to 
India wiihin six mouths after they are so ranked.'

RECKONING OF tCMR P\8SED IN COLLEGE. 

The Eaat India Company liavinsr eetabINhed a college in England, for the 
appropriate education of young men designed for theircivU aervice in India, it 
wifl therefor<‘be expedient that, under cermin efro.umatances, the time apent by 
atieh young men in tSie said college after they ehail have attained the age of 17 
year*, entitlee them to the aum» pri vilegea aa they wool 1 have been entitled to, 
if they had been reeident annh tim'* in India, and it hav been enacted that all 
time not exceeding two years, as sliall be bond Jide sp.mt in thecollege, in the 
regular course of««ih edu • iri mi, by anv p'MO' i. after they shall respectively 
have attain'd the age of 17 year*, provided they shall bon Jide spend, either 
before or after 11 years of age, I wo years at least, in the said college regular 
coarse of such educsii n, and sliali afterwards go to India, in the civil service of 
the said company, shall be appointed as to the odlces, places, and appointineiita,' 
which aueli persons are entitled to be appointed to, and to hold, as so much 
time aedoslly spent in India. ■ ■ ■ 

Ejelract from a Public General Letter from th: Hon,, the Court of 2>i- 
rectors, dattd the I2(A June, 1816. 

Pa'a. 21. We perceive by the abstract of the Act of the oSd of the pre¬ 
sent majesty, chap annexed to your list of civil servants, dated 31st May, 
1814, ilist a<'c inliiig to your c iiistriiction of that act, a civil servant may now, 
upon liis arrival in Indiii, receive £ 5')0 a year, but this is most assuredly a 
mistake, th I act abovemeniinned hss shortened the pe iod two years, which 
It was required previoii*ly tn the pissing of that act, for a servant to have re¬ 
sided in India tn enable him to recpivom>re than 1,530, 3,0J<) or 4,000 pounds a 
year; but it ha* nut shirieiited the perio I wiiicli ii was req lived previously 
thereto, for a servant to have resided as above-mentioned, to enable him to 
receive more than £533 a year; eoiiseqaently that remains the same as it was 
before the act of the 531 was passed, iiamelv three years. Allowing, with res¬ 
pect to the servants educated at Hertford college, the time not exceeding two 
years, passed in that institution after they were seventeen, to be considered as 
time puB*ed in India, and this will be your guide in future. 

And whereas, by virtue of an net pissed in the forty-seventh year of the 
reign of his said late VI ijcsty, all snc'i time as shall be bond Jide .spsnt in the 
college established in England by the East India Company, for the education of 
their civil servants by any person after tliey shall respectively have atlaiaed the 
age of seventeen years, i* aecuiinted as to certain offices, place and employments, 
which such persons are entitled tn hold in India, as so much time actually 
spout in Indill, provided that such persona shall, either before or after seven-

PURCHASE OK SALE OF APPuINTVlENTS FORBIDDEN. 

Any person who shall be nominated to a situation in the service of the East 
India company, and who shall have obtained such noinioatinn in eoiMequenee of 
purebase er any corrupt practise whatever, either direct or indirect, by himself 
or by any other person, with or without his privity, shall be rejected from the 
service oi the cnmpaiiv, and ordered back ti England, if he shail have proceed¬ 
ed to India before a discovery of sash corrupt practice be made $ and if speh 
aituatloii shall have been so corruptly procured by himself, or with liia privity, 
he eball be rendered incapable of holding that or any other situation whatever in 
the company's service, provided always, that if a fair discioaure of any corrupt 
transaction or practice of the nature before described, wherein any director has 
been concerned, shall be voluntarily made by the party or parties eiuaged in 
the same with such director, the appointment hereby procured shall be confirm¬ 
ed by tb« Court. - 

vacancies how to be filled up. 

A strict adherence to the prohibitions contained in an act made in the thir¬ 
ty-third year of the late reign, in respect to the filling up and supplying vacun- 
dee in the civil service of the E. I. company, ^ has been found impracticable, 
without detriment to the public service, or injury to the just ciitims and Meri- 
torionsexertions of individuals, and a modlfioation of the said Act having been 
in part adopted in the Act of the f<»rtv-8evenih of the same reign, relative to 
the Seboiar’s education at Hertford College ; it has been enacted that any of¬ 
fice, place or employment, the salary and perquisites whereof shall exceed the’ 
sums of fifteen hundred pounds, may be granted to and conferred upon any 
civil servaut who shall have been actually resident in India in the company's 
service, for the space of four years antecedent to such vacancies; and if the 
salary, perquisites, and emoluments, shall exceed the sum of three thoisand 
pounds per annum, such office may be conferred upon any of tbe suid servants 
who have been actually resident in India seven years, at least, in the whole ; 
and if tbe salary perquisites, and emoiuiueuts of any office, place or employ¬ 
ment, shall exceed four thousand pounds per annum, such office, including that 
of the Council, may be granted to or conferred upon any of the said servants, 
who shall have been actually resident in India in the company's service, fur 
the space of ten years, at least, in the whole.

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SUBSrSTENCE ALLOWANCE. 

Subsistence allowance in civil servants is grunted with reference to the res* 
pective periods of their stanrling in the'service ; rturh as, * senior merchant.' 
* j'lnior merchant,’ ‘ fsetor or writer,’ reckoned bj the IStli, Oth, 6th, and 3d 
3 'ears from the first dating of their actual residence. That allowance is granted 
to civil servants * out of employ* or not holding a permanent office so long as they 
may not be suspended or distnissed from the service. It Iihs onlj apparently 
been maintained by a bye-law of the hon'ble company but its riglils appear to be 
held on nearly the same principle as the piincipttl pay proper ofniillt ry rank.

Thes^ Allowaiircb have usually been denominated os the ' reduced subsls- 
lance to civil servants out of employ,* that term (‘ reduc'd’} apparently bear* 
ing allusion to certain compensations, (he company allowed at the earlier 
period of thrir cninnierce, as may be gleaned from tlie old lecords abont the 
year 1786-91. Tliey were ilicn regulated at the same rat>'of exchi]|jiige, as was 
assigned for the salaiy of the governor general, which rxcluni je, had reference 
to the specific value in silver of the current rupee expressed in English money — 
Hence one current rupee was valued at one sliilling, nine pence and parts of 
a farthing, and the sterling amount of all legalized income wns converted at the 
same rate into the current and sicca rupees. Since the nenjn^coinage an addition 
ot a rupees 8 annas per cent, is made on sicca value for the coinpany'a rupee. 

Subsistence allowance is churcenble only so long us the otfiL-er inuy remain 
within India limits by express nr implied permission of the governor of his own 
presidency, and without any official employment. It ceases whenever those 
limits are passed ; nor is it regained or resumed until return to India in tlie 

actual service of the E. 1. compuny - 

TRAVHLLING ALLOWANCES.* 

By an order of government, general department, dated 2nd October 1828, 
travelling allowance was rtst I icti'd to ca-ses of joining a first appointment and the 
same rule was extended to chaplains, medical and other officers. Ibat rii'elias 
exceptions however in sperial eases under nulliorily fiom an order of government. 

Junior officers liaving once drawn the allowance for a near station on the 
first trip, have been eonsidered entitled to a further allowance on removal, when 
not at their own wish, but by express order of gov ernment, thence to a icmotcr 
atalion. But if Mr. A. fi. draws travelling allowance for Midnapore and not 
liking that stafioii after reaching it rcfj'uesfs to be sent on tlie ('ultack he will nut 
receive any travelling aliuvnincc for the distance to tween Midnapore and Cuttack. 

By a resolution dated Ist June 1830, the civil Auditor was directed to fix the 
rates of trevelling allowuiice with reference to the rates in iisent the post office. 
They were signified at 8 annas per mile with exception to the Delid and Unde dis« 
triuts where the charge was 1 annas, and in the Juanpnre division one rupee. 

These rates generally governed the grant of travelling allowance, and were 
calculated by a table of distances printed by the post master general which also 
gave the addil tonal charges made fur certain routes direct from Calcutta; the 
croBS.dlstances also were ascertained by special application to tlie same authori¬ 
ty. Since the publication of 'captain Taylor’s Tables, however the distance, 
exhibited therein, have been adopted. 

The time for travelling from nne In onollier station had also been regulated 
Ivy allowing one day for every ten miles of such distances, and a week (ot 7 
dsys^ over and above am h computed time. A delay beyond which involved 
forfeiture of aalary. 

By the more recent rules of 29i1i January last, other periods are assigned of 
one, two and three months for 300,600, &e. miles on exceeding which the loss of 
aalary and by a month more that of office takes place. 

By theas rules 8 annas per mile bv Taylor’s pulymetrical distances ia the 
general allowance made when due nnder their specific provisions. This advan-

A.re granted under Paras. 21-33-24-:i.j-2G, of the despatch of the IIon hie 
Court, date i ifh December, 1824. 

That after an actual residence in I ndia, in the civil service,of the ten years 
or upwards, a convenanted c-vil servant of tile company, upon eillior of the 
establishments of Bsugal, Madras, or Bombay, (24isliulI be ciitilled, whether on 
account of ill health, or from any oilier cause, and without referrcnce to his 
piirate fortune to eome once to Europe on lea'C for three years, and to receive 
for that period, from thu company’s cash, an allowance of £b00 per annum, 
provided that in uo case shall a greater number of servants come home under 
this regulation annually, tlian seventeen from Bengal, nine from Mudars, and 
six from Bombay ; nur siiull a larger nun^r of servants who may have come 
home under this regulation, be absent inlPp whole at one lime, than fifty, out 
from Bengal, twenty-seven, from Madras, and eighteen from Bombay ; and that 
the preferrenco sliail be given, first to servants producing medical certificates 
upon oalli, that a visit to Europe is indispensably necessary for the restoratton 
of healtli,'and then to servanis in their order of seniority according to the rank 
asdgiied to ihent by the c lurt of directors in the gradation list oftlie service. 

23. The servants coming, in tlie first instance to the Cape of Good Hope 


for the benefit of their lieulth, and being compelled from the same cause to come 
from thence to Europe, without previously returning to India, shall be consi¬ 
dered as entitled to the beniiit of the foregoing regulations.

OFFICERS WHO HAVE SERVED IN AGRA AND BENGAL. 

(9S} Incases where officers liave served both in the N. W. Provinces and in Bengal Proper 
tliey must get certificates of no demands from the Accountant General, tiie Revenue Accountant 
at Calcuttn, and from the Civil Auditor at Calcutta, also from the Revenue Accountant 
Agra, and the Civil Auditor Agra.

V The interpretation put upon the Res'ilnliou relating to the claim of servanls who had been 
poinprlled by ill health to go to Europe beforeciimpleting III years service in India, to n furlough 
alter they shoitid have served that period, hat been considered doubtful. It has lately 

f uledbi ilie Home Guverniiient that in the event of sqch parties preferring sii application for 
.‘live ofobsence on private affairs after completing the nrescriliea term of service, it wdll be 
witiiiu tlie discretion of the local Onvernment to comply therewith, always having referetiee 
however to tlie wants ot the public service. But it is only in cases in which parties may lie coin- 
pelled by ill healtli alter 10 years service to go to En^'lalld a second time, that they arcentitled to 
any peruuinry iillowaiice for such second absence, and then only to the Uiffjreuce between £5tiu 
per annum for three y ears, nnd the amount drawn during tlieir first abseiiee. 

L.IMITAT10N OR PRIVATE AFFAIRS LEAVE. 

(3J) The Home iiuthorities with relerencc to that part of tbis^solutimi which alloived of 
ficers to go home on private affairs leave in anlicipiitiun, have ordered tiie strict observance of 
the principals laid down in the subjoined.

The President in counci! concurring In the expediency of Bxlng the 
Mlariye of the magietrdtt 8 on the aiiifurin scale proposed, (o wit, 15,000 per 
aniium, feels that be would nut be w<irra..tedin providing the means by so larga 
M net charge upon the resources of the country ; since therefore the despatch in 
qtifsiion contains no speciB t orders in regard to this class, resolved, that the 
case of the magistrates be submitted to tiie honorable court with a recjtamenda* 
tiOQ that they be uniformiy ou the footing oi 15,000 per annum.

28th. Of the fifty servants nominated in each of these years,-forty have 
now passed there teiiih year, which <i a period of service at Which faii eompe- 
tence for the most responsible duties ia of neeeatity reached. It is thU condlti- 
w of lervica which enablea the governmeBt avd leema to jreq^ira of k to 
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provide srpRrate oflSceri for each of the three clasies of fnialiterial dutiee, 
which have of neeeveitjj' to be performei In every district. 

89:b. The only clasi of officers remHinia^^ to be noticed is that of In^epen* 

■ dent j'lint mt jistrate* and collector*^ who have always been appointed at out 
stations. Of these there are at present nine, of whom 6ve receive 18,000 per 
annum, and four 12.000. If in order to follow out the principle laid down by 
the hnn'ble court it be deemed necessary to rqanliso these ullowancea and onri« 
scQitently it should be determined to place them all'on the scale of 15,000, 
there will be-an excess of 3,UII0 beyond the amount required to raise the small* 
er salaries which may be added to the allowances of tlia msgtstrate-collectors, 
m* king a further addition to them of 300 rupees each per annum; but his 
honor, In council is inclined to respect the rphts of incumbents of the class 
under review, and would not therefore order a present redueiion, more sped* 
ally as they are not included amoiiKst the classes revised by the hon'ble court, 
ao that the salary assigned Is not in contravention of any orders of (be hoirble 
court. Moreover ill several instances the separate joint office at the out sta¬ 
tion had existed at the same salary for a long t roe, ami though of necessity 
known' to the hoii*bIe court, they have not been ordered to he reduced—liis 
honor in council therefore, instead of equalizing the allowances of these oat 
station officers, prefers establishing 18,001) rupees as the ordinary salary of 
them, and seeking to reduce their number by a new distribution of zillahs so 
aa.to abolish 'he lower grade on 1,000 per mensem. 

30th. There is an inferior class of officers not entered in llie list called 
joint magistrates and deputy collectors of the 31 grade on the salary of head 
assistant under the old system, viz 8,400 per annum. 

Slst. These officers were uniil lately divided into two classes, the higher 
of which received 1,000 per mensem. Tliese liave now however been entirely 
absorbed. T%e sbolition of the gradation system will therefore have no appli¬ 
cation to the remsiring single grade of these officers, which, as an nseful aid 
in troublesome districts may require to be maintnined. 

32d. It only remains to notice the individual casesthese are the case 
of M. W. Young, secretary to the board of custom", «alt arid opium, to whom 
the hon’ble court confirm bis previous allowances of 30,0(l|p>ut direct the sal¬ 
ary of the secretary to board of customs, salt and opium, to be reduced to 19, 
28^009 on a vacancy. This redaction will of course take effict. 

3341. I'he cases of Messrs. Harvey and mil's require no orders, at both 
these officers are now comiaissioners.—The case of the salt agents of Hidgellee 
and Tiimlnok is again referred to by ilie hon’ble court. The salariea of these 
officers were, in the previous despatch, ogdered to be -rednceil from, 50,000 to 
42,000 Mr. Bar'ow, the suit agent of Hidgellee, as an incumbent, is entitleil t4i 
- continue upon his present allnwHiiees of 50,''00 but Mr. Martin appoioeed in 
August 1835 upon a salary of 30,000. 

34th. It is not elear to the president in council whether this latter salary 
shall be raised. 

35th. Having thus disposed of the questions arising out of this despatch, 
BO far as they apply to Bengal,—ordered, that copy of the above resolution bu 
sent to the right hou'ble the governor general for liia lordship’s iiiforniatimi.

Extract from a public gefieral letter Jrotn the hon'ble the eorat of dirce- 
iortf dated the iSf/i June iblG. 

Para- 20. We preeive by the abstract of the act of the 61rd of hie pre¬ 
sent iBHj(Sfy,chapt(r 155, anm xed to yrur list of eivil servants dated 31st May 
1614, that aecording’y to your construct ion of iliat. act, a civil servant may 
now upon his arrival in India receive £1,500 a year, but this is most assured¬ 
ly a mistake, the act above mentioned has shortened the period two years, 
which vras rt-qtilred previously to the passing of that apt for a servant to have 
resided in India to enable him to receive more than 1,500, 3,000 or 4,000 
poauds a year; hat it has not siuMtened the period which it was required pra- 
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vinualy thereto for a 9'>rv«nt to have reeided as above mentioned to enable blm 
to receive more than £-V.)0 a year, GOiiseqaentty the remf^ne the same as if yvai 
licfore the act of ihi olird was passed, namely, three years allowing with rte* 
l*ect to the servant education at Herfort college, the time not eyceedin two 
years puesM in thatinethiiHon after they were seventeen, to be tiousidered as 
time passed in luUti, and this will be yonr guide la future. 


KO OKEOFFtCB SALARY TO BE RAID TO TWO OFFICERS AT THE SAME THIS, 
The Court uf directors have laid it down as a positive rule that tbey ‘ can 

* on no sccoiinl c •nsent to the salary of an office being issued to two persona 

* for the same period of lime.' 

OKDBH POE payment OF BALARIBE. 

No salaries can be paid by the sub-treasurer, at the presidency till after 
the poblicaliuH iu the oMcial gaaetie of authority for their being paid on a 
specified date. 

NO SALARIEa to BE BUAWN IN a'NTICIPATION OP AUDIT, 

No civi servants or elril employees (except under very peculiar dream- 
st8ni>e*>, such for instance as those in wlit‘h an envov and his auite iu central 
Aaia are placed.) can be excused fur drawing tht ir salaries or those of others la 
their abstract, In aniiripaiion of the audit. 

URTRENCaUBNTB ON AUDITED BILLS. 

On a question of wneiiier the Qoveriiment in the caso of its having a claim 
aeaiiist the drawer of an addited salary bill would reeoSuiza the bona fide truns- 
for by endorsement tu u third parly,—it was noticed iliat it was the tpractiee of 
the government to order retrenchments to be made thtouah the civil auditor 
1 roBpectively upon tlie bills that might be sabsequently brouglit for audit, and 
liiat government could scarcely iinugiiic the case in which it would interfere 
between the audit and poyment of a bill passed to an officer to whom the suor 
passed was absolutely due at the time of audit. 

SALAUIBB UNDER lU YEARS SERVICE. 

Mr. A.B Collector and magistrate at lUjeshaye applied for full salary of 
Ids appointment for the period when in consequence of his standing being leas 
1*an 10 years he received a lower allowance than that of the office. Thiaap- 
plliciition was not complied with. 

BALAKIBS OF. MEMBERS OF COUNCIL MOT LIABLB DBDUCTXOM. 

Ou nil application fruin Bombay ss to the allowuiices of Mr. A. B. aecond 
member of council at the Presidency while absent at the Neeglhery Ililla the 
reference was answered by an intlmaiion that the rules deductions in cases, 
of absence could not apply to salaries fixed by Act of Parliament; but that 
the forfeiture of salary during absence, liuiess the effice should rejoiu would 
apply to members of Government. 

SALARIES OF SPECIAL RESUMPTION OFFICERS. 

The rule for the promotion of spicial Beduty-Cuilectors, as laid down by 
the supreme Government, thia~f*tha| no resumption officer shall be raised to<a 

* iiigher grade uf salary, in consequence of tha promotion of a junior in another 

* line of tire service, unless the Deputy Governor of Bengal determines that his 

* merits are sueh, that he would have been promoted instead of that Junior, but 

* lor bis employment iu the reainptiuu line. 

POWERS TO RBCEITB SALARY. 

Messrs. A. B.and Co. applied to Government to receive under full power 
from Mr. E. p.a Civil servant, certain arrears of salary due lo him. The Go¬ 
vernment sanctioned the Sub-Treasurerpaying the arrears in question to Messrs. 
A. B. and Co. on duly audited salary bilir. The application to Goveenment 
was necessary, for without its sanction in such case the Offices of Pay and an- 
dit cannot pay or audit such bills. Thit U a cireumstanee not s^^ctenffy 
udeeried to by agenti generally. 

TANJORB COMMISSIONERS. 

On the Taiijore oorotnissioii being placed in abeyance by orderi of July 
1838, the salaries of tlie Comnitssioners were placed udun the same footing at 
tliuee of Commerclu) Officers, whose situation were abolished consequently up¬ 
on tlie witbdiawal of the Company from their £. I. Trade; thia gave them | 
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oftbfirprerioflt full w)<n»t ont or employ, and the remaibiog ^ upon 

theiroomlaation tM> aiiji|K>thfr office oriNr<n‘i«»r sniary. 

CABMATle OOMMl'eiOHI>K. 

Hr. A.B. hnidinc the «bu«e eppiiiiitineot euhinttled in expertation of 
liHng ahle finally to rlofte the comniisfihiii on the lat nf 9epten>ber'l839, inatend 
t)f the 30th nt April 1840^ ilie latter heing the dale that had been fixed for I'a 
extinction hy orders nf Aiiituat lat 1838, hla title to the full allowanee of 3,000 
Ita. per month for 20 montha, to which the appointmi'nt had been raiaed,—and 
naked that cten if he ahnuld leave India b fore April SOih, 1840, an equivalent 
ahould be paid over to him ; and laid atreaaalao upon the Ihci of iiia not hav- 
injt taken the annual month’s leave nr hla Piirlniiuh, as giving him a'' rluim to 
draw additional salary, It w. a ruled that all such claims and pleas were innd- 
ntlnible, that the month’s leave was an indulgence, not a right ; and that the 
xeaToua servanr nho worked asitiduonaiy and brought bis duties to a close’ soon¬ 
er then anticipated, had his reward in « reputation fur zeal and superior adility, 
but cooid not be allowed the salary of Ihe additional time, that a less diligent 
petaon would have taken to do thesatnework Furthertbe eontiniiance of sdary 
for a period after p servant liad left India for Europe is prohibited by act pf 
Parliament. 

ePEClAL pOMMieSIONS OK CITIT, SEKVANTS.

66, a salary 66,000 Us. per anniiin instearl of ,i(l 000 as at present fixed, 
were informed that the sum ol 59,''00 Ks. having b'cn settled, by a rule passed 
eerveral years before the appniiitinent of the Law cnniiniitsions, a'a the highest 
lor any person not a Leniber of Council, they must be regraded as coming with¬ 
in its operation. 

A OENBUAI, IICT.B FOE THE PAYMENT OF THB ALLOWANCES OP CITIZ, 
SEKYANTS WHEN BMPLuYBD TEMPOKAKILY IN UTHBK HTAT10N8 UP 
T0B SAME PKESIDBNCY, OK DEPUTED TO ANOTIiER pRESIDBECY. 

Whenever a servant attaclied to one presidency shall ubiaiii temporary em¬ 
ployment under another presidency, and shall desire to draw the alltiwances of 
h s substinillve office at the place or in the presidency to wbiph he has bten de¬ 
puted, he shall apply to the Government of bis presidenry for an order to the 
Civil Auditor to granthim a ceriifioate of the ainnunt salary less deductions, 
to which he is entitled, and the Civil Aullltor oj the Presidency in which he is 
doing duty shall, on the strength of that certificate pass In him a monthly surrt 
on account, as the (3vil pay nf (he other presidency ; Ihe amount so passed to 
be made payable at the treasury of the place where ilie officer is employed iid- 
on depHeate or triplicate receipts, and to bg Bd|usted in account by the Account 
or Accountant General nf the presideney, as a reinitianca to ehe dabit of the 
presidenry on account of which it is psid, With respect to divisions of the 
asme presidency, as the Collectors of niie divUinn arc in the habit mf granting 
bills on those of rlie othe?, which are adjusted through tlie two omces of ac* 
count, the Governor General In Council, adopting the sugges'ioii of tlieAccnun- 
tant General, determines 'hat when an officer of the W. Piovines's, may be 
tlepoted to olficiate wittiin those of the Government of Rengal, or vice versa, 
she ealary bjll of bis substantive office beusg transmi'ted for audit to the Audi¬ 
tor of the proper division, shaii by him be forgrunled to the Collector of (fie dis¬ 
trict where it is ordinarily payable, and that otfice shall, U U he dgly receipted, 
Issue end transmit to the officer a bill for the amount as per audit, payable tn 
the individual at the 'IVeastiry of the plaee where he may, be employjtd on duty, 
8uch bills to be granted at par without any charge of boOndeeaii.

BAWK BULBS. 

The sppnlnrmeat of writers appears to have been originally establisped by 
an Act passed in the 24ih year of his late Ma]i-cly,Gto. III. Cap. 25, Sec. 43 
presrribirig adniUaions between the ages of 15 and 22 yeers. 

The Act 47th of the. Geo. 111. Cap.€S, inescribed the passing of two years 
or four terms in the CuHeceesIabUshed iu Eastland fur the educaition of such 
persons as were intended for the Civil service in India, ‘and so much of the 
time spent ihe'ein after tiie ace of 17]venr8 shall be recounted as tin.e actually 
spent to India.* This is to qualify them to draw certain salaries under (be 
limitations assigned in previous Acts. 

Oriuinal rank was romputed under an order 

General Departmen f, del of the llon'ble the Court of Directors dated 3(1 
Jult/t 1705. of July, 1795. assigning towriters appointed In 

any season who at the time ofiippointmeut were 
residing in India, the eommeneement of their periods of sciual service in India, 
fnini the time of their arrival at the Presidency to which they were nominated, 
of the First Writer appointed in Europe of. the same season. And to Writers 
appointed in Europe their periods of actual service in India as commencing from 
the time of their anival ut the I'resideney at which they were to serve. 

It moy be remarked hawever that in paocesa of time the former of there 
llulea appears to have absorbed the latter, and to have been observed as the 
general rule of dating Original Rank. 

It Is also to be remarked that the p'riods ol seniority were in practise 
romputed from such duties original tank reduced byoue year b.low the 
terms sperifled in the Act: as follows, viz. 

lor a jSenior Merchant, 11 years or on entering the I2tb year from the 
date of original rank. 

Juvior Merchant, 8 years or on entering the 9lh year. 

Factor. 5 years or on entering tha Gth year, and Income tenable by Irw, 
was likewise regulated or rated by the same periods; although strictly the 
completion of 6 years, 0 years,and 12 years, was denoted by the Acts. 

In July, 1827, it appears the Hon’bic Court entered into a further definition 
in nfercnce to certain questions proposed by the Madras Government; and iri 
these words: ‘ Previously to tire enactment of 53'1 Geo. ill. Cap. 156, it was 
our practise to forward to yoiir Lists of the relative lliank oi writers appointed 
from time to time to your Establishmnent: under the authority of that en¬ 
actment, regulation were framed for the Government of the College of 
llaileybury,'one of which provided that the relative Hank of Writers should 
be fixed by the College Council, and specified in the College certificate subject 
however to loss of Hank, in the event of the Writer failing to proceed to 
India within a specified time. The term of service as Writer, Factor, Junior 
»nd Senior Merchapts, has reference to the periods of service specified in 
Paragraph 17 to 19 of the Appendix No, 68, to the second report froin the 
Select Committee of the House of Commons on the compwy*i affairs in 
1810, viz.

Upon unuiiter occusinii In censci uence of a referrenee from tliis prrsldeey, 
the llon’tile ('uuri's ilceisinii was aiven as foilot'S thro’ an order of Government, 
dated 15th November 1831 • ‘ That in computing the term of service requisite 
lo qualify civil servants when out of employ to diaw ilte substance Senior 
Alcrchanle, Junior Merchant, and Factor, the same principle shall be tibserved 
us Purliainent has prescribed in flxinir the qualifii-ations for Iruldiii(; OtHces of 
certain emoluments, viz. Actual residence in India in the cumpsny's service 
uil winir however, time passed in the llalieybury College as provided for in the 
Act 47, c. Geo. 111. cap. 68.’ 

PRECBDBKCE IN OFFICE. 

The Iasi Act on this subject makes it lawful for the Government of India to 
appoint any meritorious civil servant under the rank of meinbef of oiuncii to 
courts, Foards, and other otficial establishment in which several servants hold 
office cullectively, uitd ordains * that such servant shall take precedence at «t 
in sucii courts, boards, &e. according to the seoioaity of his appointment as a 
ineinber there<if altliough he may hereby not take precedence iheruiu according 
to the seniority of his appointment in tlie service.’ (39)

The prdiminary order of the hon'blc court bcBiiiiE date the STihOreem- 
hcr |833, aftBipneil to the Ohioa civil aprvanta thrir rank on the Bengal Eh 
b'ishmen', from the dRl« of their rcapeclive firstappolnimcnta, with reriain 
spi c fic alionar res of time, to from their elfciioii upon the oflpi r of transfer to 
the liidiaBerA’ireJ'he sameheinir varied in some respi cts, arcoidinft tothesiiua* 
tinn of the oflieers at the time, but not exceed iiiflr tix nrionlhs to all aerviils in 
t'hina, from the date of this Government reeeivine the hon'ble court’s dispatch 
and the same periods, as respected servants in China, were to be conshiered part 
of the lime of resident nectssary to qualify till m foj * atiuilies in the event of 
(heir urceptins the transfer.’ The present position of those servants who have 
done so, is that of the last of the season of their own appointments. Toe snine 
prineiple was formerly applied to certain civil servants of the then Port 
ilarlbro’ estiihlirhmFnt, who were trai.sfirred to <hnt of Madras, and by un 
exprers act of I’arliameut were directed to be considered the youngest of their 
respective ranks. 

.bPBCIAL CASES CONNECTED WITH THE RCLRS ON RANK. 

Utinh of a civilitin sup-posed to be torongly stated 
Mr. A. B presiuicd to Government that the Ciei-reiH y tothe C. S. A. F. 
had made an error in regard to his standing in the sen ice, and urged a claim to 
piiorlty of oplioii uf taking the DTinuiiy over certain other eivll servants in 
consequence. He was told that tire rules of the Annuity Fund prescribed defi> 
liitely that annuities sliouid he tendered to members of tlie civil servii-e in the 
order of rank as fixed in the lists received fruin the Uon b!e Court of Directors 
and oonthined in <lie ritil Auditor’s hofiks, 

Tire rules of determining the method of romputing the period of service is 
distinct from that which refers to rank, ami tliough the period of service may 
liave been completed node' tiuilrnle before ihutof others stundingJiicher in the 
pradalion lists of rank, the latter noiild he einhleil to take precedence, when 
both are alike qualified by standing and rrsiilcnte fur the atinuiiy. 


Similar case. 

Mr. A. B. brought to notice a suppo-cd mistake in regard to the position of 
Ills name in the eradation lists of the olFtcers of civil service published in the 
Directories,and submitted a certificate grunted by the Ibtard of Examiuers in 
Europe shewing his standing in the service and soliii’ed that he might be res¬ 
tored to his rank, lie was lirld that thecirciiinstyiice repreaenied by him would 
be brought to the notice of tlie Crurt of Directors us it was from the Unnurable 
court that the lists of relative rrnk of eivil servants w<m'c received, and that the 
Governor of Bengal did not feel that he would be wartaiiUd in niakiog any al¬ 
teration in tliiin without a special sanction. 


Similar case. 

Mr. A. B. left ITailevV-tiry College in DiC 1842, and signed his covenant at 
the E. 1. HouFe on the 24iti March 1813, r-nd arrived at Calcutta in November 
of ttiRt year. In the E. I. H. register of 1612, Mr. A. U. was entered as nomi¬ 
nated for Bengal I'itnJan. 1811) and us transievrod from the Madras nominations 
on 30tU March, 1810. The rulrs in force fix the peiiud of 23 years’ service to 
commence from the date of linlmatiou ofuppoiimn'’nt, or from the date of cove¬ 
nant, which ever may he antecedent. Ity toe Iliotorable Court’s letter to the 
Government of Bengal,dated 1st Aptil, 1614, rank wusassii’ncd to Mr. A. B. as 
8 writer of the season 1808 1600, wlM'r-'Hs by the llo'-orsbie court’s despatch of 
iSlh March 18 0 rank was BBS gned to Mtvsr* . C. 1>. uiid E. F. wiio retired on 
annuities of the sea^oH 1837-38, Dud who entered the col eg^^ at the same time 
with Mr. A. B. but who in consi'qccncc of being implicated in a disturbance 
were sent out to India before the completion of Hair fourth term, as writers uf 
1811 - 12 . 

By Pnra. 3 of the H Court’s letters dated Tath January 1813 intimation of 
the appoiiitmcnt of Mr. G. H, (who proceeded to ludia ill this same ship with 
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Mr. A. B.) anrl of 20 ollifr wrhem wBsoonTFj-ed to the Beniral Gi»remiiiPntan4 
Mr. G< H. who aisined hiarHvt'nnnr. rohgequi'itt to Mr. A. B> rHireri nn au an* 
unity of 18d7-38, ih»' ppiiod nf liia service being caiculaled iroin the date of tli« 
iiotiorrahle t'lmriV lei ter above mentioned, '' 

Mr A B. nevrr havinit i^rneeedpil lo Rngiand on FiirTouah eomiileted hfi 
period of 22 yearH* resi'^enre in India in Nov 1833. At the end of 1837 be 
applied lor one of the annuities avaiU'le in 1837-38 on the favurable ternia of 
value and was told in reply tlnit Ihe date of iniimaiioo of hie upp<iintment a* dt' 
writer < not beina traceable nn the Iefordg of Oovernment, the period of his 
tweiity-fire years at rvire inget beheld to commence from the date of hU cove* 
l.ant,viz 24th March 18'3.' 

In con»i qoence of this cnnstrurlion of the inaneeers, which was snbse* 
qiienil) upheld hy the Governinenl of Uenif»l, Mr. A. B. was debarred from 
takiiia an annuity hefore ilie 24tli Marcli 18':8« by which the oeriod availabis 
annuities of the sraann hxd been taken up (one of lliem by Mr. P. G. whoentn* 
pleted Iii8 22 years’actiril residence on liie 24'h March 1838 only) and hit. A., 

H. was const^nently deprived of uii advantage to which hecouceived he was 
iiistly eiiiitleil. 

Mr. A, U. araed lhat the circumstance of tlie intimation of his appoint* 
m< fit' not heina traceable in the records of the Heneal govern mem,' was »« 
matter nliich was entirely hej ond liis own control, and fuilhcr that it was 
olivious lie must liave been appointed to Hie H. Oo *s service at a period coin* 
cided with, if not anil cedent to messrs, C. D. and B P. and those other ser* 
vaatg to whom rank was tissimidd by llie court of riireloraof a date one or two 
years subsequent totliut ussicoed by the honorable c-'Urt to him, Mr. A. B 

Mr. A. H. cmpellid by ill iiealliiand oti.cr circuinstances to embark for 
Kngisiid nil furiough, and had no chance nl ubtaini' g un annuity nf the season 
ol 1838-0, the then supposed las year of the annuity on the favorable terms of 
quarter premium sanctioned by tlie hoiioralde coiir', by reason of the iarea 
iiumhers of cii il 8 rvants at the liead of liie list who it was understood had 
rcsulyefi to avail iliemscNcs of the six annuities oflhat seasuii. Mr. A. U, 
liicrcfore prayed that liie com t would ascertain from thidr rtcords Ihe aciiinl 
dale of his appi iiitiiVeiit lo tlieir service ; nod (not perntitliiig liitin to suffer so 
scrii'U'va loss as wonid be entailed hy his beina compelled to pay rs. b0,Ull0 to 
secure liie same advantages, which but for a contingency eiiiireiy beytnid his 
uwn control, would have been his for a payment of 25, OOrs ) would be pleased 
to Bssieii him Ml Hiiiiniiy ont of Ihe surplus funds, or out of the oiie-lhird 
uniinally carried tu the credit of the court, on the favorable terms of quarter 
premium. 

The home etilhorilics frinnd that Mr. A B.'s appointment took place on 
the 20ih January 1821 and that the (act ought to liave been duly bronght lo liie 
notice of the local government with ii a reasonuble period of its urcurrance, and 
ill that case itslmuld have been sp, on a much earlier date tliau that borne by 
Mr. A. H.’g covenant. 

Further, tiiat Mr. A. R. oiiuhi to have been admitted to an annuity from 
the 29 h Joniiry 1833, and should undoubtedly have been so admitted hut from 
Ins being uiiforiuiiHiely deprived of the rcqiiisiie means of proving his period of 
service. On that defect being remedied, ihii court of directors decided that Mr. 
A. R. might beperniittt d to purchase an aniiuiiy at a qua ter value comi|eiie? 
Ing from 1st May 1838, and he was admitted to an extra annuity, 

The point iclative to Ihe possible coiiflicling c}aims of rank and service^ 
did not appear to >he hou'lie government to call fi>r intrrposiiinn. because it 
was expnssly slated in tlie rules of the fund that the annuities should be 
tendered to subscrib rs according to their seniority. 

Fiirlher, the piiirt of directors ruled that it was pot necessary to disturb 
the rule by wliicii the coinoienceinent of service is at present computed. If of 
the two documents,(the envenant and court's letter of notiiicuiion.) upon wililch 
the deci-ioii rests, one only can be found j tbc question is tu be dec! .ed by that 
one, unless as in Ihe case of Mr. A. B.’s evidence exists which supplies the 
place of tlie document vvliich is wanting. In sncIi cares the servant is to ba 
fciiuied u> the adtauiagis of which acci ieuujcircuiustuuces liavedeprivcdhim,

Governor 
to the resolution of the president in council, daied 8(h May 16 9,of which a 
copy is annexed to the present letter, from which it will appear, that the trans¬ 
fer liHviiig been previously arranged between tbe two local governments, and 
allowed by the government of India ; it takes place at the same time with thg 
appointment of tlie servant to a situation in the division lo which he is moved. 
The civil Huditorg rtekoos the period allowed to join the new station, 
and passts ilie bill tor such servants salary accordingly. II tbe salary is uf 
hiuher amiMiiit, iban tbe salary of the siiuatioii which he has left, he draws in 
the time allowed for travelling, nut of the salary ul his new appuiutment,a aunt 
tqual to that of his previous situation. 

,^4 Scrvaals uf one division are not eligible for deputation duty in another 
except under special circumstances. 

b. If ill conttniplatiouof permanent transfer the s'ervices of an officer 
from one division are obtained for eniploymeiit III anoiher before the vacancy

MXdClLLLAirQOtrS CONNECTED WITH LEAVE, &C. REJOINING, &C. 

Any civil officer who may be absent from Ills station without leave, shall be 
considered to have forfeited the whole allowunves of tlie office to which he stands 
appointed for llie period of liis nniiutliorised absence, unless tiie penalty be ex** 
pressly remitted by government; and any officer exceeding his leave shall be 
iichl by the Civil Auditor to be absent without permission for the time of such 
excess. 

An officer leaving the lifffits of his jurisdiction, whether with or withoqt 
the ordeis of government, shall be bound to report the circumstance to the Ci¬ 
vil Auditor. 

Any officer who may be removed fiiqn QiPia station to another, shall in lik^ 
manner report to the civil auditor the Hatee-on which he may make over and 
receive charge ; and the civil auditor is restricted from passing the bill of any 
officer appointed to a new office for tlie allowances belonging to eiich office 
(without the special orders of government) until he shall have received report of 
bis having taken charge thereof. 

Leave of absence, when solicited for the purpose of visiting any place on 
the continent of India, shall not be granted for a longer period than 6 months, 
but which will of cuise be extended at the discretion of government on due and 
euffieient cause being t hewn. 

Any officer desiring to visit the presidency with the inlentio^^ of making a 
voyage to sea for the benefit of bis health or otherwise, shall be required dis¬ 
tinctly to specify in his application tlie period of leave necessary for the first 
purpose, at tlie expiration of which, renewed leave shall be given for periods 
not exceeding one mouth, until he finally avails himself of the further peruiit- 
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^ion to quit the presidency, on which occasion (he vessel in which he embarks 
must be duly reported. 

.Any officer arriving at the presidency whether from the Interior of the 
coantry or from aboard,shall report his arrival to the secretary to government 
ill the department to which be belongs, as well as to‘the authority to which he 
may be immediately subject, if holdiiie any office subordinate to any other. 

Any officer returning to the presidency after having made a sea voyage, for 
the recovery of his health or otherwise, shall unless the contrary is sptclally 
sanctioned by government, be required to rejoin his station within the time 
that may be preacribed for travelling to the station to which be stands appointed.

Ths right honorable the governor general of India In council is pleased to 
order the following resolntinns to be published for general information. 

Resolve D,— That, for the conduct of the departmeals of accountant an- 
ier (he government of Agra, there be established an accountant’s office at Al¬ 
lahabad, * with which shall be combined the duties of the present Superinten¬ 
dent or superintendent of resources in the North Western provinces, and all the 
details Bt present conducted fur those provinces by the accountant in the reve- 
sue ED^ judicial departments, and in the department of customs Bt the presidency. 

That the officer placed at the head of this office be denomiaated the ac¬ 
countant of the Agra presidency, and allowed a salary of3,000 Rupees per men¬ 
sem ; that there be attatched to the office a Deputy on a salary of 1,300 Rupeec 
per mensem; the nomination and appointment to both offices to bain the go¬ 
vern or t of Agra. 

That the office of Superintendent of Resoorees in the North Western pro¬ 
vinces be abolished, and the records and accounts, with the establishment now 
entertaiuid therein, be transferred to the accouutaul's office at Allahabad. 

That the Deputy Accountant be also civil auditor for the Agra preaidenej, 
and that all charges in the revenue, Judical and custom’s department, and the 
charges of all other officers subject to the orders and authority of the governor of 
Agra, be submitted tothe audit of the deputy aceountaut and auditor at Ailalu- 
bad: the disbursemeuts of political o^ecs, Chaplains and others not yet trans¬ 
ferred to the control of the govemor oLdgra, will be andiled, as theretofore) at 
the Bengal Presideucy. 

That the accounts of all officers of the presidency of Agra be adjusted and 
made up In the office of the accountant at Allahabad, in like manner as the 
accounts of the Madras and Bombay governments are adjusted at those presi¬ 
dencies respectively. The transactions of Agra with the Bengal presideucy will 
all pass through the offices of the respective accountants at the seats of govern¬ 
ment. 

That there be transferred to the offices of account and audit for (he Agra 
preiddency such part of the cstabUshmeuts of the offices of aeeonnt and audit

KBSOLUTIONS KBLATINQ TO CHINA SERTANTS. 

OCR GOVBRNOR GBNBRAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 

Para. l. In reference to our Despatch dated the 27th of December, 
1833, No. 75, regariling the China Servunis who may accept the offer of Trana* 
fer to the civil Kslablisliment of India, we think it right to state that it is not 
our intention to require from these Servants as the condition of their remaining 
in the civil service, that they should pass the Examination in Native Language 
which is required from Writers. 

3. We have no doubt that the Gentlemen to wliom we refer will use their 
exertions, and in many cases those especially of tlie Juniors, sncoessfully, to 
qualify themselves to hold any Office under yonr Government, hut there are some 
Offices of inportance in whicli a knowledge of the Languages is not indispensable* 

London, 2lst May, 1834. 

Rasolvedjthat, having taken into consideration the sitnntion in which the 
Members of the China Factory will be placed by the discontinuance of the 
company's Trade, the following arrangement be adopted, subject to the 
confirmation of the Board of Coinmissiners for the Affairs of Indie, viz. 

That in virtue of the authority wiven by Section 113th of the Act of the 3(1 
and 4th William IV. chapter 85, an offer of Transfer to the civil Bitablishmenc 
of India be made to each of the civil servants on the China Bstablisliment, 
that such of those servants as shall accept that offer shall be entitled to 
annuities from the company of the amount allowed by the civil service Annuity 
Fund, viz. £1,000, provided that the aggregate residence abroad in the service 
as Members of the China Factory, and as Indian servants, shall not in any 
case be less than twenty-two years, and 'that in consideration of the present 
and prospective loss sustained by the China servants tiiroiigh the change of the 
scene of their service, the amount of Pine and Subscripiion which if they 
were Members of the civil servant’s Annuity Fund, they would be called upon 
to pay on becoming annuitants be not required oUhem.

XXXVII. And be it further enacted, that the departure from India of 
any governor general, governor, conneillor, or commander in chief, with intent 
to return to Europe, shall be deemed in law a IMgnallon and avoidance of 
his office or employment; and that the arrival iir any part of Europe of any 
such governor general, governor, councillor or commander in chief, shall be a 
sufficient indication of such intent; and that no act or declaration of any 
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gOTernor (reneral, froTernnr, connciilor, or commander in chief, during liU 
continiiance in the presidency whereof he was governor genera), governor,

coming to Europe, his salary and allowance sha'I be deemed to have ceased from 
the day of his quitting sucli presidency or settlement, any law or usage to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

shall not have been actually resident in India i i the said company’s service for 
the space of-nine years at the least in the whole; and if the salary, perquisites, 
and emoinments of any office, place, or employment shall exceed four thousand 
pounds per antmrh, thesime shall not be granted to or conferred upon any of 
the said servants, who shall not have been actuilly resident in india In the com¬ 
pany's service for the space of twelvp years at the least in the whole, antecedent 
to such vacancy ; and that all appointments, advancements and promotions 
which shall be made for supplying any such vacancies, other than as aforesaid, 
shall be null and void.

Juniors. The indents for^ne last few years have geuerally been—Fur Bengal 
sad Agra 96, for Madras l!^, and for Bombay 8, 
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PBITATB TRASINO. 

Memberi of the Civil and Military aervicea may become aliareholdere ia 
the Univeraal Aeauranee Company, but it ia not allowed that oeeapations of 
a private inafituticn should interfere with the claims of the public service to 
the undivided attentien of tne company's servants, and they are ‘ positiveljr 
interdicted’from taking any part in the manajement of U. A* Co'Si or any 
other rimt/ar company* 


EXCEPTIONS* 

The above interdict does not apply to the Asiatic, the AgrieulturaT, or other 
$vch Societies, which cannot be in any way looked upon aa trading eatablishmeots.

RESOLUTION. 

Circumstances having recently come to the knowledge of Gfovernraent 
which sugge-t the expediency of preventing sales of valuable property, from 
being made by the civil and Military Ofhcers of the honorable company's service 
to foreign princes and chiefs, or to natives of rank or opulence residing under 
the protection of the British Qovernmcnt, without due intimation to Govern* 
ment through the principal local authorities, of the purposed sale and transfiBr 
ofsuch property and the consideration to be r^cevied for it. His Excellency the 
-Governor General in Council is pleased to prohibit in future all sales, 
purchases, and transfers, between the Civil and Military servants of Govern* 
ment on the one hand, and natives of the description above noticed on thsi 
other, of grounds, houses, boats, equipages, horses, elephants, plate, furniture, 
and generally'every description of private properly exceeding the value of flvg 
thousand Cfi,000) Itupees, without thesaiiction of Government being previously 
obtained, under such penalties as the circumstances of each particular ea se of 
disobedience to these orders may demand. 

The Governor General in Couucil takes this opportunity of adverting to 
the Resolution passed in the Political Department under date the 17th Septem* 
her 1631, end publUhed in General Orders of the l8th o( the same month, 
cautioning all Civil and Military Officers of Government agsinst carrying oa 
any communications with native princes and chiefs, or their vakeels, except 
through the channel of the Political Authorities.

BORROWING, LKNUINO. 

By Reeulafion Xi^XViIl of J793, covenanted servants of the company 
employed in tlie admiuisiratioii of justice, or the collection of the H*rvenue,are 
proliibited lending money to propiietnrs or farmers oi land^ dependent talookr 
dars, under-farmers, or ryots, or their sureties. 

By Revenue C. 0. of June 4, 1822, it is ruled that their Is nothing more tq 
be deprecated, than that the ofRcera charged witli the clvij adtniuistration of the 
country should be under pecuniary obligations to zemindars, or oilier holders, 
or farmers of hind, in the districts under their authority ; the objection applies 
still more directly to such loans received from the Quardtans of Wards, or the 
maniigers of their estates. 

In this respect the practice of borrowing money is likely to prove much 
more hurtful to the public service, and injurious to the good name of the officers 
of Government, than that of leii ling, agaiust which the 4ule of Uegalathia 
XXXVIII 1793, Is directed. 

The Revenue C. O.of May 23,1823, requires that no public servant shall 
employ, or appoint, or continue in office, any relative to whom, or to whose re¬ 
lative ordependanS he is, either directly or indirectly, indebted, without in¬ 
curring, whenever the circuntstanees may be made kQowu to his superiors, the 
most serioas responsibility. 

8ALB8 TO NATIVES. 

The Court of Directors have declared they will consider every officer high¬ 
ly culpa^ein being linvitaally concerned in Sales of* horses, cattle, &c. with 
zemindars who might be suitors in their Courts,’ in as much as they infringe an 
expressed Regulation, and violate a solemn engagement. 

BBSqLPTlON RBOARDINa NTTZBURR AND BTTPTIiEMBNTAIj OROBR8 TO OPp 
F1C8R8 OF THB SBVERAl. DBPARTIIBNT. 

Tort WiUiam, the id June, 1829. 

The riglsthon’ble the governor general in council having resolved to abolish 
theoustom which prevails generally througlioat the provinces subjaai to thji 
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presidency, of natires presenting Nuzstirs in money, and trays of fruit, and etber 
articles, on the occasion of their pB) inir official or complementary visits to pnb- 
lie Functionaries in the service of the honorabic company, it is hereby notified 
for the general information of ail public officers under this presidency, that the 
custom in question is strictly prohibited from the date of the publication of this 
notice, and that it is the expectation of government that all public Functionaries 
wili adopt every measure within their power to make this prohibition generally 
known, and obeyed by all natives of whatever rank of degree with whom they 
have official or private intercourse. 

Indirection the abolition of the costotq above referred to the governor ge« 
neral in council deems it due to the servants of the hou’ble company generally, 
to declare that tlie measure has not been adopted by government on the ground 
that it has been perverted to improper purposes by any public officer under 
government, but from the conviction that it subjects natives to useless, and 
frequently vexations expense, and to extortion on the part of menial servanta 
and department*. His Lordship in council is indeed fully persuaded that the 
abolition of a practice open to such serious objections will be viewed with satis* 
faction by every officer in the hon'ble company's service. 

In circulating this resolution to political officers ft was stated that the pro* 
hibitioD relative to the acceptance of nuzzers and presents of fruit, &c. was 
intended to apply to the cases of individuals who are suijects or dependents of 
the British uovernmeiit, and consequently under their coiitrou],aQd not to na¬ 
tive I rinees and others to whom we have no right to issue a prohibition order, 
for with regard to complimentary presents of fruit from native princes, and 
others not s •hjpct to our authority the refusal miulit be offensive to their feel¬ 
ings, as contrary to established usage, but in as much as tiie practice can ba 
discouraged without giving umbrage, the political ofiicers were not to fail to act 
in the spirit of the resolution above quoted. 

The rcsqjutiun waseirculaled to all revenue and Judicial officers and to the 
Army with a mere iutiination, that it was for their iuformatiun and guidance. 

PO&ROWINO ARTICLES FROM NATIVES OR OTHER PRIVATE INRITIDD’* 

AL8, PROHIBITED. 

JBaitraets of a General Letter from, the Honorable the Court of Directors, 
dated the 13th Nov. and 23d December, 1839. 

Para. 55. It was found that Mr. A. B. officiating commissioner ofeireuit 
had applied to a jSemindar for the gratuitous use of his budgerow which was 
to save him an expense of some hundred rupees. We entirely concur in the 
censure which you passed upon his conduct. Mr. A. B. we observe, made the 
following assertion: * Borrowing boats, and elephants is a circumstance of daily 
occurrence, and I may wUb safety aoaert I believe that there is not an officer 
in the service who lias not done so.' If this representation be in any degree 
well founded, we 4ssire that a practice which is not creditable to persons in 
public authority, and is in violation of tbe rales of oar service, may be efieetuv 
ally put down. 

On this it was ordered that the above ahould be clronlated to the aeveral 
cemmissiouera for their Information and for that of the officers aabordinate to 
them.

In hearing appeals from the Zillah Courts, every Judge of the court of 
Sadder Dewan n y Adawlutshail note, as each case proceeds, any points that may 
strike him as affecting materially the character ot the court below, and whenever, 
at the eoaclasiuii of aa appeal, any Jugde may be of opinion that the Proceed-' 
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]n$t8of >urh a Pitnrt have been either remarknbly well, or remarynbly ill, con¬ 
ducted, it ehtin be hie duty to make a note thereon for the consideration of the 
court, collectively, at their Knglieh sitting. The court will determine in what 
manner these notes may best be made uvuilable in the preparutiou of their 
annual report, for the expression of their collective opinion on tiie quality of 
the business performed by every Zillah Judite. 

The court oi Sudder Dewanny Adawliit is hereby required to make a Speci¬ 
al Report on the subject of any Zillah, in which they may be of opinion that the 
state of civil bnsinoss is sucii as to make it desirable for the sake of the public 
iaterests, that measures should be immediately taken to remedy the evil. In 
oases of less importance, it shall be the duty of the court to notice in their 
annual Report any serious defect which they may believe to exist in the adini- 
lustration of civil justice in any district under their Jurisdiction. 

Ill addition to the number of eases decided by each Zillah Jndire, the num¬ 
ber of rniscellanenus Judicial Orders passed by him, and the number of days 
employed in Session bnsineso, which information is now niven in the annual 
Report of the court of Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, tha* Report shall in future 
show the number of appeals, Regular and Special, lodged against such Decisions 
and miscellaneous ' irdvrs, the result of all tlie appeal of a like nature from each 
Judge decided on dining the course of each year, and the number of days in 
which each Judge sat for the transaction of civil business. 

Cmresi ouding inform ition, with respect to the Proceedings of the several 
Bessinn Judges, must be embodied in the annual Reports snbini'ted to Govern¬ 
ment by the court of Sudder Nizamiit Adawlut on the admiids'ration of criminal 
Justice; and a con cspmiding method for laying the necessa'y information 
before that court cullcctitely, must be adopted. 

It shall be the duty of the several commissioners of cirenit to report, in 
their IJalt-yeaily Police Returns, their opinions on the general elheicncy the 
P lice of each District under their Superintendence, and on the manner in which 
tiie various business in this Department has been performed by each of the 
Officers among whom it is distributed. It Will also be the duty of each commis¬ 
sioner, to notice prominently In tliese Reports the extent to wliich the services 
of the Assistants to the Magistrates and Joint Magistrates in his Division 
hikve been employed, and the consequences of such employment, in order that 
the application and abilities of the several Oiiii’ers in the Junior grades of the 
Berviceinay be brought distinctly under the view of theOnvernraents. 

It will be the duty of the Sudder Hoard of Revenue, immediately upon the 
close of every Bengal and Fnsily year, to submit to Government estatement 
of ail outstanding arrears of Revenue in every Bengal or Fusiiy District, with a 
note of the proportion per rent which such arrears may bear to the Jumma, in 
each case, and to remark, where necessary, in what degree the result is attribut¬ 
able to the conduct of the Collector or Deputy Collector in each District. 

Until tile completion of all Itesiimpiion and Settlement business, the annusl 
Division Reports required from the Sudder Board of Revenue, shewing the 
business Ibst has been done in those Departments during the past years, and 
the plan of operations for the approaching cold season, will necessarily be cun- 
tinned. In these Reports, as fur as those particular duties are concerned, the 
Biidder Board of Revenue are hereby required to represent every case in whi oh 
the conduct of the Officers employed has been distinguished by zeal, and 
discretion, or by the contrary faults; and to call upon the commissioners and 
collectors under t|iem,to furnish them with all Statements of the allotment of 
work ft) their assistants, and with all the other miterials that may be necessary 
to enable tliern satisfactor Iv to perform the duty above required of them. 

It is hereby declared that it is fhe duty of the Sudder Courts and Board, of 
the commissioners, of the Collectors and Deputy Collectors, and of the Ma¬ 
gistrates and Joint Magistrates, to report to their immediate superior every 
cases in which thi-y may;i|>e of opinion that a covenanted Otfleer, subordinate to 
them is decidedly disqualified to dicharge efRoiently the duties entrusted to 
him ; and it is hereby notiAed to all such Functionaries that it is considered an 
psseotial part of their duty to make ibemseWcs acquainted w’th the manner in 
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which their aabordinate officers perforin their duties; and that they themselve'a 
will beheld respotisible for any mischierous consequences that may reauit from 
any inefficiency, bad hiibits, or serious errors of conduct of thoie^ under them, 
that ought to have been known to them, unless they report the same for the 
information of their superiors. 

In framing the rules which have been above prescribed, the right honora¬ 
ble the governor of Bengal has discharged the doty committed to him of im- 
provinjt, as far as poBsihle, the established system fur the control of the civil 
administration; for ensuring to efficiency its just reward; and protecting the 
public interests from the consequences of incapacity or neglect. But be can¬ 
not allow the opportunity of promulgating the rules to pass, without making 
known to the civil service in these provinces the high satiaiaction with which 
since his arrival in India, he has observ'd the zeal, the jiibli^e, and the auocesa 
with which, with rare exceptions, they have a|>plied themselves to the perlorm- 
ance of their various and arduous functions. To their character and public 
spirit more than to the operation of any formal system of supervision and con* 
trol, he locks lor a perseverance in the same meritorious exertions, and .for a 
maintenance of the same careful regard, in their importuut and oBen delicate 
trusts, alike to public aud to individual rights. 

CASUALTIES. 

All easnaltles to be reported to the departments of government concerned. 

CUSTODY OF EFFECTS OF ESTATES AND PUBLIC PROPERTY. 

AH government servants are railed upon to lake charge of the effects of de¬ 
ceased public officers, and all public property generally when without custody. 

GAZETTINO MILTTARY-CIVIL. 

All matters affecting military officers employed rivilly are always oom- 
municated from the civil to the military department and where gazetting is ne¬ 
cessary, the same appeara in the orders of both doparlments. 

BZ.cn AN OBS. 

Ezehanget between servants of Bengal and Agra respectively may be 
sanctioned when the arrangements made for the exchange preliminarily by the 
parties concerned is unohjeciioiiable in its nature; but application for transfer 
is not usually complied with except under special circumstances of which the 
foverumeutJudges, taking into eonsideratlon the merita of each particular 
case. 

LAW OFFICSas OF GOVERNMENT, HOW TO BE CONSULTED. 

No district officers should consult the law officeis direct, or otherwise than 
through the government secretariat of the department under which they serve. 

ASSAY MASTEB'S BBTIBZNG PENSION. 

Assay masters and deputy assay masters are permitted to retire after SO 
years servic ■ including three years for the one furlough, the former upon £000 a 
year the pension of a superintewding surgeon (but not subject like hts to increase 
for longer service) ; and the latter u|>oii £101 IS, 6, the pensiun of a surgeon ; 
and if compelled by ill heulb,duly certified, to quit India at.an earlier period, 
the retiring allowance after ten years' service to be £SU0 a year for an oasay 
iQaatera and £150 for the deputy. 

BBTBNTION OF POLITICAL PRESENTS BY MILITARY •OFFICBES.' 

On a claim to retain the presents received from the Lahore Durbar by the 
party wlio accompanied Runjeet King’s ashes to Hurd war, it was observed that 
it was contrary to military usage and the established rules for officers and 
luldiera in the service of government to receive presents of such a nature. 

KHBLUT TO FoLITICO-MBDICAL OFFICERS. 

A Medical officer employed under orders of the political department for 
some weeks in attendance on^the late Maharajah Runjeet Sing, was preientod 
on his departure from Lahore hy that court with a Khelut aad a etah

Thf queelion having arisen as to wbelher under Ibo (general prohibition 
aeaiost the retention of bucIi public oflicers they could be kept in this instance, 
the governor-iienenil derided that b<»tli the Klieiut and the amount balance of 
cash that had been tendered ea a Zeafut miaiit be retained by the medical 
officer in question, not as apolitical present,but as a fee for medical attendence; 
a» the chances were that had he been at Ids onn station he would hare beeu 
gaining fees to the same amonni for farnily medical attendance. 

DEPUTATION ALLOWANCE. 

An assistant at the political Residency of Indore drew a bill for deputation 
allowance for settling disputed boundary claims of Holkar, Scindia, and the 
Powar estates. 

This bill was returned by the civil auditor on the ground that the claim 
was not founded on the requisite authority of government for the cliarge. 

The bill was passad, but the government remarked that officers on depu¬ 
tation were entitled to extra allowance, only when such deputation had the 
sanction of government. 

’ 2o ASSISTANT, INUOIIE. 

The 2 1 assistant to tlie resident at fudorc having claimed his military pay 
and allowances in addition to the salary of his civil appointment, such claim 
was declared inadiuissihle, in consequence of the rule established under the or¬ 
ders of the lion*ble court prohibiting tlie same, and it was ruled that he could 
draw only the salary of 3d assistaut, viz. a consolidated one of Rs. 10'15-6, ^th 
chargeable to the opium ; and to the political department, after deduction of 
military allowances. 

TENTAGE ON POI.ITIUAT. DEPUTATION. 

On a claim ofeapt, A. B. to coinpeiiiation for loss intents sustained by 
him when deputed with the ashes of Mabuiaja Kunjeet Sing to Hurdwar, it was 
observed tiiat us capt. A. B. enjoyed an allowance for tentage under the regu¬ 
lation of governinei>t, Ids application for re-imbursement on account of wear 
and tear of tents could not be admitted. 

Bis extra carriage expenses were however passed to Captain A B. 

OPFICE KENT. 

The O. P. A. at ■ ■ - having solicited the sanction of government to a 

charge of BO Hs. as office rent ror.conductingthe duties of the agency at A. B. 
during the niiliealtby season at C D. it was observed in reply that government 

allowed Captain->to take up bis residence at a distance from the 

court to which he was accredited tor reasons of a personal nature, viz, the 
great personal risk of a residence at the uiibeulthy station of C.D during certain 
parts of tlie year without Ida ^leiiig aubjer-ted to any diminution of allowance ; 
and that the government mutrt not be charged with extra expenses ou sccoaut 
of office arrangement under such circumstances.

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STUDENTS AT. THE SENIOR DBP'ART.UBNT OF THE ROYAL 

MILITARY COLLEGE. 

1. A candidate for aftmission to the senior department of the college 

rnoRt he a commissiunrd utheer in the army, and must ii»ve compieled the 
twenty fint year of he m'lst haoe actually aerved as a commissioned 

officer with his regiment for three years abroad, or four years at home, uiileaa 
be should hare been reduced ty iiall'-pay before ihe cuiupletiooof such period, 
when bis claim will be considered. ^ 

2. His application is to be addressed to Ihe Oorernor of th^ cnllrge, and 
be supported by satisfactory testimonials ss to character and condoct; as like* 
wise of his beioi; well grounded in the duties of the particular branch of serf ice 
to which be belongs. 

3. These testimonials roust be from the officer commanding the reginient 
n w hicb he is serving, or, if on half'pay from an officer of rank in the service. 

4 . It is recommended that every officer previously to his admission should 
make himself master of the elenients of plain geometry ; his thornusgh acquaint* 
uuce with coiumun arithmetic, is, ufcourse, presutned and expected 

All tlie sludenls wiil hare tiic free use, under such reeulutions as the Go< 
veriior may deem necessary, of the books, maps uml plans in the college library. 

5. The time allowed for the course of education at the aenior department 
is two yeiirs from the date uf the admission ofCiich odicer. Uni ss he has been 
educated at the junior dep irtinent, lu wliicli case the period allowed is one year 
and a huif. 

6 . At the close of every lulf-year of residence the student’s required to 
undeigo an examination in progressive porlious of the course of insiruciioo ; 
wiien, if he be found not to liive mtde the advencement required in Ihe six 
mmiihs, he will be recommended to join his regiment without waiting fur the 
period allowed for the completion ot the course. 

7- Officers performing the required course of studies, are, at the close of 
their residence, presented with certili laiesof their qualificatioiis from the coni- 
missiuuers of the Coilego nccordiug to the degree of protluiency aud]laleut eviu* 
eed at the public examinatiurv 

8 . The number of students in the senior department is at present limited 
to flfieeii. 

9. Each stndent pays into the funds of the college sncli sum annaally as 
has been priviuusly determined by the Hoard of Comniissioiicrs, 

10. The annual subscription at present is thirty guineas. 

11. Every officer, on becoming a student, is required to subseribe two 
guineas to the College Library Fund. 

12. Quarters ere provided for as the officers of the senior department, at 
the College. And forage money for one horse (under the authority at the col¬ 
legiate Board) is allowed to such as iiavo made sufficient progress in their stu¬ 
dies to qualify them fur sketching in the field. 

13. Every officer studying at the senior department Is required to wear 
his nniform with the same strictness as if on duty with his regiment. 

14. 'Tn esse any officer belonging to the senior department conduots him - 
self in such miinner as may Appear to beat all detrimental to the institution, 
or holding out a bad example to tlie young gentlemen of the junior department, 
either by want of application or in other respects, a report upon his conduct 
will be transmitted by the Governor to the Adjutant General, with a view to 
his being withdrawn from the insdtation.

SETTLERS IN TilE COLONIES. 

No. 456 Gbnbral Or nBBS.—ITorse Guard^y Avgust^ 1827, 

His majesty being dcsirnna of holding nut further enconraeements to offi¬ 
cers on half-pay, to bfcome settlers in NijW Snnth Wales and Van Diemans* 
Land, has been pleased, in referenee to the General Orders of the 8ih June, 
1820, and iGili May IB'27, to command that the followinz additional indnee- 
inents shall he prnmiilirated tn the army, for the iiirortnatinTi of those officers 
who may be disposed to avail thetiiseivaa of the betieflt of this arrangemeut. 

All officers on half-pay, who purchased and were reduced, whatever may 
have been the psri.id of their service, or officers on lialf-pay who did not pur¬ 
chase, but who, after having served twenty years, half of which on full pay, 
have been reduced, or have retired to half pay on account of wounds or impair¬ 
ed health, sh:iU be eyamped fmin that part of the regulation contained in the 
General Order of the 8th June, I82G, wliieh requires the officer to relinquish 
one-third of the value of his commission to tho Grown, and shall be allowed to 
receive the full value of siieh commission,in the same manner as officers on full 
pay, who having pure.hase l the coinniissions, or having served twenty years, 
are desirous of selling out fur the seme object. 

His Majesty has farther been pleased to eommiml, that this advantage shall 
be extended to officers of ail ranks, whetlie' in or full pay, retired full pay or 
half-pay, but that in the two latter cl sses, all sales shall be subjected to the 
conditions and restrictions establisheil by the General Order of the 2d May, 
1825, notwithstanding that a laree portion of the officers on haif-piy would ba 
excluded thereby from sale, and in order that the government may have full 
security or the appropriation of tlic sums produced by the sale of commissions 
to the Intended purpose, it is His Majesty’s command that the agent to whom 
the purchase money be paid, shall be instructed to retain in his hands one-third 
of the amount in each case, to be paid to the officers who purpose to emigrate, 
and who shall liave obtained permission to dispence of h s com Mission, or hia 
half-pay, with that view, upon hia producing to the agent a certificate, signed 
by the msster of Hie vessel, that lie lias eiigaued his passage on board fuch vessej 
^or the purpose of proceeding direct to the colony.

ances may be recommended to us to be granted to (>fficera, shall be limited to 
wounds and injuries received in action, and shall be established by the produe* 
tion of such certificates and reports of Medical Boards, as shall be required by 
our secretary at War,

1 st.'—If an officer shall receive a wound in action, which shall occasion the 
loss of an eye nr a limb, or the total use of a liinh, or limbs, orshall receive bodily 
injury fully equal to tlie loss of a limb, be may be eligible to receive h gratuity 
in money of one^ear’s full pay of the regimental rank, or stafiT Bppointmeut| 
field by him at the tiipe he was woqnded. 

Slid.—If an officer shsll be wounded In action, and it shall appear upon an 
inspeetJon made of him by a Board of army medicsi officers, assembled by or* 
der of the secretary at war, that such officer hua, in consequence of ilia wound, 
lost a limb or an eye, or has totally lost the use of the limb, or that he has sus* 
tained a severe injury in action, fully equal in every respect to the 1oe» of the 
limb, he may be recommended to his majesty for a pension at the rate fixed 
fn the annexed scale for the rank held by him whqp he was wounded, and 
commencing one year after the wonnd was received ; llte coiiiinusnce of which 
shall depend upon subsequent examinations before the Military Medical Board. 

3rd.— If the officer shall have lost more than one limb or eye, be msjr hfi 
reepipipended for pensiou for each limb or eye bo lost actloq. 
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4tii.—If tbe wound received by an officer in setlonKhall beao aevere, in 
ite pernianeot edVcie, as to be neariy equal but not fully equal to the losa 
of a limb, such officer muy be recomm<'iiileil fura^^ataUy of eighteen monlha' 
full pay of hia recitnental rank, or siHif appoininient, held by him when 
wounded ; in which case no pension shall at any subsequent time be granted to 
him under this regulation. 

5th.—Ifany wound received in act! in shall be certified to be severe and 
dangerous, hut in its permanent effc'Cts not eq lal to the loss ofa limb, the 
otHcer receiving such wound may, in considerurion of the expence attending 
the cure thereof, receive a gratuity, varjing according to the nature of the case, 
of from three to twelve months’full pay of the regiin.ntal rank,of sUEappulut^ 
nieiit held by lilrn at the time be was wounded. 

6 th.—If an officer shall have held a pension fora wound received in action 
fora term of five years, and shall have been examined twice at the least, before 
a Board of Army Medical Officers, he may bo recommended for the permanent 
continuance of such pension ; but if the officer, before the expiration of tha 
term of five years, ahull have ao for recovered that this wound or injury is not 
fully equal to the loss of a limb, then he shall cease to ricehe such pension, and 
shall iiHve a gratuity of full pay according] to the degree of his injury, as laid 
down in article 5. 

7th —If wihhin the period of five years after a wound has been receivedy 
an officer does not apply for the pension, or applying for it, the wound shull

8 th.—No gratuity or allowance for any wound shall be granted after tba 
lapse of five years from tlie time the wound was received. 

Orh.—No pension for the loss of one eye, from a wound received in action, 
shall be granted, unless the actual loss of vision shall have occurred wMiin five 
years after the wound was received, and be solely attributable to eiich wound.

mental ranks ; but in cases in which officers with Brevet rank shall have been 
employed at the time they were wounded, in discharge of duties superior to those 
attaclied to their regimental commissions, tlie pension shall be given according 
to the Breret rank. 

lull.—These pensions being granted as a compensation for the permanent 
disability sustained by vtouiids received in action, may be held together with 
any other pay and allowance to which an officer may be eiitilled, without any 
deduction on account thereof.

The Oeneral-commandlnK-iti-chief desires, that tire soldiers of the army may be 
reminded that ihej are armed for the pr«itectlon of their Kina and country, and 
for the support and eaecution of the la vfrs, when fato/aftp culled out for these 

nurooses • that they were their side arms as an honoumble distinction of tha 
Srofession to which they belong; that they are not to use them in private broils, 
or even for their own personal defence upon such occasions ; and that it is the 
duty of the soldiers to avoid resorting to places in which such brcrls, are likely 
to take place, more parlicolarly when dressed as soldiers with their side arms. 

The General-commandina-in-cbief is determined to put an effectnal atop 
to BO dangeroua and disgraceful an offence, by the punisbrnent and degradation 
of every sWier who shall, hereafter, be convicted of it. 

To this end Lob t> Hii.l desirfa, that roinmanding officers of regiment 
dcDoti will bring to summary trial, for unsoldier-like and disgraceful conduct, 
eyerv man who ahali be reported to have drawn, or attempied to draw, hia 
bayonet for the porpose of using it against another person in any case of 
dispute, affray, or interference. 

His Lordship further desires, that every soldier convicted before a court- 

martial of having used, or attempted to use, his side arms, in any of theiBsea 
lierciu contemplated, may, in addition to the punishment awarded by the court, 
be degraded on the public parade, in front of the regiment or depot Jo which he 
belongs, by bilna there stripped of hit bayonet, and bayonet belt, and proclaim¬ 
ed by the commanding officer as a man unworthy to be entrusted with the 
care ol his bayonet, eacept in the ranks, under the view and command of his 
officer. 

In all such cates, the offender shall be stripped of his side arms by the 
pioneers, in order to enhance his degradation. He who is tlius degraded, 
•hall not be Buffered to wear his bayonet or bayonet belt,except upon duty, for 
one year from that date of his degradution ; during wliich time he shall be 
denied every indulgence to which the good soldier iscniilled, and shall march 
to chureh, in the ranks, without side arms. His name shall, moreover, be 
posted up in some conspicuous place iu the barruek-rooin of the company to 
which he belongs, on the barrack gate, and on the doors of the guard house, 
and canteen. 

The General Commanding-ln-ehief feels confident, that these measares 
will, with the'aealous co-operation of all classes of officers and the vigilance of 
the Non-oom^^8ioned offiera, soon rescue the army from the atigma which a 
few unworthy ^dividuals would attach to It, by resorting to a base and 
unmanly expedient, heretofore unknown amongst Dritislt soldiers.

The Cnmmander^n*Chief takea this oceasion to call ihe nttehtion of the 
Commanding Officer-* of regiments, to the views which led him to i»siie the 
order under consideration. His object was to be enabled to place in the Itvu 
ajituatinns, which, in a native coips lio considers to be so impoitunt, the OflScers 
ill each regiment who are really tiie hi-st eiileiilateil to fill ihein udvantageously, 
■re at the ssinetime the m'.st deserving, liuin lltci< appliculiun to their duties, 
and from their ai q'liieiiicnis. 

In making the arrangement, he put aside every idea of patronage and 
^personal favor. 

Having done BO, he expects that the rommanding officers of reciments 
will do the same, and that no such feelings shall have away in their minds, or 
lead to their recommeDdations. 

If on any occasion he discovers that such has been the case, or that any 
under means have been used to obtain a selection for eiilier of these appoint* 
Tnents, the officer guilly of the same will meet Hi^ Excellency’s decided repro* 
liation and discountmance. 

The Brigadier commanding the corps of artillery has represented, that tha 
aforesaid order does not work so well in the artillery, as in the regiments of the 
line, owing lo‘ the frtquent change of saballerns fiom one builalioii to another,' 
and the unequal ‘ distribution of officers, which the exigencies of tlie seivice 
l^eqaire.’ 

The order, therefore,as far as it respects the artillery, is to be modified as

A specific reference nuving been mude to the Governor General upon the sub¬ 
ject of tile right of Military uieii eiuoloyej in any civil branch of the Army, or 
iiader'the civ il Adininistrutiuii of Government, to take Military eoramaud by 
virtue of their commissions, when entitled by aenioriry to claim the saA^, it 
lias been deemed necessary’ to lay down a general Buie, applitiable to the veryicea 
of the three Prisidencics. The billowing Order has accordingly 'been passed, 
witii the concurrence 01 Mis Excellency the lioniinander-iiirciiiei uf Hik Alujes- 
ty’s aud of the Uuuorable companj’s Forces in ludU. 
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Mtlilary men, when ho1dinir*i»a«tifMi(i In iny ciril branch of the Army, or 
Dflller the cifil Admin’itmtion of Onverwnrnt, cannot Iw allowed to claim, or 
^ercife the ri(j[ht of command, as senior officers, by virtue of their commissions, 
withont first resingning and relinquishing their eirii ehaploy or sitnations. 

The distinctions and advantages of command are claimable only by those 
who are in the exercise of their profession, maybe called upon for Military do* 
flee, and are liable to the privations and hardships of active service. By ao' 
Mptinx civil employ, a Military man obtains present exemption from the se* 
varex duties of his prpfeiiipis, and generally superior emoluments, he canimt 
therefore be permitted to unite with the advantages of this line of service, tRe 
IsvivUeKe of Bsgertiug a claim to supersede those, who, in the routine of duty and 
of promotion, become en til ted to a Military charge or command. 

The above Order is not intended to apply to officers placed with D 'tarh^ 
ments, or othewise, in the temporary etinrge of districts by military anthorliy, 
pendina operations, although performina civil duties in consequence of auchan 
appointment. Employment of this description may fill to any Officer in the 
aourse of his proibssional service, and cannot, tliercfora, be ennsMered to in* 
foive any (orfeitture of VlilHary privileaes.—(?

The number of eaeli of the three latter (Trade* befn? reenlated from time to 
lime by the eercral governmentg respectively, according to the naoessities of tha 
service ; and it shall he considered the imperative doty of the several eomrnis« 
faries seneral to report to government, whenever they may find, that the nuro- 
Wr ai officers can be reduced consistently with the efflclency of their resuectiyn 
departments. 

2nd. All appointments to the eommfssiriat shall be made from the Euro¬ 
pean commissianed ranks of the Honorable company’s army, but no officer 
shill he held eliuiibie to be appointed, who has not passed an examination in tits 
Bative languages 

3rd. Every officer on his first appointment to Hie commissariat shall enter 
the department at the bottom of the junior grade. The only exeep ion ta'.ithia 
rule will be in the case of the commissary general wlio may be selected from 
t ie army at large, and be at once appointed head of the depivriment; due atten¬ 
tion and ronsideration being of course given to the service-claims, and fitness 
®f the officers already serving, or wlio may have served in the department. 

Ath No sub-assistant shall be promoted to the grade of deputy assistant 
wliohas not served three jeir-i in the former, and no deputy aasistant to tha 
grade of assistant commissary general who has not served four years as a depu¬ 
ty nssiatsiit,or seven years n the department; nor shall any assistant commia- 
#ary general be promoted to deputy c immissary general who hat nut served 
file years as an assistant, or twelve years in the department. 

5th If there should be no officer in one grad i of so .Vcieut length of aor- 
sice ill the commissariat, q :a if! d u ider these rub s to be promoted to the next 
an officer will be appoin'ed, when a vacancy occurs, to the fo-vest grade and' 
the promotion will be made tooiily when the obstacle here supposed no longer 
exist. But Seniority alone is not the only qualification for promotion from 
one grade to aninhir, as superior cl lims, founded on services perforined and 
•iipported by the recornmeiidatiiiii of iliu ciimmissary General, will have tlid 
Itrefernee, as laid down i>i General Orders by the Supreme Governmeut, dated 
the22d December 18l5, 27 h March 1319, Hnd24ih April 1822 ; provided the 
individual ahull have served in the Department the period necessary under 
theae rules to qualify him for promotion. * 

0th. All otfi !ei8 of the commissariat are subject to the staff ReTuItiUnns 
on being promnred from one rank to another in their respective Uegimeiits* 
but any officer in charge of a branch of the Department oneetual fl Id service* 
orwithn foreign expedition, who may become in eligible by Regimental promo-* 
lion may be eontiniied in charge until such time as the coinmissary General can 
relieve him without inco .venience to the public service. 

7th. Officers leaving the Depar ment on furlough to Europe, if re-appoin¬ 
ted after their return, will have to enter at the bottom of the list of aub-assie. 
^nts but Officers compelled by sickness to return to Europe on medical certi- 
%mte, and officers removed from the Department by promotion in tin ir Regi, 
mentSyVill beheld eligible to be re-appoiiiled to any grade which their prevl- 
cue length of service in the Department may entitle them to hold under theae 
rules, and the general reguiatiuns of service: provided that, on appointment 
they are not placed above gny who were previously their seniors. 

0 th, Officers temporarily appointed to the commissariat by government 
trill receive while so employed, an allowance of 150 Hupeea per mensem but* 
without any clainps to be cunUrned in the offiiM, and the same rule will apply* 
to temporary appointments made on emergency by commanding officers, on 
the application of utfirers of the commissariat auiliienly obliged to quit their 
fliargeor otherwiae, provided such appointments ba confirmed by Govar-

SECTION VII,—Proportion or Officers fuom bach Regiment. 

The Honorable therourt of DireciorB having dtterinined that not more 
than five Oificeis shall be siinullaneously absent on stuff Rmplo)inent from 
any one coips whether CHvaliy or infantry, the right honorable the vice presi* 
dent ill council, with the roocurrence ol the governor general, is pleased at the 
earnest reconiiiiaiidation of the coniiriaiider-iii*ehief to establisii on this head, 
a further restrictiou us tollie grades ftom which the five iiidivduals are ti> betaken. 

The elfleiei'Cy of the aiiuy in all its biaarhcs, being oltlie last consequence, 
it is deemed highly expeuieut towards the attainment ol so important an object, 
that a pioper nuiuber of experimeed officers should be present with every regu* 
Isr Regiment, to contribute their aid in susuinitig its >.i«cipline, and in diffus- 
iiut that eoi.fiileacuainoiigtt a native officers and men 'he which conduces so;^- 
aeiitiaiJy to the well-being of an army constituted as is that of Bengal. ToBreure, 
therefore, as far as the uieuns at disposal will ailniit, the services with every 
Burps of a purtiou of competent ofliicers, the uamber of Regiineutal captains 
that may be abscIII at one time from the same corps of the line, on stuff, oi 
OtbEer |.erinaneut public employ ment, is restiicted to iwp. 

The measure here indicated, as lalculuted to conduce to the greater effii.- 
eiKiy of the army, is designed to be wholly prospective, and by no megiia to 
affect present iiicuiiibents of the grade ol captaio, unless in such cases of emer¬ 
gency as his excelleiioy tlie coiiiinaiidcr-iu chief may feel constrained to bring 
tu ibe special notice of goiieriiuient. 

To obviate all occasion for reh fences, and for decisions on particola/* cape 
hereafter, the vice president lu council IS pleased to auuuuucc as a rule /o 
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fatnre piiMBtice that, wlien two captains arc absent from a corps In public aita* 
ations, and a siibnUern nf the same corps boldini; a detached staff situation, 
cornea to he promoted to the rank nf reuimentai captain, the«thcer so promo* 
ted shall be the individoHl to vacate his appointment, under the'operation of 
these orders.—67. 0. V. P., 17/A August 1827. 

The riaht honorable fbe eoveriior aenerul in council is pleased tn relax the 
operation nf the rule pubiisbed in uenerni orders nf the 17tli August last liijti* 
tins the number of ofiicers to fire simultHneonsIy absent from any one corps 
on staff employ, in furor of otiirers unequal for a limited period to the per* 
formance of reeimental duty, from W( unds rerrived on service, and to declare 
ail such officers eliuible t-obc appointed t.i staff Mtiiaiions, without reference to 
the number absent from the coips to «vhicii they belong, but this relaxation of 
the rule in favor of wounded officers is not to be considered us giving any per> 
maneiit encrease for staff eiiifdny from tli.' reaiments to such officers, the 
number allowed from them h< ing, as from all otlier corps, limited to five to 
which it will be reduced as situations lapse —G. O G.’ G-, 20/A October 
1827. 

Tl>e governor In enoncil having understood, that the phrase ‘ permanent 
public cmploympiit,’used towards tlie close of the 2i)d paragraph of gineral 
orders of the 17tli August last is liiihleto misconception, is pleased to explain 
that the leini ‘ prrnihni iil'lias refetcuce, not to llie coiidilioiis on which any 
piil)lio employ iner t is lield—i. e. wlietlier ilie occupant be the real incumbent, 
or a locum tenens onlj — but to the nature of the employment; and was inten¬ 
ded to exempt from tiie restrictions of tlie cit( d orders, such staff situations as 
may be found requisite on tlie foimation of any army for service or of a body 
of troops fur atiy special purpese ; in which, and ail similar cases, the officers to 
•fill the hiigndp, dela< limtnt, or otlier local and temporary staff appointments, 
may be drawn from the corps composing the force, notwithstanding the provi¬ 
sions nf the orders in (|uesiion, regarding the number and rank of absentees.— 
Q. O. Q. a., 28/A Becemher 1827. 

Tlie governor getuTiil in roimcil is pleased to direct the publication in 
general orders, of the following (xiracts of general letters from tlie honorable 
the court of direct rs, under dutis (he 2G;h November and 3d Dccemlier 1838, 
and to declare their i rovisions alikea|i|incnlilp to tlie three presidencies: 

Geuernl Letter, 2(»/A November 1828. 

Psra 2. * We think it necessary to desire that no officer be withdrawn 
from his regiment for the iiurpnse of being appointed an extra or supernu- 
nierary .\id-dC'C'iinip. Any officer, so withdrawn, and wlio does not hold an 
authorized staff appoint iiiciit, will be directed to rejoin hia corps, and in no 
rase is any (jfficcr not of the regular ai d established number of Adies-de-Cainp 
to be granted any allowance as such. 

General Letter, Urd December, 1828. 

Para 17. * You are uunre of our anui anxiety that the demands for the 
Steff should be supplitd rqu.iliy fiom all the regiments in the service. Our 
orders limiting the nnnibfr tn be wiihdiawii from any one regiment tn five, 
were dated on the 25th Novimber 1838, and wc are glad to perceive from your 
general orde< of the ]7ih August 1827, arising out of a valuable suggestion by 
Lord Combermcre, tliat tlinse orders have been made more precise in their 
application. We hilly approic of (he new regulation as published by you on 
that occasion ; and we desire that it be sliiclly enforced at our several presi* 
dencies.* 

18. * Tlie rminber of officers In each regiment, placrd at your disp nsal for 
the staff, being more tliun adequate for all the demands which lisve ever been 
mode for the services of officers on detached duty, wethitik it advisable still 
further to contract the limits of seleciiuii laid down in our letter of the 25^th 
of November 1823, niid we oecordingly desire that no Hegiinentof Cavalry or 
liifkniry shall have ihree oHiceis wilhdraun for detached employment, until 
all regiinenis liuvc two;—nor four, until uil have three.’

With rt'feri'iice to the leiiiilrttiona now in force, for resiricling thewilli- 
diUWal of Ortieers from Reuiineiiliil duty forslaff emidoj incnl The Hiulit Hoiin- 
rab'e ihe governor eeneral in eoni.oil is pleased to diiect, iliat tlie f dlowiiitf ex» 
tract'! Parag>Dpli 0 of a letter, Nn. 47, from tlie lioirblc tlie court of direrlors, 
fn llie militaiy dcpui t cut, iiiidcr iliuo the 8'li 1833, be piildisbcd in

Sy Service and JffanA.—Agreeably with orders recently received from tbe 
Hon'ide the Court of Direotor>', tlie following regulation is published, (or gene¬ 
ral information. 

No officer will henceforward be appointed to fill any simation on (hn 
general staff of the Army, who shall not have served four years, three of 
which in the actual performance of regioieutal of staff duty with a corps. 
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An officer mny Imld tlie Ritiintinn of nide-de-comp after hariiifr rerved 
one .rear with hie rcuiment, but the period pueecd in that eitiiatinn, except 
nhen empinyd on field aervice, is not to be counted in the regimentul duty ua 
above prescribed. 

General ordera of the 20tli Ansintt 1811 and 18tli March 1820, are here > 
by cttncelii‘d.»G. O. G. G.,Z]st Jamtary 1823. 

The ri|iht honorable the governor general in council la pleased to direct* 
that the provisions nl gGnerul orders, niidiT date the 3 et January 1623, pres- 
cribimr the period of Borvice nrcessury to entitle an utficer to hold any sitna- 
tioii on the general stiifT of the army, ho extended to everv civil Bit‘iatioD to 
which a military officer is eligible O. G O 12/A 1825, 

In obedience to instructions, received from the honorable the court of 
directors, the governor general of India in council is (deased to revive oiid 
republish the rule laid «jnwn in paragraph 21 of general orders, dated thg 
12th August 1824, relative to appointments to the general stuff. 

‘ No officer shall be eligible to hold the situations of adjutant general, 
quarter liiasttr general, military auditor general, or commissary general, who 
has not previously a:tained the rank oK major in the army, unless he shall iiave 
actually served twenty years In India. The deputies in those departments 
must have attained the rank of ciptain in ilie army, or have served twelve 
years in India ; and the ussistiiuts, iftliev have not attained tike rank ul cap* 
tain, must have served ten years in India.’ 

The above revived rule cancels the regulation published in general orders 
by the govenimeiit ot India, under date the 24tli Septemberj 1834 O. 
G. G., dOt/i Noeembet 1835.

‘ With respect to the question raised as to the disqualifleatlon of Colimels 
cUgible by Seniority to Divisional Commands to hold certain Offices which 
they could apt hold under the present Regnhiihnis us General Officers,—We 
are of opinion that Colonels so situated oiiaht to have the option of either 
retaining their appointments, or of succeeding to Divisinnul Commands as 
Brigadier Generals ; but if they prefer the retention of their offices, the 
Divisional Communds should not afterwards be open to them, except in special 
cases to be determined by Government, and reported to us for our apprabation 
and BBDCtion.’

The favorable certificate and opinion uf the committee will be snfflclent 
authority in the first instance to render au Officer eliifible to hold the situation, 
but before he can b.-finally confirmed in it, he will be required to nndergo, with 
the aanclion of the Governor General in Cniincil, a further examination by the 
Public Rxamioers of the Cidlege of Fort William, and to obtain from them a 
favorable certificate and opinion of his qualiflcutions. And for this purpoae he 
will (on the occasion of his arrival within the Hrnlta of the Presidency Division, 
either in the course of relief or otherwise) be directed to repair to the Presideuoy. 

Dot Offi‘era within the limits uf the Presidency Division, at the time of 
their application for the siiustion of Interpreter will not be required to pass an/ 
preliminary cxaminnlinn. 

Tile forejfolnu liulcs will be applicable to all Officers recommended to officiate 
as Interpreters ; and officers now actually holding the situation of Interpreters, 
will be req'iired to pas* the examination above preacribed twelve months after 
the protiiulifHtion of this Order to th ir corps — Q. O. C C., Mth February 1823. 

The Commander'in-Chief is pleased to notify to the aiibaltern Officera of 
thermy. the scale of qualifications expected in the candidates for the office 
of Interpreter in Native corps and the testa by which such qualifications are 
to be ascertained ; viz. 

1st. A well Kfounded knowledge of the general principles of Grammar.' 

2n'i. The ability io lead and write with facility the rnodifted Persian 
charaeter of the Oordooand the Devi N agree of the Kburree Bolee. 

3rd. A colloquial knowledge of tlie Oordoo and Hindooee, sufficient to 
enable him to explain with facility, and at the moment, any orders in those 
dialects, or to transpose Ri>pnrte, Letters, &c from them into English. 

The Tests by which these qualificotiona are to be tried—are. 

lat. By well selected questions nut of the niceties, but of the general 
leading principles of Grammar. 

2dd. By viva voce conversation with the Examiners. 

3rd. By written trsrislaiions into Hindoustanee in both characters, of 
select'd Orders or llules and Hegulationa. 

4th. By reading and translating the Eagho-Bnhar in Hindoostanee ; the 
Prem Sagur iti Kburree Bolee; and theQolistanor Unwar-i'Snheily in Persian, 

It will be the duty uf eonimiitees of examination to aseertain the attain- 
ments of Candidates by the foregoing rules ; and their Reports are to sped fy 
the proficiency of the party examined, under each of those heads. 

The Coinmander-in-Chief desires it to be farther understood that previous 
examination In the College of Frrrt William, if successful, will be considereti 
as Buffieient proof of qualification ; but that the examinations which took 
place of Officers qniting the Barrasut. Institutions, will not exempt Candidates 
from the operation of the foregoing Orders .—Q O. C. C. filth Stay 1823. 

The Commander*in "Cliief impressed with the necessity of obviating the 
Inconveninence likely to arrise to the Public Service, from the appointment of 
Interpreters who are not qual fi<>d for the duties of the Office, has determined 
not to appoint any officer permanently to that situation, who shall not have 
passed an examination, and have been reported qualified for it. 

The recommendation of the Commanding Officer of the Regiment will be

Anxious to extend the application of the principle on which this deter* 
niination has been formed, and to give it practicai efficiency, the Commander* 
in*Clilef takes this opportunity of sigmfyins; to the Army, that in his aalection 
for situation, on the Siaflfg depending ou his recommendation, It is bis inien* 
lion to give ample scope to the operation of those causes, of which an Army, 
ronstituled as this is, is so essentially in need; encou'auement of merit, and 
remuneration of services —Q O. C C.,2Sth December 1827. 

Under inspertions from his Excellency the Right Honorable the Com- 
mander.in.Chief, qualified officers from the infantry branch of the sertice will 
he appointed to do duty as Interpreters and Q'larter Musters with Cavalry 
Corps, whenever Cavaly Officers who have passed the prescribed examination 
may not be available. 

Aa fiifantry Olfleers so nominated, will not be require to attend mounted

‘8. Under the special circumstances in which local Major General are 
Itlaced, we consent to their being considered as eligible to rontinne to reside 
in India, and to hold those brigade commands which they would have held 
bad their promotion not taken place, provided always that no inlerfercnre be 
permitted with the commands on the general staff allotted to the Major Gene* 
rals or Brigadier Generals, and Brigadiera of the Queen’s and the Company’s 
Yorces respectively— O. O G.O., Qth March 1838. 

The following military Letter, from the Honorable the Court of Directors, 
fo the Governor General of India iu Council, No. 3, dated the 1 llh September 
3830, ia published to the army. 

Military Departmm'^ No. 3 of 1839. Our Governor General of 
India in C ouncil^ 

We forward to yon the copy of a Letter from Lieut. General Lord Fitzroy 
Somevset, dated the 15tb instant, and of its encio urea, briiiuing to our notice, 
that the arrangements agreed upon and authorized ior the promotion and ern* 
ployment of H. M.'e Lieutenant Colonela serving in India, who are senior as 
such to our officers promoted to be Colonels and Major Generals, have not 
bem correctly understood. It will be apparent, on relerring to our letters of

Staff allotted to the Major General'or Brigadier Generals and Biigadiers of 
the Queen's and the Company’s forces, respectively. 
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3. In oar letter of the 28th Jenairy 1835 we stated that if it shall be 
found impracticable to make either of the arranjzements then aaggested for the 
employment of officers of Her Majestv’s services, vhu miuh be senior in a 
division to an officers appointed to the command of that divisioir, it would be 
iiidispensibiy necessary that the offleers so situated should be called upon to 
eonsider of the course they would have to take; and they must hare the 
option of retiring from the eouiitry os they would do if promoted to be Major 
General on a General Brevet, ond not appointed to serve on the Stuff. Wb 
have now to apprize you, that local Major Generals so situated may continue 
to reside in India unemployed, like Major Generals in oiir service, receiving the 
pay and batta of their llegiinental rank, but with the understanding that the 
brigade commands usually allotted to the Qneen'a service, shall be given to the 
Queen’s Otficers available for tbem at each presidency, according to 
Senioriry, 

London, Iffh September, 1839.^ With reference to the above letter, the 
honors'le fie President in Council is pleaded to declare: 

1. Tiiut local Major Generals of Her Majesty’s service are eligible ondec 
the appointment of Government, for employment as Brigadiers, where Queen’s 
troops are siationeri, provided that such appointment shall not interfere witll 
the commands on the Geiurul Staff allotted to company’s officers.

3. That the Brigadier’s term of serving shall be limited, as in the ease of 
Major General, to five years : and half the number years which any officer 
may have served prior to the promulgation of this order, in command of a bri> 
gade, including any temporary couituand of a division, shall bj deducted from

4. That local Major Generals of Her Majesty’s service, who prefer ra« 
maiiiinir in India in expectation of succeeding by seniority to brigade commands 
may do so, selecting their residences within the presidency in which their 
Keeiiueuts are serving, and receiving the pay and full batta of tbeir Rgimental 
rank. 

5. Tliat local Major Generals of Her Majesty's service, most hereafter ha 
held to be ineligible to retain tlie command of their respective Regiments, and 
must vacate their brigade commands on the deparrure of their Regiments from 
India, or from one presiilency to anotiier 

6. Tliat local Major Gciieraiu, of Her Majesty's service who have served, 
five years as Hi ighdiers, are not, without special saiiction, to remain in India 
in receipt of full batlu alihough ibe R egiments to which they belong may 
still continue on the India establiuhincnt 

7. That these rules shall have effect from the date of this General order. 
—6. O- P. C, iBlhJUuuurtf 1810. 

The home Buthoriiies having disapproved of clauses 3, and 6, and of the 
1st provision at ciuuae 5, of the Generut Order, dated the SOth of January last, 
the right Honorable the Governor General of India in Quoiicil in obedience to 
the instructions of the Hbn. the Court of Directors, promulgates, for general 
infurmatiun, the lollowing revised rules for the employment in India of local 
Major Gdierals of Her Mujeatyis service 

1. Local Major Generals of Her Majesty’s service, are eligible under the 
appointment Guverument, for employment as Brigadiers, where Queeu’e 
troops are stationed, provided that, such appointment shall not interfere with 
the comuiaiids on the General Staff allotted to Company’s officers. 

2. Tiie senior local Major Generals of the Regiments at each presidency 
are in preference to be so employed. 

3. The period for which local Major Generals may retain brigade com* 
mends is not restricted to any number of years, but they most vacate such 
commands on the departure of tbeir Regiments from India, or from one pre<* 
fidency to another. 

4. Isieal Major Generals of Her Msjcsty'y service, who prefer refoatnlng 
ia India,iu expectation of succeeding by seniority to brigade commands, may 
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do 80 , flelectin; their residencm ivitliin ihe presidency in which their Reeiment 
are serving, atid receiving the pav and fuli balta o! llnir Rcuiincntul rank. 

6. Local Alnjor Oenerais of Her Majesty's service, are permitted to re* 
main in India unemployed ; they arc not precluded from reiainiug the eom> 
imand of their respective Rcaiments, which they may, at their option, continue 
(•0 eiercise, provided there shall be no interfiTcnce witli the hriaade or other 
ooimands allotted to company's officers— G, O G. G 29thJulylM0. 

The following extract of a Military Letter, No. 10, dated 4tii November 
1840 from the Noi.fTable theConrt of Directors, to tlie Governor General of 
India ill Council, is published for General iiiforinutioii:

An advBoce of Rs. 5,030 granted to the officer in charge 
of the party. 

Compensation.— A Captain of Madras Horse Artillery having been ap¬ 
pointed Mfmber of a Board of Artillery Officers in Calcuiu, received full 
Regimental allowances as compensation fi)r all the alluwances including com- 
Xiand allowances ; be lost also house rent at the Presidency rate during hit 
abaenee on tlie above duty. 

GnLeupe—'An officer proceeded on leave between Masters; be did pot 
rejoin at the end of (he month, but availed himself of general leave obtained by 
him. His total lea vs did not exceed six mouths; bis regimental pay and al¬ 
lowances were passed to biqi.

In Native Infantry.—On ocfaflion of one company being added to each 
reeiniviit of iritmitiy, tlic commencement of tlie iioperior new crihipaniei*} «aa 
reelricled to the date on which the aubaidiary oidera on the subject were an** 
noujiced to the army.

Forced Ma c/ier.—Thonah troops march from one place to another lA 
fewer thuii the prescribed iiiiinbcr of marchea, extra batta ia admiaaible ouly 
for the iinmber of dxya they are actually on their march. 

Artillery Drafts.—K captain of artillery, serving at Pum-Diim, waa re¬ 
moved to a company on full batta. On bei; g struck off hia late company, he 
waa order<>d to laki^ charge of drafts, and he was detained for B«)me lime with 
them at Onm-Diim. Full batta was passed to him from the date of being 
struck off his late company, because had he not Iteen detained on the above 
apecial duty, he would have drawn full batta from that date. ' 

Unexpected Detention ,—A regimcMit was ordered to hold itself in readi¬ 
ness fora spt'ciiied duty from a certain date; but its destination was afterwards 
altered, and it did not aetiinlly march till long after the date named ; but aa 
carriage was eiitcrlHined from tlie date first ordered, extra batta waa aauctioo* 
ed fur the corps from that date.

Comi.enmtuin.-~'\ major urrieral commanding a brigade, proceeding on 
service was pItiCv'd ill charge of a divUion, and the senior field olflcer of the 
force (not belofiylng to that brigade) without a line commund, was placed in 
command of the brigade.

5. Government having been pleased, at the reenmmendolian of t e Ma¬ 
rine Board, to remove the interdict hitherto preventing veesnls being under 
way In the river under any qircumaiaiicev during the night, I am directed, 
with a view to prevent, as far ai possible, any accident from arising from the 
permisaton now given (or the fiiriherenceof tlie interests of vessels paasing up 
and down the river, to desi e, that you will be particular in attending to the 
following directiona which the pilot la ordered strictly to require your attenlion 
to, while your vessel is between CHlcatta and Sangor. 

Vessels at anchor, are after dark till day*light, to shew a light at the 
starboard foreyard arm. 

Veasels under way with a steamer, are, In likemsnner, to shew a light on 
each foreyard arm ; the steamer showing one, where most convenient, 

‘Vessels under way without a steamer, are to show a light at the fore-top« 

gallant* mast* hesd. 

6. Immediately on yonr arrival at Calcutta, yon are to report yourself 
personally at the Master Attendant’s office, and at yonr earliest convenience to 
•ommunacate to him in writing the name, and residence of the parties to whom 
the bills forpilotage, dec., are to be presented for pay merit. You are further re- 
qiirsted, prior to quitting yonr vessel, on arrival at Calcutta, to give, nr cniise 

" your chief officer to give, the pilot a eertifleate of your actual registered ton- 
’ iiage.ani of the draft of water ac which your vessel has been piloted, as also, 
that she has or has not been accompanied by a rn'.v-bnat, iii oroer that the bills 
for pilotage and port dues may be correctly made out. 

7. Should your ship or vessel be coming up to Calcutta, you are to land 
yonr gunpowder at the magazine at Moyapore, previous to passing that place, 
on no account retaining on board more than one hnndcred pounds weiglit; auy 
quantit} beyond that weight being liable to seizure if found on board. 

^ 0. It is hereby further notified to you, that you are strictly prohibited 

from throwing overboard, inro any part of the river, ballast of any description 
whatever, under a penalty of t’os.’dls- 500. 

9. Under the act No. XIV of passed by tha Right TIon’ble the 

Governnr*Genoral of India in Council otttie Legislative Department, under date 
SOth May, 1830, you are required, immediately on the receipt of this letter, to 
insert under their*proper heads, in the accompanying printed form of manifest, 
all the particulars which are specified tliereio, reltlive to the goods, wares, and 
marchandize laden on board the under 

year command ; and, after filling up the document, to return it, duly attested 
under yonr signntiire, to the pilot in charge of your vessel, to enable tfiht officer 
to transmit the same to my address, by the first dak that may be despatched 
from Kedgeree after the entrance of the vessel into the rivef. 

10. The pilot, I am instructed In add, is prohibited, by the orders of tho 
Right Honorable the Governor of Bengal, under the powers conferred by tl c 
Bih section of the aforesaid act, from briin. lug the ves el higher op the rivir 
Hooghly than Kedgeree, until the manifest of her import cargo shall have 
beep furiilshed to him. 

11. 1 am further directed to Inform yon, that tinder the 5th section of 
the saM act, if the above manifest sball not contain a full and true specification 
•fall the goods imported on the vessel under your command, yon will be lia¬ 
ble to a fine of o.ie thousand rupees (rs. 1,Q00) and any goods or paekages that 
may be found on board in excess of the manifest so delivered to the pilot, or 

' . 4 iilbring in quality or kind or in marks and numbers,from the specification 
contained therein, will tie liable to be seixed and confiscated, or to be charged 
with Bueh increased duties as maybe determined by the Board nf Customs, 
Salt and Opium. In the event of there being a deficiency In the packages or 
Eooda entered in the manifest, you are liable, uirder the said Act, to a penalty

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packRire <ir unknown valne and for twice the emount of duty ebarcrMble oil 
goudii detifieia and uiiacfoiiiiled f»r, if capable of beinc Biseaeed lherewltii« 

12. Iti the event of vour veDael retiiajiinu outside or below.> Kedeeree, 
you are required by the said Act lo deliver the tnaiiifesl, so duly filled up anti 
Hitested, lu the pilot, iinniedialely on the vessel being brought to anchor ; and 
if you siiould iiegieet to deliver the saiil manifest for the space of tWenty*fonr 
Itiiurs after ihe vessel s'lall have anchored, you will be liable to a fine of one 
tliuiisHiid rupees (iis. 1.000) 

I'l I am directed, with reference to the 15tk Section of Act No. XYII. 
ol 1B37, to desire that you will deliver every letter and packet on board your 
vcfsel not specially entrusted for separate delivery, to the dak peon, who may 
first board your vessel ; and 1 am to add that by the next Sections of thw 
above Aei, you are liable to a penally, not exer.^dim; Hiipees 1,000, for any 
wilfai neuleft in this particular, wliich penally, will assuredly be levied, ino 
B'aiices leaving occuried of Commanders wilfully detaiiiing their packets. 

)4 Yiiii are to observe.| that the Cullecior of Government Customs will, 
upon HPfilii'arion bt iug made toiiiin, grant receipts iur all goods which may bo 
l.iii li'd from your sli p or vessel, lodged in the Custom House, end he will be 
I• sponsible for delivering from the Custom House all goods for which receipta 
shall liuve been granted ; but should you, your Officers, or passengers, omit to 
take sui-li receipts upon your goods being landed and hidged as aboxementioned 
you or tliey will not he entitled to indemiiificaiiun, fur any of them that may ha 
lust in pussiiig llirough the Custom House.

REGULATIONS. 

POU THK GUIDANCE OP COMMANDBIIB AND OTIIEER, BELONGING 70 
SUirs AND VESSELS KB80RTINO TO THE POUT OF CALCUITA. 

Under orders of Government in the General Department, 
dated 5th August 1835. 

1st. As the harbour master is held responsible for the movements of all 
ships and vessels, to and from the stream, requiring his assistance, the Offieere 
of his depaitmeiit are not to be inlerferied with in ilie execulinn of such im¬ 
portant duty. After a sliip or vessel is monrrd in a clear and safe berth in the 
stream, she is not to be shified, unless for tlie purpose of haaling into dock, 
or to the liniioruhle eompuiij’s moorings, and except in rases of emergency. 

2nd. All applications to take in or cast oiF from the mooring'’, or for 
other assislaiiees fiooi the harbour master’a department, are to be made in 
writing to tlie rnasier attendant, who will direct the harbour master accord* 
iugly. Applirations will lie coin|ilied with according to priority of date. 

3d. On sliips nr vessels arriving off f'alcuita, tlicy are to have their jib 
and driver booms rigged in as soon as practicable, and remain so till the pilot 
tak- s rh irge. 

4th. Ships and vessels laying in the stream, or at the honorable com* 
paoy’s moorings, shall have at lea-1 one anchor at the bow with a cable bent, 
and ranged, ready for lett ng go at all times. 

htlt. No ship nor vessel sliall make any hawser or rope fast to any of the 
Honorable Oornpany’s mooring buoys, except for the purpose of warping into a 
bertli, under the direction of the harbom master, or hia Bssistaatjand espeeialiy 
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BO warps are to be out during the niabt, on aeennnt of the risk of boats being; 
thereby upset, and the almost certainty of thetoaseMuent ioss ol lives. 

6th. Serious accidents havine taken place in transporting vessels, h'om 
thp circumstance of one ship letting ao another’s warp, while in the art of 
moving, commanding Offierra are to permit warps to be made fast, and ta 
keep them so until requested to let them go. All vessels in the port of 
Calcutta are enjoined to assist earh other, while in the act of warpi g. 

7th. The Harbour Master’s Asshtaiits are dir>cted to take care, in hanling 
abips or vessels into dock, that the waist anchors are got no out of the chsins, 
Biid to ere that no projections whatever, beyond the ship’s sides, (wiiich can 
be removed) be suffered to remain. 

8tb. All ships or vessels moored In the stream, are to keep a clear hawser, 
to prevent accidents necurring. 

9th. Commanding officers of vessels are strictly prohibited from boiling 
pitch, damtner, or rosin on board, to prevent accidents by tire. They are also 
isoliibited from throwing overboard ballast or rubbish,of any kind, deir.meit> 
lal to the bed of the rivers. 

lOlli. Commanding Officers of ships or vessels laying under fours, or at 
any of the Hon'ble Company’s moorings, are to slack down tlieir cables, to 
enable vessels to pass over them, when required by the Officers of the Harbour 
Muster’s department to do so, 

11th. Siiips or vessels meeting with any accident, or causing damage to 
others while in charge of an Officer under the authority of Muster Attendant 
have no clainl on Oovcriiment for such damage ; but the parties ooncerned are 
to represent thecase to the Master .Attendant who will take such cogiiizdiice of 
the same ua tlie meriis of the rase may appear to r< quire. 

12th. In order to avoid misconception ns to the resimnsibilitv of Govern¬ 
ment for the safety of ships and vessels making use of tlie llniinrahle Cbmpanv's 
chaio moorings, the Gnvernor'General in Conneil has been pleased In direct, 
that it be explicitly notified to tlie public that Government does not guarantee 
the safety of any ship or vessel which may use those moorings. 

13'h. Government have been furtlier pleased to prohibit rnmmand'rs of 
all ships and vessels from moving them In any part of the rirers, unless they 
have a pilot or ail Officer from the Ilurliour Master’s deparintent on 
under penalty (independently of such consequences as the nwnei* nr enm- 
xnaiiders may be subject to by law, on the part of individuals,) of tno 
hundred Sicca Rupees, for every breach of tills pruliibition, 

14th. Finslly, you are hereby informed, that no pilot will be allowed to 
take charge of your ship, outwards, uiiiil a certificate from the Marine Fey 
Master shall have been presented at t"e Master Attendant’s Office, stating 
that all port charges due on her account have been paid. 


Notice is hereby given that vessels engaging the Honorable Company’s 
moorings, are liable to be removed from one mooring to anotiier at the discre¬ 
tion of the Master Attendant whenever he may consider such a measure neces¬ 
sary, either for the general convenience of the port or the particular safety of 
tiny other vessel. Of course on such occasion no charge will be made against 
the vessel removed.

Whereas it hath hitherto been the prui tice for shipa importinE at Cal« 
cnita, to retHiii their tfnnpnwder on hoiird while laying in the port ;and where* 
as, the expinsinii of a larvie quantity of gunpowder on board of ship, lying off 
the town, mixlit be attended with the most destructive consequences to the 
town, to the inhahitants thereof, and to the shippinit in the port; and whereaSf 
instMOces have occurred of shot being fired into the town of Calcutta, and into 
the country adjacent, )iy ships saliitiiii; Fort William, or firing guns on other 
occasions, iiis Exc’i I'ocy the Itlost Noble the Governor General in Council, 
with a view of obviatini.' il)« serious consequences which might ensue from a 
consequence of these irregular end dangerous practices, baa been pleased to 
eslablish the following rules. 

1. The commanders of all vessels bound to the port of Calentta, and 
proi'erding up to the town of t'alentta, or to anv other part of the river above 
iliiyspore are rquired on or before ilnir arri< a! off iMoyaporp, to land at the 
in ipaznie, whii-h Ii.i8 been erected at that place, all (he gnitpowder which they 
may have on boird, (whether contained in barrels, or made tip into ammuni¬ 
tion) exceeding the quantity of «me hundred pounds, which quantity every ves¬ 
sel is perniittcd to retriin on board, for the purpose of firing salutes or signals 
in eases of distn ss. Odieers appointed by Goveriiineiii, will take charge of the 
Kuripowder immediately on its being conveyed to the shore at vloyapurp, and 
will deposit it in the rnagnzine. Comimnders of vessels are required to murk 
the iiaines of their respective vessels on the barrels and packages of gunpow¬ 
der, previously to their tteing landed. A receipt for the gunpowder will be 
grunted by tlie otficer in charge of the magazine. 

2. In order that vessels may be deluiiied as short a time as possible for 
(he delivery of their gniipnwder, ernnmanders of vessels are required, oncom¬ 
ing ill sight of Moyitpore, to hoist a fiag at the fore*top-mast-head, whereupon 
the oflicer in i-harge of tlie iiiag'iziiie, will iinmeiliately order p rsoiis to be iu 
readiness at ilic river side to receive the giiopovviler. 

3. Gunpuvder sliall not be lauded or received into the magazine be¬ 
tween sunset and sunrise. 

4. The cmninaiiders of vessels nut vard bound, which may require gun¬ 
powder fur their outward voyage, shall not take gimp iwder on board in any 
part of the river above Moyapore, with the exception of quantity not exceeding 
one hundred pounds, for the purposes before mentioned. Should any gunpow¬ 
der have been landed from any vessel, when inward boaud, and deposited la 
the magazine, the gunpowder will, upon the application of the commander of 
the vessel to the officer in eiiarge of the magazine, (aiich application being ac¬ 
companied by the receipt granted on the deposit of the gunpowder in the ma¬ 
gazine) be eonveyed to the river side, and delivered to such person as may be 
aciit to take eliurge of it. 

5. In future, vessels entering the port of Calcutta, shall not at any time, 
whilst lying in any part of the river between Moyapore and Calcutta, have on 
board without the express sanction of Goveroment, any quantity of gunpowder 
exceeding one hundred pounds for thepurpoiea before mentioned ; the CollectBr 
•f the Government Customs Is hereby empowered and directed, should he hAve 
reason to believe that a quantity of gunpowder exceeding one httiidred pounds 
has been received on board of any vessel, to cause the vessel to be searched 
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and shoald any greater quantity be fnund on board, to arise tbe aame. The 
collector ia.alsq efnpQwered.aiift 4i''^ct^d,,tq.aeizp «ny anautluirised-quantity of 
IjruDpbwdrr which may be attempted to be shipped on any Teesel, in oftposition 
to the rules herein prescribed; all such aunpowrier so seised, shall be liable to 
conflscatioii; the poliecior shall immedlaiely send all the ijuiipowder so seized 
to the magazine in Fort William, and shall report the circumstance of the case 
to tbe board of trade; the Collector shall not grant sport qlearance for any 
such vessel from which gunpowder shall have been so seised, wi>hout tbe ex¬ 
press authority of the Ouvernor-General in Cituncil. ' 

6^ <)nc-|inlf of the estimated value of all gunpowder which may be con-i 
flsrated under this regulation, shall be granted in equal proportions to the 
Collector of the Customs and his deputy ; the ren'aining moiety sliall be gran¬ 
ted in equal proportions to the informer and to the officer assisting in making 
the, seisure. 

..7*, The eommsnders of vessels lying at Diamond Harbour, or in any 
other part of the river below Moyapore,. will be permitted to deposit theis 
gunpowder in the magazine at.Moyapure. 

8. Pursuant to the orders contained In the 5th article of these regu¬ 
lations, I,he commanders of bI 4 vessels now laying in the port of Calcutta, 
having on board a quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, are 
required to send the quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, 
whjo^ they may have ou board of t^heir respective aliips, or any plHce on 
iho(«, to the magazine at Movepure. If the commander of any vea-el shall 
nut conform to this requisition, he shall be liable to the peiigities stated in tha 
5tb article. 

9. Tbe commander of all vessels Iving off the town of Calcutta, or any 
part of the river between the town and Ivedgercc, are prohibited from flring 
guns (excepting for the purpose of saluiiiig Fort Williuin, or for signals in 
ease of the vessels being in distress) for any purpose whatever, without haviug 
previously obtained the permissinii of His M'ljesty’sjusiiues of the |)eaae for 
the town of Calcutta. When guns shall be fired iruoiany ship for the purpose 
of salnliiig Fort William, or for signals in c^se of tiie ship biing in distress, 
and also in cases in which guns may be fired wiih the permi'siou of the 
justices of tbe peace, the commander of the ship is cijoined to be particularly 
careful that tlieguns be not shotted.

PILOTAGE AND PORT DUES. 

Notice is hereby given, that in consequence of the recent change in the cur- 
renry, the Marine Board have obtained the sanction of the Bight Honorable tiio 
Governor of Beogal to the following modified rales of charge leviable oo accoiiiit 
of pilotage and port dues, which are to come into operation on the 1st proximo.

Notices touching Pori charges at Calcutta^ for the information and 
guidance of Owners and Cemv/urndtcrs of vessels. 

The Marine boaid having lately, under the urdera of Governmeot, been 
engaged iu revising the general regula^ona of the Marine Department, hearing 
on the shipping frequenting the port, request tha particular attention of owners, 
ageBtt,aud commaudera ot veuels, to the followlng-arrangeaienta iu.oounectuia 
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with the charget on aeeonnt of pilotage, &e., framed with a view to the notaal 
eonvenience of the Bffarine Department and the shipping interests. ' 

, First.—Commanders are requested, prior to qoltting their vessels on arrival 
off Calcutts, to fill up and certify, or cause to be ttlled up and oertifled, a fot^ ^ 
of certificate shewing the actual registered tonnage; the draft of wafer; and 
whether the vessel has or has not been togged by steamer any part of the way^ 
or has not had the use of a ro«v>boat, which form will be ihrnished to the pilots 
in order to the bills of the vessels twing correctly made out. 

. Second.—Commanders are farther request^, as early after their arrival aa 
possible, to notify, in writing, to the Master Attendant, the name and residence ' 
of the reference for the payment of bis vessel's bills. 

, Third.—(m the receipt by the Master Attendant of the above certifleato 
and written reference for payment, a single bill will be prepared, including 
inward pilotage, light^house duty, Mnyapore Magaaine duty, and row boat 
hire, ^if any) which, togetlier with a certificate, will be forwarded to the Ma> 
^ine Pay. Master for oollection within fifteen days of the arrival of the vessel 
and having oq it the name and residency of the party referred to for pay> 
ment, which commanders are requested to furnish to the Master Attendant In ‘ 
writing as early afipr their arrival ag practicable, that that Officer may mora 
readily he enabled to present it. By this arrangement all the charges connect* 
ed with the vessel up to her arrival off Calcutta, vf ill be embodied in one bill 
Instead of, as hitherto, being made in separate bills. 

Fourth.—In the event of vessels docking, or being transported at the deaira 
of the commander, it is requested that a certificate may be given by the com* 
maiidiiig officer of the operation having been performed, in order to Us acooiD* 
panying the bill when presented for pgyment tq the referee. 

Fitth.t—Tbe practice of charging for haqliug to the chain moorings, for 
their monthly hire, and for hauling from the moorings in separate bills, is 
discontinued, and henceforward one bill will be prepared, including the cliarga 
for iiauliog to the moorings, that for occupying them', and that for hauling from 
them; and commanders are requested to give, or cause their commanding offi¬ 
cers to give, to the master attendant or the harbour master, certificate of tba 
date of hauling to and fronq the moorings, which certificate, as before, will ac- 
tompany the bill when presented for payment. The hire of the moorings will 
be charged for tlie day on which the vessel is hauled thereto, without refereuea 
to the period of the day ; and, in like manner, no charge will be made for tha 
day on which she hauls from her moorings, however late in the day she may 
quit them. The charges e ninected with the chain moorings will thus be em¬ 
bodied in one bill and be discharged in one payment, instead of three or more, 
according to the number of months the vessel occupied the moorings. 

Sixth.—the system of charging outward pilotage ou an estimated draft of 
water with an addition of ten per cent, subject to adjustment after the veaael 
has sailed, and of charging a certain number of days for a row-boat subject to 
a like ^ustment, is abolished; and in luture, the outward pilotage andcharga 
for ruf^uut hire on outward-bound vessels, will be made as follows: 

When the vessel is finslly laden, the commander is to give notiee thereof 
to the master attendant, when the draft of water is to be ascertsined and cer¬ 
tified by the commander or ciiminandiug officer ou the part of the vessel, and 
by the harbour master on the part of gurernment,—subject, in case of dispute, 
t» the decision of the master attendant. On receipt of the certificate, the 
master attendant will cause a bill to made out for the regular amount of pi¬ 
lotage, for the row-boat hire according to an average rate with reference to the 
aixe of the vessels and the season uf the year, fixed by a marine committee which 
lately sat at the Bunkshall, the majority of which was composed of members of 
houses of agency and commanders uf ships. The bill and certificate will bepre- 
aented in due course for payment. 

Seventh.—Aa however, it frequently happens that vessels are taking in 
cargo or filling their water up to the last day of their departure, or that from 
other causes the bills for the ebain moorings and outward pilotage cannot b# 
made out till the eva oi departure; owners, agenta and eomnuuadera ere la 
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raeli diet psrticafarly required, with s view to despatch, to eause an indivi* 
daal to attend at the Bankshall and eipedite the tranerninBion of tlie hill and 
certificate to the hoard for registry, and to the nay office for colleotion ; at 
each of which otficea they may in each cases depend upon the most ready 
and special attention* 

Bl((hth.— Id the event •'fa vessel beine taeeed any part of the way down 
by steam,or not having the use of a rnw*boat, commanders are to obrain from 
the pilot, at Kedegree a certificate to that effect, which they should forward hy 
dak to their .agents. On receipt thereof agents are reqiiested to make out a bill 
against the Uon’ble Company for the ^ deductionfrom the pilotage allowed, if 
tugged by ateam, or for tiie row-boat hire paid, as the case may be, and to 
forward it, together with the certificate, to the marine board for audit and 
payment. 

Ninth.»In casee where a vesael leaves Calcntta, avowedly intended to fill 
up cargo at some place below, the pilotage will be charged at the draft at which 
ahie-leaves Calcntta in like manner, though at the reduced amount, as if she had 
proceeded to sea ; and with respect to the subsequent pilotage charge, from 
the place at which the vessel takes in the additional cargo, to sea, owners or 
•gents of vessels will be required to furnish a special guarantee to pay tha 
■mount chargeable according t<> a certificate of the draft of water to be signed 
by the commander or commanding ofijoer and pilot. 

Tenth.—Six sets of moorings at Diamond Harbour having been fitted sow- 
aially to enable vessels arriving in distress from loss of anchor aiid cablea to ba 
mdiiy moored, the charge will be Co.’s -Ha- 50 for mooring and unmooring, 
■ad liie daily hire the same as for the moorings at CaleoUa. The moorings will 
•f ronrse bea vailable to vessels not in distress from loss of anchors and rabies, 
bat the harbour master will be instructed at all times to keep two sets vacant 
daring the S. W. monsoon tp meet casualties. 

Eleventh.—Annexed is a statement of the several port and pilotage 
abarges, and the marine board trusts, that with these and the certificate of the 
eommanders or commanding officers before them, owners and agents of vessrls 
will.at ail times, be enabled readily to ascertam the correctnesa of the bilU 
and to disehirge them on preaeatatioa.

Notice ia hereby given, that the deduction on iliat account cannot be recoveretl 
in that way, 'The Pilotage is payable in advance, and bills for the full amount 
most be paid whether a Vessel is tugged by a Steamer nr not. If she Is, a bill 
must afterwards be made out fhr the usual deduction on that account and 
presented at this Office, when it will be passed if correct and accompanied bj 
the Pilot’s Certificate, specifying that Steam was employed and to what ex<i 
tent, whether in part nr entirely out to Sea. Without that document no auch 
claims can be admitted. The attention of Owners and Agents of Ships to tbia 
notiScaiion is earnestly requested.

The Right Hon'ble the Governor-General in council, is pleasetl to direct, 
that the following rules and regniations, relative to lascara and Other Astatic 
deamen, be published for general informalimi. 

RohBB AND REGiTLATiONS —Made, ordained and publislmd by tha 
Right Honorable the Quvernor-Oeiieral of Fort William in BeiigBl, iu council, 
in pursuance of an act of Parliament of the 4th October, the 4tb George the 4ib, 
c. 80, passed on the 31st day of January in the year of Our Lord 1828, to be ob¬ 
served by maiilers officers and owners of ships and vesaels trading under the 
Bulhnrlty of the said act, the crews of which ships, and vessels shall wholly 
or in part composed of Asiatic sailota, lascars or hativea of any terrftnriea, 
countries, Islands, or places^ within ihe limits of the charter of the Voited 
Company of Merehsuts of Biigland trading to the East ludies. 
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Belt ordained by the Ri^ht Honorabfe Wiiliam JPitt Earl Amherat, 
<3nTrrnor«Qrneral of Port Vt illiam in Bengal, in connril, by rirtue of the pnw" 
er» ill him vested by the said Act, that from and after the publication hereof. In 
the manner hereiii>a4er directed, the folloffinir rules and re^cnlaHona shall 
be observed by masters, Officers, and owners ol ships and vessels tradingr under 
the authority of the said Act, the crews of which ships and vessels shall ba 
wholly or in part composed of Asiatic sailors, iascars or natives of any of the 
territories, countries, islands, nr places within the limits of the charter of the 
said Unbed Company, whilst sacli Asiatic sailors, Iascars, or natives shall be 
or hoard such ships or vessels, and whilst absent from the countries or places 
to which they shall respectively belonu, and until they shall be carried back 
to the places to which they belong, or from whence they hare been taken. 

I. Every such ship or vessel, which sliall clear out from any port or 
place in any territory, country, or island, nndc' the Government of the said 
United Company, nr beloiiL'ing to His Majesty within the liniita aforesaid, npou 
any voyage to the United Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland, or to any 
port or place b> yond the limits of the charter of the said United Compony, and 
every such ship nr vesstl which shall arrive at any port or place in the aaid 
United Kingdom, and every such ship or vessel which having cleared out from 
any port nr place, in anv territory, country, or island as aforesaid, shall arrive 
at any port or place without the tlielimita of the charter of the said United Com* 
pany, shall be provided with an expert anrgenn, of ability and knowledge ; and 
in each case, before any such ship or vessel shall e'ear out from ony port nr 
place under the Government of the said'United Company, or belonging to Hia 
Majesty, within the limits afore'^aid, such Surgeon shall be previously examined 
by the Medical Board, or by such medic.il person or persons, as shall be ap¬ 
pointed for that purpose by the Government, or principal Officer of the port or 
place from whence such sliip or vessel shall clear nut; and no surgeon shall be 
deemed a fit surgeon, unless he shall be testified by such Medical Board, or by 
sneh other medical person or persons, to he duly qualified, and such surgeon shall 
be retained and entertained on board such eliip or vessel, during the whole voyage 
(unavoidable casualties excepted) by and at the expense of the owner or own¬ 
ers of such ship or vessel, and shall administer such medical and surgical aid as 
sliall he requisite to the Asiatic sailors, Iascars, and natives on board of sneh 
ship or vessel during the voyage on wliich such ship or vessel shall proceed or 
be bound ; and every such ship or vessel shall also he furnished, at the lik# ex¬ 
pense, with a proper quantity and essorlment of medicines fit for the said Asi¬ 
atic sailors, iascars, and natives ; and it sliall and may be lawful for the Go¬ 
vernment, nr principal officer of the port or place where auchahip or vessel may 
be, under the Government of the aaid United Company, or belonging to His 
Majesty, within the limits aforesaid, and before such ship or vessel shall clear 
out, to appoint any medical person or persons to examine the quantity, quality, 
and assortment of such medicines ; and such ship or vessel sliall not be permit¬ 
ted to clear nut from such port or place as iiforesaid ; until the Government, or 
principal officer thereof, shall be duly 8ali«fled, that a sufficient quantity and 
proper assortment of such medicines shall liave been furnished ; provided a]'« 
ways, that If such owner or owners, master or other commanding officer of any 
such ship or vessel, which may be intended to he cleared out from any port or 
place niider tlie Ovivernmeiit of the said United Company, or belonging to Hia 
Majesty, within the limits aforesaid, after using due diligence and reasonable 
and proper means in that behalf, shall not be able to procure or retain an ex¬ 
pert surgeon, duly qualified as aforfsaid, and each owner or owners, master or 
Other commanding offirer, shall represent the same in writing to the Government, 
or principal officer of (he port or place where such ship or vessel may be, toge¬ 
ther with a true statement of the means that have been adopted or employed 
to procure a fit surgeon as aforesaid, then it ahull and may be lawful for the 
Government or principal officer of the port or place, where such ahip or vessel 
may be, on being duly salisfled that a fit surgeon cannot be procured, to autho¬ 
rise and permit such ship or vessel, by a licence In writing, to be in (hat behalf 
gignted by the Secretary for the time being of each Government, or by the 
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|irinri|>«l officer of such other port gr place at af»i'eeai«f, to dear out and pro* 
I eed on the \oyaije then intended, nriihmii liavintt aneh aarvenn of board, any 
iliin|! herein Goutaiued to the contrary thereof n .twithatanding. 

II. That every such ship or teMcI which ehali navifrated by the 
prnporliiin of llritish aearnen, directed by the fv»enty>first aectron of the 
raid Act of Parliament, that is to eay, by four lirifisli seamen as part of the 
crew fur irety hundred tons of the reuiatcred burtiien of such ship or vessel, a'lid 
so in proportion for any port of a liiiiidred tons, ehsll he manned with not less 
than six ofiuch Asiatic tailors, lascsrs, or ■•alive, bcintf no n, or five men and 
ivru buys for every hundred tons of the reitister« d burthen of such ship or vessel, 
faiid one man more fur every ten tons beyiimi the lust even liundred tone thereof, 
in addition lolhe.paid proportion of Briii.b seamen, and every such siitp or vee* 
sei, the crew whereof slinli be in part composed of such Asiatic saiiors, lascars, or 
natives,and which shall not he riaviuHte«i by the proporiiimof Hritish seamr'n 
abovenientinned, bill which shall, hr virtue of tlie tweiily-seeond Si c ion of the 
said Act of Parliumenl, be licensed to vail anil evrry on iic voynee with a less 
)> 0 . nitioh of llriiiBh seamen than rtqniied hy the said twenty-first section of 
liie Act of Parliament, shall be manned with siicli a propnition of such Asiatic 
sailors, larcars, or naiites, to the reitiatercd bin then of such sliip nr vessel, as is 
iiereiiiHlter specified, (that is to say) wlieii the number of sin-h Hritish seamen 
bltali be three for every liundred tons of tlie reui-tered burthen of such ship or 
\cssLi,and so ill proportion for any partoi a hundred tons, the number of such 
Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, sliali be seven men and one boy for every each 
liundred tuns, and one man more for every ten beyond the last even huiidred 
Ions, in addiiion to thessidproportion of Britisli seamen^ when the number of 
uiich British seamen shall be two for every hundred tons, of the retiistererl 
burtiien of such ship or vessel, and so in proportion for any iMkrtofa hundred 
itiiis, the number of such Asiatic sailors,lascars, nr i.atites shall bo nine, behiii 
men, or ei(tlit nicii or two boys for every such hnndied tons and one man 
iiiuie fur every ten tons beyond the last even hunilred tuns thereof, i i addition 
to the Said proportion of British scsineii; when the tiuniber of such Briti-h 
sesinen shall be one for fvery hundred tons of the registered burthen of snelt 
sliip or vessel, the number of sucb Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, shall he 
i«ti men and one boy for every such liundred tons, in addition to the said 
propnition of British seumeii, nud wlieu such sliip or vessel shall be navigated 
by any British scHnien,.exclnsive of the mates or officers, and the number ot 
sich Biiiish seamen bIihII be less than one for every hundred tons of the re* 
Ifisiered burthen of sucli vessel, the numlier of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or 
natives, shall be eleven, being men, nr ten men and two boys for every such 
hundred tuns,and one man more for every ten tons lieyoiul the last even hun* 
lired tuns inadditiou to the suid prnporlion of Brili>ib seainen ;aiid every such, 
ship or vessel, the crew whereof sliall be wliolly composed of such Asiatia 
sailors, Issears, or natives, or which aliall, with the exception of the mates oc 
officers, be wlioUy composed of such Asiatic sailors, luscarg, or iiulives, sliall b» 
Iirovtded with a auiiner, a carpenter, a caulker, and the usual number of aea* 
vuiiniea,and sliall exclusively of sueli officers, gunoer, carpenter, caulks'', sea* 
cuntiies Slid servants, in such ship or vessel, be manned wlili not less th.m 
twelve of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or na ivesbeiiiemen,oy eleven men anil 
two boystoreiery hundri-d tuusoi the regis’ered burilNtn of such ship or vessel,, 
mid one uiaii tuuiefor every ten tons beyond tlie last evi'ii liundred tons thereof. 

III. Every sucli ship or vessel slnill be furnished and provided by, and at 
the expenses of the owners or owner of such ship or vessel, with a suffleieni 
Q.iiaiitily'of wbuteaome and good provisions and with a sufficient qiiaiitity of 
fuel propi rly adapted for the use of the Asiatic sailors, lascars aud aatives, 
who may embark, or who duruig the voyage, may be onboard such s^<p or 
vessel, and such provisions siiali be regulary sprved out to such Asiatic Sailors, 
lascars and tialives, during tlie course of such voyage, in manner following, that 
is to say, wlienever such sliip or vessel, during the course of such voyage,,gligR 
tie wltbiu the tropics, agreeably to be iBideratenitpued ecgle, 
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Ani whenever such ship or vessel, fluring the course of such voyase, shull 
pass heyoiid ihe lro|»i«, either to the tiortiiwani or somliwftrd, then in'addnioii 

to the foreitoingscaleoruUowuuce, shall be added food of a more iioiirMhtiiir 

quality, viz. 
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And in addition to the above mentioned stork of pr(»vitionai and other 
article* herein before mentiontd, the owners or owner of every sneh ship or 
vf ssei herein before mentioned, shall also lay ina stork of tobacco, sufficient for 
the biipply of at least three-fourths of the Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives on 
hoard, for the voyace, at the rate of one-half seer, nr one pound weitfht,perman, 
per month, to be served oat to such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or iiatives, when 
their own pri\ate stock of those artirles shall have bren exhausted, which 
toliaecn shall be estimated at twenty per cent, on the prime cost of the article, 
sorb prime erst, to he certified by the insperiinir nr other officer appointed for 
ibat piiriiose, and the price of such tobaeco, to be deducted at the#nd of the 
vnyaee, from the wages of such man to whom the same shall have been anppli'- 
ed ; and the entire quaniitv of proviaions and other articles, which ahail be 
] id in for the u‘e of the said Asiatic sailors, lascars and native as aforesaid, 
shall be estimated as follows ; viz. to Burope, North Ainericu, the Eastern Coast 
of .South America, and the Western Coast of America, respectively, customary 
proviainns for six months and food of a more mourishint; quality for fimr months. 
To N^w Sbuth VITalfs.customary provisions for four months, and food of a more 
noiirishiitg quantity for two months. And it is hereby directed, that a stock of 
fuel and wnter shall be laid in, by every such ship or vessel as aforesaid, for the 
supply of the Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives on board; that it shall be 
in piopnrtinii to the stuck of other provisions taken on board as afo.e-aid; 
and that tlie said stock of watc r shall be in proportion to the cumber of Asiatic 
sailors, lascars or other natives on board of sucii ship or vessel as afore¬ 
said, and that in particular the said stuck of water so taken in for the supply 
of the Asiatic sailors, lascars, and other natives, ahull be of suffich nt quantity 
to allow for every Asiatic saiinrs, lascars, nr nther native on board of such ship 
or vessel during the saiil voyage, one gallon at the least for each day ; provided 
sinuys, that whenever ilie seucunnies, or any other p-rt of the crew of such 
Hhip t'f I easel shiili he Anglo* Asiatic or native Portuguese, they shall be victual¬ 
ed us Huropean seamen. 

IV. Kvery such ship or vessel shall be furnished end provided by, and at 
the expense of the owner or owners of such Bhip or vessel, and for the use of 
Mich Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives, who may embark or be on board such 
ship or vessel during the intended voyage, the following bedding and clothing; 
VIZ. otie bed, to consist of three country blankets sewed together. One pillow ; 
atufied together with blunkeling. One blanket, one jacket and one pair of 
irowsers with feet, made of four yards of Eiiropean red'of blue cloth. Ona 
jacket and one pair of tiowsers with feet, made cither of Bnropeau cloth or 
country blanketing. One pair of shoes, two woollen caps, two pairs of 
vvoolleu mittens, ^or each man. And that such bedding and cloth shall ba 
•lelivered out to such Asiatic sailors, lascars, and natives as aforesaid who may 
uiit be previously supplied therewitli, whenever such ship or vessel shall be in 
any latitude to the northward of twenty-four degrees north latitude, or to tlia 
soutliward of twenty-four degieea south latitude, and that such bedding and 
clothing shall thereupon become the property cf the persoits to whom tba 
Same shall be delivered. Provided always that no Asiatic sailor, or native, 
shall be entitled to receive more than one set of bedd<ug aud of clothing in 
the course of one voyage ; and that the owners or owner of such ship or vessel, 
aupplying sucli bediling or clothing, sliall be at liberty to deduct from the 
wages of eacli Asiatic sailor, lascar and native, as aforesaid, who shall ba 
supplied with sueb bedding or clothing, in addition to the prime cost twenty 
per Cciii. ou the articles respectively supplied to any such Asiatic sailor, lascar 
or until e, as aforesaid, and which said prime cost shall be certified by thn 
inspecting or other officer thereto appointed. 

V. Every such ship or vessel shall be provided with healthy and roomy 
berth* or iuda|nK places, properly ventilated in the fore part ol tba between- 
decks of BuctOhip or vessel, which shall ba lelt clear for the accommodation of 
the Aviatic sailors and natives as aforesaid, who may embark or proceed on 
Jboard of such ship or vessel, to each man of whom, in ships or vessels having no 
top-gallant fore-castle, shall be alluired a space of SScubiefeet, fur hln aceoinutc*

dation before the matn>mast; but In caaea of ahipa or vea«e1a liavlni; a tnp>2al« 
lant'foreeaatle, tirenty>fonr cubic feet ahall be deemed aulRcieiit for each of aneh 
peranna, and that all Aaiatio Baiiora,laacara, and nativea, aa afureaelj}) who ahull 
not be required to iterfiirm the dutiea of the aaid ahip or veasel, or who ahall 
not belontr to the watch or (jang that may be actually employed in perform- 
liis the duly or work of the aaid ahip or veaael, shall be suffered and permitted 
to remain in their bertha or lodaing places hereiq>before mentioned, In the same 
maiiiirr aa ia uauaily permitted to European sailora, and until it ahall be tha 
turn of duty of auch Aaiaiie sailora, laacara, or nativea, who may remain beluw 
to relieve the watch or gan^t^employed on the upper deck ; and in order to eii> 
able the Asiatic Bailors, laacara, or nativea as aforesaid, to obtain the benefit of 
thia regulation, the master or commander of every such ahip or vessel shall 
divide the Aaiatic auilura, Iksoara, or natives into two watches, or ((eng8,accord- 
incly as the duty of the ship or vessel may require, and in ancli manner that 
a portion of such Asiatic sailors, lascara, or natives forminu one wateh nr nan , 
may rcniain nii the upper deck, to perform tlie duty of the aaid ship, while tl-e 
residue of such Asiatic bailors, lascars, and natives, may remain in their berth", 
or lodging places us aforesaid, in the same manner aa is uaiially practised anu 
ubserved towards European sailors; and every such ship or vessel as afore¬ 
said of the burtlien ot'Hve hundred tons and under, shall be provbled by, and 
at the expense of the nwner or owners thereof, will, one cabonse for the pur¬ 
pose of enabiinx the said Asiatic eailors, lascars, and native a to cook their 
victuala on board such ship or vessel, accordinur to the manners, habits and 
customs of such Asiatic sailors, lascars or natives, respectively, and to be ap¬ 
propriated exclusively to and fur their use; and which saidcabouse shall not be 
less in length than four feet ten inches, or in breadth than three feet two 
inches, and in height 8ve reet,pnd evrry such ship or vessel, as aforesaid, ex¬ 
ceeding dve hundred tons, shall in like inaiiner be furnished with two such 
cabouses, for llic purpose herein aforesaid. 

Yl. No such ship or vessel shall clear out from any port or places under 
the Government of tile said United Company, nr belonging to Hia Majesty 
wiUtiu the limits aforesaiii, before the commander thereof shall have delivered 
to the officer authorized to grunt the port clearance, a true list in duplicate of 
every Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native, on board or intended to be taken on 
board each ship or vessel, and true speciflcaiion of the terms and rate of wages 
on which such Asiatic sailor, luscur,or native shall iiave been hired; and also 
a true list, in duplicate, of the tobacco, and quantities and sort of provisions,and 
the prices thereof, respectively; and of the quantities of water and fuel, respec¬ 
tively, which shall have been provided for the use of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, 
and native, and also a true and correct list, in duplicate, of the bedding and 
clothing, and the price thereof, respectively, provided for the use of such Asiatic 
sailors, lascars, and natives, and also a true list, in duplicate, oftheqaantities, 
qualities, and assortment of medicines provided and on board of such last men¬ 
tioned ship or vessel; each part or list us aforesaid, being signed by the com¬ 
mander of the ship or vessel so delivering the same to the officer authorized to 
grant a port clearance aa aforesaid, aud in nrder that It may beaacertaiued that 
such tobacco, provisiou, fuel, bedding, and clothing, are respectively sufficient 
in quantity, and At and proper in quality for the use of the aaid Asiatic sailors, 
lascars, uud natives during the inleuded voyage, the owners or owner, or com¬ 
mander of every such ship or vessel, ahall deliver aamplea of musters of all such 
tobacco, provisions, fuel, bedding and clothing, with the prices thereof reapee- 
tively, to the inspecting officer, or other person or persona who shall or may be 
appointed by the Ooverument, or to the principal officer of the port or place 
at which such ship or vessel may be, to inspect the same respectively, and auch 
owners or owner or commander shall, from time to time, produce such tobacco, 
provisioiia, fuel, bedding and clothing to such inspecting officer, or other per¬ 
son or persons soappointed,as well on board of the said ship or vessel, as before 
the same shall have been put on board,for such inspeetlng officer, or other per¬ 
son or persona so appointed, to inspect and examine the same ; respect being had 
to the couvenienee of the commander, and the time of lading the said ship or 
xetsel; and the owners or owner or commander of such ship or vessel as aforesaid, 
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•lien permit and suffer such inspect in^r officer, or other pereon or persone who 
•iiall be appointed in that behalf by the Government, or principal officer of the

And 
that when such ship or vessel shuli so clear out, the officer suthorized to 
grant such port clearance, shall couiiteraign the respective lista herein-before 
directed to be delivered to him in duplicate, and return one part of each set 
of lists to the perscAi in command of such ship or vessel, and that on the ar- 
riviAof such ship or vessel at the port or place within the said United Kingdom 
to which such ship or vessel may be bound, or at any other port or place be¬ 
longing to His Majesty, without the limits of the charter of the said United 
Company, to which such sliip or vessel may be boiiiiii, the person in command 
of such ship or vessel shall deliver such lists, so countersigned, to the officer 
authorized tu admit such ship or vessel to entry, and slull also deliver to the 
said last mentioned officer, a true list containing the names of every Asiatic 
sailor, lascar, and native, aa afnreaaid, not included in the first list countersign¬ 
ed as aiuresaid, and who shall have been shipped after the commencement of 
the voyage of such ship or vessel, or during the progress thereof with a 
epecific-Btion in like manner of the terms and rates of wages, at which auch 
last mentioned Asiatic sailors, lascars and natii^es as aforesaid, may fiave been 
hired ; and also a true and correct statement in writing, of any casualties that 
may liave*liappened to any or eitiier of the said Asiatic sailors, lascars or iia- 
tives as aforesaid, who at any time were shipped on such ship or vessel, and 
of what shall have become of every man comprized in such list, and who shall 
not be on board such ship or vessel at the time of her entry into any such 
port; and also a true and correct account shewing the bedding and clothing, 
and quantity of tobacco, which may have been furnished and supplied to each 
Adailc sailor, lascar and native, as aforesaid, on board of such ship or 
vessel during the voyage, and what anm or balance shall be due and owing to 
each Asiatic sailor, lascar, and native as aforesaid, for his wages at the time oi 
the arrival of such ship or vessel at her consigned port. 

VI I. The owners or owner of every such ship or vessel, from which any 
Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native as aforesaid, shall be discharged or landed la any 
country, other than that from which suqh Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native, as 
aforesaid, shall have been shipped or to which he shall belongi shall at the 
proper costsand charges ot auch owners or owner find and provide proper and 
sufficient lodaing, raiment, food, medicines, and, if necessary, medical and 
surgical assistance, for each and every Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native as afore¬ 
said who may be so discharged or landed as aforesaid, from the time of the dis¬ 
charge or landing of each and every such Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native aa 
aforesaid, until he shall be able to enter himself on board of some other ship or 
vessel bound to his own country,and on which he may work his way to the port 
whence be may have been shipped, provided that the owners or owner of the ship 
or vessel bound to the country of such Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native as aforesaid, 
shall contract to provide such last mentioned Asiatic 8Bllor,lascar, or native as 
aforesaid, with a proper berth and good and sufficient food, bedding, clothing, 
medicines, and medical ^nd snrgical aid during such voyage to the port or place 
where such Asiatic sailor, lascar, or native as aforesaid, may have been ship¬ 
ped or hired aa aforesaid and in the same manner and subject to the rules and 
regulations hereinbefore respectively ordained for the accomodation and 
treatment of Asiatic sailors, lascars. and natives as aforesaid, the whole expense 
of which contract, if any, to be borne and sustained by the owner or owners of the 
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•flip or veiKel on which •neh Abiotic Milnrs, iii«ciirii, or naiivo, •htil hareh^en 
ahlpped within tiie iiinila aforesaid, anil from which such Asiatic sailo', lascar, 
or native as aforcsaiil, shall have been discharaerl nr landed as aforesiiiil; pro* 
vlded also, that if sncIi last ineiitinned Asiatic sailor or native shall'iiot be able 
either from want of opportunity, from sickness nr from any other cause, within 
hiur calendar months from the time of his discharge or laiidini; as atoresHid,to 
enter himself on board of such ship or vessel bound to liisow i eo intry or to the 
port or place where he may have been hired or sliipned. in co iformity witli tho 
contract, and on the terms or conditions hfarein before mentioned ; in any such 
case; the owners or owner of su^'h ship nr vessel from whixdi such last mention¬ 
ed Asiatic sailor, luscar, or native siiall Itave i>t>en discharued or landed aa 
aforesaid, siiaiI fi'td and provide fur him a -oititlde passuge to the conntry, ikwI 
or place at which he shall have been hired or shipped, nr to which he may be> 
long, with siiHicient and proper food, clothiiic, be'dding, inridicioes, and medi¬ 
cal and suraioal aid during sa li |iassage, and in rn inner herein before nnl lin¬ 
ed fir the ai'coininudatioii and treatineot of sm-h Aii itic sailor, I iscar, nr native 
as aforesaid, during ilie voyage on board tli' sliio nr vessel from wliieh liesliall 
have been dis-diarg'-d nr landed as aforesa d ; and the owiiera or owner of every 
such ship nr vossel trading under tlie authority of this act, who shall contract, 
nr agree in carry or convey ii’iy Asiatic sailor, lasear nr native as aforesaid, an I 
who shall have b<-pn landed or di8>diarged as aforesaid, f<oin any piiiA orpin d 
i I the Uni eii Kingdom, or without the limits aforesaid, to the port or pluc* at 
which such Asiatic siilnr, lasear or iiattvu as afiresaid, shall have been bred 
or shipped, or to which he sh ill belong, an 1 whether such Asiatic sailor, laicar 
or native entered himself to w irk hit way b ick as aforesaid, or sh ill have h ’en 
sent 00 hoard as a passenger, shall be subj‘ci Iq the rules and regulatioiia 
herein before orilaioed for the accomin idaiioo and treat neiit ofsiidi Asia'ic 
siilura, lascars and na ives as aforesaid, during the voyage on the ship nr ves¬ 
sel from which he shall iiave been discli irged or landed, so far as the same may 
be reB{>ectively applicable to the character or sitt^aiioii in which andi Asiit'C 
sailor, lasear or native as aforesaid may have hejn shipped or embarked in order 
to return to the port or place to which lie imy belong.

BUIES FOR CLEARING THE RIVER HOOGHLY OF WRECKS AND 

OTHER OBSTRUCTIONS. 

1 . In order to provide for clearing fbe bed of the river of all anrhors that 
have been lost in iis channels and anohoring stations, and for the recovery and 
removal of every desciiption of wrerk deposited therein, it shall be the duty of 
the master attendant, to employ in the most ifiieient manner practicable, 
under Ibe official, superiulendeoce of the marine hoard, the means placed by 
government at the disposal of tiiat officer, for the purpose specified. 

2- All nenvered aiuliors, grapnels, and wrecks of every descriptions,shall 
be landed a* soon as may be prariicable, in Iba same state in which they are 
recovered. Articles lu longing to the Ilnn'ble ('nmpany, are In be drpjisiled in 
Baiikshali premises, and immediately, after their being so deposited, a full 
and accurate description shall he taken of the articles for registry, epecif}'!,ng 
whether the articles areof a petialiable nature or not ; place where, and date 
when found; and aiieMslher infuimation as may be at all calculated to enable 
owners to identify their properly. A distinguishing mark ia to be placed on 
the anchor or other thing so recovered, with white paint, when the article will 
admit of it, tfce mark expressing the year in which it was recovered, and its 
number in the register of that year; when'the article will not admit of bging 
maikedwith paint, it isto belli some other manner aufflciently Id^ntifi^d, so, 
gg to Qonneci it wbich U* j^ariicular item In tbo registr;^. 
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3. The ttbnve information ii to be resriiiarly cntereA into bonks of revistry 
fo be kept iliat purpose at the Master ArteiKiaiit’s OHU'e, wliii^ books shall 
be always open for piibiio inspeetion, rturinir 4lie lioiirs of business j a ropy of 
this reifistry, nhull be sent weekly, iimler the sitcnature of the Master Aiteii'lanr^ 
to the Marine Board, who will cause a list of tlie rrcoveied artialeS) with ail 
the necrssary inforinaiioii. to be bung up in the Exchange Raamt, fur the in* 
formation of the pubMc. 

4. In the event of the right of property being proved to the satisfaction 
of the Master Attendant, or in case of dispute, to .he satisfaction of the Marine 
Board, such properly shall be valued by Messrs. .Mackenzie, Lyall and Co., 
or the proprietors of the Eschanae; subjict to arbitration, if the value flted 
by tin m should be objected to either by the Master Attenduitton the part of 
Govrrnmr'iit or by the owner. When the vitiuatioii shall hare been flied, the 
Master Attendant shall make out a bill for auhaae, rated accordiiig to the 
place of recovery ; viz ^d. of tlie value of artidiS rooovered above Fultali; 
40 per cent, on articles recovered beinreen Fultah and Culpee ; 60 percent, 
on articles recovered between Calpee an 1 Sangor; and 6-3 per cent, on articles 
recoveredbeiow Saugnr, with interest on the ainount of salvage, .calculated 
from the date of recovery at the rate of six per cent, per annum, tne aalvagu 
to be calculated on the value fixed by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. as 
above directed. The bill is to be sent to the Marine Board for registry; it is 
then to be passed to lbs Marine Paymaster for collection, on the production 
of «hose receipt to ihe Master Attaiidant, that officer will deliver up the anchor 
or wreck identified. 

5 All perishable property shall, if iinclaimei, be sold by public auction, 
by Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co, three months after its recovery ; unless 
they, ill conjunction with the Master Attendant, ennsi (er is for the inierest of 
the owners that it should be sooner disposed of. In like inHniier,all noii>p rish- 
able property shall be sold, at quarterly public sales, tioelre months after re¬ 
covery, On receipt of Ihe net prucreds, salvage, as directed in article 4th, 
Bliallbededucied therefrom, to thecredit of tlie “ wrezk and nuchor concern," 
and the balance be deposited in the general treasury for payment, without 
interest, to parliesatany time subsiq'iently establinhiiig their riglit thereto. 

6 . In cases wlicre ships may liave parted from their anchors, or other 
property have been lost or wrecked, and information of tlie same is immed ate* 
iy communicated by the owners or commanders, to the Mssler Attendant, the 
requisite assistance is to be afforded without delay, and the anchors, kc. when 
recovered, are to be delivered to the owners, on secu ity given for payment, 
Bl the rate of three rupees per cwt. for anchors, or similar property ; 
any other descrii’tiun of property so recovered, is to be delivered, ou payment 
of one'half the amnunt of salvage, referred to in 4th paragraph, according to 
the place from whence the properly is recovered. The valuafion thereof to 
be made by Messrs. MacMizie, Lyall and Co. subjec>. as to arbitration 
If the owners or commanders possess suitable means for recovering their own 
anchors or other lost or wreck! d property, within 48 hours after they hava. 
been parted from or lust, and decline receiving assistance, the interference of 
the Master Attendant is then fo.bidden; but, should they fail to remove the 
obstraciions within that period,(unless it shall be extended under the sanetlon 
of the Marine Doard^tthe Mastec. Attendant is authorized to eflbct the object 
himself; and all sueb anchors or property, when recovered, shad be subject to 
the prescribed charge of salvage in the article 4th. 

7. Should any anciiora or other property, not their own, be recovered bj 
owners or commanders of ships, when weighing or recovering their own 
anchors, they shall be delivered to the Matter Attendant in the stale in which 
they may have been found, with every thing attached to them and be registered 
in the same way, is if they had been re^'ov. red in t^e first instauceby the Master 
Atte..daiit. In this case however, the parties so recoveriug wrecked property, 
shall be rniitled to one-half the amount of salvage. 

6. The above rules are not to be construed to extend totbe ease of any 
•hip or yessel being wrecked in any part of the river. In such case the Master 
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shall, cn 'lie nqnisiiion of the )i«rtie» co>'eprnei1,aff'(>ril every 
firsrticnhle issisiHnop fur lernieririif the hM ship or VFt«el, her ito^fs nr 
rnreo ; anri •m h a claim, or rompen^atinti in (he nature of aakage, ahall K« 
prr'’erred by the Marine Hoarit, aa 10 them, under all rirenrnaiHneea of the 
rrse, shall appear rpaaonable; should, horrever, the pari Ira ooncerned deellne 
thearaialanre of the Master Attendant, their opr rations ahall not be interfered 
«iih.n»lesahy ihiir iieslitfenre the iiaTiaaiinn of the river should beroma 
liatile toronllnued obstruction from the accident. In this oase, as before, the 
Mister .Attendant is to adopt all beneoesnary measures to remove it.

Thefolhiring rule-*, relative to \he accommodation of indh'dunlst pro- 
seeding to the Sand Headter down the river, on board any of the Honorable 
Company's pilot vesreh,ham been sanetionedby Government,and arenowpub^ 
lisherifor general information. 

I. ItHIcers, eivii and military, when ordered to proceed down the river, 
on public service on board a pilot vessel, are-to notify the same to the master 
attendant, or, in his abserce, to bis deputy, who is to select the vessel, with 
refernire to the exiuencirs of the service on wliich sneli ofRcer shall embark. 
In esses where persons, whelher public oAicers nr private individuals, are de« 
srousof proceidi' gnn board a pilot vess'i for the bemfit of their health, ap» 
pl'cation is to be made as above, accompanied by a medical certificate, rvideiie- 
Inu the necessity nf the party proceeding to sea ; when permission will be grant- 
id ly the master attetidsnt or his deputy, to repair on board such vessil ns 
may be available. Iiidividuhia again, bmh in the service and out of it, who 
have occashn to goon board a pib»t vessel, for purposes unconnected with 
thiirdniy or heallli, are tomskeappIicBlinii In the marine board, stating the 
purpos* 8 for wliii h they desire the iiidu'gct ce, and the time for which they are 
likely to be on board.

INLAND steam NOTICB. 

In ihcarranffcmenis made for the conduct of all matters eonnmed. taith 
the Steam Boats plying 'o tlie Western Provinces, the convenience of the pub¬ 
lic has been a principal eon«Hierntioii. The eharae for freiatit on goods has 
Ueeu graiuallj: reduced tu the ioweat nte eo.npatlble witbicearity Bgalnatluas.; 
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•nd were tlie bna<B loaded entirely and pxelnaivrly, with cntida paying the 6 xpd 
rates of toiinHi>e, ilii> receipts on all accounts would do iitile more than cover 
the expense of I lie estHlilishmeiit. A less expensive mode of iiaviitHiing the 
boats may and it is hoped will be discoiered. Fuel which now cunslitiites the 
j^uviest item of outlay, will peihaps become procurable at a lower rale ; and 
pBli it is so, the 1 uiliu will benclli hy a proportionate reduction of the charge ; 
jfor''the object of the estalilishiaent of these boats, when proposed by Lord 
WilliUin Benlick, was a pruspectite advantage to letult from a greater facility uf 
commerce and intercninmuiiieulion belvteeii the extremes of the Empire. 

The gentlemen who have gratuitously undertaken the Agency of the boaia' 
|it the different stations, are euch uf ihein furnished by dank on the day alter

iiicnce bus been found lo arise from servuiils and peons crowding ihe deck of 
the boat on ber unival, to enquire for parcels, the residents at Ibeuifferent sta¬ 
tions are invited to uutiionze tlie Agent to receive their packages and land 
them from the boat; they will find a saving of linie in the arrangement, as the 
corninanders of the boats have insiruciions to deliver in the fiist instauce goods 
addressed to the Acent, on account uf tlieii being in general the cbaiinels 
through which parcels are sent lO be forwarded by ilawk or dawk bhangy ; iu 
the delivery of which a few iniiuitcs may sonieimica be of iuiporiunce. The 
charge ot which the Agents have consented to land and to receive all parcels, is 
one, which, after ilic above explaiiHtion, will, jt is presumed, be no lunger 
objected to; the Agents giie lli.'ir lime and their services uratuiiously to the 
public, and should the landing chuiges, as in some instuiices is imderstond to 
liitve been, the case, he refused, it will btcoine iieetssary Lo laise iIih charges for 
fieiaht in a much greater propii.tioii, to the ili t<iincul uf Uic puubu i,ilcrest, 
and without any udvauluge to the esuibiisliment.

Latterly the demand for freight on the iron steamers, from Calcutta to 
the Upper Provinces, has much increased. When this is the case, in excess »f 
the tonnage avaiia!ile,the tonnage is put up in pnlilic com pet it ion at the coinp> 
troller'a office. In Marcli 1839 two lliotisami cubic feet of timnage was put 
up, and the price rose rnpiitly iit the comineiicemeiit of the aale : one lot being 
tiiaposed of at the rate of three rupees ten uniins the foot; the general price 
ranged from three rupees six iinnas, to two rupees seven annas. The deinand 
for tonnage, however, fiticluates. In the norith following the above, the fre> 
qniaitions for freight, did not exceed the tonnage avairuhle; coiiscqnenily no 
puhllp eompelition took place; and the freight was of coiirsi- charged fur, a| 
pfcpuribed in the foregoing notification. 

Ill June 1830, the demand for freight in the Afnfnbnngnk accommodar 
tion, being cnnsiderably above the means of supply, tlie toiiiiige was put 
pp to auction. At the first few lota, the priee rose ns high astliree rupees anil 
aix aquas, from which it gradually fell to two rupees twelve annas, where it 
atood till the lust ten lots were pot up; when it rose agsiii to two rupees four¬ 
teen and fifteen amiaa at which the remaining lots went off. 

The freight at auction, on the 3 I Aiigast, 1830, was bid for so high aa tq 
vary front/onr to five rupees per foot; a ciriMinisiaoce qiifte unprecedented in 
the annals of np'coniitry stcuinera. The led to the building in 1841 of cargo 
boats; the rates nf which are subjoined. 

Carriages, buggies, palaiiHeens and packages, nf all dirpenslona will ha 
received and freight charged, for whatever distance, at the rate of one anna pef 
lb., excepting on light goods, which weigh less ilian 24 lbs. per (Mibic fimty 
when the former charge of 1 rs. 8 ans. per cubic font will be made, and no 
package, however aiuali, will be received at a leas charge that one rupee eigt^t 
aunat.

let. The table is provided by the commander of the boat at a charge of 3 
mpees per day, for breakfast at | past 8; biscuits nr bread, or cake, at noon; 
dinner at 3, and tea and cnfftc at 6. Iiiterinetiiate meals nr rrfresiimenla 
must be paid for, accnrilinii to prices fised mid eebiliited on the card, which 
is to be sns|iended for ueneral iiifnrmaiiiHi, in a coiispiciimis part of tlie diiitng 
room. Every article must tie paid for at tbe time of delivery, and the ste* 
ward is strictly prohibited sopplyina any article if ii u pa^d lor at the time ; 
he is provided with plenty of siiiali silver change, and wit ii tokens instead of 
coppers if preferred. It is positively prohibited to send any thing whatever 
from the mess table to the cabins tor eliildren, servants, or invalids, as such 
practices tend only to tlip discoinfort wt I he pasoeiojers gpiieriilly. Ladies or 
gentlemen prevented by indisposition from coming to tabic, will be suitably 
provided wiili rerreshiiiciits in their cabins. 

2iid. The serviiii's are required to be always clean, and dressed with 
their tiirbauds. lSnro|i''Hn or Christian servants are never permitted to appear 
without their jackets and shoes; they are required to keep their hair cut, and 
are not permitted to wear it long and bushy Karti servant, when attending 
at table, is lequired to carry a clean napkin in his liand. * 

3rd. Any negligence or misbehaviour of the servants is to be representeil 
to the purveyor or conductor, who will take the necessary measures to prevent 
a reeurreuee. 

4th. All breakage to be paid for at the time. 

5ih. All rneuls taken uwuy from the public table, will be charged for as 
extra meals. . 

6th. The steward is required to exhibit a bill of fare at 10 o'clock, every 
day, to remain suspended in the dining room 

7ih. In Case of any negligence, or other fault respecting tlie table nr wines 
fre.,'it is requested that the same be represented to tlie eoniiiiiinder, and if not 
remedied nr explained, a leiterladdressed to the ei>in|)triilb>r nf government 
steam vessels will be attended to, and the cause of eniii|>lai >t, li possible, will 
be removed.

About Commereoily, on Ihe riubt or aoiitbcrn 
bank of the naogf s, is the present blocked up entrance 
of the Maltiiliiings, nr Brocken headed river,—very 
oppropilately named—it rmplieg Itself into the 
Hooghly by the PHtcasl’a villHge. Above it Is the 
binrked up entraiici to the Jelllncee river, which em|)- 
ties itself into the head of Ihe Hnnghly ri.er, oiT 
Nudf'ea, after piigsing Kiehnacnr ci'il statio , 

Sixty.t»’x miles from rommcrcnllj is ,Siirdsh, on 
the left bank of the Gnngra ; wes formerly a coal de¬ 
pot, end is noted fnr ilTr. Watson’s large silk fac'orv, 
formerly the Hon’hle rornpany’s. If !«4I3 miles from 
Calcutta hy "ttamPi’s route, and Is 177 milea by 
dawk, PtCHiners do not wait here, but change pilots. 
I.ettprs from and to ('iilciilfa take 3 daygj bnt they 
should not he S''nt here but to Ramponr Heaulcah. 
From henee tin* Burreyl river bmiicbes I'fr to the east, 
tlirniiult ihe l hulliim and Hellobockrry Jheels into 
the Bara Sniigorfiver for the Janui and Dacca; but 
only iiRviuubie for small bouts. 

Twelve in les from Siirduh, on Ihe le*'t bank of the 
Ganges, is the civil station of Knmpore Beauleah, in 
the district of Rajshnye, distance 455 miles by steam¬ 
er from r»lcnltH, and only 155 milrs by land. It is 
the resi'*ence of a judee, a magistrate, n collector, 
postmaster, encineer officer and doctor, na likewise 
some iiidiiro and silk manufactures. This is a coal 
depot for steamera where they are generally detained 
2 to 4 hours. Hr re is a good bazar: bread, butter, 
fruits, meal and p ultry, are cheap. There la a fine 
road here. Ldiera for a eamera from Calcutta should 
leave the 6ih day after the vessel. - The dawk 
tokci IJ days for letters; bancy dawk 3} day-: 
the steam'r's run is from 7^ to 8 dujs. Pas¬ 
sengers for Da'jecling sanatarium, previous to 
Tearing Caleutta, should make arrant.'inenia for 
land trflvellinsr, and to les'e the ateamers here, 
which is a fur more comfortable plan than lauding at 
BurgatcLia.

Purttepore fnetory iaune of Lord Glenela'a, and in 
tliediatrict ofMuldUfdiataiit 21 milea friiin Malda. la 
aiiualed on the left bank of the Gunuea, and is 50 
inilea fioii) Kumpore Beauleah. At 3 milea above 
this ia the junction of the steamer's route with the 
Bliajruiiee and Sunderb'aud route.

Subjunge is on a roeky point, Ai the rl^ht bank of 
the Uaiiuea, Mild is by Bhairruilee 265 miles, by 8un- 
derbuiids 686 milea from Calcutta, and by land IU6 
miles. Letters for aleemers, from June to October, 
ehould leave Calcutta ou the 5ili day after tlie ateam* 
er, and from October to June on the 8ih day, dawk 
route being 1} da} a. 

This is a very aiirient city, and the ruins of an 
iinrneiise mass of buildings, among which is an ancient 
pHlace, a noted well, a hall of audience,a marble lined 
balcony and gateway, &c. &*, worth iiiaptctiiig. 
Mere- re some Chiistian graves and monuments, and 
a large bazar, where milk, curds, palm frail, palm 
juice, poultry, kids, rice, and hardware in a small wav, 
uie prvicurable. 'I'he Euru|iean factors and native 
Nabob reside on the bank, about 2 miles above the 
8teaine>'*s anchorage or coal depot. Vessels ginerally 
atop here 4 to 5 hours : it is a very sickly place, owing 
tojiiiiule. The hills are distant about 5 miles inland. 
The Hiiniiluyu lidls are viaihle at limes. llU a native 
d«roguh'a,aiid post office siatioii. 

Twenty>uiie miles above Rujinahal, and 2 miles 
below 8iikreegullee iiill and point is the beautiful 
MooteeJhurita waterfall: itis visible on the east-rn 
side of the hills. At Stikreegullee point is an indigo 
Factoi's bungalow ; would be an excellent shouting 
box: bears, tigers, rhinoceros, leopards, Itogs, utid 
dev rot all kinds abound here, and among tlie hills 
foailierrd game abound. Steamers pass it in lOj days 
ill the dry season.

It W 263 iniies by 
land, and S4B miles in tbe rains, ami 6J6 m Irs in ibe 
dry seu!ioii i'runi Ciiieutia- Here is a coniinissitiner, 
ajudt;e, a muuiBtr'ite,ii«'olleclor, a doctor, a snli'iipimix 
Birent, a stcaoi auent, a post muster, and some iiidija 
iactors. Leilers fur eteunieis sboiild leave Calcutta 
the 6 b day after llie steamer in ibe rains, and o ■ tbe 
Bill day in tlie dry seHson. Dawk takes 2| days, 
and St earners OJ and II days to arrive bere. Pru^ 
vi'iuns uf all kinds tire procuiulde liere ; also a kind 
uf I ulu silks, called Tiisscis, lor costs, jaekels, lailiea* 
itowiis ; short silks nf vaiiuiis cnleiirs for bed covcrai^ 
and native wear ; also u kind of cloth called bailers, 
litre are a few bill raot-ets and a sepoy sinipni, under 
cbartic of an iiiviilid idficer.

Steamers stop liere tor abtiiii an liour or two ir| 
tbe ruins, and only a few minutes, at some distance 
below, ill tlie ilry season. 

Tweiity-Hve miles ub ive Rlianitulpnre is tbe not¬ 
ed Jaiiucera rtick in tie- river, witli a Hiiidnu temple 
on it ; Kurupeaus arc ail milted to iospect the tem¬ 
ple. 

One biindered and tbirty-tbree miles above 
Rtijmslial or 25 miles atmve Juuuecra rock is tbe civil 
staiiojiuf Mooubyr—a very larue mart, its old fort 
by tlie ancliorai'e, is snuated on a rocky point exteiid- 
iiie coiiRideiably iniaiin on tlie liubi bank, au'd iq 
considered by tlie steam leunlaiiuns to be half way. 
There is u }uilue, a luauiBtrate, a coHeetor, a doc¬ 
tor, a piisl-masler, and steam acent; likewise r 
tidieral stmesliop for hH Kuropeiiii siuies and pro¬ 
visions, wines, Ac. Ac. horses IniK^ies, lor a even¬ 
ing’s ride to tbe noted SeclHkound well distant 5 
miles Two laigv b.izarB uje here, where ptovlsioiis 
of all description, except ducks, may be nbtaiiied. 
This is file liillc BirniinjtiiHm of tbe East. Tussers, 
bafters,different iiHlive clutbs, hardware, fnrniiure, 
upparently well Hni<>hed Kniiaand pistols—(but treach¬ 
erous a'licles)—pikes, swords, (tiinpowder, sliot, 
black wooden Bower vases and cups, ladies’ band- 
simio Ijglu woudeii jet black uevkiaves aud bravelilil 
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of Tarioas patterns, at from 2 to n rupees the set, 8t. 
Agnes' beads, table dish mats, straw hand punkahs 
and baskets of THrinus shapes and patterns, ladies' 
handsome wooden-work boxes, on carved iegs, at 7 
rupees, of various kinds of w lod, • hiliiren’s painted 
wooden toys Sfid stirks, very hard bamboo for cunes, 
and various kinds of birds, rameleons and'monkeya. 

The steamer’s passage to this is senefally 12 days 
in the rains, oeeasionally 10 du} sin July, and in thed'y 
season 13 to 14 days ; the diataace from Calcutta is 
398 miles by Bhasrnttee, 686 miles by Sonderbunds, 
and 304 by land. Dawk runs in 2| days. Letters for 
steamers should leave town on 7th day aPer her, in 
July, and on the 8th day in June, August, September 
and October, and on the 10th day in the dry season. 

On arrival here, the cnllector ’4 sud maaistrate's 
book is sent on board for entry of mII paosenaer’a names, 
Icc. See. See. S'enmers stop here 3 to fi hours fur coals. 

Two miles S. W. by W. of Moiitzliyr are some 
rocks, with a mark on them : they were formerly in the 
steamer’s track, but are now buried in an immense 
sandbank. 

On rii{ht bank of the Oanees, 20 miles above 
Monehyr, is the larire village of a SonrHjonrra, with a 
small river that runs down from the hills. Fowls and 
Kids are procurable here, through the ihannadar’s assis¬ 
tance, for boat travellers. 

On the riifht hank of the river, 6t> miles above 
Vonahyr, and 50 b< low Dinapore, is the large town 
and mart of Bar. beina a daroaah staiion, also a bye 
depot for steamer’s coals. All this bank of the river, 
for 20 miles below and ubove, is noted for piggery vil¬ 
lages, and saltpetre manufactories. 

Also on the riaht bank, 87 miles above Monehyr, 
or 9 miles below Patna station, or rather Kankipore, is 
a large native town, with a river on its upper or western 
end, that flows from the hills, and has a pucka bridge 
overit: itisa noted manufactory of table cloths, of any 
extent,pattern,and texture that may be ordered. Alao 
napkins and towels of all sorts, 

Putna, and the civil station of Bankipore, extends 
about 10 miles alonu the right bank, 14 miles below 
Dinapore ; is noted for opium, gram, and wax-candles, 
and is a very large mart, 1700 boats of burthen have 
been counted laying here at one lime. It ia thereaidMi’a 
of a nabob, and being a Slider o.' civil atatioii, has a 
commissioner, a judge, a magistrate, a collector, 
their deputy and joint ofBcers, a doctor, an opium 
agent, a poat-master, European assiatauts and mission¬ 
aries. 

The government establishments are at Bankipore, 
or the upper extreme of Patna, where there are some 
handsome houses, also a very large and noted granary 
built like a dome, with two flighta ofatepa nnisidc, to 
ascend to its top, on which is a large circular hole, to ad¬ 
mit air into the building, ami to start grain into. It 
baa only one door, and was built for a depot, in case of 
famine. It is a very massive building, and noted fur 
Its very numerous, dear, and strong echos, and at pre- 
eent it is used as a guard bouse.

or to the miliiHry station of Dinapore, 14 mile> distant, 
by way of a novelty nr chani^e, when they can inspect 
theersnary bv liie road hide. The road is very ift'ud 
up to the military cimtonment. Deeeah farm, ia 
north of Patna. On the left bank ia tlie Guild nek 
river from the NepanI hills, with a large native town 
on its ri<rht hank, and on its left, or l•agterll bank, ia the 
famnns flajeepiire bundalow, uini race e<»urse. Durini; 
its annual targe fair which is attended by people front 
all parts o( India, very Kood and cheap naga are 
procurable, 

Diiiapore is a large European and native military 
station, where the steamers put to the hank by the caii^ 
tonment flitgs'ail, for 5 or G hours, to take in coals, rtis« 
charge and lake in rargo, and pusseiigers: it is consi* 
dered as two-third ofliie passage iipwa ds. It is ontlie 
right blink of the Ganges, distant (rom Calcutta, by 
Steamer’s rome via Bhacrnilee, .008 miles ; via sihiin- 
dcrhiiiids 7'JO miles ; and hy Ian ■ 370 miles. Post takes 
3^ davs. Lette-s for sie >inei's shoubl leave Calnntta on 
the lOth day after the vessel in the rains, and I3ih in 
the liny siasoii. 

Mutton, beef, fowls, eggs, bread,letter, fruits of va¬ 
rious kinds, and giapes in May and June, are procura¬ 
ble ; as also tatde-clolhs, towels, napkins, cotton hand- 
ken liiefs, also ha's, muslin and cotton cloth shoes, iiar- 
Tiess, Patna scented wax eaiidhs, and gram. Euro(»ean 
shop kei>[iers, are heie also. Here is a steam agent, a 
docter, and a clergrniaii. Plays are performed ncea- 
sionally hy uiriaii-iir performers. Auctions are soine- 
tioies held here. 

Pfissengera lor A'rah and Tirboot land here. 

Four miles above Oiiiapore is thejmiction of the 
river 8oaii. 

Twenty two miles above Dinapore, on the left 
bank, is the civil station ofP.hupra, the capital of Sanm 
district. Here reaiile a judge, a magistrate, a coller- 
t( r, a doctor, ami a post master. Steamers seldom 
ti ooh here even in the rains. Passengers f ^r this place 
should arrange to land above it at Uevelgunge, where 
there is a steam agent. 

Keveigiinge, 27 miles by water above Dinapore, 
on the left bank of the riveii is a very large grain and 
galtpetre mart, and noted for boat-building. An 
annual fair is held here. 

Steamers merely touch to land passengers and a 
few packages to the steam agent's care. Prom hence 
up to Gbs^eepore, the villiajers are said to be uncivil, 
and dishonest. 

On tlie left bsnk, 74 miles above Dinapore, is the 
large native village of Hhiilican, a darngnh station, 
noted for a f dr aniiiislly held here, as also a grain marr. 

This is the most dangerous part of the Gauges for 
quicksands and shifting banks. Tides are very strong 
liere ; boats being detainer] from 4 to G weeki, wailing 
for wutt‘r,and a favourable breeze. 
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niixKr ATI Ihe ricYit hank. And KarntA<l«>A on the 
left bank, U 83 milen above DinAp<ir<>, and is noted for 
beinir the Hnn’ble Cn.'q stud eatHbliahineiit, There is 
a ainall fort here, where the battle was fniittht. Here 
are some BnrnpeRn ntfieera n' the stud, a doctor, and 
buspital biiriBAlniT, aUni a steam Alient. 

Eight miles above Husar, nn the right bank of the 
river, is the junetioi of the Enrrnmnasa river: the 
toiirh of it* water! is considere I as one of the greatest 
mishaps that can happen to a Hindoo, as it is said to 
debar him from adrnittattce into Heaven. There is a 
bridee built ov^r it by a rajah. ThU part of the coun¬ 
try ia noted for dauoits. 

One hundred and nineteen miles above Dinapnre, 
or 31 miles above Huxar on the left bank of the nver, 
is the Civil and Military station of Ohszeepote, a very 
handsome place. At it* lower end is the ruins of an obi 
palaep. The Native town is huilt nn preeipires. The 
Eoropean inhabitants, consisting of the judge, maiiis- 
trates, collectors, d<>cfor and opium anent. See. See. re¬ 
side on a level plain, about the centre of tlie station, 
the cantonments from tlie upper part, and the Giirn- 
pean hospital is at the upper extreme. Between the 
rivil and military lines is the chapel and Lo.rd Corn¬ 
wallis’ tomb. 

This place is noted for its opium maniiractory, 
and (invernment stud establishment, where horses 
CUM be purchased; as also for its rose water, ii:ter «if 
roses, and other perfumed oils; bread, butter, eggs, 
fowls, mutton, lamb, kid, milk, and suiiar, are pro¬ 
curable; also Europe ii articles of pnnsiiinption, and 
millinety from the European shopkeepers. Its dis- 
tunce from Calcutta is, via Bhatiruttie, 627 miles, via 
Srmnderbiinds 915, nnd by land 431 miles. The dawk 
runs in 4 days, and letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the day after the slcurner in the dry 
seasons, and on the 11th day in the rain* ;—the ves¬ 
sel’s passane being from 17 t'l 20 days. Steamers re¬ 
main here for pasaentrer*, and coal, and cargo at the 
steam agent’s. Passengerg for Guruckpore should 
land here. 

This is the lower extreme of the North Western 
Proviiiees or Aura ' residency, and is a great place nf 
Blade. It is the lowest station for the Aura flat boats 
or boxes. Kuiikerry banks commence from here up¬ 
wards. 

Eight miles above Ohazepore is the dangerous 
kuiiker reef of Bairie that strikes across the river. 

Twenty-three miles above Ghazeepore is Cho- 
chookpore stone ghaut and temple, noted for the nu¬ 
merous monkeys tliat resort here. 

Two milea below Choc kook pore, on the riehtbank 
of t'ne river, is a sniiken knnknr rock, opposite to a 
palm tree, just below Sanontie. 

Thirty-four miles above Ghszeepore, by Kuebaree 
on the leh bank, is a very difficult and dangeions 
sunken reef. 

Six miles above it is Saidspore a large native 
town, with a tebsseeldar and darogah; and 2 milea 
a^pve Saidapore, is the junction of the Gounstic livo^ii 
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Itscoita.

Articles to be par 
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that goea up to Lucknow, said to be a very intricate 
and r cky river, ton shallpw for the amuiieat boats in 
the dry season. The Ganges river, from above Kuch* 
nrre reef, pHSt Saidapnre up to the Gonmtip,n distance 
of 8 miles, is a very critical pasaage with various bad 
patches of kunker rock, on which native'boats and 
budaerows split inatuntaneoiisly. 

Five miles above the Gnomtie, ia Chandrontie, 
with a white temple. Here in mid channel, ia a very 
danaerous pucka platform, on kunker, with the ruins 
of an old temple oh it, and no passable channel on its 
northwest, or Jinhnre side, and very daiiacroua for 
downward bound boats, as tiie current seta directly 
on it. 

Five miles above Chnndroutie is Bullooa Ohsut 
and ferry on the right bank; these banks are formed 
of kunker rock. 

PiFry miles above Ghazeepore, or 8 miles above 
Bullooa Ghaut, on the right bank of the river, is Kye, 
and its sunken kunker reef, scarcely avoidable in 
some dry seasons. Prom hence doe west over the 
right bunk, you will observe the Benares minarets, 
distance 0 milca. 

Benares, on the left bank, is considered as the 
most holy city in India, and is certainly one of the 
most handsome when viewed from a distance on the 
river, there being such numerous stone ghauts and 
temples, some of which cost 17 lakhs of rupees. Thii 
ia the residence of some of the native princes, pension- 
era of the Honorable Bast India Company; but 
their dwellings are divided into so many little cham¬ 
bers, nr pigeon holes, that the internal part of the city 
has the appearance of a mass of mean buildings, pil.d 
up without any regard to order or appeatance, and 
narrow, filthy lanes, instead of streets. There is a 
large inclosed mart, called a ohniik that opens at 5 
f. ir , where trinkets, toys, birds, cloth, coarse hard¬ 
ware are exposed for sale. It has a large well in it, 
and is also a resort for native auctions. Close to the 
chouk is the principal alley or mart for Goolbuduns, 
a very fine silk, of various paterns, worn by natives, 
as trowsers; aNo fine caps with tinselled crowns 
and very elegant gold and silver embroidery : also 
scarfs and turban pieces for fancy head dresses. 
There is likewise a traveller's chouk, a native inn, apd 
a large horse mart, where very fine horses, of the 
Toorky, Persian, and Cubul breeds are procurable, as 
high as 8,10, and 15,000 rupees and are brought here 
by the fruit carriers who bring grapes and pears from 
those countries. Heie are several miniature painters, 
and also venders of miniatures on ivory, said to be 
likenesses of ilifiVrentnative princes, and tbeir qneeps, 
and naufeh girls; true likenesses of native servants ia 
coBlutne, tradesmen and beggars. 

Delhi jewellery of tiie best gold is brought on 
board the steamers, by sending for the dealers- Here 
is also an old observatory, and two very high and 
•lender minarets, one of which has a slight inclina¬ 
tion ; truvellrt'aascending them are expected to give 
the keeper a fee of I rupee. From their tops is a rietf 
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of the city, the Bdjneeiit country, and the rirer (40 
graiif3iii(E a eiiht shouM not be pHBHeii over by any tru* 
vellcr; i'nnidDitiure procurable; |l■lrlridlte8, quail, 
and wild ducks of »ufis are to be obtained. Steamers 
remain at llaj Ohaut lodischarire and take in pack* 
ages, and to rrcfive coaU, Ttie civil and military station 
ia about 4 miles inland, direct froin Itaj Oliuut| where 
rtside Ihecomntiasioner, thejudi'e, niHai4truteM,e<>llecv 
ttirp, the ueiieral, and all the military oitioers of the na‘< 
live re,!iments vtaiinned here, and some European 
artillery. Here also resides a doctor, a postmaster, 
aieain aaeni, coach hiiildcr, and Euroiican sltnp.keepeia. 

L.^itersfitr sleaniera, or travellers, are not for¬ 
warded t • the vessel or boats, but must be sent for 
which is very iiieonvcnieiit. 'Ihecitvis ubiiut 3 niile 
lone. The iialivea are very uiic vil to straiiaors. 
Nmne'ous fanilics are here, wlin liroivn themsidves 
bidieviiie that the holy Gmiaa, and the city uf the most 
holy, «oc 11 res Iheni <t rn>il hiippiness. 

Henares U from ('aleiitta, via nhaeriiltee 09Q 
miles, viii S'lnderbiinds U84 miles, and by lanti or dawk 
roiile4‘J8 miles. Letters take 4 days, Itbainries 7 days 
Letters forsteaniei'H should leave t'alcuita, the ]3ih 
day aftrr the vessel in the rains, and on the 14!h day 
iu the dry season. 

I*ulank.ens are procurable here, but infested with 
vile vermin. Travellers wisliinst to visit the station 
of Surde, should write up from Ghazceporc to a 
friend, or the steam atcent, for a conveyance to be 
ready at liHjahanl for them, on their arrival. 

lliiiii) qhiir, i.J miles above lieiiare^, on the ritiht 
bank of the river, is a nqiive palace, the residence uf 
the Rajah ul Benares. 

Souiiun|iure, I'ciiares, is a native cavalry station, 
17 miles above Benares, and on the left hank of ilie 
river. Steamers lirino to liere a few iiiinnies, on llteir 
passd'/e up or down, as required, to land niid receive 
passengers. It lias a kipikery or rocky point, which 
is very awkward for native boats, as also for eteani os, 
owitii# to narrow cliiiiinel and slront' currents ; it U 
oil' the stables, wliicb arc called Little I'lilciilta. 

On the rialit bank of the river, about 4 miles shove 
8oo)laii|>ore, is a very neat lookim; idace, called Clin* 
liar, with a very iieai'lonkiu^ Enalisli church, that 
reiniiiils one of sweet, * SWvet home.’ It is an invalid 
lii'iitary station, and lias a forlifIv'Ktiou, on an isnlaied 
rm'ky lilll, which prnj.a'ts into the river, tormini; q 
very nasty point to |in«s ill the rxins. Ilin too traiii* 
t| m tells iiB,tbis ''ortress was hnill in one nitfht by a ttiaiit, 
and ii impregnable : it completely coininnnds Bie ri¬ 
ver and U uaeii as a place of cnnHnement for slate 
prisoners. There are s-'veriil detached rocky hilU, or 
sxiiie qnaries here, it is a very sickly place, owiin; 
In the heat ari-imt from the stone, whic.ii causes fever 
Mid spleen. This is a ureat place (or snakes. A lit¬ 
tle above the fort is a temple. Tradition states it to 
CoiiiBin a chesi, which canno be opened, unless tiie 
p Ttv npeninif it lose liis liand—lour lilieves hiivirnr so 
auiTered mice, in hm attempt on it. Very fine black 
kutt rc4 car liteii ware is prucurable here, such as wiuf 
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pnolers, wlilrli bi iiiK tviih water, after the buttle 

ia ineeiieil, atm eel ou«. in the draft uf the hut westerly 
wiiida, (ii'iue Ollier HI rvee tlie piir|tiiee,) iu the aliAdP) 
cuula the eofiiiiied llquur foud to kiiiu it. The CAuI> 
er niiia> drwii riaily. Abo red aandy water holdera, 
or euiieH, whi< h keep wnier teiy cool. Black batter> 
pots, with aeasiiiu tor wuter, very neatly finbhed, and 
larue black double unia, to contain bread and keep it 
niiiiat. tlere is aaieain agent; but auaiuera Bcldom 
atop more than teo ininottH. 

Seven niiles above Cliunar, on the riuht hank of 
the river, b the vilb(EP ut Kntnac, with rucky hnitnin 
ami hard lumps of red eurlli in the river, a liitle above 
b a ravine, which is to he avoided hy ail boats. 

I'ourteen iiiiles above Chunar, is the crossini; ferry 
of the BenareH Ktand road, and of Knwu unrt Bhud* 
doolee to Miizapore. From hence to the latter plsne, b 
a fine road, distance miles by land, and 16 luilis by 
waler. 

Ten miles above the ferry, and? miles below Mir- 
zupore, on the lefi hiith liai.k, ia Bhujoaii, with a white 
tomb, wild a putcli of kiinktr in the river, on which 
many boatR arc lost. Fruiii here the vaiitniiinents of 
SlitZiipore are .isibie. 

Mirzapore, a militury cunfoiiroent, ia Smiles be¬ 
low the ciiv ; and the civil sin inn, where the judge’s, 
inagbirute’s anti collector’s offices ure, ia I mile below 
the City. Tlie aleamer stops at llie aueiicy uhaut, at 
the lower end of the city. Tliis place is. noted fra 
cotton mart, anil cot ion munoiaciory ; us likewise shell 
lac, lac dye, iiardware in u small nay. Mauy boats are 
here, at ull seasons. 

The city ia very confined, and dirty, subject to great 
sickneHS. Thir«uie2ur S fine stone ghauts here, end 
some siiiull lempics and minarets. Dread, butter, eggs, 
mutton, iaiikb, kid, beef, veal and fowls are procurable 
here.

FORT WILLIAM,

Rules for the vianaycment of the Post Office Department, pass¬ 
ed by the Governor-Uemral of Indin in Council, on the iMth 
August, 1837. 

I. All cxij>tin{; rule?, general ordera and prnrlamatinn? for 
fhe {iiitdance of the post oHice departmente of the different prrai-. 
deneies and riottlemcntfi of India, as well aa all eirculur orders of 
the heads of the deparintents, savin'; sueh as relate to dawlc lru> 
veiling and matters of account, shall cease to have effect from the 
1st of October next, and the following rules and orders sliull be 
substituted for the same, to be in force at all post oflice stations 
in any of the presidencies, sottleinents, or possessions of the com- 
puny, and to take effect from the aboveinentjoned date. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF GENERAL AND PROVINCIAL 
POST OFFICES, RECEIPT OF LETTERS,&c. 


II. There shall be a general post ofBce at eaeh of fhe towns 
of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and post ofIice« at such other 
places throiighoHt India and in the settlements subordinate 
thereto, as the governor-general of India in council shall from 
time to time direct. The immediate charge of each general 
post ofBcc, arid the control of the several provincial post othces 
subordinate thereto, shall be vested in post masters general,each 
AfwhomBliall respectively exercise his functions within such 
limits, as may be determined by the said governor general of In¬ 
dia in council, anrl the duties of the provincial post ofllces shall 
be severally conducted by subordinate officers to be styled post 
masters.’’ The post masters general at Madras and Bombay, 
and the post masters snbordiiiate to them, shall be appointed by 
the governors in council of those presidencies respectively, and 
‘Shall exercise their functions in subordination to the said govern¬ 
ors in council.

No religions or literary society shall have the privilege of sending or re¬ 
ceiving letters free, nor any charitable society, other than the established funds 
of the public servants above specified, shall have the privilege of sending or re¬ 
ceiving letters free. But when these societies may desire to forward letters 
—frro, to particular persons or under any peculiar circum-tances, the letter or 
parcels may be submitted to the Chief Srcrefkry or Secretary to Government 
ill the General Department, who will exercise, under the orders of QoTernmeDt, 
a suitable discretion in forwarding them under his public frank.

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330 POST OFFICE REGULATIONS. 

The folloiolng rules far stamping letters have been suhniitted to the Governor- 

General of India in council, and being approved, are appended for the 

guidance of the ojfieers of the department. 

BUtaS FOR'using post office stamps. 

An 1«tter,8 an«l pnokets whatever (eave and rxoept newapupers and ship and 
steam letters, hereafter specially provided for,f reei ived at anv Post Otficu in 
Jiwlia fur despatch by post, whetlicr free or post paid, or liable to postane, as 
the case may be, ace to be marked with tlie appropriate etainp, brariiiic the 
name of stieh nttice of despatch, and when slide-stumps are not. provided, when 
the date of the month anil year forms part of the stumps iia>‘ir, the said date 
must be entered in writing across the iriiddle of the face of the stantp. If the 
letter or packet received for despatch be post paid or beurint; postage, tho 
amount of postage so paid or due, iiitisr be entered in writing on the face of 
the stump, after the word “ paid” or‘‘ bearing,” as the esse may be.* 

2. Ali letters and packets whatever, received at any Post office by Post 
for delivery at such office, are in like inunrier to bef stumped witli the appro¬ 
priate ulhee stamp, and marked witli the date of the month and year ^ but the 
arnnuntof postage, paid or due, is not to be entered on the stamp of delivery, 
as the stamp of despatch regulates the levy of postage. 

3. Tke stamp for all service, soldiers or otlier free letters, or packets is an 
oval l.j inch long by 1 inch’Viide, bearing the iiij.iuu uf the olHce an 1 the word 
“ free,” and must be stamped ie.d. 

4. Tire stamp for all letters or packets, on which postage has been paid, 
is an nhlong, 1.) iiicii long by 1 iocli wide, beai iitg the name of the office and the 
word “ p:iid'’uiid must also be stuiiipcd red. 

'5. The stump for all letters or pai kets, on which postage has not been paid 
in advance, in an olilung, 1J 'nch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of thg 
office and the word “ bearing,” and must he stamped black. ' 

0. Forward letters or packets,!, e., loose which fulluw n party addressed 
from station, to station, are to be siainped at each office nf fresh dispatch, and 
marked With the additional postage due on such fresh despatch. 

7. When a letter exceeds in weight a single lolu, its werglit, double, 
treble, jcc. mast be entered in wr.ting on the face tlierof, and on bunghy 
parcels, the exiiot weight must in all cases be ciilored in writing on the siiriie. 

8. All service, sildicrs or other free Utters or pai-kits received from 
seaward, ut any Gcmral Fi st Olticc arc to be slumped wiili the ship letter free 
stamp. This ^tjtmp is,circulur, I ^ ill! h in (naincter, leaving tlie name nf the 
General Fost O^CF, the date of the month and year and the waids “ ship 
letters free,” and must be stumped ted. 

U. All other letters or packets leccived from seaward at atiy General Poat 
office, are to be stamped, ifreceiveil by ship with the ship-leltir Inariitg slam , 
Slid, if by a Government steamer, with the stiam ieltir bearing stump The 
former is a square stamp, inch in (iiametcr, beating tlie nuiiit of the Geinrrfl 
Post OfKcp, tile date of the muntli and )cu', and llic words ” ship letter bearing.*' 
The letter is an octagonal stamp of similar dimensions, but wilh the words 
steam letter bearing.” Ooih tliese alariiits must he stamped blacA. 

10. At the several stations Where uewspupcis are published in India, 
news] aper stamps are provided with wliieh all ncwsi'upers received at such 
stations ior de8*patch, will be appropriately stamped, whether free, paid or 
hearing, as the case may be, and tlie postage paid or due, us ti>e case may bo 
niuiked on the same eillier by the stimp or in writing. At otfices of delivery 
where newspaper stamps may nut be provided, new.-palters will be marked with 
the usual udice stump, iu like muuuer as other packets.

From ('alcutta to Ganjam 364 
miles. Apply to Post Master General. D^k must be paid in advance at the rate of 
fi annas a mile. 

From Ganjam to Moone^allali 497 miles. Apply to Collector of Ganjam, slating 
all pariiculars in respert to extra bangy burdars, also intended detention at stations 
fin route. Beaier< must be paid by the traveller at the end of each stage. Stages 
vary from ]5to2l) mdeseacli. Average co«t about 5 annas a mile. 

From Moonrgallah to llydrabad lOO miles, apply to Resident at Hydra bad, in 
same form as abuve. Timely notice must be given, as bearers must be sent out from 
that city to meet the iiaveller.
